Volunteers Fill 
Blood Quota 

Life-saving blood plasma— 
probably already at the front in 
Korea by this time—went quickly 
to the Armed Forces last week 
after hundreds of Convair em¬ 
ployées volunteered their blood 
during the Dec. 27-28 visit of the 
North Texas Defense Blood Cen- 
ter bloodmobile. 

L. L. Turner, manager of Pub¬ 
lic Relations at FW who super- 
vised Convair’s participation in 
the blood donor program, termed 
the operation “highly successful.” 

“Convair employées responded 
so enthusiastically,” he reported, 
“that blood donations at Convair 
were limited only by the capacity

Turboliner Air Time 
Upped in December 

Flight time for the Convair 
Turboliner totaled 15 hours in 
December, the greatest number 
of hours the plane has had in 
the air in a month thus far. 

An even more accelerated flight 
schedule is planned for the ship 
in 1952. 

In late November, the plane 
received new Allison division, 
General Motors “dash six” en- 
gines. These are improved ver¬ 
sions of the original power 
plants. 

Flying from Edwards Air 
Force Base at Muroc, the ship 
flew five times in a single week 
in December. Christmas and New 
Year’s holidays prevented an 
even better monthly total. 


U.S. Okays Super Highway 
in Vicinity of Convair FW 

Improvements of traffic to and from Convair FW was 
in sight this week with an announcement from Convair’s 
Washington office that fédéral approval has been given 
for building a new $2,000,000 super-highway. 

Department of Defense offi¬ 
ciais notified the Convair office 


in the Nation’s capital that the 
road is deemed necessary since 
White Settlement Rd. will be 
closed to permit extension of 
runways at Carswell Air Force 
Base. 

The State Highway Depart¬ 
ment will build the road but 
funds will corne from fédéral 
money voted by Congress for 
roads needed by the Armed 
Forces. 

Tentative plans call for the 
road to extend south from the 
intersection of White Settlement 
Rd. and Grant’s Lane to a point 
just short of Calmont Ave. 


Jan. 12 Chosen 
For Fight Night 

Jan. 12 will be “fight night” 
a gain for Convair SD ring 
enthusiasts.

A cloverleaf traffic inter¬ 
change will carry traffic across 
Highway 183. Calmont and Mal- 
vey hâve been tentatively selec- 
ted as arteries to connect the new 
road with the East-West free- 
way. A grade séparation will 
carry ail traffic over Camp 
Bowie Blvd. 

Plans call for six lanes in the 
section between Grant’s Lane 
and Highway 183. Four lanes 
will cover the remainder of the 
route. 


Continuation of High 
Tempo Work Marks 
Outlook For Year 

More than 50,000 strong, Convair went back to the job 
this morning on the first working day of a new year. 

Twelve months ago Convairiety’s top headline read: 
“Tremendous Task Ahead for Convair in 1951.” 

Now, a year later, the big news is that Convair met that 
challenge successfully, but the chances are that an even 
greater task still lies in the future. 

A canvass of top management 


developed some “ifs” in connec¬ 
tion with this general forecast 
for 1952, but they were not 
spirited “ifs.” However, there 
was no lessening of the tone of 
urgency that marked the 1951 
forecast; and, if anything, Con¬ 
vair’s leaders this year took an 
even graver attitude toward the 
importance of the overall job, in 
ternis of national defense. 

Questioned as to what Convair 
achieved in 1951 and can look 
forward to in 1952, LaMotte T. 
Cohu, Convair president, said: 

“A year ago Convair’s total 
employment including ail divi¬ 
sions, was 40,000. 

“Now, it is 52,000. 

“During 1951 we made sig- 
nificant si rides. The B-36 ef¬ 
fort at Fort Worth and the 
development of the YB-60 
swept wing jet bomber were 
accomplishments of first mag¬ 
nitude which deserve superla¬ 
tive praise. The sélection of 
Convair to build the air frame 
for the first atom-powered air- 
plane was an honor of far 
reaching significance.

B-36, 340 
Standout in 
News of '51 

As a news year, 1951 was 
a good producer. 

A check back over Con- 
vairiety issues shows a 
steady pattern of news 
breaks. Here are some of 
the significant developments 
during the year, in short 
takes : 

JANUARY: A B-36 flown by 
a Convair crew from Fort Worth 
stays up 51 hours, 20 minutes, 
without refueling, for a new rec¬ 
ord (Jan. 14 to 16) .... Super- 
visors at SD enroll in Red Cross 
training classes in first aid as 
step toward forming defense or- 
ganization. . . . Six B-36s (in¬ 
cluding first airplane modernized 
to model D at San Diego) fly 
round trip to England for first 
B-36 visit to foreign soil. 

FEBRUARY : San Diego em¬ 
ployment at 17,000 as Fort Worth 
payroll climbs to 26,000. . . . 
First details of new model 340 
Convair-Liners announced as 
United Air Lines and Hawaiian 
Airlines sign. . . .

superlative praise is merited 
by the progress on the T-29 
airplanes as well as B-36 work, 
but particularly for the créa¬ 
tion of the model 340 two- 
engine transport. 

“Our new Convair-Liner is the 
product of outstanding effort, 
not only in engineering and 
manufacturing but in commercial 
sales. Convair salesmen sold 
more than 100 in a single year 
in a highly compétitive and com- 
plicated market. 

“Also during 1951 Convair 
commissioned a new division, to 
build guided missiles for the U. S. 
Navy. As with ail such new 
enterprises, there hâve been 
growing pains, but the plant is 
on the way to completion and 
we can look forward to growing 
production next year.” 

As for 1952 prospects, Cohu 
had this to say: 

“Manpower estimâtes for 1952 
indicate a continued upward 
trend. As to the degree, we can’t 
be sure at this point. 

“Remember, our long-range 
estimâtes are based not only on 
firm contracts that we hâve in 
hand but also on some that we 
do not hâve but feel we hâve 
good chances of getting. These 
latter may or may not material- 
ize. 

“It seems fairly safe to say, 
however, that présent business is 
sufficient to more than justify 


our présent employment level, 
even without anything new de- 
veloping. We hâve irons in the 
fire—and good ones—and the 
question of whether our work 
load increases, and if so how 
much, dépends upon whether the 
irons become contracts.” 

Filling out the overall Convair 
picture at the start of 1952, Cohu 
offered this observation: 

“As a company, we are in a 
relatively strong position de-

in 1951, LaMotte T. Cohu, Con¬ 
vair president, called spécial 
attention to the création last 
November of a top-level Plan¬ 
ning and Programming Com- 
mittee.

looked ahead to the needs of 
our customer 10 years from 
now,” Cohu said. 

“Convair wants to be not 
only at the head of the parade 
but well out in front of it. This 
means we must concentrate 
our best brains on anticipat- 
ing the future. 

“By combining the best 
thinking of our experts in ail 
fields, the committee will make 
broad studies and offer con¬ 
crète recommendations to the 
Board of Directors. Recom¬ 
mendations will involve not 
only the types of planes, mis¬ 
siles or research we should 
concentrate on now, but those 
we should work toward in the 
future,” Cohu explained. 


During 1952 

“We bave a share of the mis¬ 
sile business and rank high in 
this field. 

“We continue to lead the 
world in waterbased aircraft 
design with our XP5Y and the 
coming R3Y. 

“With our T-29s we are well 
up front in military training 
planes. 

“Commercially, our model 
340 transport (together with 
the model 240s already flying) 
seems destined inevitably to 
become the ‘DC-3 of the fu¬ 
ture.’ 

“From this résumé it would 
appear that we are either out in 
front, or well up among the lead¬ 
ers, in a number of different 
fields. The future, however, it is 
difficult to predict with cer- 
tainty. There is only one certain 
thing about the aircraft business 
and that is that it doesn’t stand 
still. 

“For both business and secur- 
ity reasons we can’t mention new 
designs. But believe me, we 
aren’t sitting on our drawing 
boards.”

Rose said he “sure missed Heat 
Treat” but maybe should hâve 
added “particularly when there’s 
ice on the wash bucket.”

In connection with the “search 
for V-Grand” (the five thou- 
sandth Convair B-24 which be- 
came an Air Corps novelty plane, 
fought in Europe and returned 
to this country to slip into ob- 
livion) Convairiety wrote to Ford 
Motor Co. in an effort to discover 
the plane’s présent whereabouts. 
The ship was last reported at 
Willow Run. Following is the 
reply : 

“We can carry you along as 
far as Arizona or New Mexico in 
your search for V-Grand’s final 
resting place. From there it’s up 
to the Air Materiel Command. 

“While we hâve no knowledge 
of the spécifie airplane, the 300 
odd B-24s that were retired to 
Willow Run were moved from 
here by the Ferry Command to 
storage areas in the Southwest. 

“Ford Motor Co.’s orders on the 
planes, following the end of the 
war, were to gas up and préparé 
them for flight. When they were 
ready, the Army repossessed 
them and flew them out. 


“As an old Southern Califor- 
nian, may I suggest that you try 
some of the storage fields in 
Arizona, although it probably 
will be quite a job locating the 
exact airplane you want. My 
recollection is that there are at 
least two such large desert 
gatherings of stacked airplanes 
around Phoenix and up near Tu- 
cumcari, N. M.

150-Year-Old Newspaper Prized 


Whether Counterfeit or Not 


According to journalism his- 
torians, only two authentic copies 
of the newspaper are known to 
be in existence. Some historians 
report as many as 75 counterfeit 
reproductions. Although widely 
distributed, even the counterfeit 
copies are valuable as collectons 
items, they say. 

Whether an original or a re- 
print, Graf believes the news¬ 
paper is a real find. 

The 1800 édition—typical of its 
day—is a four-page, tabloid size 
newspaper, noticeably lacking in 
big headlines and the kind of 
display advertisements which ap- 
pear in today’s daily papers. 

In fact, the important news of 
Washington^ death is found in- 
conspicuously on an inside page, 
among routine reports from Con- 
gress. 

In quaint rhetoric of the day, 
the story reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The melancholy event which 
was yesterday afternoon an- 
nounced without doubt, has been 
rendered but too certain. Our 
Washington is no more! The 
hero, the sage and the patriot of 
America—the man on whom in 
ail times of danger, every eye 
was turned and ail hopes were 
placed, lives now only in his own 
great actions, and in the hearts 
of an afflicted people.” 

Elsewhere in the paper a min- 
utely detailed, almost poetic de¬ 
scription is given of the funeral. 
According to the Gazette, the 
generaTs horse, with his saddle, 
holsters and pistols, paraded in 
the funeral procession. 

Out of respect to the late gen¬ 
eral and former president, col- 
umns of type were bordered in 
heavy black, a common practice 
in the 18th and 19th centuries. 

Typical of the classifiêd ads 
is this notice: “Came to the sub- 
scriber, a young heifer, about one 
year old last spring. . . . The 
owner by paying charges is de- 
sired to take her away.” 

Also in the Convair man's 


Counterfeit is usually worth- 
less—but A. W. Graf at Convair 
FW is one hobbyist who’s proud 
of his collection even though it 
may include a counterfeit item or 
two. 

The Dept. 27-3 collectons pas¬ 
sion is old newspapers. And the 
possible counterfeit in his collec¬ 


tion is a copy of an 1800 news¬ 
paper so valuable that even a 
counterfeit is a prized possession. 

It’s the Ulster County (New 
York) Gazette dated Jan. 4, 1800, 
the issue containing what is be- 
lieved to be the first published 
report of the death of George 
Washington.

Ezard , Maving Back 


Vétérans of Convair's 'Early 
Days' Rejoin Company at SD 


There was many a “double 
take” last week at Convair SD, 
and many exclamations of “Well, 
look who’s here!” as two vétéran 
Convair men—both of whom first 
joined Consolidated at Buffalo— 
rejoined the company. 

They are Herbert Ezard (al¬ 
most invariably called Herb) and 
R. (Dick) Maving, names that 
were mighty well known back in 
the days of PBYs and B-24s. 

For Ezard it has been an ab¬ 
sence of five years, during which 
he has been in partial retirement 
in the San Diego area. Maving 
left the company about six years 
ago. 

“When I decided to get back 
into aircraft,” Maving remark- 
ed, “I passed the word to Herb 
and I guess he couldn’t stand 
to see me get in ahead of him.” 

Both rejoined Convair on the 
same day at San Diego, Dec. 17. 
Ezard was assigned to the R3Y 
(Dept. 44) and Maving to model 
340 (Dept. 55). 

Assignment to the model 340 
rounds out for Maving a record 
that few Convair men can match. 
He now has worked on just about 
every airplane that Convair ever 
produced. 

“The B-36 is not new to me 
becaüse I was in on the project 
from the early days. When I left 
the company in 1945 the XB-36 
was almost completed and we 
were waiting on two engines,” 
Maving recalled. 

Ezard, a native of Manchester, 
England, started in aircraft with 
the Curtis company in Buffalo 
and switched to Consolidated in 
1928. He was reported to be the 
first man hired to work on flying 
boats and ultimately was general 
foreman of the “boat plant” in 
Buffalo.

A new high-altitude test cham¬ 
ber will make possible tests that 
previously could not be accom- 
plished in the présent 50,000 foot 
altitude chamber. 

The new bell jar-type chamber 
simulâtes only vacuum condi¬ 
tions, not température. A more 
elaborate chamber, which simu¬ 
lâtes ail conditions of high alti¬ 
tude flying, including low tem¬ 
pératures, is expected to be in- 
stalled in the test laboratory 
sometime this month. 

The drum - shaped chamber 
weighs 16,000 pounds, is approx 
imately seven feet in diameter 
and nine feet tall. B-36 compon- 
ents such as engine valves or 
fuel Systems can be tested at 
high altitude conditions in the 
chamber. The date will greatly 
reduce the number of açtual 
flight tests required, according to 
Félix Quirino, test group en¬ 
gineer.

Per Diem Part of 
Taxable Income 

Convair employées who re- 
ceived per diem payments during 
1951 were warned this week that 
these must be included in taxable 
income as part of their income 
tax returns. 

About the end of January the 
company will préparé a “with- 
holding statement” (form W-2) 
showing income tax withholding 
and wages paid to each employée 
during the year. During the lat- 
ter part of February Convair 
will issue an “information re- 
turn” (form 1099) showing the 
amount of per diem paid to each 
employée during 1951. 

Each of these reports is made 
both to the government and to 
the employée. As per diem is 
considered taxable income, em¬ 
ployées who hâve received per 
diem payments should refrain 
from completing their tax re¬ 
turns until they hâve received 
both of these reports. 

Certain portions of per diem 
income may be deducted as travel 
expense, as explained in govern¬ 
ment income tax instructions. It 
is the individual’s responsibility, 
however, to maintain proper 
records so that he will be in a 
position to substantiate any dé¬ 
ductions claimed on his tax re- 
turn. 


Convair airplanes that during 
the last three décades hâve earn- 
ed their own different niches in 
any aviation Hall of Famé, this 
week had an official position as- 
signed to them in the National 
Air Muséum, Washington, D. C. 

The Convair exhibit is a collec¬ 
tion of 44 photographs ranging 
chronologically from the PT-1 
trainer of the early 20’s to the 
B-36 of today. 

It is the only exhibit in the 
vast building illustrating the ac- 
complishments and progress of 
a major aircraft manufacturing 
company. 

The présentation was made re- 
cently by John J. Hendricks of 
Convair’s Washington office. 
Paul E. Garber, curator, received 
the display on behalf of the mu¬ 
séum, which is a bureau of the 
Smithsonian. 

Included in Convair’s collection 
is the XPY-1, the flying boat de¬ 
sign from which the Commodores 
were built. These boats flew 
many commercial airline miles 
before they were obsolète. Fairly 
recently, however, Bahamas Air¬ 
ways Ltd. was still flying one of 
them on regular schedules be- 
tween the Bahamas and the 
Outer Islands. 

And, of course, there is the 
PBY prototype, first to hâve 
intégral fuel tanks and wing tip 
rétractable floats; and the im- 
mortal B-24 Liber ator which 
made history in World War II. 
(The B-24, incidentally, was de- 


signed, built and flown in the 
record time of nine months!) 

Other Convair “firsts” pictured 
include the B-81, the first turbo- 
prop airplane, the XF-92A, first 
delta wing, the XP5Y, first 
turbo-prop flying boat, the XC- 
99, world’s largest land-based 
plane, and others of equal im¬ 
portance. 

The National Air Muséum was 
established Aug. 12, 1946 by the 
79th Congress to “memorialize 
the national development of avia¬ 
tion.” Its rooms hold many his¬ 
torié aircraft and accessories, 
preserving these records of 
amazing progress in the aircraft 
industry.

The foun- 
dation, aside from direct help, 
has supplied equipment for treat¬ 
ment, braces, etc., to individuals 
and advanced more than $17,000 
in benefits to Convair SD fami- 
lies alone during the last year, 
Dawsey said. 


'Dollar Spreadîng' 

Are small businesses getting 
their share of the U. S. Air Force 
dollar ? 

That question was uppermq^t 
in the minds of a group of busi¬ 
nessmen who toured Convair FW 
last month as part of a nation- 
wide survey to détermine how 
effectively the Air Force is 
“spreading” its spending. 

The committee, named by Air 
Force Undersecretary Roswell L. 
Gilpatric, previously had confer- 
red with officiais of West Coast 
aircraft companies. 

A. D. Plamondon, Jr., president 
of Indiana Steel Products Co. and 
spokesman for the committee, be- 
lieves that small business “is par- 
ticipating to a very considérable 
extent in Air Force procurement 
but not to the extent that it could 
if certain problems could be over- 
corne.” 

He cites lack of equipment and 
know-how on the part of many 
small businesses as factors which 
limit their ability to meet high 
standards of the Air Force.

ENGINEER PUBLISHED 

Bill Chana, flight test engineer 
of Experimental Flight SD, this 
month had two articles published 
in national periodicals. The Jan. 
7 issue of Aviation Week carried 
his article entitled “Tiny Pick-up 
Aids Convair Study” and Aero 
Digest’s issue for January car¬ 
ried another “Brown Tempéra¬ 
ture Recorder With Convair Con- 
trol.” 


“Among other things, the vi¬ 
bration tests help to détermine 
the ‘flutter’ the plane might de- 
velop under certain flight condi¬ 
tions, : ” Phil Mahaffey, structures 
dynamics group leader, explained. 

This is measured by attaching 
electrical “shakers” to the ship 
while it is stationary and meas- 
uring the resulting vibrations. 
When tests are completed, infor¬ 
mation gathered from the proto¬ 
type will be applied to a scale 
model YB-60 now being built by 
the aerodynamics group. 

The model will be put 
through simulated flight test 
conditions in Convair SD’s wind 
tunnel and results compared 
with tests on the prototype. 

In the wind tunnel, extreme 
vibration will be induced on the 
model. If resulting oscillations 
do not become sustained—that 
is if they “die out”—flutter fac¬ 
tors on the YB-60 will be con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

However, if vibrations on the 
model build up in intensity and 
become destructive, corrections 
would hâve to be made on the 
prototype. In this event, en¬ 
gineers hâve several alternatives 
which would overcome the 
trouble.

Convairiety’s search for V- 
Grand is over. 

Supt. A. E. Hill at San Diego 
supplied the lead that traced V- 
Grand (the 5,000th Liberator pro- 
duced by Convair) to a Michigan 
junk yard. 

Last month, Hill recalled see- 
ing a B-24 on Michigan Avenue 
a few miles from Ypsilante, 
Mich., in a fenced enclosure, evi- 
dently a World War II monu¬ 
ment. He thought the plane 
might hâve been V-Grand. 

Keith Spence of Dept. 24-1 at 
San Diego supplied positive iden¬ 
tification. “I remember the plane 
well. It was covered with signa¬ 
tures and I definitely remember 
the numerals, 5,000th, on the 
side.”

Last week, Convairiety re- 
ceived an answer to a query di- 
rected to the Ypsilante, Mich., 
Chamber of Commerce:

Growing use of two - engine 
transports by airlines was pre- 
dicted last month by Aviation 
Week in a penetrating compari- 
son of operating costs between 
two-engine and four-engine craft. 

Among the conclusions reached 
by the authoritative aviation per- 
iodical was that the Convair- 
Liner has a definite advantage 
over such planes as the four- 
engine DC-6 in under-500 mile 
flights. Quoting a CAB national 
survey, Aviation Week points out 
that two thirds of ail U.S. do- 
mestic airline passengers travel 
less than 500 miles, and indicates 
the trend is for short-haul traffic 
to increase more than long-haul. 

The magazine’s study, based 
on official airline reports to the 
CAB, “indicates that twin-en- 
gine planes haul under-500 mile 
passengers considerably cheap- 
er than four-engine planes. . . . 
But between 500 and 700 miles, 
the direct cost advantage of the 
Convair starts to narrow rapid- 
ly, shifting from the 240 to the 
DC-6 near 800 miles and from 
the 340 to the DC-6B near 1,000 
miles, as computed from first 
ciass seating density. 

“Further computations . . . 
show that when it cornes to high- 
density air coach seating on short 
haul, the four-engine plane may 
cost the same, or even less, per 
seat mile, if the air coach load 
potential of a particular flight is 
high enough. But Convair says 
on short hauls a coach Convair 
will keep its substantial cost ad¬ 
vantage over the four-engine 
coach transport. 

“Convair says its 240 seating- 
density can be increased to 56 
passengers and keep the same 
cubic feet of air and square feet 
of seating area per passenger as 
the présent DC-6 coach (presum- 
ably American’s 70 - passenger 
coach). 

“And the Convair 340 can car- 
ry 60 passengers and keep the 
same passenger space and air 
quota as the coach DC-6, says 
Convair. Convair would do this 
by removing the carry-on lug- 
gage racks and cargo compart- 
ment, providing other space for 
luggage stowage. 

“What’s more, says Convair, if 
seat spacing is reduced to that 
of the contemplated DC-6B coach 
version (presumably Pan-Ameri¬ 
can^ 82-passenger coach) the 340 
will haul 70 passengers on a run 
such as New York-Washington. 

“A CAB economist says he be- 
lieves twin-engine coaches will 
pay on high-density short hauls, 
even using the standard Convair 
density. Load factor is the cru¬ 
cial considération. But he points 
out that right now, mobilization 
and the airline equipment short - 
age are conspiring to fill up the 
Convair load factors at first ciass 
fares. . . .”

Saturday evening, Dec. 29, 
en route to the home of Trib¬

“Doctors pried out a .22 slug, 
and the only after effects were 
that I Iooked like a product of 
a poor barber.” 

Appearing on Harold Keen’s 
télévision show, Robertson 
plugged for parents to be more 
careful in buying guns for ir- 
responsible children and fail- 
ing to exercise close supervi¬ 
sion. 

“Someone else may not be as 
lucky as I was,” he added.

Rose Growers Warned to Get Plants Ready 
in Anticipation of SD Show April 27 

“Cut your rose bushes back 


your rose 
now,” CRA Commissioner Mike 
Delva warned this week. “We 
want every Convair gardener at 
San Diego to be ready for the 
rose show April 27.” 

Delva added a few tips to rose 
growers, such as pointing out 
that this is the time for planting, 
particularly bare root. That is 
the least expensive way to raise 
roses, for those who wait until 
later in the year will hâve to pay 
substantially more for the same 
plant. When planting bare root 


roses, remove mutilated parts, 
shorten the top to three or four 
buds, make a deep enough hole 
so the union of root and stock 
is about two inches below the 
surface. 

Roses should hâve full expo- 
sure to the sun, Delva said, and 
stand away from buildings or 
tight fences. If in rows, they 
should be two or three feet apart 
with no other flowers in between. 
He advised watering in the morn- 
ing so the ground may warm 
before night as a means of avoid- 
ing mildew.

ures released by Col. Tucker are 
the first to compile the entire 
test program being conducted, 
Sonntag reports. 

Other information released 
by Col. Tucker shows that the 
XC-99 has recorded 85 flights 
to cover 94,513 miles in 526 
hours, 40 minutes. 

Payloads carried equaled 4,- 
591,733 pounds. The total 
weight lifted in the flights was 
22,084,397 pounds. 

Heaviest take - off weight 
flown was 320,173 pounds and 
the heaviest payload carried 
was 104,190 pounds. The long- 
est flight covered 2,332 miles. 

“The data shown covers ail 
types of flights, including test 
hops and training flights as well 
as cargo operations,” Col. Tucker 
says. 

To obtain a true picture of the 
aircraft’s capabilities as a cargo 
carrier, Air Force officiais noted 
records set during the month of 
September, 1951, when only cargo 
flights were made. The XC-99 
took off on 16 flights that month, 
flying 114 hours and 55 minutes 
for a distance of 20,760 miles. 
It carried a payload of 964,147 
pounds and 634,719 ton miles 
were flown. 

“Many things were learned 
from the XC-99 tests,” Col. Tuck¬ 
er says, “among the most import¬ 
ant being the need for reducing 
loading and unloading time. Han- 
dling the 100,000 pounds of cargo 
the XC-99 can carry is a long 
and tedious job with présent 
equipment, and though we hâve 
reduced the time required with 
better planning it still takes too 
long. 

“No doubt exists in my mind 
that the future of air cargo is 
with the XC-99 and aircraft of 
its type,” Col. Tucker adds. 


CRA Blood Go es to 
Explosion Victim 

Condition of Jerry McCoy, 
Convair FW Dept. 74-2 employée 
who was critically burned last 
month, was described last week 
as “good” by Harris Hospital 
officiais. 

McCoy was due to be released 
sometime this week. He was hos- 
pitalized Dec. 3 with serious 
buras on the head and hands 
after a gas stove exploded at his 
home. Convair co-workers do- 
nated 26 pints of blood, accord- 
ing to M. A. Stewart, in charge 
of CRA’s Blood Bank.

Gets Shake' Test

explains, “an airplane could con- 
ceivably build up enough vibra¬ 
tion in flight to cause serious 
conséquences.” Contributing fac¬ 
tors are the weight and speed of 
the aircraft and the configura¬ 
tion of the wings. 

“Of course, this is only an ex¬ 
trême possibility,” he empha- 
sizes. “It’s highly improbable 
that such a thing would occur 
after a ship had been put 
through rigid tests such as those 
now being given the YB-60.” 

In making vibration checks, 
engineers operate from a control 
center beside the plane where 
several different types of testing 
and recording machines are set 
up. Assisting the engineers are 
helpers stationed at pre-desig- 
nated test points about the plane. 

On a signal from the control 
center, a helper attaches a “pick- 
up,” a small, electrical apparatus 
technically called an accelerom- 
eter. This transmit s an electrical 
impulse to the screen of an os¬ 
cilloscope at the control center. 

The oscilloscope opérâtes on 
the same principle as télévision. 
A beam of light flashing up and 
down across the screen shows the 
extent of vibration induced by 
the “shakers.” 

A total of 43 check areas are 
located on wings, tail surfaces, 
fuselage, pods and so forth. At 
each area, a vibration test is 
made at varied frequencies. 

Besides looking for the amount 
of vibration at any one given

point, the engineers will déter¬ 
mine if certain combinations of 
vibration frequencies will cause 
f lutter. 

“It’s unlikely that we would 
hâve any dangerous combination 
on the plane,” Mahaffey points 
out, “but the possibility does 
exist, so we hâve to measure ail 
of these points.”

Production 340 
Ignores Storm 
In First Flight 

Thoroughly baptized in rain 
water, Convair’s first production 
model 340 Convair-Liner made 
its maiden flight Jan. 18 at San 
Diego, a day ahead of schedule. 

It was the same margin by 
which the 340 prototype beat its 
flight schedule last October, and 
would hâve been more—for the 
ship was released to fly Jan. 17 
—had it not been for weather. 

A handful of rain-dampened 
spectators who took refuge in 
nearby sheds or in parked autos 
made up the only audience as 
Field Operations crews completed 
their work and “cast off.” The 
plane, United Air Lines No. 1, 
wound up its engines and headed 
for Lindbergh Field at 10:15 
a.m. The sky was overcast and 
rain squalls lashed the field at 
intervals. 

However, the clouds were 
breaking as Pilot A. P. Wilson 
began his take-off 25 minutes 
later. He took only a short run 
and the ship was airborne. It 
disappeared in a matter of sec¬ 
onds, plunging into the cloudy 
sky. A Convair chase plane 
carrying camermen was in hot 
pursuit. 

Co-pilot of the first flight was 
W. J. Martin with G. M. Irwin 
and L. Knudsen as flight engi- 
neers and R. M. Bloom as radio 
operator..

overall development of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Farrell said that at the organi- 
zation meeting zone captains will 
be asked to nominate employées 
to serve under them as zone lieu¬ 
tenants, first-aid workers, auxili- 
ary guards, auxiliary firemen and 
messengers. At the same time 
the chief plant engineer will 
nominate employées for rescue, 
repair, démolition and decontami- 
nation teams that will function 
on a plant wide basis. 

Training courses in the various 
spécial fields will start as soon 
as nominations are received and 
processed. In addition, first-aid 
courses will be continued indefi- 
nitely to augment the several 
hundred men already trained in 
this division. 

“Our training program involves 
the teaching of individuals first, 
then team training to provide co- 
ordinated groups in each zone,” 
Farrell indicated. 

“Our basic objective is to pro¬ 
vide in this division trained, 
equipped and organized reserves 
who will augment our regular 
plant services in the event of 
enemy attack or any other disas¬ 
ter involving the plant,” Farrell 
explained. 

“We already hâve firemen, 
guards, medical and other serv¬ 
ices capable of handling normal 
industrial hazards. What we need 
in civil defense is a large number 
of trained auxiliaries qualified to 
minimize loss of life and prop- 
erty when the emergency is too 
great for the regular forces to 
handle.”

Convair Engineers in 1927 
'Barely Enough for Poker 

Although nowadays buildings and facilities devoted to 
Convair Engineering personnel would fill a few football 
stadiums, time was when ail the members of one engineer¬ 
ing office were barely enough for a poker game. 


It isn’t “finders’ keepers” in 
the Convair FW Lost and Found 
department. But judging by the 
losers, it might well be. 

An inventory of articles lost by 
employées during recent months 
shows lots of “turn-ins” and very 
few “pick-ups.” 

With items ranging ail the way 
from a rosary to a thermos bot- 
tle, Pat Moxon, keeper of the 
Lost and Found, has enough un- 
claimed articles to start a store. 

“Right now I hâve wrist 
watches, identification bracelets, 
rings, earrings, billfolds, glasses, 
gloves, scarves and keys by the 
dozens,” Mrs. Moxon reports. 

Some items hâve remained in 
the Lost and Found drawer for 
months. One billfold with iden¬ 
tification of Eulate Whitefield, 
1929 Jennings, contains a 10-cent 
raffle ticket dated Nov. 13, 1944. 
Other billfolds show identifica¬ 
tion cards bearing names of G. H.

Burris Jr. 

Among valuable items are a 
Banner 17 man’s wrist watch and 
a woman’s Bulova. Also one 
pocket watch is included. It’s a 
pocket Ben Westclox with the 
face entirely covered by scotch 
tape. 


with identification bracelets to 
prove it. 

Included in the wedding ring 
collection are three men’s and 
three women’s rings. A 1950 
Poly class ring also waits to be 
claimed, along with another class 
ring, two men’s rings and a tiny 
gold baby’s ring. 


Much the same situation as 
described here at Fort Worth 
exists at Employée Service at 
San Diego. The collection at 
SD has one article that makes 
it unique—a lower plate! 


Earrings, keys and glasses ac- 
count for the bulk of lost articles. 
Women employées hâve contrib- 
uted two dozen single earrings 
and one pair fashioned of silver 
in the shape of a butterfly. 

Twenty sets of keys are in the 
lot. One bears a miniature 1951 
Texas license plate with FV-6180 
while another has tag number 
BX-683.

That was back in 1927 and 
1928 at Dayton, Ohio. Up until 
that time Convair (then Consoli¬ 
dated) had built only training 
planes, single engine. When a 
decision was reached to branch 
out into multi-engine aircraft an 
engineering research office was 
established at Dayton for this 
purpose. 

An old photo from Convair 
files shows four of the five engi¬ 
neers of that office. They are 
Basil Isham, C. B. Carroll, W. A. 
Ring, Roy Miller, ail currently in 
Engineering at San Diego Divi¬ 
sion. Their combined service with 
the company totals about a cen¬ 
tury. 

The fifth member of the Day¬ 
ton office then was I. M. Laddon, 
then chief engineer for Consoli¬ 
dated at Dayton. He also is still 
connected with the company as a 
member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of Convair and chairman of 
the board’s executive committee. 

Oddly enough, though the Day¬ 
ton office was land-locked, it was 
there that the preliminary design 
work was done on the XPY-1, the 
first Convair flying boat and 
forerunner to a new âge in water- 
based aircraft. 

“As I recall, the office was set 
up at first to help on the design 
of a new bomber and later we 
also helped on a Sikorsky design 
Consolidated was interested in,” 
Miller recalled. “The flying boat 


work came later and was assign- 
ed to us from Buffalo because 
Laddon was the company’s top 
man on multi-engine aircraft.” 

Miller, a World War I aviation 
officer with 21 months in France, 
had been a civilian engineer with 
the Army after the war, station- 
ed at McCook Field. He was on 
loan to Consolidated for six 
months at Buffalo before perma- 
nently joining the company and 
being assigned to Dayton. 

Ring also had been with the 
Army at McCook before he join- 
ed the company. A Dayton na¬ 
tive, he entered aviation through 
Army service in aviation branch 
of the Signal Corps with war- 
time duty in England. 

Carroll and Isham got into 
aviation via automobiles. Isham 
went to work for Packard in 
Detroit and was assigned to a 
French Aviation Mission which 
was helping design U. S. war- 
planes for World War I. It was 
during this period that he be- 
came acquainted with Laddon. 
Later, while with another auto¬ 
mobile concem, he met Carroll 
and when the latter was looking 
for leads into the aviation indus- 
try Isham referred him to Lad¬ 
don and Carroll joined the Con¬ 
solidated office at Dayton as a 
resuit. Shortly thereafter Isham 
himself was temped and suc- 
cumbed. 


Bill Ring Recalls 
Wright Bros. Days 

As a boy in Dayton, Ohio, 
W. A. Ring, vétéran Convair 
engineer, saw the Wright 
Brothers fly. 

“I remember pedaling out- 
side of town on my bike to the 
fiat field where they flew their 
plane. It was surrounded by 
fencing and I was just a kid 
and never got close. Sometimes 
I was the only ‘audience.’ 

“Their plane was a bi-plane 
with the engine in back, a 
pusher type, and the pilot was 
unprotected and out in front. 
They launched it by a kind of 
catapult and the plane raced 
along a greased runway on a 
skid and then took off. It 
would circle 50 or 100 feet off 
the ground for a few minutes 
and then land.”

16-Hour Pays 

Plane Building 
In War Recalled 

Probably no other Convair 
woman — or man either — can 
claim such deeply contrasting air- 
craft expérience as that of blonde 
Evertina D. Harr of Dept. 403 
third shift at San Diego. 

She can remember war years 
working a drill in a Focke-Wulf 
German fighter plane plant at 
Hamburg. 

She can remember, but she 
doesn’t like to, and her hands 
tremble a trifle as she relates 
the expériences of those days. 
It is the bombings that she 
would rather forget. 

A Dutch girl, Mrs. Harr is now 
a naturalized U. S. citizen. She 
was a war bride and married 
Richard L. Harr of Dept. 115, 
third shift, when he was a GI in 
occupied Germany in 1946. Luck- 
ier than most, she got quick pas¬ 
sage to the states in December 
of that year; in fact, beat her 
liusband home! 

“When the war came I was liv- 
ing with my parents in Amster¬ 
dam and had completed two years 
of medical school. 

“As practically everyone had 
to hâve a job under the occupa¬ 
tion, I was required to register 
and was assigned to an aircraft 
plant on an island at Hamburg, 
Germany. 

“There were people from many 
countries, France, Belgium, Po- 
land and so on. We didn’t do 
much talking, partly because it 
wasn’t encouraged and mainly 
because we couldn’t understand 
each other!” 

Mrs. Harr, whose précisé com- 
mand of the English language 
was acquired since she came to

the U. S., speaks with only a 
trace of accent and now and then 
a bit of American slang. 

“It was pretty rugged some- 
times. Sleeping in a room with 
50 girls, 16 hours of work a 
day, six days a week. At first 
the food wasn’t bad but later, 
oh, brother!” 

As for the work on airplanes, 
one of the main things she re- 
calls was the great emphasis 
upon préservation of materials. 

“We didn’t waste ANYTHING! 
Not a boit or a rivet. As mate¬ 
rials got scarcer we used fabric 
on wings that was later sprayed 
with a metallic finish. I used to 
sew them up and also did some 
spraying.” 

She was paid 60 marks (about 
$6) a week and saved most of it, 
because there were few places to 
spend money, even on rare holi- 
days. 

When the Allied troops arrived, 
Mrs. Harr went to a displaced 
persons camp in Bremerhaven. 
She was released because of her 
medical knowledge to serve as 
a nurse and got permission to 
live with a German family. It 
was on a “blind date” to a can- 
teen with another girl that she 
met her husband-to-be. 

Back in the states, the Harrs 
lived in Wisconsin for awhile but 
a severe case of pneumonia suf- 
fered by Mrs. Harr brought them 
to California. Both joined Con¬ 
vair last spring. 

“I haven’t heard from my par¬ 
ents since 1944. The Red Cross 
and others hâve tried, but there 
was no trace. 

“We’re saving our money so 
that we can go back to Amster¬ 
dam on a trip to find them.”

on the location at the fire hall 
and then proceed to the fire. 

Lankford lives only two and a 
half blocks from the station, so 
he’s always among the first to 
report. 

If the blaze is too large for 
apparatus in the department con- 
cerned to handle, a call for help 
goes out to neighboring units. 
Volunteers are prepared to go 
over the entire county in event 
of multiple alarm fires. One 160- 
acre timber and brush fire Dec. 
30 required nine pièces of equip¬ 
ment, representing eight sections. 

“Right now, we’re trying to 
obtain a county-wide radio net- 
work,” Lankford points out. “If 
every truck is equipped with a 
radio, weTl be better coordinated 
to control rural fires.” 

The Ariington and River Oaks 
departments already operate 
under this System. 

Lankford hasn’t limited his fire 
fighting to off-duty hours. In 
1949 he was commended by Con¬ 
vair for extinguishing a fire 
which could hâve been costly. 
The report read: 

“On Sept. 21, 1949 the outside 
power plant being used on ship 
44-92068, and located under the 
wing section caught fire when the 
gasoline can being used to serv¬ 
ice the unit grounded out on the 
battery terminais. Mr. Lankford, 
who was working in the area, 
without regard for personal 
safety, extinguished the fire im- 
mediately, preventing any dam¬ 
age to the airplane.” 

The only reward for volunteer 
fire fighters—other than the 
satisfaction of knowing they’ve 
rendered valuable aid when most 
needed—is allowance for their 
water bills and payment of fire- 
men’s pension fund by their city 
councils. 


Answering Quiz Night Questions 


Mason Lankford loves to chase 
fire trucks. But unlike most 
people, when Lankford hears the 
siren and rushes to his car, he’s 
on his way to help put out the 
fire—not just watch! 

Lankford, a Convair FW in- 
spector, began chasing fire sirens 
several years ago, strictly as a 
hobby. But it’s a hobby that’s 
mushroomed into a full-time, off- 
duty job. 

“I hâve a lot of fun doing the 
work,” he says simply. 

Just how much he likes it is 
proven by his untiring efforts to 
guarantee rural Tarrant County 
residents the maximum in fire 
protection. 

Three years ago, Lankford and 
Bob Duncan, both officers in the 
Ariington Fire Department, were 
asked to find out what could be 
done to offer fire protection in 
rural areas of the county. Resuit 
of their investigation is the Tar¬ 
rant County Volunteer Fire 
Fighters’ Association, organized 
in Sept. 1950, at Ariington with 
13 member fire departments. 

The first of its kind in the 
state, the Tarrant volunteers now 
hâve expanded to 19 units. The 
county is divided into units ac- 
cording to density of population 
to allow maximum protection for 
ail. 

Lankford is president of the 
organization for which he, more 
than any other one person, is re- 
sponsible. He also serves as sec- 
retary of the Ariington depart¬ 
ment. 

How do the volunteers work? 

When a fire is reported at Ar- 
lington, for instance, the chief 
immediately sounds the alarm 
from the city hall and writes the 
location on a blackboard. Then 
volunteers either follow the 
trucks from their homes or check

New Type Caméra Acids Speed 
To FW Industrial Photography

Speedier methods are forever 
showing up at Convair FW—and 
often in strange places. 

Latest operation to show a 
burst of speed is in the making 
of industrial photographs. 

Two engineering groups are 
now using the latest thing in 
producing photographs in record 
time—the Polaroid Land Caméra. 

The Land caméra is unique in 
that it carries its own caméra, 
dark room and dryer ail within 
the small unit. And it produces 
a finished picture in just 60 
seconds. 

This caméra has been used for 
the past six or eight months by 
members of the engineering test 
laboratory, according to Félix 
Quirino, group test engineer. 

<-- 

Test engineers hâve found it in- 
valuable in recording readings 
made on test equipment for study 
purposes and later reference, 
Quirino reports. 

One particular use made of the 
caméra is taking pictures of data 
flashed across an oscilloscope 
screen (much like a télévision 
screen). The Polaroid caméra 
produces finished pictures in 
sufficient time to allow for mak¬ 
ing additional photographs in 
case the first were not usable. 

“Without the Polaroid caméra, 
it might be necessary to leave 
the test set up until regular 
photographs could be processed 
through the photographie labora¬ 
tory,” Quirino says. 


Additional uses made of the 
caméra in the engineering test 
laboratory are the making of pic¬ 
tures of hydraulic System, pneu- 
matic and electrical System, of 
the B-36. 

Process Control under the 
supervision of J. W. Roche, chief 
of Process Control, is the latest 
group to try out the new caméra. 

Faced with the problem of 
writing and distributing process 
standards, the group has found 
the caméra useful in making 
quick photographs of drawings 
and parts that are to be illus- 
trated on the reports.

General Sees Arthritis Relief 
As Kev to Shortage of Labor 


Recovery of at least pari of 
the nation’s seven and a half mil¬ 
lion arthritis sufferers was view- 
ed recently in San Diego by Gen. 
George C. Kenney as a way to 
solve the shortage of skilled labor 
in industry. 

The general, wartime air com¬ 
mander for General Mac Arthur 
in the Pacific, was in San Diego 
in behalf of the Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Foundation of which 
he is national chairman. National 
board chairman is Floyd B. Od- 
lum, head of Convair’s Board of 
Directors. 

“I view this fight as one of 
national defense,” he commented. 
“This is one of the few remain- 
ing labor pools. ...” 

The general, who retired re¬ 
cently after 35 years of service, 
said he had been encouraged by 
Odlum to head the Foundation 


and that after visiting clinics in 
the east he had been convinced 
of the importance of the cause. 

“There is a lot of hope for 
arthritis with development of 
such new medicines as ACTH and 
cortisone. We can’t cure arthritis 
—yet—but we can control it . . . 
and costs for treatment are Corn¬ 
ing down. ...” 

General Kenney while in San 
Diego addressed the San Diego 
chapter at a luncheon in the El 
Cortez. Emmett A. McCabe, Con¬ 
vair advertising and community 
relations manager, is campaign 
chairman for the Foundation in 
San Diego. 

The general said the organiza- 
ton has a goal of $3^ million to 
raise. Funds are divided among 
care of sufferers, basic research 
and training of doctors as spe- 
cialists. 


Convair's 'Grand Old' XB-36 Hear 
End of Flight Career at FW 

Convair's “Grand Old Timer”—the XB-36—stands si- 
lently waiting in the Convair FW flight yard this week 
as plans are being formulated to end its flight career. 


Gone are the glamor and ex- 
pectancy that surrounded its 
first flight Aug. 8, 1946, when 
it roared into the air at Fort 
Worth amid the cheers of thou- 
sands of Convair FW employées. 

The first B-36 underwent sev- 
eral modifications. The original 
single-tired landing gear (110 
inches in diameter) was replaced 
by a four-wheeled production 
gear, then equipped with an ex¬ 
perimental caterpillar-type track 
gear, and then still later by a 
second production-type four- 
wheeled gear.

Convairs Score Best 
Safety Record în 
Air Travel History 

Loss of an American Airlines 
Convair-Liner 240 at Elizabeth, 
N. J., Jan. 22, brought to an 
end a period of nearly five 
years during which Convair- 
Liners had flown without a 
fatality. 

It is an amazing record in 
air transportation, by far the 
best safety performance ever 
established by a single type of 
aircraft in history. 

Since the first model 240 flew 
at San Diego March 16, 1947, 
model 240s hâve flown 3,650,- 
000,000 passenger miles with- 
out a fatality and hâve logged 
more than 840,000 hours of 
fatality-free travel. Contribut- 
ing to that record are the 
Liners’ anti-icing Systems, dual 
wheels to prevent accidents by 
blow-outs, intégral fuel tanks 
that can survive landing mis- 
haps that would rupture con- 
ventional tanks.

At any rate, evidence that ap- 
peared fairly conclusive to Con¬ 
vairiety disintegrated quickly 
last week under the blows of new 
informants. 

On Jan. 16 Convairiety report- 
ed that a B-24 which was spotted 
near Ypsilanti, Mich., had been 
identified by Keith Spence of 
Dept. 24-1 at SD as V-Grand 
(the 5,000th Liberator built by 
Convair) and this airplane was 
junked last summer. 

Hadley Wiard and Joseph Chalk, 
both of Dept. 6 SD, quickly 
denied that the airplane was V- 
Grand and Chalk supplied a pic- 
ture to prove his contention. 

“My family settled in Ypsilanti 
in 1836 and we still own a farm 
that adjoins the place where the 
B-24 was parked as a monument. 
That plane came from Willow 
Run and wasn’t V-Grand,” Wiard 


said. 

“There was a plaque on that 
plane stating it was built at Wil¬ 
low Run and was dedicated to the 
late Edsel Ford,” Chalk added. 
“It certainly wasn’t V-Grand.” 

V-Grand previously had been 
traced to storage at Willow Run 
following the war. Ford Motor 
Co. reported that many of these 
stored B-24s were turned back to 
the Air Materiel Command, re- 
portedly for storage elsewhere.

'Last Model B' 

To Rejoin AF 

A two-year project of modern- 
izing B-36 bombers by addition 
of jet power came to an end at 
San Diego this week as the last 
airplane was readied for delivery. 

The project, which became 
known as the “B to D,” (meaning 
transformation from model B to 
model D) was begun in the 
spring of 1950 when the first B- 
36s began arriving at San Diego. 
The airplanes were bombers that 
had been in active service in the 
Air Force and were being re- 
turned to Convair for the addi¬ 
tion of four jet engines, General 
Electric J-47s, mounted in pairs 
under the outer wing panels, and 
other improvements. 

Completion of the last airplane 
this week means that the Strate¬ 
gie Air Command’s entire force 
of B-36s are jet augmented. 

Although addition of jets 
brings the Model D’s horsepower 
up to a total of about 42,000 and 
gives speeds in excess of 435 
miles an hour, the current pro¬ 
duction model at Fort Worth, the 
B-36F, develops even more power. 
Its six Pratt & Whitney piston 
engines produce 3,800 hp and 
coupled with the jet output give 
the plane in excess of 44,000 hp. 

Farewell to the “Last of the 
Bs” doesn’t mean the end of 
B-36s at San Diego, however. 
The big ships which hâve become 
a familial- sight at Lindbergh 
Field are still in evidence as a

Employment Rises 

to 22,000, Boost 
of 5,000 in Year 


A week ago today Convair San Diego edged above the 
22,000 mark in employment and the outlook is for an in- 
crease to 25,000 by mid-July. 

The current level is the highest mark reached by the 
San Diego Division since war days. It is approximately 
5,000 higher than a year ago at this date. 


An estimated 640 new hires a 
week for the next month will be 
required to keep up with man- 
power demands, Employment 
Section indicated. Approximately 
half will be women. If ail goes 
well, employment will reach 
about 24,000 by the end of April 
and then climb more gradually to 
the July peak. 

Convair’s total employment (in- 
cluding ail divisions) now is well 
over 52,000. This compares to 
an all-time high reached Dec. 4, 
1943 when there were 101,624 
people working for Convair in its 
divisions, which numbered 13 at 
that time. San Diego Division 
alone accounted for 39,000 on that 
date. 

Convair SD’s climb over 22,000 
coincided with release of the 
company’s annual report reveal- 
ing that as of Nov. 30, 1951, the 
backlog of signed contracts, let- 
ters of intent and contracts in 
final stages of negotiations 
amounted to about $900,000,000. 
Total sales for the fiscal year 
1951 were reported as $322,000,- 
000 , an increase of about 
$66,000,000 over 1950. 

Convair Airmen 
Vie in Gliders

Plant Defense 
Program Put In 
Gear for SD 

Approximately 1,000 additional 
employées of Convair San Diego 
will be given specialized training 
this year in the various require- 
ments of Civil Defense and Dis¬ 
aster Control. 

This was announced in a re¬ 
cent meeting when control staff 
and zone captains were briefed 
in their general duties and given 
an insight into the new organi- 
zation designed to protect per¬ 
sonnel and equipment in the event 
of any kind of disaster involving 
the San Diego plant. 

Frank Merritt, manager of In¬ 
dustrial Security and assistant 
control officer of the defense or- 
ganization, opened the meeting 
and was followed by Kemper 
Jacks, assistant division manager. 
Both emphasized the vital im¬ 
portance of the program and 
Jacks commented: “We ail pro- 
foundly hope that this organiza- 
tion may never be needed but it 
is always better to be prepared. 
When bombs are falling it is too 
late to take effective steps to 
protect people.” 

F. L. Farrell, Civil Defense co- 
ordinator, outlined the responsi- 
bilities of city, state and fédéral 
Civil Defense Administration and 
emphasized that, as far as gov- 
ernment agencies are concerned, 
civil defense stops at our plant 
gates and that Convair must 
organize its own protection. 

Farrell went on to outline the 
Convair plan and the steps neces- 
sary to develop it. “Each zone 
captain is-asked to nominate em-

'Last Model B' 

To Rejoin AF 

(Continued from page 1) 
resuit of an additional moderni- 
zation project which began last 
summer involving other types of 
improvements and overhaul of 
the big ships. Although ail of 
these planes hâve interesting his¬ 
toriés, one in particular deserves 
spécial attention. It was flown to 
San Diego from Texas last De- 
cember and is currently under 
work near building 3. It is known 
as No. 23 and when the plane 
left Carswell for San Diego Mas¬ 
ter Sgt. Joe Stiles, one of three 
AF crew chief s who had cared 
for the bomber during 1951, re- 
marked : 

“Therè goes the best damn air- 
plane Convair ever built!” 

The ship was the one the Air 
Force selected for performance 
évaluation tests of Model Bs 
back in early 1950 when Bs were 
the latest thing. 

No. 23 made news in April, 
1950, when it completed its 80th 
test flight. It then had more test 
flights than any other single 
B-36—and it proved to the AF 
that Model B airplanes would do 
what Convair said they would. 

But that was only the begin- 
ning for No. 23. 

After it had already accumu- 
lated 384 hours as a Model B, 
No. 23 was modernized at FW 
Division and rolled down the 
runway late in 1950 proudly 
bearing four jet engines and a 
Model D désignation as well as 
other improvements. 

On Jan. 13, 1951, it was de- 
livered to the 436th bomb squad- 
ron at Carswell. Between then 
and the middle of July, it made 
28 flights for a total of about 
400 hours in the air, according 
to H. R. Bissell, Convair field 
engineer on duty at Carswell. 

In July, ail piston engines 
were changed, after which No. 23 
droned through 27 flights and 
added approximately 300 more 
hours to her log. 

In summary, by December of 
’51 No. 23 had flown 384 hours as 
a model B and about 700 hours in 
less than a year as a model D— 
or a total of approximately 1,084 
hours. 

On Dec. 20 1951, it was deliver- 
ed to SD Division for further 
improvements . . . after which 
it is due to take to the air again 
for hundreds of more hours. Says 
Bissell: 

“Crédit for No. 23*s perform¬ 
ance with the AF is due the men 
who maintained her so well. She 
has had three crew chiefs: 
Master Sgt. Joe Stiles, Master 
Sgt. “Pappy” Bennet and Tech. 
Sgt. Artley.”

F.I.C.A. Déduction 
Means Insurance 

Uncertainties hâve developed 
in some instances at San Diego 
in connection with an item in¬ 
cluded in the Form W-2 With- 
holding Statements distributed by 
Convair. 

“What is this new tax?” some 
hâve asked, pointing to an item 
tagged “F.I.C.A. Employée Tax 
Withheld.” 

This means Fédéral Insurance 
Contributions Act. The item is 
the sum of amounts that hâve 
been taken out of paychecks dur¬ 
ing the year under the déduction 
“O.A.S.I. ,, or “Old Age Security 
Insurance.” 

The déduction is IV 2 per cent 
on the first $3,500 earned. It 
does not apply on income beyond 
that. Therefore, the most any 
individual would pay is $54. How- 
ever, it was pointed out that some 
who hâve worked for more than 
one employer in 1951 may hâve 
had more than that sum deducted. 
In that event, the income tax in¬ 
struction booklet that accom- 
panies tax return forms will ex- 
plain how this may be adjusted 
when making out returns.

B-36's Cargo Counterpart Readied For 
New Assaults on World Records 


Should the Air Force ever es- 
tablish a policy of awarding med- 
als to airmen completing a five- 
year tour of duty on the B-36 
program, chances are M/Sgt. 
Gordon S. Fish would be among 
the first to qualify. 

Sgt. Fish, a flight engineer, 
will round out a tour of five 
years in the Convair FW Air 
Force flight test and acceptance 
section early in 1952. That record 
makes him the airman with the 
longest period of service on the 
B-36 flight test program. 

Sgt. Fish first came to Convair 
FW in 1947 as a vétéran of more 
than five years’ service in the 
Air Force. Behind him was serv¬ 
ice as a flight engineer and line 
chief during and after World 
War II. 

He flew aboard B-24’s and B- 
29’s during the war years in the 
United States, the Pacific and 
the Far East. 

Sgt. Fish recalls one historié 
flight he made aboard a B-29 
that flew non-stop from Hono- 
lulu to Cairo, Egypt. It was pil- 
oted by Col. Beverly H. Warren, 
former commanding officer of the 
Southern Air Procurement Dis¬ 
trict, and Gen. C. S. Irvine, com-

manding general of the 19th Air 
Division. 

His more than 1,700 hours’ 
flying time aboard B-36’s repre- 
sents time flown in about every 
B-36 and RB-36 Convair has 
turned over to the Air Force 
from the early model A’s to the 
présent B-36F’s. 

Several noteworthy hops were 
included in his time aboard Con- 
vair-built aircraft. 

He took part in the flight of a 
B-36A from San Diego that re- 
corded the heaviest load lifted 
by a strategie bomber at that 
time. 

Sgt. Fish was flight engineer 
aboard the XC-99, cargo counter¬ 
part of the B-36, when it made 
its first maximum gross weight 
shake-down flight. 

His flights on B-36’s include 
everything from short hops to 
more than 40 hours aloft in test 
and acceptance runs. 

Besides being the first flight 
engineer from the Air Force to 
check out on the B-36 engineer’s 
panel, Sgt. Fish is one of the 
three airmen attached to the 
flight section qualified to start 
and warm up B-36 engines be- 
fore flight. 

Sgt. Fish leads a double life 
in the Air Force. He’s M/Sgt. 
Fish in the regular Air Force 
and Second Lt. Fish in the Air 
Force Reserve. 


Oklahomans hâve been invited to 
attend. Lucas himself is a native 
of Muskogee, Okla. 

Among those invited to attend 
are Govemors Murray of Okla- 
homa and Shivers of Texas, T. E. 
Braniff, president of Braniff In¬ 
ternational Airways. 

Lucas recently was awarded 
the “Non Sibi Sed Patriae” (not 
for self, but for country) of the 
Marine Corps Reserve Officers’ 
Association. He is considered one 
of the top contenders for the 
1951 Pulitzer prize for his war 
reporting in Korea. 

Lucas’ by-lined articles from 
Washington and overseas hâve 
appeared regularly in the Fort 
Worth press and other Scripps- 
Howard newspapers for the past 
five years. He has been to Korea 
twice since the war began. 

He was a Marine during World 
War II and as a combat corre¬ 
spondent took part in eight Pa¬ 
cific campaigns. Lucas is a boy- 
hood friend of Budge V. Lee, as¬ 
sistant chief of Industrial Engi¬ 
neering, and a former colleague 
of Bob Vollmer, Employée Serv¬ 
ices supervisor, when both were 
on the Tulsa Tribune.

The Air Force’s modem “Her¬ 
cules”—Convair’s XC-99 cargo 
carrier—continued to break exist- 
ing cargo records during January 
as it flew its 100,000th mile and 
lifted its 23,000,000th pound. 

Operating out of Kelly Air 
Force Base, Texas, during its 18- 
month Air Force career, the 
cargo counterpart of the famed 
B-36 bomber has probably broken 
more records than any airship in 
existence, according to Air Force 
officiais at Kelly. For instance: 

The XC-99 carried the heavi¬ 
est payload—104,190 pounds— 
in the history of aviation. 

Its heaviest take-off weight 
was a fantastic 320,173 pounds, 
another unequaled record for 
transportation planes. 

In the short period it has 
been in operation, the XC-99 
has hauled 3,000,000 ton miles 
of payload. 

Convair Quake Yarn

Convair FW Depts. Try to Break 
'Par' in New Safety Compétition 
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Salvage Sleuth Saves 
$100 a Day in Parts 


Convair Fort Worth can thank 
its lucky stars for people like 
Inspector Don J. Wolfe, Dept. 
27-0. In nine scant weeks, Wolfe 
has saved the company an esti- 
mated $5,600, roughly $100 a 
day. 

How does he do it? 

“By salvaging scrap,” Wolfe 
explains. “My job is to go through 
salvage skids as they corne into 
Warehouse No. 2 and screen 
parts and material which can go 
back into production without 
detrimental effects on the quality 
of the end-product.” 

On Dec. 3, material review in¬ 
spection assigned Wolfe to duties 
in the warehouse as a double- 
check on items earlier rejected. 
In searching through scrap skids 
he recovers réparable and usable 
items which hâve been discarded 
accidentally. 

Wolfe keeps a careful record 
on ail items, showing the RDR 
(rejection disposition report), his 
findings and his recommenda¬ 
tions. Although he lacks equip- 
ment necessary for detailed 
checking, if Wolfe believes the 
item is at least 50 per cent re- 
coverable, it automatically is re- 
turned to the applicable inspec¬ 
tion section for more careful 
checking. 

On one occasion, Wolfe re- 
covered 31 waveguides valued 
at $18.50 eacli, or a total of 
$573.50, which were headed for 
the scrap pile. His investiga¬ 
tion showed an earlier “error 
in rejection.” 

Another example of “scrap” 
returned to production was a 
piece of casting which had three 
discrepant %-inch holes. Wolfe 
found that these could be flush- 
plugged and relocated on assem- 
bly. 

Not long ago, Wolfe recovered 
40 “T” section angles, each 72% 
inches long. He reported the 
material “salvageable at six 
feet.” The resuit was a total 
saving of 240 feet. 

The young inspector works in 
coordination with Dept. 4 em¬ 
ployées in the salvage warehouse 
and his watchdog tactics hâve 
caused co-workers to keep alert 
for usable items, also. 

Recently, Mason Johnson 
(Convairiety, Sept. 12, 1951) 
spotted 101 parts (not reject¬ 
ed) in waste boxes ready to go 
into the incinerator. Ail were 
new and bore proper identifica¬ 
tion. Had it not been for John¬ 
son, the parts would hâve been 
destroyed. 

But he reported his finding to 
Wolfe and the parts were turned 
over to W. B. Watkins, Dept. 4-4 
supervisor, to be re-inspected and 
processed for stock. Among them 
were angles, shim plates, extru¬ 
sion clips, reinforcement “Z” 
angles, reinforcement plates, clip 
angles, steel fittings, “T” fit- 
tings, cup plates, track extrusion 
channels, fittings, hinge assem- 
blies, plate holders, gussets, hinge 
clips, joggle angles and others. 
The following day Johnson also 


turned over to Wolfe and Wat¬ 
kins 161 parts, recovered under 
similar circumstances. Of these, 
Wolfe was able to classify 49 
pièces. The remainder went to 
inspection for proper handling. 

By the end of January, a total 
of 725 parts or pièces of mate- 

--> 

rial had been salvaged by the 
material review board inspector. 

“It takes a top-notch and ver¬ 
satile inspector to handle a job 
of this type,” says H. L. Wen- 
dorf, material review inspection 
supervisor. 

“Wolfe’s record during the past 
few weeks will verify his value 
in this new work.” 

In appealing for plant-wide co¬ 
opération in cutting down on the 
loss of usable parts and mate- 
rials, Wendorf urges ail employ¬ 
ées to “be more cautious and 
realize that it’s costing you as 
taxpayers, as well as the com¬ 
pany, when items are needlessly 
scrapped.” 


Cinch Way to Save Money is 'Lose it, 
as Foreman Did With His Pay Check 


Gene Miller, foreman in Con¬ 
vair FW’s Dept. 73, has discover- 
ed a sure way to save money. 

Two years ago he carefully 
placed his payroll check and a 
government income tax refund 
check in an envelope, sealed it, 
stamped it and promptly mis- 
placed it. 

However, at the time he 
thought the envelope had been 
mailed to his bank and was no 
little perturbed when the sum 
failed to appear on his bank bal¬ 
ance. 

Not until late last month did 
he learn what had happened. A 


tenant in Dallas found the en¬ 
velope among some old news- 
papers while cleaning out the 
garage. 

“There hâve been lots of times 
since then that the $150 would 
hâve looked like $500 to me,” he 
adds. “We were in somewhat of 
a financial strainwhen the checks 
were lost. We had just moved to 
Fort Worth and had made a large 
down payment on a home. 

“It was rough going for awhile 
financially—but don’t let anyone 
say you can’t save money! We 
saved that $150 for two years— 
and we’re going right ahead to 
save it for awhile longer.”

J. C. Moore is another Convair 
FW employée who leads a double 
life. 

By day, he’s known as J. C.

His famé as a caller didn’t 
start with the invention of télé¬ 
vision. but dates back some 20 
years when even radio was young. 

Moore first became interested 
in square dancing in his ’teens 
when groups of youngsters 
gathered at ranch houses to dance 
on Saturday nights. 

“In those days, the caller 
danced right along with the rest 
of the square,” Moore recalls. 
“Often each square had its own 
caller and several different 
dances were being performed to 
the same tune.” 

He and a few faithful follow- 
ers of the custom watched as 
square dancing almost faded 
away during the dépréssion only 
to regain peak popularity right 
after World War II. 

It was during 1949 and 1950 
that he found his services most 
in demand, often working six or 
seven nights a week as the craze 
swept the nation. 

Asked if square dancing had 
changed much in 20 years, Moore 
replied : 

“There has been very little 
change in the numbers,” Moore 
says. “There are four basic pat¬ 
terns in square dancing and most 
groups follow them with a few 
little extras each square might 
add.” 

On the other hand, the custom 
has changed by leaps and bounds. 
The caller now occupies a ros 
trum. The fiddle. and guitar of 
old days hâve been replaced by 
string bands and the caller uses 
a public address System.

Steel Bits From Fighting Ships 
Burned loto Bucking Broncos 


Test Pilots Grilled 
At Institute Meet 

Convair FW engineers, mem- 
bers of the Texas Section of the 
Institute of Aeronautical Sciences, 
had the opportunity to fire ques¬ 
tions at a panel of six of the top 
test pilots in the industry re- 
cently. 

The panel discussion meeting 
in Arlington, Tex., was attended 
by more than 300 engineers and 
their guests from Convair FW, 
Chance Vought and Bell Aircraft. 

Test pilots on the panel in¬ 
cluded B. A. Erickson, FW man¬ 
ager of Flight, and A. S. Wit- 
chell, supervisor of flight opera¬ 
tions at FW. 

W. A. Clegern, chief of engi¬ 
neering tests at Convair and vice- 
chairman of the Texas Section, 
was moderator. 


Though splashing a “ten league 
canvas with brushes of cornets 
hair,” as fancied by Kipling, 
might seem difficult as a practi- 
cal matter, it’s no more outland- 
ish than carving broncos with a 
blow torch! 

The artist in Steel is H. O. 
Knudson of Guided Missile Di¬ 
vision^ Dept. 804, who once was 
a “bumer, first class” at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard. Evidently 
that meant he was a hot man 
with an acetylene torch and the 
figures on his mantle piece at 
home bear out his rating. 

The figures, each made of a 
whole piece of steel, are of buck¬ 
ing broncos, colts, lions, cow 
pokes and what hâve you. 

“I don’t know how I got 
started,” Knudson, a lanky, 
friendly, middle-westerner, 
drawled. “Got to studying a 
piece of scrap steel one night 
and decided to draw me a buck¬ 
ing horse.” 

It’s quite a trick to do. Knud¬ 
son used a “cold flame,” an Arco 
torch and a No. 2 tip, first draw- 
ing a rough outline on the steel. 

“Once you start, you can’t stop 
until you’ve completed the full 
outline,” he cautioned. 

(That can require a steady 
h and, particularly in such a spot 
as where horse’s head and front 
feet are close together!) 

“Then you hâve to go back over 
it and burn out the proper 
places.” 

It writes a lot easier than it 
is to do, but Knudson made it 
Sound simple. 

Knudson’s collection has more 
than just curiosity value, for the 
scrap steel came from some fam- 
ous fighting ships, such as the 


carriers Tarawa and Shangri-La. 
He worked on them, among 
others, during the war years. 

Although Mr. and Mrs. Knud¬ 
son came to the coast so as to be 
together with their three sons, 
fate worked it differently. David, 
the oldest, is with Aramaco in 
Arabia; Richard, an Army master 
sergeant, is in Trieste, on the 
Adriatic; and Stanley is an Army 
private in Korea. 


A Father’s Task 


$1.20 Replicas of $300 Cameo 
To Help FW Boy Learn to Talk 


Because of plastics and a 
father’s détermination, a three- 
year-old Fort Worth lad may be 
able to talk like other children. 

The boy, son of N. W. Johnson 
of Convair FW Dept. 65, is al- 
most totally deaf and has not yet 
learned to talk. 

“He’s smart as a whip, how- 
ever,” his father says. “Although 
he can’t hear and therefore can’t 
learn like other children, he’s 
alert to what’s going on around 
him. 

“For instance,” one day I re¬ 
in oved ail the tubes from the 
radio to Work on it and when it 
came time to replace them, little 
Wayland could show me where 
each tube belonged.” 

Johnson can give many such 
examples of his son’s remarkable 
development in a world without 
sound. 

But how do plastics concern a 
deaf child? 

That’s how Johnson is going 
to finance the spécial training his 
son needs—through income from 
sale of plastic items which he 
makes. 

Young Wayland will enter a 
spécial school for deaf children 
in March. Tuition for pupils is 
$25 a month, Johnson says. And 
the youngster will attend school 


six hours daily on a 12-month 
basis. 

At the school, he’ll learn to 
read lips and eventually master 
the technique of talking. 

In the meantime, his father 
keeps busy two or three hours a 
day at his combination hobby and 
business. 

Johnson began working with 
plastics last fall just as a hobby.

Trade Tricks Help SD Housewife 
Enjoy Two Careers at Once 


Since Mrs. Ann Burnett went 
to work for Convair in San Diego 
as a department clerk in Experi¬ 
mental : 

Her husband, Gorman Bur¬ 
nett, retired hôtel man, has 
learned to cook and has been 
exposed to a washing machine. 

Billy, 11, has developed into 
a pie maker. 

Betty Ann, 10, shows talent 
in bread baking. 

Martha, 8, has tackled wash¬ 
ing and ironing her own 
dresses. 

“Perhaps such adjustments as 
these are an old story to Convair 
women who hâve been leading 
‘double lives’ longer than I hâve,” 
Mrs. Burnett commented. 

“However, I hâve been aston- 
ished to find that I can hâve a 
Convair career and still be a 
housewife and mother, with little 
strain—but it does take some 
coopération from the family.” 

(Incidentally, Mrs. Burnett 
finds it so interesting that she 
plans to write a magazine article 
on this theme and would welcome 
hearing from other Convair 
women on the devices by which 
they, too, hâve coordinated indus¬ 
triel and home careers success- 
fully. Her home phone is in the 
book, but don’t call too early.) 

Coordinating careers isn’t 


exactly new to Mrs. Burnett. 
Since she and her family moved 
to San Diego six years ago she 
has been a radio writer and pro- 
ducer (“San Diego Looks Ahead” 
on KFMB), a leading light in 
Parent-Teacher Association cir- 
cles (cun’ently she is council 
president with obligations to ten 
different school units), member 
of the P.T.A. movie censorship 
committee and member of élec¬ 
tion board and of the city schools 
curriculum planning committee. 
Also, she’s had time for Girl 
Scout and Boy Scout activities 
and to attend vocational classes 
from Spanish to floral arrange¬ 
ment. She once wanted to take 
a course in “plumbing” but her 
husband drew the line! 

At the same time, she has done 
writing on the side, articles for 
Parent-Teacher magazines and 
Sunset. 

For the women who wonder if 
they “pay too dearly for the 
whistle”—that is her own phrase 
—Mrs. Burnett says no. Regard- 
ing the reduced time she spends 
with her children, she quoted one 
of her daughters as saying: 

“It was pretty routine when 
you were home ail the time. . . . 

“Now it’s like ice cream and 
cake when you’re home ail day 
Saturdays and Sundays!”

He soon learned it could be pi’ofit- 
able and began turning out desk 
sets, night lights, lamp bases, 
costume jewelry and charms at a 
good clip. 

Among his specialties — and 
most profitable items—are 
cameos which Johnson fashions 
into dainty earrings. These he 
sells for $10.80 a dozen Whole¬ 
sale, or $1.20 each retail. 

“The mold was made from a 
$300 cameo,” Johnson says. So 
finely detailed was the original, 
that Johnson had to work under 
a magnifying glass to polish the 
clay imprint with rosewood sticks. 

He also uses rubber casts for 
certain articles. 

“The rubber molds never wear 
out,” Johnson explains. “Both 
the rubber and the plastic corne 
in liquid form. It isn’t very hard 
to work with, but can get pretty 
messy.” 

Johnson does ail his work at 
home, but so far hasn’t interested 
his wife in “fooling with it.” 

T hâve to catch her out of the 
kitchen so I can hâve the cabinets 
and stove to work on,” he adds. 
“Sometimes I work in the after- 
noon and sometimes at night— 
whichever time my wife hasn’t 
got something else planned for 
me to do.” 

It isn’t that Mrs. Johnson 
doesn’t approve of his work. It’s 
just that she has her hands full 
right now taking care of the 
home, their seven-months-old 
baby and Wayland. 

Johnson has no trouble finding 
a market for his goods. What 
neighbors and friends don’t buy, 
he sells Wholesale to companies 
which specialize in this work. 

But he is having trouble get- 
ting enough plastic. 

Besides the cameos, best sellers 
right now are cuff links and tie 
clasp sets for sportsmen which 
feature imbedded fishing flies. 
These sets sell for $10, complété 
with gold fittings.

“The 1952 objective is to train 
a nucléus of an organization that 
can be speedily augmented in 
case of necessity.

Convair FW Division’s employ- 
ment turnover is well under the 
aircraft industry average, figures 
issued this week by the Aircraft 
Industries Association reveal. 

Turnover rates are established 
by the number of employée ter- 
minations per month per 100 em¬ 
ployées, according to F. F. Gig- 
nilliat, Employment supervisor. 

FW Division’s last computed 
figure was 2.3 per cent, as com- 
pared to the 3.5 per cent turnover 
for the aircraft industry. 


Since the first T-29 was flown 
away from Convair San Diego in 
February, 1950, the ships hâve 
seen major duty at two bases. 
First was Ellington Field, Hous¬ 
ton, Tex. After some months of 
activity there they were gradual- 
ly shifted to Mather and for the 
last year the Sacramento base 
has been the center for their 
operations. Mather is the home 
of the Aerial Observation and 
Bombardment School, outstand- 
ing Air Force facility for train¬ 
ing in these fields. 

By any standards, T-29 per¬ 
formance at Mather has been 
excellent. During the year the 
planes flew a total of 17,205 
hours. (That is the équivalent 
of one plane staying continu- 
ously in the air, day and night, 
for two years!) 

Also during that period, one 
T-29 took top honors during the 
month of August by flying 177 
hours, 20 minutes, an average of 
about six hours every day includ- 
ing Saturdays and Sundays. This 
was not only a record for T-29s 
but, according to Mather Field,

division’» turnover is approximately 33 
per cent below the aircraft industry’s 
average. 


“a record for ail aircraft used at 
Mather and unusual for an air¬ 
craft so new in use by the Air 
Force.” 

T-29 flying hours at Mather 
during January, 1951, were 213. 
This monthly figure climbed 
steadily as the year went on, 
reaching a high of 2,607 hours 
during August. 

Two squadrons are using T-29s 
at Mather, the 3537th Mainte¬ 
nance Squadron and the 3535th. 
Although Mather reports T-29s 
are occasionally used for passen- 
gers and couriers, basically the 
T-29 is a trainer with a cabin 
layout on the lines of a “flying 
classroom.” The original design, 
incidentally, was based on the 
actual needs reported by experts 
of the Air Training Command 
and put into effect by Convair 
engineers. The cabin carries the 
latest radar and navigational 
equipment known. Students hâve 
individual radar scopes, magnetic 
compassés, altimeters, air speed 
indicators, etc., and for them a 
lesson aboard a T-29 is as realis- 
tic as it’s possible to get. (The 
instructor even has a public ad¬ 
dress System!) Students hâve ail 
the equipment necessary to navi- 
gate the aircraft to a target, 
make bomb runs and return 
home. 

Thanks to a good airplane and 
high quality treatment, the T-29s 
hâve proved themselves rugged 
and adaptable. Mather reports 
the last malfunction attributed to 
the aircraft occurred in August 
and was “only a valve in the nose 
wheel steering System which pre- 
vented extension of the nose 
strut.” 

Convair has two service engi¬ 
neers stationed at Mather to see 
that the T-29s continue to give 
near perfect performance. They 
are Rudy Haas, who has been 
there since the first T-29s were 
assigned to Mather, and Joe 
Dennis, who was assigned there 
last August. 

C. H. (Tex) Williams, service 
engineer for T-29s at Ellington, 
returned to San Diego recently 
after flying to Mather Jan. 4 
with the first T-29 B delivered. 
Williams h e 1 p e d indoctrinate 
maintenance and flight crews in 
the new features of the airplane, 
particularly the pressurization 
System. (Earlier T-29s were 
without pressurization and stu¬ 
dents of necessity had to rely on 
individual oxygen equipment at 
high altitudes.) 

Gross weight of the new T-29Bs 
is 43,575 pounds compared to the 
40,500 pounds of the earlier 
models. From the exterior they 
are hard to tell apart, except that 
the earlier ships hâve four astro- 
domes (for celestial navigation 
sights) while the T-29B has three.

(Contirmed from page 1) 
cating the gear had not locked. 
At the same time, Phil Prophett, 
Convair manager of Flight, was 
making the same observation 
from the yard of his home in Pa¬ 
cific Beach. Steve Barinka, Con¬ 
vair SD Field Operations super- 
intendent, was getting the word 
by téléphoné from his ramp fore- 
man, Charles Baker. 

On duty at Convair was Capt. 
Don Mills, AF assistant chief of 
flight operations, and the skele- 
ton Field Operations crew neces- 
sary for deliveries. Operator Bill 
Passano was manning the Con¬ 
vair ground radio station. 

“The situation wasn’t unpre- 
cedented and usually can be 
worked out fairly simply,” Dil¬ 
lon recalled this week. “I tele- 
phoned some suggestions to 
Convair flight dispatch to be 
passed on to the plane; but 
after awhile we didn’t seem to 
be getting any place.” 

The next few hours were of in- 
creasing intensity. Dillon took 
charge in the Convair flight dis 
patch office with Mills. He was 
joined by Barinka and General 
Foreman Harry Rumbaugh and 
later by R. C. Loomis, manager 
of B-36 Recycling. Communica¬ 
tions were by phone to the Con¬ 
vair radio station in Building 4 
where Passano relayed messages 
to the plane commander, Capt. 
Charles Culp, and his flight engi- 
neer, First Lt. Lyle D. Ramsey. 
Prophett soon took over voice 
transmission duties from Passano 
and continued to act as go-be- 
tween throughout the entire inci¬ 
dent with W. C. Robinson, Con¬ 
vair flight engineer, assisting. 

“It was rather slow work,” 
Dillon explained afterwards. 
“Our first job, of course, was to 
pin point the trouble. This meant 
ruling out first one possibility 


I and then another. And our com- 
bined expérience could produce a 
lot of possibilités! 

“We had some trouble making 
ourselves understood until we 
broke out the operating manuals 
and could refer to this page or 
that page and this part and that 
part.” 

Aside from the spécifie job at 
hand, those on the ground had to 
be thinking far in advance. They 
not only had to guard against 
any unforeseen complications de- 
veloping at the moment, but also 
had to think of the time when 
the ship must corne down, with 
or without a “fix” on the landing

gear. 

It is normal operating proce¬ 
dure to alert fire department, po¬ 
lice and Harbor Department at 
Lindbergh Field whenever there 
is any remote chance of trouble 
in one of the big planes. This is 
automatic. In this case the alert 
was continued until late after- 
noon when it was relaxed to a 
20-minute “on call” basis. As 
Dillon explained, even though the 
North Island field could hâve 
been used in an emergency, if 
serious unforeseen trouble de- 
veloped, he didn’t want ail his 
eggs in one basket. 

“You never know what can 
happen,” he said. “North Island 
could hâve been closed to me 
for some unpredictable reason 
such as an emergency landing 
of their own. I needed Lind¬ 
bergh Field as an alternative 
and a safety factor.” 

Ail aftemoon the ground men 
were weighing the different fac¬ 
tors leading up to sélection of a 
field for the ultimate landing. 
Standard procedure demanded a 
field of maximum runway and 
safety facilities. 

Dillon at one time considered 
Edwards Air Force Base at 


Muroc Dry Lake but decided 
against it after learning that re¬ 
cent rains might hâve left a 
damp condition adjacent to the 
runway s. He wasn’t taking any 
chances. Ultimately he chose the 
Naval Air Station at North Is- 
land and asked permission. 

“They came back in a very few 
minutes with approval and stood 
by from then on,” he added. 

Meanwhile, the RB-36 circled 
and circled. On the ground Ba¬ 
rinka, Rumbaugh, Sgt. L. B. Car- 
mienke of the AF office at Con¬ 
vair, and Assistant Foreman R.

AMC General Sends 
His Commendation 

Commendation for a “job well 
done” came to Lt. Col. Stephen 
Dillon this week from Major 
Gen. William M. Morgan, com- 
manding the Western Air 
Procurement District at Los 
Angeles. 

The general’s comments were 
an endorsement to a message 
from Col. E. G. Morrison, Pub¬ 
lic Information Officer, head¬ 
quarters, AMC, stating: “This 
command has been informed of 
the outstanding job performed 
by Colonel Dillon. . . . Reports 
indicate (his) understanding of 
the situation and initiative were 
largely responsible for the suc- 
cessful landing of the B-36 
with no injury to personnel or 
damage to the aircraft. ...” 


W. Dickinson, attempted to simu¬ 
late with a B-36 on the ground 
the situation the flight crew faced 
“upstairs.” 

“We even limited ourselves to 
the tools we knew they had up 
there!” Barinka recalled. 

Up above, Flight Engineer 
Ramsey was having a work-out. 
Time after time he shuttled from 
the plane’s interior, through a 
narrow passageway where he had 
to crawl, to a platform beneath 
the wing and adjacent to the 
landing gear mechanism. It was 
rather windy in this semi-exposed 
position and not the most con¬ 
venant place in which to work. 
Ramsey made a number of trips, 
trying out first one suggestion 
and then another, returning to 
the radio to report after each 
trip. 

“Ultimately, by a process of 
élimination, we became positive 
that some piece of foreign 
matter was jamming the lock,” 
Dillon continued. “It had to be 
small. The lock was within 
three or four thousandths of an 
inch of closing. It was a freak 
situation.” 

With no apparent chance of a 
“fix” in the air, the decision was 
definitely made to land at North 
Island and the time was set for 
about 3:30 a.m. With most of 
the plans laid, communications 
with the RB-36 were tumed over 
to North Island’s tower and the 
“headquarters staff” on the 
ground shifted operations to 
Naval Air. They were carried 


across the 
Guard. 

Dillon first briefed the Navy 
crash crews on the RB-36, its 
fuel tank locations and escape 
hatches, etc. He even drew them 
a sketch. If the gear collapsed 
on landing there would be no in¬ 
décision in rescue. Loomis, Ba¬ 
rinka and Mills were assigned to 
go along with the crash vehicles. 
Dillon and Prophett took station 
in the NAS radio tower and gave 
final advice on landing to the 
plane commander. 

“I rode in the Navy crash 
chief’s car,” Barinka recalled, 
“and it was like being a part of 
a ‘task force,’ for the Navy had 
ail kinds of equipment, fire 
wagons, ambulances, even a 
crâne. 

“We were already on the move 
when the RB-36 made its ap- 
proach and were racing by the 
time its wheels touched. It was 
only seconds after the plane stop- 
ped that we had it surrounded.” 

Even though not locked com- 
pletely, the landing gear held. 
“Just in case,” the flight crew 
went through with the emergency 
procedure. The plane commander 
eut off ail power on the instant 
and the crew came tumbling out 
in what looked like record time. 

In less than an hour a tempo- 
rary fix was accomplished on 
the ground. However, not until 
daylight, when the plane was 
flown back to Lindbergh Field 
where it could be placed on jacks, 
was the exact cause established. 
Field Operations men found a 
rubber string, about one-eighth 
inch in diameter, lodged in the 
side brace assembly and prevent- 
ing the gear lock from closing 
perfectly. By freakish coinci¬ 
dence it had found its way there 
sometime in the few seconds of 
gear retraction after take-off. 

Soon thereafter the plane was 
test flown, this time by Dillon 
himself. The gear worked per¬ 
fectly. Then another Air Force 
delivery crew took over and this 
time reported back “routine 
flight.”

Crews Undergo Rigorous Training 
Before They Fly a Convair Plane 


Non-Scheduled Flight in Pontiac

Careful training which each 
member of a Convair SD flight 
crew must take was described 
last week for members of the San 
Diego squadron of the Air Force 
Association, meeting in the Vét¬ 
érans Building, Balboa Park. 

Speaker was Phil Prophett, 
manager of SD Flight, who 
sketched B-36, T-29 and model 
340 projects at Convair SD and 
touched also on development of 
the delta wing XF-92A and prog- 
ress that has been made in high 
speed water-based aircraft. 

“Our flight crews who shake- 
down the airplanes and fly the 
test flights go through a difficult 
schedule before they ever get into 
the air,” Prophett said. 

“The general System is in ef- 
fect regardless of the type of 
airplane, but for the B-36, for 
example, the first step is to ob- 
tain approval from the Air Force 
after forwarding an account of 
the individual’s expérience in

When he was five years old, 
John Neill Newton, Convair FW 
clerk in Dept. 64, was probably 
the only boy of his âge in Bon- 
ham, Tex., who really looked 
forward to going to church. 

Young Newton, however, had 
a particular reason. He was in- 
terested in the ankles of the 
church organist—interested, that 
is, in the amazing manner in 
which the musician moved her 
feet from one to another of the 
32 pedals as she played the fa¬ 
milial* music for the services. 

“I guess I made up my mind 
then that I, too, would learn,” 
Newton recalls. 

His détermination was such 
that despite parental opposition 
and traveling 52 miles a week 
for lessons young Newton did 
master the art, to the extent 
that today he is recognized as 
among the better known .organ- # 
ists in North Texas. 

“Because they felt a person 
couldn’t make a good living as a 
musician, my parents and grand- 
parents discouraged me at first 
. . . but when they realized my 
heart was set they did everything 
possible to help,” he recalls. Even 
then it was not easy. The near- 
est teacher was 25 miles away 
and the only organ in town was 
the one in the church. However, 
the church permitted him to use 
it for practice and ultimately he 
became the first child to play it. 


Music Mastery 

The organ, now 40 years old, is 
still in use. 

Through grade and high schools 
Newton continued his musical 
éducation and later at Paris 
Junior College, North Texas 
State, T.C.U. and the University 
of Texas before receiving his . 
Bachelor of Music degree from 
Eastman School of Music at 
Rochester, N. Y. 

During his career Newton has 
appeared frequently as soloist 
and concert organist, has been an 
instructor for the Whitle Music 
Co., demonstrating the beauty of 
organ music, and also has been 
a church organist. 

Early in his study of music 
Newton started collecting record- 
ings and he now boasts one of 
the outstanding studios of collec- 
tors records in Texas. Among 
them are 43 records made of fa- 
mous opéras, including such 
voices as Enrico Caruso, Marcel 
Journet, Amelita Galli-Curci, Gér¬ 
aldine Farrar and many others. 
The total collection lists more 
than 1,500 records ranging from 
classics to popular music. Such 
classics as “The Messiah” by the 
Liverpool Philharmonie can 
searcely be purchased now at any 
price. 

Newton finds it difficult to 
place a value on his collection, 
but says it is partially insured 
for $5,200.

Ancient Bible 

Collector Waits Year to 'Read' 
Rare Find—Because It's Dutch 


Although F. Pfeiffer of Dept. 
44 at Convair Fort Worth has 
owned a rare seventeenth century 
book for about a year, up until 
a few days ago he didn’t know 
how old it was. 

That was because the pulpit 
Bible he purchased on an antique 
buying trip in the South is writ- 
ten in Dutch. 

Last week—after months of 
searching for someone who could 
read Dutch—Pfeiffer met Martin 
Dekking, a Texas Christian Uni¬ 
versity student who is a native 
of Holland. 

Dekking had no trouble at ail 
in translating the centuries-old 
manuscript, although it was 
printed in German script. Ac¬ 
cording to his translation, the 
Bible is the “total Holy Scripture 
containing ail the canonical books 
of both Old and New Testaments 
. from the original languages 
in our Netherlands langüage 
truthfully translated with new 
and added explanations.” 

Furthermore, the frontispiece 
explains that Pfeiffer’s Bible is 
“corrected of misspellings and 
typographical errors which in the 
first édition found are.” 

According to Dekking, this par- 
ticfular édition was published in 
1688 both at Dordrecht, Holland, 
by Hendrick and Jacob Keur, and 
at Amsterdam by the Markus 
Doornick Company. The copy 
which Pfeiffer owns is from the 
Amsterdam printing house. 

On the frontispiece to the New 
Testament the text explains that 
the translation of this part of 
the Bible is “from the original 
Greek langüage in our Nether¬ 
lands truthfully translated.” 

The Convair man obtained the 
manuscript from an elderly 
woman in Tennessee. She had 
bought it several years earlier at 
an auction of muséum pièces and 
gave it to Pfeiffer only after 
being assured that he would 
never sell it. 

The Bible is ornately illus- 
trated, with wooden backs cover- 
ed in hand-tooled leather. Hand- 
wrought brass hinges and corner

pièces hâve protected the cover- 
ing through the générations. 

The book is entirely intact with 
the exception of a few loose 
maps. These hâve ragged edges 
and are torn at the creases from 
being opened countless times. 

Some of the pages also are 
slightly water-marked, which 
causes Pfeiffer to wonder about 
when and how it was brought 
from Amsterdam. He believes it 
may hâve been brought to the 
United States as early as the 
seventeenth century—but admits 
that this is mere spéculation. 

In addition to the Works of the 
Old and New Testaments are 
several books which do not ap- 
pear in the popular King James’ 
version. 

Of particular interest are the 
seventeenth century maps of the 
Mediterranean Sea, Jérusalem, 
King Solomon’s temple and Asia. 
The latter désignâtes the land 
of Nod and Eden. 

Also of interest are the finely- 
detailed drawings of a whale, 
Adam and Eve at the apple tree, 
Noah’s ark, the three wise men, 
the traditional manger scene and 
the crucifixion. 

In thumbing through the aged 
book, Pfeiffer and Dekking found 
a small scrap of paper tucked 
between pages. On it were sev¬ 
eral words in Dutch. As Dekking 
hesitantly wrote down the trans¬ 
lation a smile spread across his 
face. When Pfeiffer read the 
words he, too, began to grin. 

“I, Elizabeth, am writing this 
with my feet.” The date was 
April, 1872.

Alloy Studied 
as New Métal 
For B-36 Mfg. 

Convair FW this month 
joinecl ranks with the na- 
tion’s important research 
centers as investigations 
were planned on the possi- 
bility of using titanium alloy 
in producing B-36s. 

This followed awarding by 
the Air Force of a $200,000 con- 
tract to Convair for development 
of titanium alloy in the manu¬ 
facture of jet pod parts. 

According to G. R. Gordon, 
assistant chief tool engineer, 
Convair FW will perforai research 
on titanium sheet alloy. 

“We hope to develop fabrica¬ 
tion techniques to produce air¬ 
craft sheet métal parts for J-47 
pods which are installed on B- 
36s,” Gordon explained. 

Detailed parts will be produced 
through normal production facili- 
ties, once the fabrication tech¬ 
niques are proven, he said. As- 
sembling of the parts into the 
finished jet pod will be perform- 
ed by the development depart- 
ment. 

FW Engineering personnel will 
redesign three jet pods using, in 
part, titanium alloy. 

Research at the FW Division 
may hâve far-reaching effects on 
tomorrow’s aircraft, developers 
report, because titanium alloy

Convair Awarded AF 
Interceptor Order 

Return of Convair to the fighter production field this 
month rounded ont the company’s production picture to 
include ail four basic types of aircraft : bombers, fighters, 
trainers, transports. 


Official word on the fighter 
development came in a terse Air 
Force announcement, date-lined 
San Diego, revealing that Con¬ 
vair has been awarded a contract 
for prototype production of a 
new high performance intercep¬ 
tor plane. No details as to num¬ 
ber or type were included. 

Currently producing bombers 
(the ten-engine B-36), and train¬ 
ers (the Air Force T-29), as well 
as transports (the fortheoming 
Convair-Liner model 340), Con¬ 
vair with this contract steps up 
activity in still another direction, 
the interceptor. Though over- 
shadowed in recent years by 
more widely known achievements 
with larger planes, the company 
has a distinguished record in this 
field dating back nearly a score 
of years. 

Most recent fighter type de¬ 
velopment scored by Convair was 
the XF-92A, the world’s first

General McNarney retired Jan. 

31, 1952 after a distinguished 
military career covering 35 years. 

He was an early day aviator, 
winning his wings at San Diego 
in April, 1917, and serving in 
France as an airman in World 
War I. In World War II he was 
deputy Chief of Staff, U. S. 

Army, later deputy Suprême 
Allied Commander in the Medi- 
terranean theater and in 1945 
succeeded General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as com- 
manding general of U. S. Forces 
in • Europe and commander-in- 
chief of U. S. Forces of Occupa¬ 
tion in Germany. Still later he 
was senior member of the United 
Nations Military Staff Committee 
and in 1949 spécial advisor to the 
Secretary of Defense. 

“General McNarney will become 
chief executive officer of one of 
the nation’s most diversified air¬ 
craft companies,” Odlum de- 
clared. “At the présent time Con¬ 
vair has programs in ail basic 
types of land and water-based 
aircraft—bombers, fighters, train¬ 
ers and transports—plus many 
activities in the guided missile 
and other fields. 

“A man with such recent ex¬ 
périence in the intégration of 
unification in the Department of 
Defense, is an idéal administra- 
tor for a program geared to an 
aircraft and defense build-up, 
especially at a time when the 
weapons of ail services are be- 
coming more and more complex.

Alloy Studied 
as New Métal 
For B-36 Mfg.

may provide the industry’s an- 
swers to certain engineering 
problems of current high-speed 
aircraft. 

At présent, however, the métal 
has one big drawback. 

Although it’s the fourth most 
abundant métal in the world, re- 
fined titanium is scarce because 
the technique of converting the 
ore to usable métal still has not 
been perfected. Refining now 
must be accomplished in a vac¬ 
uum. Therefore, cost of the métal 
and its alloys is out of reach for 
most industrial use. 

But the government is subsi- 
dizing its manufacture in the 
hope that improved refining proc¬ 
esses eventually will make it 
plentiful and less expensive for 
aircraft manufacture. 

Titanium has virtually unlimit- 
ed possibilities. It has the 
strength of steel but is 40 per 
cent lighter. It also is heat ré¬ 
sistant and non-corrosive, giving 
it superiority over lighter metals 
such as aluminum and magné¬ 
sium. 

Engineers believe titanium al¬ 
loys can satisfactorily be substi- 
tuted for steel fittings, high- 
strength corrosion résistant steel 
sheet or armor plate. 

One-fourth the présent weight 
could be saved, they believe, by 
using titanium alloys in landing 
gears, machined forgings, fittings 
and tubings—as a substitute for 
highly heat-treated steel parts.

delta wing, a design which set 
a new trend for aircraft builders 
and which well may become a 
standard configuration for trans- 
sonic and supersonic aircraft. 
The research ship is currently at 
Edwards Air Force Base, Muroc, 
continuing its test program. 

Convair expérience with fight- 
ers dates back to the thirties 
when Consolidated built a number 
of PB2As for the military, one 
of the first pursuits equipped 
with turbo supercharger, later 
widely adopted. Another was the 
experimental XP-54, an attack 
bomber that was among the first 
to develop the laminar flow wing 
and also among the first with 
pilot ejector seat. Still another 
was the XA-41, the first aircraft 
of its kind developed around the 
Wasp Major engine, the famous 
power plant that later in refined 
form drove the B-36. 

Still another highlight was the 
XP-81, first turbo-prop airplane 
developed. It was a convoy 
fighter, flown in 1945, and pio- 
1 neered in the turbo-prop field.

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Factories in 36 States Help 


Build B-36 Bombers 



Parts Flow in 
to Convair From 
Ail Over Nation 

An analysis of B-36 construc¬ 
tion this week revealed the great 
bomber as a true “Ail American. ,, 

Skilled workmen in 36 differ¬ 
ent states of the Union contrib- 
ute to the finished product 
through Convair sub-contractors 
and suppliers, in addition to the 
other far flung factories that 
produce the hundreds of govern- 
ment fumished parts and equip- 
ment. 

The teamwork of organizations 
from coast to coast is indicated in 
an “exploded” view of a B-36, 
prepared by Public Relations and 
Illustrations Group of Service 
Engineering at Fort Worth. The 
drawing appears in adjacent 
columns. 

No single drawing could pos- 
sibly show ail the more than 
68,000 shop-made parts and addi- 
tional thousands of purchased, 
sub-contracted and government 
furnished parts. However, the 
breakdown gives sonie idea of the 
production task and how Convair 
goes about spreading the work. 

The breakdown includes some 
of the more than 8,500 assemblies 
that make up the B-36, and shows 
how hundreds of firms join hands 
in producing the atom-carrying 
giant.

20-hr. Course Clears up Mysteries 
of Cost System For Missile Men 


'99 Safe Despite 
Power Failure 

Air Force and Convair person¬ 
nel flying the XC-99 cargo trans¬ 
port from Kelly AF Base, Texas, 
received commendations recently 
for their work in landing the big 
plane safely after serious engine 
trouble had developed. 

The incident occurred on a 
flight from McClellan AFB, Cal., 
to Kelly AFB with Capt. A. L. 
Neuhauser as pilot and Capt. G. 
R. Collins as co-pilot. 

The cargo counterpart of the 
B-36 bomber was approximately 
two hours out of McClellan flying 
at 19,000 feet with 68,000 pounds 
of cargo aboard when three of 
the six engines lost poWer due to 
electrical difficulties. 

Temporary repairs made by 
S/Sgt. M. W. Miller, engineer, 
enabled the plane to develop par¬ 
tial power. 

D. D. Martin, Convair field 

service engineer who was on 
board, also had an important rôle. 

He crawled into 
thewing section 
between No. 2 
and 3 engines 
to check fuses 
on the distribu¬ 
tion panel. It is 
a difficult trip 
into the wing, 
but Martin had 
made it before, 
and on this oc¬ 
casion drew a 
“well done” for 
his quick action from R. G. Kiss- 
ler, Convair service engineer in 
charge at Kelly AFB. 

Martin has gone along on ail 
XC-99 flights in the last three 
months as observer and consul¬ 
tant. 

Thanks to the AF crew’s effi¬ 
cient action, the XC-99 was able 
to make a safe landing at Davis- 
Monthan AFB, Arizona, without 
dumping any of its cargo. Thirty- 
six hours later, repairs were com- 
pleted and the XC-99 continued 
its flight to Kelly. 

“The efficient and calm man- 
ner in which the crew and Martin 
performed their duties reflected 
a high degree of knowledge, good 
judgment and Personal courage,” 
said Capt. Neuhauser. 


Convair’s Guided Missile Divi¬ 
sion this week was well launched 
into a program designed to elimi- 
nate the mysteries of production 
control and cost Systems. 

A training course—two class- 
room hours daily for two weeks— 
already has produced about three 
score graduâtes. By May ail fac- 
tory, industrial engineering, tool- 
ing and inspection supervision as 
well as many others will hâve 
been thoroughly indoctrinated. 

“Pin pointing the cost of a 
product is a highly important 
part of any business,” Quentin 
Turner, Industrial Engineering 
manager, commented. “It is 
peculiarly vital to the missile 
business, however, for our 
Products are expendable. Once 
put to use, their life expectancy 
is only a few seconds. There is 
no salvage value! 

“Therefore, missiles must be 
manufacturée! comparatively in- 
expensively. If not, they can be- 
come too costly a weapon for any 
economy.” 

Early this month the missile 
division passed its first birthday. 
During that first year production 
control and cost Systems hâve 
been developed that are tailored 
to the unique requirements of the 
business. In some ways it was 
operating in “uncharted” waters, 
for this is the first integrated 
missile production facility in U. S. 
history. There was little prece¬ 
dent on which to rely. 

So that everyone would “get 
the word,” Industrial Engineer¬ 
ing and Industrial Relations com- 
bined efforts to acquaint ail con- 
cerned with details of the Sys¬ 
tems. First step was préparation 
of a compact, profusely illustrat- 
ed booklet to serve as a “bible.” 
Next was starting a standard 
training course. 

“The plan is not to stop with 
supervision, but to make the 
whole System clear to as many 
as possible, dispatchers, clerks, 
typists, timekeepers, cost account- 
ants, everyone who needs to 
know,” Harlon Filloon, Industrial 
Relations manager, explained. 

Claude Maytorena, Training 
Section supervisor, assigned the 
instruction job to Joseph Nusum 
who then spent several intensive 
weeks of préparation, familiariz- 


ing himself with the Systems and 
gathering a variety of visual 
aids. Classes, limited to about a 
dozen, are lecture and question 
and answer combined. Deliber- 
ately, students are chosen from 
different departments so that 
each class has a good cross-sec¬ 
tion and discussion clears up any 
conflicts. 

“It is not a ‘snap’ course,” 
Nuzum admits. “We give fre¬ 
quent examinations and every 
student is graded on performance 
and aptitude.” 

The course has attracted Navy 
personnel as well as Convair. 
Among the former are Lt. Comdr. 
R. B. Jackson, Supply Corps, 
USN, and Charles T. Kruse, both 
of the Navy’s Cost Inspection Of¬ 
fice. Ultimately, ail personnel of 
this Navy activity will take the 
course. 

“One of our tasks is to déter¬ 
mine if accounting Controls are 
adéquate,” Jackson commented. 
“In making this détermination, 
a thorough knowledge of the de- 
tailed cost Systems, as explained 
in this course, will be of great 
benefit.” 

Filloon indicated that by May 
the course at San Diego should 
hâve achieved its objective. 


Shîpping Techniques 
Told For Convair SD 

First-hand information on tech¬ 
nique of preparing products for 
shipment was received last week 
at Convair SD by more than 100 
Convair people who attended 
démonstrations in a visiting Rey¬ 
nolds Metals Co. traveling trader. 

The truck and trader visited 
military bases and aircraft plants 
in the San Diego area, spending 
a half day at Convair SD last 
Wednesday. The visits were part 
of a nation-wide tour to acquaint 
manufacturer with the most re¬ 
cent developments in shipping 
methods. The Reynolds company, 
second largest aluminum pro- 
ducer, provides materials for 
manufacture of many Convair 
aircraft. 

The visit was arranged through 
L. P. Baird, Reynolds San Diego 
représentative. 


Aircraft Industries 
Visitors See FW 

Fifty-three members of the 
Aircraft Industries Association^ 
Inspection and Quality Control 
Committee got a first hand view 
of operations of the B-36 pro¬ 
gram when they visited Convair 
FW March 4. J. Y. McClure, FW 
manager of Quality Control, act- 
ed as Convair host. 


The Fort Worth Division of 
Convair assumes the bulk of the 
manufacturing job. This includes 
substantially the entire fuselage, 
except these components: doors, 
tail cône, horizontal stabilizer, 
elevator and rudder, inboard wing 
box beams, and piston engine 
ducting and cowling. - 

San Diego Division of Convair 
supplies the outboard wing as¬ 
semblies, the wing leading edges 
and other parts. 

Supplementing Convair’s ef¬ 
forts are about 60 sub-contractors 
and approximately 1,550 suppliers 
who furnish many parts, mate¬ 
rials and services for the B-36. 
These sub-contractors and sup¬ 
pliers are located in 36 states and 
do not include the additional hun¬ 
dreds of government furnished 
parts and equipment for the B-36. 

Sub-contractors and suppliers 
range from a porcelain sign 
maker in Texas to a washing 
machine company in Iowa. The 
firms, in turn, draw on hun¬ 
dreds of other manufacturers 
and suppliers, fanning out the 
procurement p i c t u r e still 
farther. 

Emphasizing the growing rôle 
of Texas in the overall aviation 
industry picture are the 27 Texas 
sub-contractors of Convair FW’s 
total of about 60. 

Convair’s business with these 
firms and others in the Fort 
Worth-Dallas area puts an esti- 
mated $3,000,000 per month into 
circulation.

The blond-haired little girl be¬ 
gan her dance and acrobatie 
studies shortly before her fourth 
birthday. For two years she at- 
tended class sessions in ballet, 
tumbling and tap dancing, but 


finally gave up tap to concentrate 
on the others. 

“We enrolled her in ballet class 
first, mostly for the benefits of 
group association,” her mother 
reports. Later, Glenna was given 
private lessons, but her parents 
discovered she enjoyed class 
work best. 

While the Carters hope 
Glenna’s first love will be ice 
skating, they believe the ballet 
and tumbling will keep her lim¬ 
ber between seasons. As a 
skater, the second-grader al¬ 
ready has mastered some intri- 
cate figure and fancy skating. 
She has been before the spot- 
lights since she was four and ap- 
peared in both the 1950 and 1951 
éditions of “Melody on Ice,” an- 
nual CRA Christmas show at 
FW, as well as an ice show in 
1949 and numerous dance réci¬ 
tals.

Féminine Ingenuity at Convair FW 
Leads to Big Suggestion Award 


T-29 Flies Over Arctic Circle in Speedy 
Test of Pressurization and Cabin Heat 


Ten Convair SD men were back home this month with 
memories of the aurora borealis, Mt. McKinley and tem¬ 
pératures of 50 below after completing* one of the fastest— 
and most successful—cold weather airplane tests on Con¬ 
vair records. 

Two of th€- number may hâve set a world record by 
Crossing” the Arctic Circle barefoot. 


Harriet K. Seaman is one of 
the many Convair FW employées 
always on the lookout for better 
ways to do their woi'k. 

And because she found a better 
way, Harriet is the winner of 
the largest Employée Suggestion 
Award ever presented to a 
woman at the FW Division. 

Harriet’s idea, which will save 
the division many manhours per 
year, will bring her $412, accord- 
ing to Roy Crabtree, who is in 
charge of the Suggestion Plan. 

An engineering technical illus¬ 
trator, Miss Seaman has been 
with Convair FW since 1946. 
Most of her duties during tliose 
years hâve involved drawing il¬ 
lustrations for AF technical or- 
ders which ultimately go to 
personnel who fly Convair’s B-36. 
These include catalogs, manuals 
and handbooks. 

The work is very exacting. 
First, a layout or preliminary 
sketch must be made. After this 
is approved, the illustration must 
be transferred to drawing board 
and finally “inked in” before it 
goes to the publisher. 

Previously, transferring the 
layout to the drawing board was 
a laborious and boring job. First, 
a spécial non-smear carbon paper 
had to be prepared. Then every 
detail of the illustration had to 
be carefully traced. The tracing 
required about five liours for 
each illustration. 

“Not only was it tedious work,” 
explains J. H. Herbert, assistant 


supervisor, “but everyone dreaded 
a tracing assignment because it 
required no initiative or talent.” 

Tired of laboring over an ex¬ 
haustive tracing one day, it sud- 
denly occurred to Harriet that 
this work might be eliminated 
altogether if some other satisfac- 
tory means of reproduction could 
be found. She recalled earlier 
work with an ozalid machine, 
which is a dry reproduction proc- 
ess, and decided this might be 
the answer. 

Encouraged by both Herbert 
and Charles Anderson, engineer¬ 
ing illustrations editor, Harriet 
experimented and discovered that 
her idea would work. 

Now instead of the five hours 
previously required to trace an 
illustration, they are reproduced 
on the ozalid machine in a matter 
of seconds. 

Her work has brought praise 
from both Herbert and Anderson. 
They describe Harriet as “one of 
the most versatile employées in 
the department—industrious and 
never lacking in ability.” 

Herbert also points out that 
the work Harriet does in prepar- 
ing illustrations for the handbook 
of flight operating instructions 
is “one of the most important jobs 
that we handle.” 

More personal encouragement 
in seeing her idea put into prac¬ 
tice came from Harriet's younger 
sister, Winifred, who also is em- 
ployed at FW as an engineering 
technical illustrator. 


Object of the expédition to 
Alaska was to find out how the 
T-29 airplane acts in real cold 
weather, particularly the pres¬ 
surization, cabin heating and al- 
ternate generator Systems. 
Aboard were Don Germeraad, 
pilot; Lou Hoffman, co-pilot; Jim 
Northrop, flight engineer; Jack 
Behms, radio operator; Vie All¬ 
wardt and M. J. (Bud) Altgil¬ 
bers, flight test engineers ; George 
Lemke and Russ Wills, Engineer¬ 
ing observers; Duncan Guest of 
Field Operations and Ty King of 
Instrumentation. 

They left San Diego Feb. 21 
and were back early Feb. 26, 
thereby setting some kind of rec¬ 
ord for speed. Jaunts of this kind 
are usually frustrating affairs, 
trying to locate the proper 
weather conditions. 

“We were just plain lucky,” 
Germeraad admitted. “Why, we 
were half through our tests the 
first night in Alaska!” 

The T-29 reached Great Falls, 
Mont., about five and a half hours 
after leaving San Diego and spent 
the night there while the crew 


was briefed by U. S. Air Force 
officers in survival in the north- 
ernwilderness (in case of trouble) 
and given survival kits to take 
along. 

“Those kits are something,” 
one crew member remembered. 
“More than 100 items packed into 
45 pounds, carbine, knife, food, 
everything. Maybe even a 
blonde. ...” 

By spécial arrangement, the 
T-29 was permitted to fly north 
without the usual red tail and 
wing tip markings normally S OP 
in the area. Canadian and U. S. 
military kept close track of them, 
however, getting position reports 
every 30 minutes. A seven-hour 
flight over an endless white ex¬ 
panse brought them to White¬ 
horse and by sundown they were 
in Fairbanks. 

“The weather was too perfect 
to pass up and in spite of a day 
of flying we went to work at 
once,” Germeraad reported. 
“Ladd Air Force Base where we 
landed serviced the ship and we 
took off north for the Arctic 
Circle. 


“The flight from Great Falls, 
plus the test flying that night, 
totaled 17 hours in the air and 
we were plenty glud to turn in 
at 4 a.m. But our job was 60 
per cent completed right off 
the bat. 


“I can’t say enough for the 
crew and everyone on board. 
They did a great job and no one 
dragged his heels, even though 
it was hard work.” 

The following evening (Satur- 
day) brought more flying. They 
flew at night to avoid any warmth 
from solar radiation, testing the 
equipment at varying altitudes 
up to 20,000 feet. On one occa¬ 
sion the T-29 gave a perfect 
démonstration of the value of 
pressurization. When MATS air- 
planes, unpressurized, iced up at 
8,000 feet and had to turn back, 
the Convair T-29 went up to 
16,000 feet and went on about its 
business, ice free. 

Sunday they developed their 
picture film which recorded the 
readings on the planées extensive 
instrumentation. Convinced they 
had ail the data required, the 
T-29 cleared for home the next 
day, this time by way of Anchor¬ 
age to McChord Field near Ta- 
coma and home. 

Back in Fairbanks they left 
Col. A. W. Cruikshank Jr., 
commanding the 5001st Re¬ 
search and Development Squad- 
ron, somewhat more than im- 
pressed with the visit. “Usual¬ 
ly it takes two or three days to 
get ready and then a couple of 
weeks to run tests,” the colonel 
told Germeraad. “I scarcely 
got to know you!” 

It fell to the Engineering obV 
servers, Lemke and Wills, to r<^- 
turn with the most novel expéri¬ 
ence. They walked around btfpe-' 
foot over the Arctic CircleJ^^ 

“It wasn’t a gag,” Lpmke re/ 
ported. “I was testîng cabnfp 
heating. // 

“It happened that I hacr been 
wearing rubber boots. When I 
slipped them off my feet got 
cold, even though the floor tem¬ 
pérature was 62 degrees. The 
reason was my socks were damp 
with perspiration and évaporation 
made them cool. When I was 
barefooted I was quite comfort- 
able!”

direct manufacture of B-24 com¬ 
ponents. Since coming to Con¬ 
vair he has handled various 
executive assignments for the 
division manager, most recently 
filling in as night manager 
(Continued on page 2) 


Figures, released this week by 
the joint committee which super¬ 
vises the program, showed that 
in four and a half months of 
operation Convair donors hâve 
given nearly 1,500 pints of blood. 
Approximately half of this has 
gone to the armed forces to meet 
the desperate need in Korea. 
The balance has been turned over 
to the San Diego Blood Bank as 
a crédit. 

From the Convair crédit at the 
bank, a total of 324 pints has 
been released to Convair people 
or members of their families. 
At the normal rate of $25 a pint, 
this would total $8,100. 

The Convair program is oper- 
ated by a joint committee of 
company and union représenta¬ 
tives. Thus far the bloodmobile 
has visited Convair SD on 12 
different days. Next visits are 
scheduled for April 9 and 10, 
south end of Building 4, for 
second shift members. 

“This visit of the bloodmobile 
will mean that we hâve made 
a complété cycle, covering vir- 
tually ail departments,” the 
committee reported. “After the 
second shift donations we plan 
to start the circuit again.”

Trips to Far 
Points Total 
12,000 Miles 

Convair’s first production 
Model 840 has learned what 
it’s like to fly for an air¬ 
line. 

The ship, destined for 
United Air Lines, recently 
completed its “accelerated 
service tests” which in- 
volved 52 hours in the air 
crammed into an interval of 
only a few days. The tests 
simulated conditions the 
ship will encounter when in 
passenger service. 

“If it hadn’t been for some 
tough weather conditions at the 
time, the flights might hâve be¬ 
come monotonous,” E. D. Shan- 
non, chief of Experimental Flight, 
commented. “The plane behaved 
that well.” 

The airplane flew eight round 
trips to distant points between 
March 12 and March 18. Three 
different flight crews spelled each 
other keeping the plane at work 
night and day. It covered ap¬ 
proximately 12,000 miles and 
made visits to such distant points 
as El Paso, Tex., Denver, Colo., 
Medford, Ore., sticking to tight 
time schedules despite weather, 
landing and simulating unloading 
passengers, fueling up and taking 
off again. 

“Those flight crews really 
put out,” Shannon commented. 
“And so did the airplane. ...” 

Meanwhile, the overall flight 
test program for the Model 340 
is heading for a time record. 
Smooth coopération between ex¬ 
perimental and production flight, 
the factory and CAA has com- 
bined to reduce delays to a bare 
minimum. Aim, of course, is to 
obtain CAA certification which 
must be accomplished before any 
airplanes will be delivered and 
put into service. A limited cer- 
tificate will be sought first, fol- 
lowed ultimately by complété cer¬ 
tification. 

Since last fall the test program 
has been “double barreled.” Tests 
hâve been conducted first with 
the 340 prototype and later with 
the first production ship. By the 
end of February the prototype 
340 had completed ail the testing 
possible for it at that time and 
returned to the shop for instru¬ 
mentation necessary in testing 
heat anti-icing equipment. It re¬ 
turned to the flight line March 9 
and after a number of shake- 
downs took off last weekend in 
search of bad weather, with Pilot 
W. D. Carrier Jr. in command. 

“We can’t tell how long these 
anti-icing tests will take. They 
hâve to find certain weather con¬ 
ditions,” Shannon explained. “If 
they are lucky and run into good 
—or ratHer bad—weather in a 
hurry the tests could take only a 
few days. They might hâve to

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April 15 Deadline on 
Filîng California 
Income Tax Returns

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Aid Sought in Rounding up Ail 
B-36 Parts on Shortage Lists 


Hâve y ou seen an electrical 
connector like the one pictured 
at right that is not in use or 
scheduled for use? 

If you hâve, then H. C. Jones, 
purchasing agent at Convair FW, 
would like to know where you 
saw the part and how soon it 
can be turned in for use on a 
B-36. 

The item is used in making 
electrical assemblies for the B-36. 
There is a critical shortage of 
this type of connector and each 
is valuable to the company. 

“Without this electrical connec¬ 
tor, a B-36 would be unable to 
fly,” Jones says. “It’s that essen- 
tial.” 

The connector is gnly one of 
many critical shortage items that 
may be lying around some crib or 
work area, Jones says, when it 
could be installed on a B-36 air- 
plane. 

Needless to say, many people 
are unaware that they are in pos¬ 
session of a shortage item. They 
merely can’t identify the part and 
leave it where it is in hopes 
someone else might détermine its 
use. 

“Purchased parts that are 
scarce correspond in appearance 
to the accessories on your car 
like horns, fuel pumps, and the 
like,” Jones says. Most of them 
are especially designed for the 
B-36. We only buy what we 
need for a contract and if they 
are lost they hâve to be manu- 
factured from scratch in order to 
replace them. Replacements, 
therefore, take a long time to 
get and they are expensive.”

“We are asking people who 
hâve such assemblies in their 
area that are not being used to 
return them. Our surveys prove 
that many such items are critical 
shortages.” 

Employées or supervisors who 
hâve unidentifed items in stock 
are asked to return them to their 
nearest production control station 
in order that they may be return- 
ed to purchased parts stores in 
warehouse No. 3 for crédit. 

“You might be responsible for 
helping to eliminate or reduce a 
critical shortage,” Jones says. 

O'Neal, Larson Help 
Open G.E. Jet Center 

Russell D. O’Neal, Convair FW 
assistant division manager, and 
J. W. Larson, chief engineer, at- 
tended a célébration last week 
commemorating the tenth anni- 
versary of the first American 
turbojet. 

The célébration was staged by 
General Electric Co. at Lockland, 
Ohio, and coincided with the 
opening of the company’s new jet 
center. The Convair-built B-36 
uses four J-47 jet engines manu- 
factured by General Electric. 


Construction workers launched 
phase one of an estimated 
$3,000,000 expansion of facilities 
at Convair FW last week when 
they prepared to pour approxi- 
mately 140,000 square yards of 
concrète. 

The new paved area will be 
used for cycle reconditioning of 
B-36s. 

The initial 140,000 square yards 
of paving will be poured at a 
cost of $671,000 and will be fol- 
lowed later by an additional 
40,000 square yards of paved 
area, according to Frank C. Clay- 
ton, plant engineer. 

The main portion of the paved 
area will run parallel to Grant’s 
Lane and from a point south of 
the présent ramp area to a point 
east of the main plant entrance.

Modernization stations will be 
built along the new pavement 
with a service building erected 
near the center of the over-all 
area. 

The building will be 34 x 115 
feet and will house offices, a 
lunch room, power equipment, 
rest rooms and time docks. 

The construction of the service 
building plus utility connections 
for ail stations will cost approxi- 
mately $350,000, Clayton says. 

Plans call for building a sec¬ 
ond pedestrian underpass be- 
neath Grant’s Lane at a point 
near the présent caméra test 
pattern. This underpass and two 
steel prefabricated storage build¬ 
ings will be built at a cost of 
$50,000.

Space ships and dreams of the 
future threaten to kill détective 
stories as dead as the extinct 
Dodo. 

“It’s inévitable. You can see 
the trend,” W. F. Nolan (Dept. 
27-4 SD) said with an air of 
complété conviction. He, along 
with Roger Nelson (also Dept. 
27-4), has made some study of 
the matter. Both are dedicated 
science fantasy fiction fans and 
widely read in the field. Nelson’s 
collection of this type of books 
and magazines is one of the 
largest in San Diego and contains 
many first éditions. 

“Science fantasies are becom- 
ing more and more widely read,” 
Nolan continued. “Not the ‘bug- 
eyed monster’ variety as much as 
stories of real literary merit that 
speculate on what our lives may 
be in a world of the future.” 

Defending writers of science 
fiction as authors of skill and tal¬ 
ent, he pointed out that many 
recognized names in literature 
hâve used such subjects with dis¬ 
tinction. Jules Verne and Edgar 
Allen Poe are examples. 

“But nowadays it is Ray Brad- 
bury. He is recognized as tops,” 
Nolan added. Nolan, incidentally, 
is by way of being a Bradbury 
“Boswell.” The Convair man re- 
cently published a volume called 
the “Bradbury Review” which, in 
addition to descriptive articles 
about the young Los Angeles 
author, carries an index of Brad- 
bury’s published work which is 
impressive. The Review, a pri- 
vate venture, is available 50 cents 
a copy via Nolan, 4458 Fifty- 
sixth, San Diego.

A System of mounting safety 
signs, new to Convair and pos- 
sibly new to ail industry, went 
into effect at San Diego last 
week. 

Supplementing the larger pos¬ 
ters at plant entrances, the new 
signs are unusual in that they 
are mounted on the center col-

“Visual suggestions, such as 
posters, are an important part 
of our safety program. 

“Without constant reminders it 
is easy to forget.

Conceived by the Safety Sec¬ 
tion at SD, the new safety sign 
positions are believed to be a 
new wrinkle in “indoor” safety 
information. The signs will deal 
with crisp and clear safety tips, 
such as avoiding makeshift elec- 
trical equipment, eliminating rub- 
bish, being sure to use safety 
cans for dangerous fluids, etc.

An intense aftemoon rainstorm early this month com- 
bined with winds and a high tide to give Convair San 
Diego its deepest dunking in years and to provide Mainte¬ 
nance with a chance to play hero. 

Also dunked that Friday after¬ 


noon, March 7, to greater or 
lesser degreo were thousands of 
homeward bound Convair people 
who waded streets curb deep and 
higher with runoff water.

Magnésium Ciamp Idea Merits 
$624 Suggestion Award at FW 


Because J. A. Coates hasn’t 
found time to retire, Convair FW 
will profit substantially from his 
ideas. 

Coates, who is now 69 years 
old and plans to retire when he 
finds “a place to stop,” is a three- 
time winner on Employée Sug¬ 
gestions and his latest idea is a 
plan for redesigning magnésium 
anodizing clamps to save 75 per 
cent of the métal formerly used. 

He has done this by substitut- 
ing scrap rubber and other inert 
material for six of the eight 
inches in the ciamp. Since the 
acid solution used in anodizing 
deteriorates magnésium within 
two to three weeks, the entire 
eight-inch piece of magnésium 
formerly ended up in scrap. Now 
only a two-inch piece is dis- 
carded. 

The rubber is not affected by 
the acid and can be used over and 


over by adding a new magnésium 
tip. 

Not only was Coates alert to 
the necessity of conserving scarce 
magnésium, but he had the fore- 
sight to recover the eight-inch 
pièces from the scrap box. Stock 
which he has saved during the 
past six months will provide 
sufficient tips to last a year and 
will eliminate need for using new 
stock. 

For such a large saving, Coates 
will receive a total of $624, ac- 
cording to Roy Crabtree, who di¬ 
rects the Employée Suggestion 
Plan. 

A maintenance mechanic, 
Coates has more than a half-cen- 
tury of expérience in mechanical 
engineering. For 20 years he was 
a contractor and while with the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers helped 
construct the FW plant. He has 
been at Convair FW since June, 
1944.

First Model 340 
Goes to United 

(Continued from page 1) 
turn a third piece of paper, the 
bill of sale. 

At that instant United Air 
Lines had bought a new air- 
plane and the first of a fleet 
of 40 model 340 transports was 
ready to fly under its true 
colors. 

Of those présent at the time, 
none recalls any conversation of 
significance. “I guess we were 
ail too tired and glad it was 
over,” A. T. Wood of Contracts, 
who handled much of the paper 
work, commented. 

The rest was routine. Richert 
wired his home office. UAL au- 
thorized release of funds for pay- 
ment. Convair turned its atten¬ 
tion to subséquent deliveries. The 
first sale was past history and 
took its place among the other 
milestones passed since Convair 
salesmen first began to sense 
success in a new commercial sales 
Project back in 1950. 

Looking back, Mark Miller, 
assistant to the vice-president- 
commercial sales, remembers that 
for a long time the model 340 
was nameless. 

“It was just That air plane’ 
and it must hâve changed char- 
acteristics a hundred times in 
our minds as we tried to arrive 
at an airplane that would 
please our potential customers. 
We had severe compétition, too, 
and at one time or another ail 
the sales staff worked hard on 
the job. Gordon Wolcott, who 
handles the United account, 
even lived in Denver three 
months as part of the job.” 
(Wolcott, incidentally, was one 
of the few key men in the 340 
Project who didn’t know until a 
good while afterwards that the 
first delivery was accomplished. 
He is in Stockholm, Sweden, on 
a sales trip but due back soon.) 

Preliminary commitments were 
reached about Christmastime, 
1950. 

“Ail big airplane deals seem 
to crystallize around Christ- 
mas,” Miller added. “Don’t ask 
me why.” 

Early in 1951 came the first 
announcement that UAL had or- 
dered 40 of the new ships, fol- 
lowed by announcements of other 
orders from Hawaiian Airlines, 
Braniff, Continental and Delta. 
(At présent, 15 airlines hâve or- 
dered them.) By July, 1951, the 
first 340 wing was pulled out of 
its bucks, the fastest job in Con¬ 
vair history. In August the 340 
prototype was mated a week 
ahead of schedule. On Oct. 5 the 
prototype flew for the first time, 
beginning the flight test program 
that ultimately resulted in CAA 
certification. On Jan. 18 the first 
production airplane (currently 
continuing flight tests along with 
the prototype) made its first 
flight. 

Last week Convair added new 
dates in its history. Delivery of 
the first 340 March 28. Sale ac¬ 
complished March 31.

American Metals Conférence in 
San Diego. 

Speaker will be James R. Cady, 
University of California mechani- 
cal engineering professor. This 
is the third of a sériés of seven 
seminars sponsored by the Ameri¬ 
can Society of Metals. Cady will 
speak at 7:30 p.m. next Tuesday 
(April 15) at Hoover high audi¬ 
torium.

“This particular lecture, as well 
as others to follow, will be of 
definite professional interest to 
many Convair people,” L. B.

It isn’t only “bad” pennies that 
turn up; “good” pennies can do 
it, too.

Watts received his private li- 
cense as a Christmas “présent.” 
It is dated Dec. 23, 1951. Since 
then he has flown regularly, often 
on business hops to such points 
as Los Angeles, Pomona, Indio, 
sometimes alone, sometimes with 
Convair associâtes as passengers. 
More often he flies for pleasure 
as a member of a San Diego fly¬ 
ing club operating from Lind- 
bergh Field. 

“It has been a wonderful hobby 
and a source of some value to me 
in business, too, even though I’m 
only a small time weekend pilot. 

“It also has been a personal 
satisfaction to prove that an ‘old 
dog’ can learn a few new tricks.”

Inside 'Lazy Flying’ B-36 


Y ou II Find a Busy Crew 


There may be ground-bound 
sad sacks who stare as a B-36 
drones lazily overhead and wish 
they had “one of those gold- 
brickin’ jobs just sittin’ in the 
airplane doin’ nothin’.” 

Well, maybe they would and 
maybe they wouldn’t. 

Convair FW flight crews who 
make test flights probably 
wouldn’t trade their jobs for a 
passport to heaven in their own 
good time. But ail is not loung- 
ing, even in a B-36. 

Take it from W. P. Easly, a 
flight engineer: 

“When you’re playing watch- 
dog and nursemaid both to 44,000 
horsepower for 20 or more hours 
at a stretch, a lotta times you 
need eyes in the back of your 
head and four arms, among other 
things. ...” 

Easly is supervifeor of ail flight 
engineers and also takes his turn 
aloft at the flight engineer’s 
panel, from which he Controls ail 
10 power plants and manipulâtes 
accessory Controls. 

In flight, he also keeps a 
weather eye on fuel tanks and 
consumption, makes any mainte¬ 
nance checks and repairs that 
may become necessary, and main- 
tains flight records. 

Maintenance on a B-36 in flight 
might Sound like a dull job. But 
it’s not. The job also calls for 
climbing out into the wing area 
to make adjustments and enter- 
ing the bomb bay section to make 
inspections. The engineer must 
know the exact location and func- 
tion of every fuse and most parts 
on the B-36. 

Easly is no newcomer to B-36 
operations. He has been flying 
as a flight engineer on Convair- 
built aircraft since 1942. He 
helped plan and execute the first 
flight of the XB-,36 and most of 
its early flights. 

Some may hâve the idea that 
crews just kill time on soft bunks 
listening to sweet music from the 
radio or playing cards. 


Good gosh, Joe, do ya reckon 
5 broke it? 


“That’s not true either,” says 
vétéran R. L. Garlington, a radio- 
radar operator. “The pilot and 
radio operator are the only ones 
who operate the radio equipment. 
These are used only for naviga¬ 
tion and official business. And 
cards and books are not allowed 
on test flights.” 

Garlington’s job is to serve as 
the plane’s electronics technician 
during flight. His tt.sk includes 
ail communication operations, 
radar adjustments and electrical 
adjustments. 

Garlington has flown on just 
about every type of Convair air¬ 
craft built since 1942. His big- 
gest scare came when a B-24 
automatic pilot locked and threw 
the plane into a steep dive. 

“We stayed with the ship and 
finally pulled it out just 500 feet 
above the ground,” Garlington 
says. “Boy, that ground was 
coming at us fast!” 

With the 16 crew members 
aboard in positions shown on the 
accompanying drawing it would 
seem a little crowded. 

“I wouldiTt say that,” com- 
ments J. D. McEachern, another 
vétéran flight engineer. “Every- 
one has his own task to perform 
and each job is at a different 
location.” 

The ground-bound sad sack 
might hasten to ask, What about 
clothing, doesn’t it get mighty 
cold at 45,000 feet? 

“We wear lighter clothing at 
low altitudes and heavier cloth¬ 
ing up high,” McEachern says. 
“The cabins are pressurized and 
heated, but heavier clothing is 
needed in case we are forced to 
leave the ship at higher alti¬ 
tudes.” 

McEachern is one of the favor¬ 
ite cooks aboard flights he 
makes. However, crew members 
usually fix their own meals when 
theyTe off duty. Relief crews 
always manage to pass around 
coffee and snacks to those who 
are working four-hour shifts. 

McEachern has been flying 
since 1942 in Convair-built air¬ 
craft and has logged some 2,000 
hours as flight engineer in the 
B-36 program alone. He also was 
aboard the XB-36 on its maiden 
flight. 

“But on long-range flights 
we’ve never had it so good,” says 
Easly. “Now we’ve got foam- 
rubber mattresses on the bunks. 
Hot meals and even a toilet 
complété with wash basin, com¬ 
mode, mirrors and a plug-in for 
electric shavers. We wear para¬ 
chutes at ail times except when 
we sleep, so we can’t take a bath. 

“But other than that, we’ve got 
most of the comforts of home.”

Sets Record With RB-36s

Convair-built RB-36 reconnais¬ 
sance bombers established a new 
15th Air Force squadron record 
during the month of February 
when they logged 518 hours and 
45 minutes flying time. 

The RB-36s are assigned to the 
23rd Strategie Reconnaissance 
Squadron at Travis Air Base, 
California, and are commanded 
by Lt. Col. Earl L. Johnson. 

“Such a record is very impres- 
sive,” says L. P. Rader, Convair 
field engineer at Travis. “And 
when you consider that February 
is the shortest month of the year, 
the record becomes even more im- 
pressive.” 

A few tactical squadrons flying 
the RB-36 and B-36 hâve gone 
over the 500-hour mark during 
one month. However the feat is 
not a common occurrence and the 
record of the 23rd stands as a 
15th Air Force record, Rader 
adds. 

Col. Walter E. Arnold, comman¬ 
der of the 5th Strategie Recon¬ 
naissance Wing, of which the 
23rd is a part, lauded the flight 
crews of the squadron and main¬ 
tenance crews for their coopéra¬ 
tion in helping to establish the 
new mark. 

He pointed out that mainte¬ 
nance crews worked around the 
clock, on week-ends and holidays 
to assure the flight crews of air¬ 
craft capable of maximum effi- 
ciency. 

One RB-36 logged 98 hours and 
35 minutes to lead the squadron 


individually. Crew chief M/Sgt. 
Ira F. Morris and his maintenance 
group were given extra crédit for 
their performance of duty on this 
ship by Col. Arnold. 

Plant Defense 
Classes Start 

About 300 zone captains and 
lieutenants in the Civil Defense 
and Disaster Control organization 
at Convair San Diego were back 
“in school” this month. 

They are enrolled in an eight- 
subject course designed to give 
them a broad, overall view of 
their responsibilities. Included 
are movies on atomic warfare and 
the chemistry of fire, explana- 
tions of police, fire, warden and 
engineering services. The classes 
began March 24 and will continue 
to mid-May. 

Meanwhile, Plant Engineering 
at SD is in the process of organ- 
izing its own training program 
for such functions as heavy res- 
cue, damage repair, démolition 
and clearance, decontamination, 
etc. Assistant Chief Plant Engi¬ 
neer H. A. Smith indicated that 
most of their men already are 
well versed in many of these pur- 
suits and that the primary task 
is to see that teams and equip¬ 
ment are readily available to the 
internai defense System.

Convair’s newest airplane—the ail jet YB-60—was 
ground-bouncl no longer this week after completing its 
maiden flight of one hour, six minutes last Friday at Fort 
Worth. 


Its eight jet engines trailing 
plumes of vapor, the new strate¬ 
gie bomber completed its first 
flight apparently without inci¬ 
dent. Pilot was B. A. Erickson, 
FW’s manager of Flight, the 
same airman who took the XB-36 
into the air for the first time 
back in 1946. 

Erickson was quoted in press 
dispatches as saying that he tried 
out the ship’s capabilities only 
“modestly” but came back “with 
very little perspiration.” 

“That’s the answer to any 
pilot,” he added. 

A. S. Witchell Jr., co-pilot, was 
quoted as saying the YB-60 “rode 
like a Cadillac” with no prop 
noise or vibration. 

Watching the first flight were 
several thousand spectators which 
included many Convair people off 
duty.

Engine Crews Set Record 
Despite Rain and Cold 


March 31 had ail the prospects 
of being a dismal day for Con¬ 
vair FW employées in Dept. 60 
(Flight Préparations) as they be- 
gan the task of a 21-point engine 
change. Broken records were the 
last thing in mind. 

Rain peppered the flight line 
along Grant’s Lane and a chill 
wind made outside working no 
better as Foreman C. M. Terry 
assigned Assistant Foreman J. H. 
Smith and his crew. 

But just slightly over 14 
hours later, the dismal day had 
turned into a “bright” one and 
an all-time record for 21-point 
changes had been set! 

(Under normal working con- 
itions, a 21-point change re- 
quires from 20 to 25 hours.) 

Rain forced the crew to cover 
each part of the big engine as it 
was taken off the B-36. The cold 
made hands unsteady with chilled 
tools. 

By the time the lunch period 
rolled around, however, crew 
members noted they were making 
unusual progress. The pace step- 
ped up even faster. 


“I don’t think anyone even con- 
sidered a record,” Smith recalls. 
“We were just working along 
steadily and glad to see the job 
progressing so well.” 

When the 3:45 whistle signaled 
the end of the day for the first 
shift crew, they discovered about 
80 per cent of the work was 
complété! 

Foreman G. C. Edmondson as¬ 
signed the second shift crew 
working under M. L. Duncan, 
assistant foreman, to complété 
the operation. They finished the 
job and logged it complété in 
slightly over 14 hours. 

“We didn’t assign any new men 
or make changes in the two 
crews. It was just a case of good 
men doing an excellent job,” said 
W. L. Daniel, flight préparation 
general foreman. 

“The fact the crew shaved 
better than six hours from the 
required time was very commend- 
able. To do the job with the 
regular crew and under adverse 
conditions was even more com- 
mendable. It was a wonderful 
job,” says R. W. McGuffee, Field 
Operations superintendent. 


New Aircraft Tow Truck 
Turns Out 'Double Ender' 


A new tow truck at Convair 
Fort Worth this week was raising 
the question : Is it coming or 
going ? 

Windshields, complété with 
wipers, on both ends of the tow 
truck, and seats facing out, lend 
an air of mystery as to the move- 
ment of the new piece of ma- 
chinery. 

A more practiced eye might 
spot the 150-horsepower engine 
housing on one end and towing 
connections, a winch and other 
machinery on the other to déter¬ 
mine the usual direction of move- 
ment. 

“The seats facing in the oppo¬ 
site direction offer clear vision 


in ail directions,” says R. A. 
Gardner, traffic dispatch fore¬ 
man. 

“Workers can see where they 
are going and at the same time 
maintain a constant vigil on the 
aircraft being towed.” 

Equipped with a positive drive, 
the tractor is capable of getting 
out of mud or other mire when 
three wheels are immobile or 
spinning. The fourth wheel can 
provide sufficient traction to pull 
the tractor out. 

Hydraulic booster steering on 
the tow truck allows ail four 
wheels to be turned for a quicker 
response to change of direction. 

The truck can handle gross 
weights up to 400,000 pounds.

SD Engineer's 'Brain Child' Wîns Acclaim as 
Scientific Progress Catches up With it 


Born before its time and overlooked for awhile as a conséquence, 
an electronic brain child known as the Charactron, conceived and 
developed by J. T. McNaney, Convair senior electronics engineer, 
is coming into its own. 


Big business, colleges and 
government agencies this week 
were inquiring about it with in¬ 
tense interest, some a little fever- 
ishly. Its applications as a high 
speed printer and viewer are 
wide. So are the possibilities for 
military use. 

The Charactron—which looks

like an overgrown radio tube— 
makes it possible to transmit and 
receive a vast amount of infor¬ 
mation in the twinkling of an eye. 

For McNaney, it is a personal 
triumph climaxing about 15 years 
of development. For much of 
that time he was the only one 
with faith in his “child.” 

An inventor with some pre- 
vious success, McNaney started 
out toward the Charactron with 
no more than a dissatisfaction 
with the comparatively slow 
speed of the teletype. That was 
back in the late thirties. Four 
years later he patented the idea 
that had developed in the mean- 
time. But he was ahead of the 
parade. Modem life hadiTt caught 
up to him. Business f irais 
couldn’t see a practical applica¬ 
tion. In 1946 he joined Convair 
and although the company was 
interested and the Convair Patent 
Office went over the Charactron 
carefully, there appeared to be 
no immédiate application. Illness 
in the family took McNaney to 
the east coast and it wasn’t until 
1950 that “two and two” began 
to fit together. 

A classified project on which 
Convair was working appeared 
to be a possibility. Convair called 
McNaney back. The company ob- 
tained licensing rights. 

Last month McNaney spoke be¬ 
fore the Institute of Radio Engi- 
neers in New York and Convair 
SD featured the Charactron in an 
electronics exhibit there. Convair 
news releases caught hold in the 
national press. Last week in- 
quiries hit flood stage. Part of 
the New York exhibit was resur- 
rected and set up in Building 19 
for représentatives of companies 
interested in different applica¬ 
tions. 

Possibilities of the idea appear 
manifold. Largest field seems to

be as an automatic filing System; 
but a big future also is seen in 
printing address labels that are 
subject to constant change from 
day to day. 

For example, many companies 
—such as insurance firms—main¬ 
tain tremendous filing Systems on 
thousands of individuals. With 
the use of the Charactron, plus 
supplementary equipment, ail 
that vast data (in code) could be 
reduced to magnetic tape. With 
the tape moving endlessly at high 
speed, operators in a few sec¬ 
onds could refer to any item at 
will. The item would be repro- 
duced on the Charactron’s 
“screen,” appearing much as an 
image on télévision. 

“By using either téléphoné or 
radio, that same image could be 
reproduced thousands of miles 
away,” McNaney said. “A branch 
office in a matter of minutes 
could refer to any item in the 
head office files.” 

Deep water develops quickly in 
any layman’s explanation of how 
it Works. The principle, however, 
involves an electronic gun that 
bombards a copper plate. The 
plate is perforated with tiny 
holes shaped like characters of 
the alphabet and numerals. The 
electronic “spray” that emerges 
brings the desired image on the 
screen. This can either be viewed 
with the eye or, by means of a 
dry printing process, can be turn¬ 
ed into reproductions on paper at 
a rate of 20 inches a second. 
That’s about a mile of written 
material in an hour! 

Thus far there has been no 
complété prototype built, but Con¬ 
vair is considering the best adap¬ 
tations before proceeding. 

“Speed is the important ad- 
vance that the Charactron makes 
possible,” McNaney said. “The 
tube can absorb 10,000 charac¬ 
ters a second. By radio or wire, 
a message of hundreds of words 
can flash in an instant. In a 
military sense, this would make 
interception impossible.”

Yodel vs. Be-bop 


Swiss Engineer Brings to U. S. 
Love For Alps But Not Cheese 


When it cornes to cheese, 
Harry Baumann is one Swiss who 
prefers hamburgers! And as for 
yodeling, he’ll take Beethoven or 
be-bop any day. 

But given his choice of sur- 
roundings, this handsome 29-year- 
old native of Switzerland admits 
an unswerving love for rugged 
mountain country like his native 
alpine Switzerland. 

That’s because his favorite 
pastimes are skiing and mountain 
climbing. But none of these is 
as important as a career in avia¬ 
tion, Baumann believes. That’s 
why he left his homeland three 
years ago to corne to the United 
States and why he now calls 
Texas “home.” 

“When I was a boy,” he ex- 
plains with only a trace of accent, 
“I always dreamed of being an 
aeronautical engineer. Switzer¬ 
land offers very little along this 
line, so after I graduated from 
college I decided to corne to this 
country.” 

When he stepped ashore in 
New York that December day in 
1948, Baumann was to discover 
many différences—and at the 
same time some similarities—be¬ 
tween his adopted and his native 
countries. 

“The Swiss hâve a very high 
opinion of the United States,” 
he points out. “But every con¬ 
servative Swiss—like any con¬ 
servative E u r o p e a n—thinks 
Americans are a little bit nuts 
because of some of the things 
they do. 

“For instance, an American 


FW Players Group is Homeless no Longer 


After a year of growing pains 
—most of it as a “homeless 
orphan”—Convair FW’s CRA- 
sponsored Wing and Masque 
Players this season hâve matured 
into a lusty organization. 

It was slightly over a year ago 
that a small group of people 
interested in the little theatre 
movement held an organization 
meeting and petitioned CRA to 
sponsor a dramatic activity. 

Today the group has grown 
into a recreational activity that 
boasts well over 100 active mem- 
bers, a complété little theatre 
with equipment valued at over 
$7,000, a name well known in 
local dramatic circles and a 
means of supplying entertain¬ 
ment for an average of 2,000 
Convair people per month. 

Typical of the Players’ success 
is their most recent production 
of “The Hasty Heart,” which 
played to four packed houses. 

Behind the success of the latest 
production was a string of five 


shows. The first production, 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” was pre- 
sented in a bam-like structure at 
Will Rogers Coliseum. The sec¬ 
ond, “Goodbye, My Fancy,” was 
staged in the auditorium of a 
local junior high school. At this 
time the Players rented an old 
store building and set about turn- 
ing it into a little theatre. Light- 
ing equipment arrived the day 
before the third production, “Mr. 
Barry’s Etchings,” was to be pre- 
sented. The thespians worked ail 
night erecting the lights and 
risers and props. 

Since that time, the CRA Play¬ 
house at 2966 Park Hill Drive has 
become one of the best known 
little théâtres in the Southwest. 

Ingenious members created a 
modem foyer, a lighted display 
front, dressing rooms, runways 
and installed the latest type of 
dimmers and sound equipment. 

Shows like “Love from a 
Stranger” and “Mr. Angel” fol- 
lowed. Currently two plays are 


being rehearsed for présentation. 
The dramatic “Joan of Lorraine” 
goes on stage tonight (April 23) 
for a four-night run. “John 
Loves Mary” is now being cast 
for a May 23-26 engagement. 

From the Players’ roster corne 
ail cast members, stage crews, 
construction workers, property 
handlers, ushers and publicity 


people. For each member of the 
cast that appears on stage, three 
or four are working behind the 
scenes. 

A list of five members who are 
qualified to direct shows of any 
type at colleges or little théâtres 
provide ample talents for direc- 
tor’s jobs. 

To supplément off-season lulls, 


the Players hold classes in di- 
recting, stagecraft and acting. 

“We hâve no desire to grow 
into a rival for professional 
shows,” says E. Stanton Brown, 
CRA drama commissioner. “Our 
aim is to further little theatre 
work while offering recreational 
facilities to CRA members. 

“Anyone interested in any type 
of work is invited to attend the 
monthly meeting of the group 
on the second Thursday of each 
month. Every one is invited to try 
out for parts or just corne down 
and help us behind the scenes.”

may go to an exclusive Swiss 
hôtel wearing a loud Hawaiian 
print sport shirt while the Swiss 
would feel improperly dressed in 
anything but a tuxedo.” 

But Swiss like Americans very 
much,” he emphasizes. They 
think of the United States as “a 
big brother.” During the war, 
they found excuses for such “ac¬ 
cidents” as American bombs land- 
ing on Swiss territory. But if a 
German bomb fell on the tiny 
neutral country there was only 
bitterness. 

One of Baumann’s earliest am¬ 
bitions was to own a Chevrolet. 
And that wish soon came true 
after he reached the United 
States. 

“In Europe we had the idea 
that a Chevrolet was a car only 
for the rich people,” he recalls. 
“The middle class who could af- 
ford automobiles bought small 
European models. Only factory 
directors, department store man¬ 
agers and the like drove Ameri- 
can-made cars—usually a Chevro¬ 
let, Ford, Nash or Studebaker.” 

There were économie reasons, 
of course. In 1948, a Chevie 
sold in Switzerland for 18,000 
Swiss francs or roughly $4,250. 
A Swiss engineer at that time 
earned about 7,000 francs 
yearly. 

As soon as possible, Baumann 
and a fellow immigrant toured 
the U. S. in his 1940 Chevie. They 
made a five-week coast-to-coast 
trip for only $145, “including 
film, gas and night clubs,” he 
says proudly. They managed this 
by virtually living in the car ail 
the while. 

“My main impression of the 
U. S. is that it’s a really amaz- 
ing country,” Baumann says. 

Like most educated Europeans, 
Baumann speaks several lang- 
uages. He began studying Eng- 
lish in prep school after earlier 
learning French. He also reads 
Italian and Dutch. His native 
language is Swiss-German. 

The Baumanns (his wife is a 
native of Philadelphia) hâve dis- 
covered mutual interests in 
photography, music and horse- 
back riding. Both are members 
of the CRA Caméra Club. He’s 
also a radio enthusiast and in 
Switzerland spent hours listening 
to American stations on short 
wave. He believes it helped him 
acquire an “American accent” 
and adds, “I’ve never had trouble 
making myself understood except 
in North Carolina.” 

There’s one thing about Bau¬ 
mann that puzzles the average 
American. That’s his extreme 
dislike for cheese. 

“For six years while I was in 
the army I ate cheese every day 
of the week,” he explains. “I 
simply don’t care for it any 
more.”

even a spot for an outboard 
auxiliary motor. 

The builder is Joe Szakacs of 
Preliminary Design who handled 
the job as a private venture for 
the owner, Dr. E. M. Hayes of 
Impérial Beach. Convair’s Dick 


Szakacs recently organized 
the “Twin Hull Yacht Club” 
made up mostly of Convair 
people who either own cata¬ 
marans or expect to acquire 
them. Club hopes *o obtain a 
place at Mission Bay. 


Cross of Hydrodynamics worked 
out the design and Joe Jackson 
of Dynamics did the stress 
analysis. 

“The boat’s dimensions are 
34 feet long and 11 feet, three 
inches in beam,” Szakacs ex- 
plained. “It is ail mahogany 
and plywood. The mast is 
aluminum, 37 feet long. The 
boom also is aluminum.” 

Closest craft in existence to 
this one is the Manukai of Hono- 
lulu, a 40 footer that unofficial 
reports hâve described as once 
reaching the almost unbelievable 
speed of 35 knots under sail. 

“We feel sure that our boat 
will be faster than the Manukai, 
though I can’t vouch for the lat- 
ter’s reported speed,” Szakacs 
added. 

The building job, accomplished 
in a comparatively small building 
off Midway Drive in San Diego, 
took 16 months of Szakacs’ spare 
time plus the help of his two 
sons, Dick and Bob, of soap box 
derby famé. The basic design 
was far from unfamiliar to the 
builder, for he has built a dozen 
smaller craft of this type (Con- 
vairiety, March 29, 1950) in an¬ 
other private project, of which 
most hâve been sold. These were 
ten footers, suitable to sail or 
power. 

“The design is both very fast 
and very safe. It’s almost impos¬ 
sible to tip them over. And I 
feel sure that this one will be a 
dry sailor.” 

The twin hulls are virtually 
perpendicular on the outboard 
sides, but on the other sides slope 
inward. Amidships they meet in 
a graceful curve to form part 
of deck and cockpit. At the ex¬ 
trême bows the hulls taper al¬ 
most to a knife edge. 

Construction includes a number 
ox features taken from aircraft 
practice. A cross-piece to which 
the jib is attached was once an 
L-13 airplane strut, obtained 
through Convair salvage. Szakacs 
says that to his knowledge this 
is the first catamaran ever built 
to be completely stress analyzed 
to mircraft standards.

When rain falls, guards record 
the amount of précipitation and 
report it. After the official read- 
ing is taken, the gauge is emptied 
and starts its work ail over 
again.

Public Will See 'Skate' 
on Armed Forces Day 


Some of ConvaiFs major Prod¬ 
ucts, présent and future, will be 
on display for the San Diego pub¬ 
lic on Armed Forces Day (Satur- 
day, May 17). 

The exhibits, though not as ex¬ 
tensive as last yeaFs, will give 
the public a picture of the impor¬ 
tant rôle Convair is playing in 
national defense. They will be 



located on the east end of the 
seaplane ramp, on the bay side of 
Harbor Drive.

Current Convair products on 
display will be the B-36-D inter¬ 
continental heavy bomber; the 
T-29-B Air Force navigation 
trainer; the XP5Y-1, world’s only 
turbo-prop seaplane; and the pro¬ 
totype model 340 Convair-Liner.

SD Employment 
at Highest Mark 
Since April, '45 


Convair SD’s employment is expected soon to reach 
25,000, highest peak since April, 1945 ; but hiring will con¬ 
tinue indefinitely in order to maintain this position. 

Last week the mark for the San Dego Division stood 
at 24,300. (This is exclusive of the Guided Missile Division 
and general offices.) -- 


In April, 1945, 24,500 persons 
were members of the Convair 
SD family, but in May of that 
year the number dropped sharply, 
due to government contract can- 
cellations, and continued to dé¬ 
cliné until January, 1946. In that 
month, employment hit its lowest 
ebb since before World War II. 

May of 1946, however, saw the 
beginning of the graduai climb— 
accelerated sharply in 1950— 
which is rapidly reaching its 
climax. 

Over a third of présent employ¬ 
ées—more than 8,100—are wo- 
men. Although the percentage is 
lower than in the war years, it 
is considerably higher than it has 
been recently. When the all-time 
employment high at Convair SD 
was reached in 1942, with a total 
of approximately 45,000, there 
were around 19,000, or 43 per 
cent, women working in the SD 
Division.

Inch-Thick Aluminum Gobbled up 
by New Roller Machine at FW 


A 31-foot set of rollers that 
w'rings out aluminum alloy al- 
most one inch thick as easily as 
a washing machine wrings out 
socks is proving to be “worth its 
weight in gold” at Convair FW. 

It’s the new 400,000-pound 
pinch-type bending roller install- 
ed in the machine shop for roll- 
ing contours in B-36 wing skins. 

“The roller perforais opera¬ 
tions we could never perforai be¬ 
fore,” explains J. B. Gauntt, ma¬ 
chine shop general foreman, “and 
it does those jobs better than 
we’ve ever been able to get them 
done before.” 

Sunk in a five and one-half 


foot hole, the machine is installed 
in such a way that feeding wing 
skins into its 31-foot jaws is a 
relatively simple task. 

In addition to its regular job 
of shaping wing skin contours, 
the machine is capable of shap¬ 
ing cônes and rolling other types 
of materials up to 13/16ths-inch 
in thickness. 

Prior to the adaptions of the 
machine, ail B-36 wing skin mate- 
rial was shipped 280 miles to 
Houston, Tex., to be rolled then 
re-shipped back to the FW Divi¬ 
sion. 

Wing skins are shaped at the 
rate of about one every 15 min¬ 
utes.

Reports of a Russian-Built 'B-36' 
Seep From Behind Iron Curtain 


Persistent reports published at home and abroad, sup- 
posedly based on information that trickled from behind 
the iron curtain, indicate that the Russians at least hâve 
attempted an airplane in the B-36 class. 

Whether they hâve succeeded 


is a matter for spéculation, as is, 
in fact, the actual existence of 
the airplane itself. 

However, the reports plus 
sketches drawn from them hâve 
attracted interest from Convair 
specialists on bombardment air- 
craft and hâve drawn some inter¬ 
esting comment. 

“Whoever drew them must 
hâve been looking at a B-36 
photo at the time,” one FW engi- 
neer smiled. “Except for slight- 
ly more sweep, a typical Russian 
tail section and unconventional 
landing gear, the sketches look 
a lot like the B-36.” 

Another engineer, this one at 
San Diego, manipulated his slip- 
stick and decided that on the 
basis of the reported wing span 
the propellers as drawn in one 
of the sketches were 19 feet. 

“That’s approximately the same 
as the B-36,” he pointed out. “If 
they are counter-rotating, as re¬ 
ported, Fd say the artist got 
them too large by a couple of 
feet.” 

(One of the reasons for coun¬ 
ter-rotating propellers is to re¬ 
duce the propeller size.) 

Pressed for a guess, one top 
FW engineer estimated the wing 
as shown as probably in the 
neighborhood of 20 degrees 
sweep, as usually measured on 
the “quarter-chord-point line.” 
(Corresponding sweep on the B- 
36 is about 12 degrees.) 

“My guess would be that if 
the Russians planned any appré¬ 
ciable sweep at ail it would be in 
the neighborhood of 35 degrees, 
like the MIG 15,” another engi¬ 
neer added. 

Although the experts more 
or less agreed that the config¬ 
uration as sketched could attain 
speeds up to 500 mph at alti¬ 
tude—and certainly could do so 
assuming greater sweep than 
pictured—the point arose as to 
power plants. One report 
speculated that the plane had 
six 7,000 hp engines and an FW 
authority commented: “Even 
conceding another thousand hp 
from thrust, it would take more 
power than that to get the 
plane over 500 mph. Maybe, 
like the Convair P5Y, each 
nacelle houses two engines in- 
stead of one.” 

Another theory advanced was 
that though the first power 
plants were only about 7,000, the 
Russians built the airframe with 
say 10,000 hp units in mind, 
knowing that normal angine de¬ 


velopment would add to efficiency 
as expérience was gained. 

Reports that the ship was 
equipped with 30 rockets brought 
comment that this might be ad- 
visable for use in take-off from 
short runways. 

One published account which 
mentioned 50,000 feet as a likely 
bombing altitude for such a 
plane brought some doubt from 
Convair engineers. 

“Turbo-props, unlike recipro- 
cating engines, lose their power 
at a rapid rate as they get into 
very high altitudes,” one expert 
reminded. “That’s one reason 
why the B-36 with its combina¬ 
tion of piston and jet power is 
such a versatile and effective air¬ 
plane. At a guess, Fd say 45,000 
feet was tops for this Russian 
plane—assuming, of course, that 
we are talking about turbo-prop 
power.” 

Requests for comment on the 
landing gear extracted these re¬ 
marks: “I don’t know why they 
would want more than one land¬ 
ing gear on each wing, in addi¬ 
tion to the main gear. Even if 
they wanted to spread the load 
in the hope of using runways 
with thinner concrète than we 
use, the main load still is on the 
gear under the fuselage, for 
that’s where the bomb load rests. 
The outboard gear probably is 
mainly for balance in view of 
the bicycle type landing gear 
pictured.” 

Possible range, of course, is 
anyone’s guess, depending upon 
power, speed, fuel capacity, etc. 
Assuming turbo-prop power, it is 
unlikely that the plane has range 
as great as the B-36 which has 
proved it can carry a 10,000- 
pound bomb 5,000 miles and re- 
tura 5,000 miles to base, non-stop 
without refueling.

Brothers Follow Similar Careers 
Including Decade at Convair FW 


As far back as they can re- 
member, Frank E. and John M. 
McManus Jr., brothers at Convair 
FW, hâve led “double-track” 
lives. 

The brothers, bom and reared 
in Fort Worth, both graduated 
from North Side high school. 
Later they worked together at 
a local motor company before 
joining forces again at Convair, 
jnst nine days apart, in 1942. 
Since then their records hâve 
been amazingly parallel. 

John and Frank both began at 
Convair as helpers, and today 
they both hold the rank of fore- 
man. By another odd coincidence, 
they supervise Groups III in their 
respective departments—Frank in 
Dept. 76 and John in Dept. 44. 

Last month they made the pic¬ 
ture even more complété by re¬ 
ceiving 10-year service pins only 
a few days apart. 

Even the home life of the Mc¬ 
Manus brothers has followed 
similar patterns. Both are mar- 
ried and the parents of daughters. 
Only two years separate nine- 
year-old Judy, Frank’s daughter, 
and Cynthia, John’s daughter, 
who will be 11 this month. 

About the only time the 


brothers steer different courses 
is when it cornes to hobbies. John 
is a confirmed home movie fan 
while Frank prefers a speedboat 
any day of the week. 

Both hâve seen B-24s, C-87s, 
the B-32 and now B-36s go down 
the line.

both the early day trainer and 
the B-36. 

Rogers, a chunky, friendly in¬ 
spector who has been at SD about 
a year, retired after 30 years of 
service including action in two 
World Wars. Back in the 20s he 
was a crew chief at March Field 
and sent many a PT-1 (primary 
trainer) into the air and spent 
many hours flying in them him- 
self. 

“They were good ships for 
those days,” he recalled this week. 
“With everything going good we 
could hit 90! No brakes, you just 
coasted to a stop.” 

Rogers, who wound up his mili- 
tary career at Carswell Air Force 
Base at Fort Worth (adjacent to 
Convair FW), found the B-36 a 
different story. 

“I guess I had about 120 
hours in them before I retired. 

“I went along on several 
mock attacks on various cities. 
When the pursuits came up to 
try and intercept us it was a 
révélation. You should see what 
a pilot can do with a B-36 in 
the air!” 

Rogers’ only regret is that he 
was retired before he had a 
chance to complété his record by 
flying in the YB-60. 

Wounded in France in 1917 as 
an infantryman, Rogers shifted 
to the air arm after occupation 
duty and was stationed from 1927 
to 1930 at Rockwell Field, now 
the San Diego Naval Air Station, 
North Island. 

“Fve shot quail a few steps 
from the landing strip!” he re¬ 
called. 

But PT-ls and B-36s aren’t the 
only Convair ships Rogers has 
flown. There were many more. 

“I hesitate to tell you this, be- 
cause it’s hard to believe,” Rogers 
continued. “But in Tunis I saw 
a B-24 land literally on a ‘wing 
and a prayer’ and it must hâve 
been a mighty strong prayer. 

“No. 2 engine was feathered, 
No. 3 was completely shot out, 
four feet of the right wing had 
been blown off, there was no 
landing gear, for the hydraulic 
System had been blasted. That B- 
24 made a belly landing and 
every man aboard walked away! 

“There were 252 bullet holes. 
I counted ’em!” 

Rogers is prouder of his latest 
grandchild than of anything that 
happened in the past. 

“He’s Frederick Wayne Edison, 
born to my daughter Patricia 
April 11 at 11 minutes past 11 
p.m. He weighed 7 pounds 9% 
ounces. He’s my seventh grand¬ 
child and my mother’s seventh 
great grandson and the seven- 
teenth great, great grandchild in 
our combined families. 

“Seven corne eleven! Fil bet 
even Texas can’t top that!”

Building Olden Day Brigantine 
Climaxes 50 Years of Sailing 

You can bet your last oar thatmodels, but completed the brigan- 


W. C. 'Top” Crâne is one man 
who’ll never be without a boat! 

Crâne is a vétéran seaman who 
has devoted most of his leisure 
hours during the last half cen- 
tury to sailing and racing in 
everything from 16-foot knock- 
abouts to 180-foot schooners. 

Although he no longer climbs 
aboard his own ship, he can al- 
most feel the spray when he 
looks at his latest hand-made 
model of a centuries-old brigan¬ 
tine. It is the twenty-fifth scale 
model he has built but the only 
one he owns. The others were 
given away. 

Crane’s first contact with ships 
came as a nine-year-old when his 
family first went to Nantucket, 
a popular summer resort on an 
island 36 miles off Massachusetts. 

His hobby of building, model 
ships didn*t begin until he was 
a grown man with two sons of 
his own. One Christmas Crâne 
gave his younger son some model 
airplane kits and in tura received 
a model ship kit from the boy. 

“He thought I should hâve a 
toy to play with, too,” Crâne 
laughs. 

Crâne carved his earlier ships 
from balsa but made the brigan¬ 
tine hull out of plastic. For tools 
he relied on a penknife, razor 
blades, sandpaper and his wife*s 
eyebrow tweezers. He has spent 
up to six months on some of the 


tine in a third that time. 

“It was a brig until my wife 
accidentally dropped it,” he ex- 
plains. In rebuilding the ship, 
Crâne altered the r i g g i n g 
slightly. 

Complété to the smallest de¬ 
tail, the brigantine’s steering ap- 
paratus is no more than half an 
inch in diameter and the two tiny ; 
cast-lead anchors are only slight¬ 
ly longer. 

A miniature “boarding” ladder 
is suspended from the side of the 
ship and a tiny rowboat is mount- 
ed atop the cabiip Railing stan- 
chions originally were straight 
pins from his wife*s sewing bas¬ 
ket, and ordinary sewing thread 
was glued together to form the 
shrouds. Spars no longer than 
matchsticks are made of dowling 
and split bamboo. 

“The beautiful part about 
models,” Crâne points out, “is 
that if something breaks, you 
just glue it back together!” 

Until Crâne came to Fort 
Worth in July, 1950, he had spent 
most of his life in New England. 
Last summer was the first time 
in 51 years that he did not visit 
Nantucket. 

Crâne was employed at Con- 
vair*s Allentown, Pa., division for 
two and a half years. He is a 
contract administrator at Convair 
FW.

“Pve just about got everything 
ready now,” says Coates, refer- 
ring to a pickup truck outfitted 
for camping trips, the fishing 
pier he built in his spare time, 
and the sports gear he has ac- 
cumulated.

Youngest' Convair Vétéran Among 
Four to Get 25-Year Service Pins 


First YB-60 in Flight Test, 
Sister Ship Will Follow 

It was one “up” and another to go this week for the 
men who build Convair YB-60s. 

Even before the first of the new all-jet bombers was 
in the air on its initial flight, April 18, the Development 
employées at Convair FW who built it had turned their 
full attention to completing a sister ship.. 


Four more “senior citizens” at 
Convair SD last monta joined the 
ultra-exclusive ranks of the 
“Quarter-Century” Club, the 
largest number to receive 26-year 
service pins at any single time 
to date. 

Three of the four, W. A. Ring, 
W. H. Meyers and G. E. Kiener, 
received their 
awards April 16 
from Bernard F. 
Coggan, w h e n 
the new SD 
Division man¬ 
ager made his 
first pin présen¬ 
tation since as- 
suming office 
April 1. The 
fourth, C. B. 
Carroll, was out 
of town on that 
date and received his pin later. 

Meyers daims the distinction 
of being the youngest Convair 
employée ever to receive the 26- 
year award. A check of the rec¬ 
ords shows he is 42, about six 
months younger than was Earl 
H. Wesp—previous “youngster“ 
—when he received his award two 
years ago. 

Meyers joined Convair via 
Tonawanda Products, a t o o 1 
manufacturing subsidiary. When 
Consolidated absorbed the com¬ 
pany a few years later, he was 


retained as a tool-maker. He was 
one of the first employées to 
move from Buffalo to San Diego 
in the exodus of 1935, and he 
helped set up the first tool room 
in the new plant. He’s now gen¬ 
eral foreman in charge of Depts. 
401 and 403. 

Kiener was working in the 
automobile body industry before 
coming to Consolidated, although 
he worked for an airplane mag¬ 
néto concem during World War I. 
He was also one of the first em¬ 
ployées to make the trek from 
Buffalo to San Diego, arriving 
in time to help unload the freight 
cars carrying company equip- 
ment. Kiener has worked with 
sheet métal during most of his 
Convair career, and at présent is 
assistant foreman in Dept. 102 in 
charge of making doors for the 
model 340. 

Both Meyers and Kiener hâve 
worked on most of the models 
produced by Convair, and both 
recall the YIP-25, an almost for- 
gotten forerunner of the P-30 and 
P-30A. 

Ring and Carroll were members 
of the original Consolidated five- 
man engineering research staff 
(Convairiety, Jan. 30, 1962.) 

Carroll came to the company by 
way of the automobile industry, 
while Ring was a designer for the 
Army Air Corps prior to joining 
the Consolidated staff. Both are 
still in Engineering. 


Essay Scholars 
Cut to Five 

From an original field of 60, 
entries in the annual Convair SD 
Management Club scholarship 
contest last week were narrowed 
down to five, J. F. Good, scholar¬ 
ship chairman, said this week. 

“Personal interviews are the 
next step.

Airline Men Arrive 
For Course in 340 

Seven future Convair-Liner 340 
crew members from Finland’s 
Aero O/Y airline arrived Monday 
at Convair SD to begin a four to 
six weeks 340 familiarization 
training course, H. W. Rubottom, 
training supervisor, said this 
week. 

Others arriving for the course 
were three représentatives from 
Hawaiian Airlines, one from The 
! Texas Company and three from 
I Civil Aeronautics Administration. 


“We learned some lessons in 
building that first one. The next 
will corne easier,” A. P. Higgins, 
Development manager, com- 
mented. 

Although the most difficult 
part of the YB-60 task has been 
accomplished, it will be a long 
time before Development men 
forget their eight-month, mile-a- 
minute dash to get that first ship 
into the air. 

It started last year when, after 
many months of preliminary 
studies and reports by Convair 
engineers, the Air Force awarded 
a contract to build two of the 
swept-wing bombers. Responsi- 
bility for building them was as- 
signed to Higgins, formerly chief 
tool engineer. Higgins started 
recruiting experts like a big 
league baseball managér drawing 
an all-star team with ail the Na¬ 
tional league to draw from. 
Under the direction of Vinko 
Dolson, chief Development super¬ 
visor, the FW Division was 
combed for qualified men and in- 
dividuals were picked from al¬ 
most every department to form 
the team. 

The team soon picked up Hig¬ 
gins , enthusiasm and their faith 
in the project was reflected in 
the round-the-clock work sched- 
ules in the Development hangar 
and the speed with which the 
first ship took shape. Just eight 
months after the start, the YB-60 
was ready for power plants! Be- 
hind them lay so many broken 
production records that no one 
could count them. 

When the final engine was re¬ 
ceived April 4, crews under W. P. 
Woods, Development manufactur¬ 
ing superintendent, finished in¬ 
stallation in record time and the 
plane was rolled out April 6 
where Development field opera¬ 
tions crews under Supt. R. W. 
Dodd took over. 

The first engine run was con- 


ducted April 9, power runs were 
completed April 12 and the new 
ship taxied for the first time 
April 15. 

April 18, just 14 days after the 
final engine was received, the 
swept-wing bomber roared into 
the air for the first time. Divi¬ 
sion Manager August C. Esen- 
wein said: “The whole project 
was handled by everyone concern- 
ed—from mechanics and helpers 
to supervisors—in a most unusual 
fashion. Fve been in the aircraft 
business for a long time, and in 
many places, and I hâve never 
seen a finer attitude or perform¬ 
ance than here at Convair.” 

Said Pilot B. A. Erickson: 
“Performance on the first flight 
was excellent and a crédit to 
those who built her.”

New Pomona Missile Plant Moves Nearer Completion 


Machinery 
Shift Seen 
in Mid-June 

Construction of the new 
U.S. Navy plant at Pomona 
to house the Convair Guicled 
Missile Division is past the 
half-way mark and installa¬ 
tion of the first machinery 
is expected to start by mid 
June. 

“It is a tight schedule, but I 
think we will make it,” Gage 
Irving, division manager, com- 
mented. “We hâve a deadline of 
Aug. 1 for moving our personnel 
from the Pomona fairgrounds so 
we must hâve facilities ready for 
them by July.” 

Buildings are in varying de- 
grees of completion with the 
training building leading at 
roughly 80 per cent. Machinery 
has been arriving regularly and 
is being stored pending installa¬ 
tion. 

“We will start in mid June to 
install equipment in the engineer¬ 
ing building to serve the experi¬ 
mental shop and laboratoires,” 
Irving continued. “Personnel will 
move in during July and we ex- 
pect the shift to this building to 
be complété by the end of Sep- 
tember.” 

Installation of equipment in the 
manufacturing building is sched- 
uled for July with the prospects 
of starting manufacturing by Au- 
gust. By the end of the year this 
building should be in full opera¬ 
tion. Occupation of both the of¬ 
fice and training buildings are 
expected in August and Septem- 
ber. 

Currently, the missile division 
counts approximately 3,000 per- 
sons, one-third at Pomona and 
the balance temporarily at San 
Diego. At Pomona, personnel are 
housed in Convair’s downtown 
office and in space at the fair¬ 
grounds. The latter location 
houses considérable equipment of 
the division’s experimental shop. 
Chief manufacturing activities, 
however, remain at San Diego 
pending ultimate transfer to Po¬ 
mona. 

Only one Convair unit is ac- 
tually at the plant site at Po¬ 
mona. This is the so-called “Task 
Force” unit, made up of about 
two score persons under W. H. 
Dryden, reporting to Routt A. 
Bryant, manager of Plant Engi¬ 
neering. They are at the site in 
temporary construction. 

“Last month it became appar¬ 
ent that we needed a joint work- 
ing unit of Engineering, Indus¬ 
trial Engineering and Plant 
Engineering people to be on the 
scene and coordinate many of the 
developments,” Irving continued. 
“We called them a ‘Task Force’ 
and assigned them such respon- 
sibilities as designing installa¬ 
tions of equipment, scheduling 
installations and dove-tailing 
many of the intricate moves that

Liner Contract 

Pioneer Air Lines’ contract for 
five Convair-Liner model 340s has 
been signed and a check to seal 
the deal was received at San 
Diego last week. 

The event was particularly note- 
worthy because it is the first line 
which opérâtes “local service” 
routes as well as trunk lines to 
buy Convair-Liners. 

R. J. Pfeiffer, régional sales 
manager, who was at Dallas for 
the contract signing by Gen. Rob¬ 
ert J. Smith, Pioneer president, 
said: 

“This is our entrance into the 
‘local service’ field and we believe 
that there are great possibilities. 
Our planes hâve been operating 
very successfully for trunk line 
business and we feel that there 
is real room for expansion into 
the local service lines. With built- 
in ramp, easily accessible lug- 
gage and cargo compartments, 
réversible props etc. the planes 
are well suited for brief stops at 
smaller communities, permitting 
a spe^d up of ground operations.” 

Pioneer opérâtes a System of 
nearly 2,000 route miles in New 
Mexico and Texas, serving 21 
cities. Their model 340s are sched- 
uled for delivery in the fall of 
1953 and spring of 1954. Pfeiffer 
indicated that Pioneer has a 
working agreement for possible 
purchase of an additional five.

YB-60 Earns Bis Brother' 
Title as Lensth Tops B-36 


Convair’s YB-60, swept-wing, 
ail-jet counterpart of the famed 
B-36 global bomber, has often 
been described as a “big brother” 
of the B-36 and rightfully so, ac- 
cording to over-all figures on the 
YB-60 released for the first time 
last week by the Air Force. 

The figures show that the YB- 
60 is nine feet longer and three 
feet three inches taller than the 
B-36! 

However, the YB-60’s wing 
span is 24 feet less than that of 
the B-36, due to the greater de- 
gree of sweep of the YB-60. 

Air Force officiais relaxed 
their restrictions on statistics and 
photographs of the YB-60 last 
week after a stepped-up flight 
test program at Convair FW 
made it impractical to continue 
restrictions. Previously, the Air 
Force had released only two 
photographs and virtually no in¬ 
formation on the YB-60. 

The first picture was released 
April 6 when the YB-60 rolled 
out of the development hangar 
for the first time. On April 18, an 
initial take-off view of the sky 
giant was retouched and released 
to the press. 

Convair-built B-36s are 162 
feet long and stand just under 47 
feet high. The YB-60 is 171 feet 
long and measures 50 feet from 
the runway to the top of its tail 
section. The YB-60 has a 206- 
foot wing span as compared to

efficiency as well as préparé them 
to accept even greater respon- 
sibility.” 

The long range program in¬ 
volves several phases. Initial 
move is to inventory executive

From a business backlog stand- 
point, the division is in good 
shape, Irving indicated. The 
original contracts with the U. S. 
Navy for missile production re¬ 
main intact and hâve been added 
to and still another contract is 
expected to develop soon. 

“We hâve had some engineer¬ 
ing difficulties that hâve pre- 
vented us from achieving the 
production rates that we expect¬ 
ed. However, we hâve some of 
the country’s best experts assign- 
ed to us and are hopeful of solu¬ 
tions in a comparatively short 
time. 

“As you know our work is 
highly classified and as a consé¬ 
quence we caiTt discuss our plans 
and problems as freely as we 
would like to do,” the division 
manager continued. “However, 
we hope to tell as much as pos¬ 
sible through Convairiety and 
other means of communication 
available. 

“The necessity to divide our 
operations temporarily between 
San Diego and Pomona tends to 
complicate the communications 
problem. This will take care of 
itself in time, with completion of 
the plant.”

Name on B-24 in India 

Tucson modification center and 
then to the China-Burma-India 
theater. 

No one knew the plane’s des- 
tiny. But recently information 
on that Liberator’s ultimate fate 
came to light. The story was re- 
vealed by M. B. Carlock, Dept. 60. 
Carlock was among those who en- 
dorsed the plane as it progressed 
toward completion. He was work- 
ing in Dept. 44 at the time. As 
he wrote, Carlock had no idea 
that later his brother, Dick, would 
be scanning those thousands of 
signatures in hopes of seeing his 
brother’s name. 

But that's exactly what hap- 
pened. Dick was with the Air 
Force “somewhere in India” at 
the time, Carlock recalls. 

“I was in the hospital and was 
talking to a pilot that had just 
arrived overseas,” Dick told his 
brother afterward. “He said 
there sure was a ‘sharp-looking’ 
job that left the States in his 
wing and then he told us about 
the B-24 from Fort Worth, so I 
was on the lookout for it. About 
a week later she came to our 
base at Ondol.” 

While he and his buddies were 
inspecting the ship, Dick spotted 
his brother’s name and made 
some snapshots. 

“Just for fun, I went up on a 
test hop in it,” Dick said. “Then 
the plane was taken to Panda, 
India, where it was assigned to 
the Seventh Bomb group and flew 
missions over Burma.” 

Dick was able to keep a close 
check on the ship in the weeks 
that followed. And he was even 
on hand to make photographs 
when it met an untimely end. 

“One day they flew the plane 
down to Duncurda with some 
USO troops. It landed okay, but 
on take off the pilot pulled the 
wheels before he was flying and 
cracked up. Damage wasn’t great 
but they took a bulldozer and 
pushed it off the runway and 
then to the salvage dump.” 

That’s where he made the last 
of several pictures of the Libera¬ 
tor.

Convair Analyst Recalls First Pacific Hop 
Ended 'Sailing Flying Boat to Hawaii 


Aviation history includes many 
memozûes for W. M. Bowlin, 
Guided Missile Division test 
analyst at San Diego. He helped 
make some of that history him- 
self. 

Bowlin, who joined Convair 
a few months after retiring 
from the Navy three years ago, 
was: a crew member on the 
first attempt to span the Pa¬ 
cific Océan by air, a pilot on 
Byrd’s second Antarctic expé¬ 
dition, a member of experimen¬ 
tal groups working on forerun- 
ners of the guided missile, and 
is a vétéran of two World 
Wars ! 

When Navy crews were se- 
lected in 1925 for the first at¬ 
tempt to fly from San Francisco 
to Hawaii, Bowlin was a natural. 
Qualified as a mechanic, radio- 
man and pilot, he was assigned 
to the PN-9 No. 1, one of two 
flying boats attempting the flight. 
In command of Bowlin‘s plane 
was Cmdr. John Rodgers, who 
earlier had established the Navy’s 
first air field on North Island, 
San Diego. 

“One plane was forced down 
by engine trouble only 300 miles 
out of San Francisco,” Bowlin re- 
called. 


“Ours, however, kept going 
until we ran out of gas a few 
hundred miles from our goal. 
So we rigged up a “main sheet” 
and literally sailed the rest of 
the way on the surface!” 

Although one of the several 
Navy surface ships stationed 
along the route was only 60 miles 
away, they were unable to make 
contact. Once down the flying 
boat had no radio communication, 
for its transmitter was dépendent 
on an air propeller for power. 

“When we realized help wasn’t 
coming, we set a course for Ha¬ 
waii. We used wing fabric to 
make our sails and even invented 
a make-shift leeboard,” Bowlin 
continued. 

“The first 1,875 miles of the 
trip took 25 hours and 23 min¬ 
utes,” Bowlin added. “The last 
450 miles took nine days! Our 
food ran out the third day and 
the water was gone a day or two 
later. 

“We managed to catch rain 
water on the eighth day, and I 
can still taste it!” 

On the ninth day, with Kauai, 
northwesternmost of the Ha- 
waiian Islande in sight, a sub¬ 
marine spotted the plane and 
took it in tow. 

Eight years later, in 1933, 


Bowlin was again selected for a 
choice assignment. Because of his 
triple-threat qualifications—pilot, 
mechanic and radioman—he ac- 
companied Admirai Richard Byrd 
on the exploreras second Antarctic 
expédition. He served as a pilot 
on ail except one of the expédi¬ 
tion^ major exploration flights. 

When he returned from the 
Antarctic in 1935, Bowlin was as¬ 
signed to an experimental group 
which developed the “Drone,” a 
radio-controlled t a r g e t plane. 
Experimenting with pilotless 
flight was not new to Bowlin. 
Back in 1921 he had worked with 
another group headed by C. E, 
Norden, inventor of the Norden 
bomb sight, on the gyro-control- 
led “Flying Bomb,” one of the 
earliest ancestors of the guided 
missile. 

During the early years of 
World War II, Bowlin served with 
another unit which experimented 
in offensive use of the “Drone.” 

Retirement in 1949 after 31 
action-packed Navy years was 
grand to contemplate but some- 
thing else to realize. 

“After a few months vaca¬ 
tion I felt like a fire horse 
without a fire. Now Fm back 
in the harness where I belong.”

“In Finland only the wealthy 
people hâve cars,” said Niels 
Kjeldsen, aircraft technician and 
writer, who served as spokesman 
for the group. “Although I hâve 
an excellent position, it would 
take almost two years salary to 
buy an American car. Here, al¬ 
most everyone has one.” 

Soft drink and other vending 
machines are also fascinating to 
the Finns, and Kjeldsen is im- 
pressed by the surf near local 
beaches. 

“On the Gulf of Finland, near 
Helsinki where we live, we only 
see waves like that when there 
is a storm,” he said. 

Even though cars and gadgets 
attract their attention, the Finns 
are making the most of their op- 
portunity to study the 340 first- 
hand. After they complété the 
course they must translate ail 
they hâve learned—and Convair 
technical manuals into Finnish, 
and they will instruct other tech¬ 
nicians and pilots when they re- 
turn to Finland. 

In addition to Kjeldsen, mem- 
bers of the délégation are Eero 
Vesa (electrical and instrument 
technician), Stan Kalpa (elec¬ 
trical technician and chief trans- 
lator), Urho Aholainen (electric¬ 
al technician), Lars Ravander 
(aircraft inspector), Olli Puhak- 
ka (senior pilot) and Olavi Siirila 
(assistant senior pilot). 

Ail seven take pride in Aero 
O/Y, which is one of the oldest 
air lines in the World (It was 
founded in 1923). Although com- 
paratively small, the company 
soon will add three new Convair- 
Liner 340’s to its présent fleet 
of eight DC-3’s. 

Aero O/Y now flies regular 
schedules from Helsinki to Stock¬ 
holm, Sweden; Copenhagen, Den- 
mark; and Hamburg and Dussel¬ 
dorf. In addition the company 
has a network of Finnish routes, 
one as far as the arctic circle. 

The Finns ail read, Write and 
speak English—one learned by 
studying American and British 
aviation magazines while another 
was taught by radio hams—but 
American slang is too much for 
them. “If we were here for a 
year, we might learn to under- 
stand it,” Kjeldsen grinned. Only 
one of the seven—Kalpa—had 
ever been in the U.S. before. 

Even with a few language dif¬ 
ficultés, the Finns are having 
no trouble with their Convair 
training. 

“We read everything we could 
find on the 340 before we left 
Finland,” Kjeldsen said. “And so 
we hav.e little trouble understand- 
ing.”

'Traveling School' to Hit Road 
Teaching New 340 Customers 


For the first time since World 
War II days, Convair SD is send- 
ing instructors into the field 
equipped with training mock-ups 
and other educational aids to con- 
duct maintenance schools for 
operators of Convair planes. 

Four specialists from Service 
Engineering at San Diego will 
take up temporary résidence in 
Dallas, Tex., next month. They 
will conduct a school for Braniff 
Airways maintenance personnel 
who ultimately will take care of 
Convair-Liner model 340s. 

Although Convair service engi- 
neers hâve conducted classes and 
courses outside the plants before, 
this will be the first time since 
the war days that a group has 


gone into the field with complété 
training equipment, H. B. Riggs, 
SD training coordinator, said. 
The four Convair SD specialists 
are Mel Clause (pressurization, 
heat anti-icing and air condition- 
ing), Mark Addis (structures rig- 
ging and furnishings), George 
Pohlman (electrical Systems and 
instruments), and Frank Hol- 
lingsworth (hydraulics and power 
plants). 

Approximately 300 people from 
Braniff will attend the four- 
week course. Students will work 
at regular jobs eight hours a day 
and attend classes four hours. 
Three instructors will conduct 
classes during the day and the 
fourth at night.

Tinkling Mefal G round s Bee Swarm 
in Aileron Craie at Convair FW 


Experimental Consistently First 
in San Diego Housekeeping Race 


When R. D. Timms sees a 
swarm of bees, he immediately 
thinks of honey. And if there’s 
anything he likes better than 
honey, it’s more honey. 

Last week as Timms and 
L. L. Roberts drove toward the 
salvage lumberyard at Convair 
FW, they noticed a liuge 
swarm of bees overhead. 



Not one to miss such a gold¬ 
en opportunity, Timms imme¬ 
diately began plotting a way 
to corner the honey market at 
Convair’s FW plant. Suddenly 
he recalled a little trick his 
father had used to s e 111 e 
swarming bees. He climbed 
from the truck and found two 
small pièces of métal. Then he 
began rattling them together. 


As he explained to Roberts, 
that was to drown out the 
sound of the “queen” so the 
other bees would settle. Within 
a few minutes, the bees be¬ 
gan to gather on an empty 
aileron crate near the lumber¬ 
yard fence. 

Timms is pretty sure the 
queen settled with the other 
bees and he figures they’ll ail 
be around for quite some time. 
Long enough, in fact, for the 
queen to produce a w h o 1 e 
swarm of new little buzzers— 
and long enough for the “work- 
ers” to produce enough honey 
to keep Timms happy for a 
long time. 

But don’t rush out to the 
salvage warehouse yet! 

“Making honey takes quite 
a while,” Timms warns. He 
didn’t say exactly how long 
but he was overlieard to re¬ 
mark that he plans to check 
bock about September. 


Experimental at Convair SD 
has made a “clean sweep” so far 
in the monthly housekeeping con- 
test. The department has placed 
first every month since the pro- 
gram was revived in November! 

In April Experimental won by 
a naiTow margin, with a score of 
.025 violations per employée— 
only .016 less than the nearest 
competitor. Although the depart¬ 
ment has managed to stay on 
top, compétition is getting stiffer 
every month, contest supervisors 
say. 

“We’ve seen much over-all im- 
provement in the plant since the 
program began,” said J. M. Jones, 
chairman of the housekeeping 
committee. “But many of the 
departments still are far below 
the leaders,” he added. 

The April average for the en- 
tire plant was not as good as that 


for March, the first downward 
trend since November. 

“This was because we tight- 
ened up oui* judging standards,” 
B. C. Hawk, chief industrial engi- 
neer at San Diego and chairman 
of the program, explained. “And 
we had one individual rating ail 
departments for the first time, 
instead of dividing the plant 
among several men. 

“The areas were probably in 
better order than before, if we 
could hâve made a direct com- 
parison,” he added. 

Judging is on a basis of clean- 
liness, orderliness, safety and fire 
violations, with emphasis in grad- 
ing placed on fire and safety 
hazards. Rating sheets are pass- 
ed on to superintendents so that 
they may see where improve- 
ments are needed in their depart¬ 
ments. 


Similar “traveling schools” 
were conducted during war days 
for B-24 military personnel, but 
maintenance schools for the Con¬ 
vair-Liner model 240 were con¬ 
ducted at the San Diego plant. 
Ail model 340 courses to date 
hâve been conducted at San 
Diego. However, Riggs indicated 
that the emphasis will shift to 
customer training in the field.

Amazing Record Behind 
TAA's 10,000-Hour Liner 


An amazing* record of nearly nine “block” hours every 
day since delivery late in 1948 was revealed this week 
behind the first Convair-Liner to exceed 10,000 hours in 
service. 

The information came in a communication to Convair 
from Trans-Australia Airlines commenting* on the exploits 
of airplane VH-TAR as well as others of the TAA fleet. 

TAA’s fleet of five Convair- 
Liner 240s has already completed 
46,000 flight hours totally and 
50,500 “block” hours, the airline 
reported. (Block hours include 
engine run-ups and taxi-testing, 
etc., as well as flight.) 

“This totals around 309 million 
revenue passenger miles and it 
may interest you to know that 
it represents revenue in excess 
of $11,150,000,” J. L. Watkins, 
superintendent of organization 
and services for TAA, said. 

Watkins was of the opinion that 
the achievement of VH-TAR in 
exceeding 10,000 hours in the air 
“is not only a record for a Con¬ 
vair airplane but probablÿ a world 
record for any type of aircraft 
in accumulating so many hours 


oi flight so soon after original 
certification of type.” 

“Sincere congratulations to 
Convair as designers and manu¬ 
facturer of this outstanding air- 
ci aft,” were extended by TAA 
and Watkins. 

The TAA figures released 
sliowed that since delivery, the 
VH-TAR airplane has averaged 
eight and 93 hundredths hours of 
“block time” every day from its 
date of delivery late in 1948 to 
May 16 of this year. Convair 
specialists said there was no way 
of knowing positively but that 
this amazing utilization figure 
surpassed any known figures ap- 
plying to any other company’s 
aircraft. 


New Convair Engineering Center 
Dedicated to Defense of Nation' 


Convair’s new Engineering De¬ 
velopment Center at San Diego 
was dedicated “to the full and re- 
lentless pursuit of superior engi¬ 
neering techniques and develop- 
ments for the defense of this 
nation” in a May 28 ceremony. 

The dedication was made by 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Con¬ 
vair president. 

The Engineering Development 
Center, which greatly increases 
facilities for Convair engineèrs, 
was completed about two months 
ago, and engineering personnel 
started moving in during Fébru- 
ary. Construction on the $3,000,- 
000 structure was begun in the 
spring of 1951. 

Approximately 300 industrial- 
ists and reserve officers, students 
at an économie mobilization 
course of the Industrial College 
of the Armed Forces, were guests 
at the dedication. 

Bernard F. Coggan, SD Divi¬ 
sion manager, served as master 
of ceremonies and introduced dis- 
tinguished guests. These included 
many top ranking military offi¬ 


cers from the San Diego area, 
and San Diego county and city 
officiais. 

In his dedicatory address, Gen. 
McNarney stressed the import¬ 
ance of coopération between the 
scientist, the manufacturer and 
the soldier. He called attention 
to the nation’s dwindling resourc- 
es, and its growing need to make 
the best possible use of those 
remaining. To maintain and en- 
hance the American standard of 
living is a must, he said, but at 
the same time it is necessary to 
keep abreast, or ahead if possible, 
of potential enemies in the créa¬ 
tion and development of weapons. 

“The building we are dedicat- 
ing here today is an example of 
the effort that must be made to 
husband and concentrate our sci- 
entific skills on the development 
of better weapons,” Gen. McNar¬ 
ney said. 

Fractional improvement of aer- 
ial weapons is no longer good 
enough to establish the necessary

New Model T-29 
Ordered by AF 

Orders for an undisclosed num- 
ber of new Convair T-29D twin 
engine training planes for the 
U. S. Air Force was announced 
last week by Gen. Joseph T. Mc¬ 
Narney, Convair president. 

The planes, designed for bom¬ 
bardier training, are based on the 
design of the T-29B which has 
proved itself as a trainer for 
navigators. The new type “flying 
classrooms” will carry many of 
the same instruments an AF 
bombardier will find on opera- 
tional bombers. 

The latest type K bombsight 
will be installed as well as other 
classified electronics equipment. 
In lieu of practice bombs, caméra 
bomb scoring units will tally up 
the trainee’s score in hits and 
misses. Cabin pressurization will 
permit training at high altitudes 
often flown on operational mis¬ 
sions. Stations will be provided 
for seven students and instruc- 
tors. 

The T-29Ds will be powered by 
two Pratt & Whitney 2,500 h.p. 
engines. Gross weight will be 
more than 40,000 pounds. Ex- 
terior dimensions are the same 
as previous T-29 models.

Plant-Wide Defense Drili Set 
For Fall at San Diego Division 

Approximately 1,000 employées 
at Convair, San Diego, hâve com- 


A one-tenth scale model B-36 
is helping Convair FW design 
engineers solve problems that 
might otherwise require months 
of strenuous flying and testing. 

The model, mounted atop a 
high wooden platform near the 
experimental hangar, is being 
used to study methods of improv- 
ing liaison antennas on B-36s. 

M. I. Gerstine, senior design 
engineer, is making studies on 
the model with assistance of E. 
E. Murphy, W. H. Shell, I. J. 
Theriot and B. A. Kelley of en¬ 
gineering and R. W. Reed, Dept. 
31. 

“Any high-speed aircraft using 
conventional liaison antennas 
from the tail fin to the nose 
suffers a certain amount of drag 
created by the antenna,” Gerstine 
says. “Our work is to make tests 
to détermine what methods can 
be used to include the antenna in 
the body of the aircraft.” 

The scaled down B-36 was 
rushed to completion in about 
two weeks by the model shop 
and the measurement tests made 
by the engineers in about six 
weeks. They were due to be com- 
pleted some time this week. 

The model was built of pièces 
of métal and wood and completed 
to include even the jet pod as- 
semblies and engine housings. 

The wooden platform allows the 
model to be used as if it were 
flying 110 feet off the ground 
and prevents outside interférence 
on electronics testing that might 
occur on the ground.

ments? “That would take many 
months,” Gerstine says. 

The B-36 would hâve to be 
modified, costs would be excessive 
and many hours of flying time 
would hâve to be completed to 
get the necessary results. The 
plane would hâve to be mounted 
on a 110-foot wooden platform 
while tests were being conducted 
to get équivalent results, Gerstine 
says. 

“Too, alterations on a B-36 take 
time. With the scale model, we 
can work out new ideas and con¬ 
figurations without delay,” he 
adds. 

Underestimating 
Russia Decried 

In a blunt and serious review 
of the international facts of life, 
a noted educator last month told 
Convair SD Management Club 
members that the U. S. must ac- 
cept sacrifices or “Russia will see 
to it that we hâve no standard 
of living at ail. ...” 

Dr. J. Anton deHaas, faculty 
member of Claremont College and

chief speaker May 21, hinted none 
too gently that the U. S. must 
freely help other countries find 
solutions to their problems, not 
so much political problems as 
économie. 

“Political freedom is no cure- 
ail for the woes of man. Much of 
the world is more interested in 
food, security and the hope for 
opportunity. ...” 

The professor was sharply 
critical of assumptions that a 
démocratie form of govemment 
automatically assures prosperity. 
He posed problems of Far East- 
ern nations (Japan, the Philip¬ 
pines, Indonesia) as more press¬ 
ing economically than politically. 

“It is easy to say that we hâve 
poured money down the 'rat hole’ 
of Europe . . . but I say that 
money has been well spent . . . 
to croate stable allies. ...” 

Dr. deHaas warned against 
underestimating Russia, decried 
théories that no slave State can 
equal a free state, by pointing to 
the prodigious achievements of 
Germany under the strictest regi- 
mentation. 

“The Russian military menace 
is not new, but what is new is 
the message from Russia (prom- 
ising food and security) that 
sounds attractive to countries 
that are willing to try anything 
as better than what they hâve.” 

Economie help for the strug- 
gling nations of the world plus 
money for defense at home and 
abroad means higher taxes and 
even a lowered standard of living 
in the U. S., the professor indi- 
cated. Most Americans, he point- 
ed out, can take a eut in living 
standards and still maintain a 
level that our grandparents would 
consider unbelievable.

One of the more enthusiastic 
fresh water “salts” is R. H. Dews, 
assistant supervisor of the photo 
lab at the Ordnance Aerophysics 
Laboratory. He not only opérâtes 
his boats but builds ’em, too. 


Because of a recent drawmg 
for free baseball tickets at Con¬ 
vair, Mrs. K. M. Jones of Spring- 
town has a brand new outfit of 
clothes from one of Fort Worth’s 
leading stores. 

It ail began when a friend of 
Mrs. Jones’ son was among the 
winners in a CRA drawing for 
the free ducats.

Once complétée! to spécifica¬ 
tions, Dews loads the new craft 
on a trader and heads for Lake 
Daingerfield for a test run. Most 
of the boats—ail built to carry 
outboard motors—are 14 feet 
long but they vary somewhat in 
design. 

Dews takes a personal attitude 
toward the boats and déclinés to 
get commercial. 

“I never sell them right away. 
Besides, Fve got to assure my¬ 
self that a new owner is the type 
to handle the boat properly!”

Recently Saftig has been mov- 
ing into a new home in Océan 
Beach, and his model plane ac- 
tivities hâve almost corne to a 
hait—but not quite. He still finds 
time to write a column each 
month for Model Airplane News, 


Convair’s “finest” at San Diego 
recently blossomed out in new 
finery and now they are no longer 
the “boys in blue.”

Of course it isn*t as simple 
as ail that, but Cartmill, one of 
the “wheel horses” of modem 
science-fiction and fantasy writ- 
ing, has had literally hundreds of 
his stories published in nation- 
ally-circulated magazines. These

“When the 
president of the company gave 
me the bond, he asked me if I 
had ever tried the company’s 
product. I had to tell him ‘no/ ”

Although he has been writing 
since he was 10, Cartmill*s first 
professional writing was for 
newspapers. He has worked for 
a score or so of California 
papers, including some of the 
larger dailies, at jobs ranging 
from reporter and re-write man 
to publisher. 

His first love was science-fic¬ 
tion, however. When he was a 
boy he read everything he could 
lay his hands on by Edgar Rice 
Burroughs, Jules Verne, and 
other “old masters” of the field. 

Cartmill believes that science- 
fiction yaras are the coming 
thing in literature. 

“Most of the ‘slick* magazines 
are beginning to use them now,” 
he says. “And I believe they will 
eventually replace the détective 
story in popularity.”

Although he has been dood- 
ling ever since he was big enough 
to hold a pencil, only in the last 
few years has he been trying to 
sell. Even now he considers car¬ 
tooning as a hobby, though he 
has sold enough to keep his inter¬ 
est in the professional field. Ail 
of his sales hâve been in the 
“minor market**—to trade jour- 
nals and small publications—but 
he keeps a constant flow of car¬ 
toons going to editors of the 
larger magazines.

“And I*m 
selling enough cartoons to the 
smaller magazines to keep me in 
paper and pencils.” 

Ideas—Cota and other cartoon- 
ists call them “gags**—are a car- 
toonist*s greatest problem, says 
Cota.

Expert Teaching 
SD Horsemen 

Though he admits the automo¬ 
bile is here to stay, Mart Beris¬ 
ford, T-29 inspector at Convair 
SD, wouldn’t trade you one horse 
for a barrel of hydramatic drives. 

Berisford, who instructs riding 
classes for CRA Riding Club 
every Monday evening at CRA 
ranch, is convinced that the horse 
still has a future, if only as a 
pleasure animal.

Although he has been teaching 
riding since 1913 and is twice a 
grandfather, Berisford c o u 1 d 
easily pass for a 40-year-old. He 
is a native of New England, and 
speaks with an accent that could 
be mistaken for that of a Vir- 
ginian. 

Berisford learned riding and 
horsemanship in general as a boy 
on his father’s Canadian ranch 
near Calgary, Alberta. He train- 
ed horses, taught riding and rode 
juniper s and pleasure horses in 
horse shows in New England and 
New York until coming to the 
West Coast about 10 years ago. 

Since then he has been active 
in the same activities here, and 
has appeared in shows from San 
Diego to San Francisco. At prés¬ 
ent he is teaching riding stu¬ 
dents at a local stable every 
afternoon. 

His spécial interest is in teach¬ 
ing children, and at présent he 
has eight classes of them each 
week^ 

“They are our future horse¬ 
men,” he says. “And I believe in 
starting them young—and right. 
If they develop good habits from 
the start, there won’t be any bad 
habits to break later on.” 

Even though he is a profes¬ 
sional, Berisford is contributing 
his time for the CRA classes. 

“My main interest is in de- 
veloping more : — and better — 
horsemen,” he explains. “If I can 
help Convair people become bet¬ 
ter riders, then that’s ail I ask.”

Tcletype Urged Instead of Phone 
For Communicating With FW 

Is that long-distance call necessary? Would a teletype message 
do just as well? 

These questions could be answered no and yes respeetively in 
many cases, H. H. Aiman, Office Services Supervisor at San Diego, 
believes, especially when the call is to Convair FW. 

“We hâve a direct leased wire to Fort Worth, and it could han- 
dle many more messages without overloading the circuit,” Aiman 
said. “In many cases messages sent over the teletype are actually 
more convenient for both the sender and receiver. 

“Our téléphoné bill in April for calls to Fort Worth was $1,- 
943.34—an average of $14.08 for each of 138 calls! The longest 
call came to $30.40/” he added. The minimum charge for a three- 
minute person-to-person call to Fort Worth is $3.31. 

“Of course a téléphoné call is the only solution in some cases,” 
Aiman said. “But with the teletype available—and costing the same 
amount each month regardless of how much it’s used—it makes 
good sense to use it whenever possible.”

By next month San Diego will receive its last “San 
San” B-36 from the Air Force and by the end of the year 
the mighty bombers will no longer be a familiar part of 
the San Diego scene. 

But it isn’t the end of the Re- 
cycling program for Convair. The 
Forth Worth Division will take 
up where the San Diego Division 
leaves off. Arrivai of the last 
B-36 at Convair SD will be rough- 
ly paralleled by delivery to Con¬ 
vair FW of that division’s first 
“San San” ship. 

Nor is it expected to mean a 
drop in employment at San Diego, 
for as quickly as personnel are 
released from “San San”, plans 
are in the making to absorb them 
elsewhere in the division, B. F. 

Coggan, division manager, said. 

At the personnel peak, reached in 
May, more than 4,000 were as- 
signed to the project. 

“Deliveries to the Air Force 
will continue at the regular rate 
and activity in the project will 
continue, though gradually dimin- 
ishing. We will deliver oui* last 
airplane in mid-December,” Cog¬ 
gan added. 

Several months ago, anticipat- 
ing the end of the project at San 
Diego, plans were drawn for an 
orderly shift of personnel to oth- 
er projects and transfer of equip- 
ment to Fort Worth as soon as it 
becomes available.

Next Month

Most of the “San San” people 
are expected to be absorbed in 
the R3Y project, though some 
probably will go to other activi- 
ties. 

When the last of the “San San” 
ships flies away, it will be the 
first time in more than two years 
that the Lindbergh Field skyline 
has not been dominated by the B- 
36. It was in early April of 1950 
that the first bomber landed at 
San Diego to be modified from 
model B to model D. That first 
arrivai—only the third B-36 ever 
to land at Lindbergh—attracted 
almost as much attention as that 
of a visitor from Mars. 

Less than a month after receipt 
of the last airplane in the “B” to 
“D” program, Convair announced 
a new contract with the Air Force 
for “B-36 Recycling.” This in- 
volved 100-hour checks and addi¬ 
tion of new and improved equip- 
ment. It was nicknamed “San 
San” because of a connection in 
the project with San Antonio, 
Tex. The first of the ships came 
in August of last year. 

R. C. Loomis, manager of B-36 
Recycling, said: “We hâve tried 
to time the close of the project as 
carefully as possible. As soon as 
the last ship leaves a station the 
dock will be dismantled and sent 
to Fort Worth for use there.” 

Although “San San” has been 
running smoothly for some time, 
it wasn’t always so. 

“We had some rough sledding 
at the start,” Loomis recalled. 
“We had to double our force with¬ 
in about three months and that 
means hiring, training and de- 
veloping new skills. It was a 
crédit to the quality of our peo¬ 
ple that they adapted so readily 
and soon became a top f 1 i g h t 
team. 

“We had other difficulties, such 
as parts shortages, and I don’t 
know what we would hâve done 
without the tremendous help from 
Colonel Dillon’s office (Lt. Col. 
Stephen P. DilJon, AF représenta¬ 
tive at San Diego), and ail his 
staff. They gave us super co¬ 
opération.”

Fairgrounds Exodus 
Started at Pomona 

Transfer of machinery and equipment from the Po¬ 
mona fairgrounds to the site of the new Guided Missile 
Division plant at Pomona was stepped up this week in an 
effort to expedite évacuation of the fairgrounds quarters. 


“Our deadline for moving per¬ 
sonnel from the Pomona fair¬ 
grounds is Aug. 1,” Gage Irving 
division manager, declared. 

“Every man on the staff is 
taking it as a personal point of 
honor to see that this is ac- 
complished.” 

Started less than a year ago 
with “an idea and a walnut 
grove,” completion of the U. S. 
Navy plant that Convair will op- 
erate now is approaching the two- 
thirds point in spite of “growing 
pains.” 

“When we began there was no 
precedent for constructing a mis¬ 
sile manufacturing plant, because 
no one had built one before,” Irv- 
ing continued. “We started from 
scratch, and our plans not only 
had to include facilities for manu¬ 
facturing présent missiles, but 
for developing those of the future 
as well.” 

Equipment also had to be tai- 
lored for the job. Requirements 
had to be analyzed, plans and 
spécifications prepared, and con¬ 
tracts placed with manufacturing 
companies. 

“Much of the equipment we 
required couldn’t be ordered 
over the counter like a suit of 
clothes,” Routt A. Bryant Jr., 
manager of Plant Engineering, 
explained. “It had to be manu- 
factured to fit our peculiar 
needs, and it had to be planned, 
built and delivered on a strict 
schedule.” 

The Pomona plant is one of the 
largest industrial installations in 
the west currently under con¬ 
struction—if not the largest. Ma¬ 
terials, however, hâve been a 
problem on occasion, and in some 
instances hâve been diverted to 
other projects with even higher 
priorities, Bryant said. 

“But in spite of these and other 
obstacles, we hâve managed to 


stay fairly close to our time 
schedules,” Bryant added. 

Equipment build-up has be- 
come more and more évident. Con¬ 
sidérable machinery has accumu- 
lated in warehouses during recent 
months and some of this has been 
checked over and put in working 
condition by Convair people in 
quarters at the fairgrounds. 

The transfer of personnel from 
San Diego to Pomona, which has 
been in process for some time, 
will remain a graduai affair, con- 
tinuing throughout the year, Irv- 
ing indicated. Department heads 
will shift their headquarters as 
the bulk of their activity moves 
north. One of those who expects 
to move within the next month or 
so is H. F. Cross, manager of 
Production. 

“The housing situation is better 
than average in Pomona at the 
présent,” Harlon Filloon, man¬ 
ager of Industrial Relations, said. 
“There are many new and almost- 
new homes on the market at 
reasonable prices. Rental units 
are available, too, and a sub- 
stantial number of them are pre- 
sently under construction. Some 
planning to rent will find com- 
fortable homes in Pomona and 
in nearby communities that are 
not as far distant from their 
jobs as are their présent homes 
in San Diego. 

“I would advise anyone making 
the move to make préparations 
comfortably in advance, how¬ 
ever,” Filloon continued. “We 
keep lists of available houses, 
apartments and rooms, and Em¬ 
ployée Service will do ail it can 
to help in other ways.”

Most businessmen believe in 
the old idea that “it pays to ad- 
vertise” and follow it by putting 
their produet before the public in 
many forms. 

But not A. E. Vascocu. He’s 
different ! 

Yet Vascocu figures he has sold 
his produet to people in most of 
the 48 States and many foreign 
countries and his réputation dé¬ 
pends, evidently, on word of 
mouth alone. 

Vascocu, a member of the elec- 
tronics and instrumentation sec¬ 
tion at Convair Daingerfield, runs 
a full-scale jewelry repair busi¬ 
ness during his off hours and on 
weekends. His customers range 
from folks living in Longview, 
Tex., where he opérâtes his shop, 
to Etrangers in many states and 
countries. 

“I can’t explain how I acquired 
those customers in other places,” 
Vascocu says. “1 hâve repaired 
watches for men who hâve gone 
into the service and from time to 
time they send them back to me 
by mail for repairs. I guess may- 
be they told others about my 
work.” 

Typical of these out-of-state 
customers is one in California 
who sends his watch to be cleaned 
and adjusted once every year. 
Vascocu has never met the man 
and knows him only through his 
watch and mailing address. 

His jewelry shop is set up in 
one room of his house and Mrs. 
Vascocu tends to customers dur¬ 
ing the day, selling and receiving 
items to be repaired. 

Vascocu says he averages some- 
thing like 15 hours per week 
working on jewelry and watches. 
He has been in the business for 
about 10 years. 

His knowledge of délicate 
workmanship pays off for Con¬ 
vair Daingerfield where he re¬ 
pairs and reworks précision in¬ 
struments used there. But he 
adds that there is little similarity 
between the two jobs. 

“Watch repairing is a very 
exacting task, while many instru-

ments are built practically the 
same,” Vascocu points out. “No 
two watches are ever built exactly 
alike and the longer you work in 
the field the more different types 
of watches you encounter.”

Under the direction of Supt. R. 
S. Watt, Tool Manufacturing has 
initiated its own housekeeping 
contest.

Former Convair Man 
Recalls Pacific Hop 

An article on the first attempt 
to span the Pacific by air (Con- 
vairiety, May 21) started a flood 
of memories for J. S. Delaney, 
formerly of Ccnvair’s FW’s Dept. 
31. 

Delaney, whose wife is still a 
Dept. 31 employée, was a ser- 
geant in the Field Artillery in Ha¬ 
waii at the time the flight was 
attempted, and witnessed the ex- 
citement from the “receiving end” 
of the flight. (W. M. Bowlin, Con¬ 
vair missile test analyst at San 
Diego, was a crew member on the 
plane, which was forced down at 
sea 450 miles from Hawaii in 
1925 and made the rest of the 
trip under sails rigged from wing 
fabric.) 

“People gave up hope for the 
fliers and were planning me¬ 
morial services when they finally 
showed up,” he recalled.

Chess Champ at SD Plays 
16 Opponents at Once 


Convair SD’s Luis A. Salgado 
(Dept. 31) is a little more than 
an expert at chess. He can—and 
sometimes does—play the experts 
blindfolded. 

At a recent meeting of the 
CRA Chess Club, Salgado played 
ail 16 other members présent at 
the same time. In less than three 
hours—approximately 11 minutes 
per game—he won 12, tied two 
and lost two games. And this 
group was well salted with bet- 
ter-than-average players. 

“I lost one of the games by a 
simple blunder,” Salgado recalled. 
“But ail games are lost by blund- 
ers, so that’s no excuse.” 

Salgado is a native of Santa 
Rosalia, Baja California, but he 
has been a naturalized U. S. citi¬ 
zen since 1940. He has been play- 
ing chess since he was 14. 

“In Mexico there were few 
games we could play,” Salgado 
explains. “It was a choice of 
checkers, dominoes or chess, so I 
started playing chess.” 

Playing by mail is a variation 
of the game that sometimes in¬ 
terests Salgado. He has played 
regularly at various times in the 
Chess League of the Pacific 
Coast, and once played a game 
with a player in the Panama 
Canal Zone and two with players 
in Canada, ail without leaving 
San Diego. He won his shortest 
game by mail in exactly 10 
moves. (The average game takes 
between 30 and 40 moves.) 

In playing several games si- 
multaneously, Salgado moves 


from player to player, making 
one move on each board, leaving 
his opponents to figure out their 
next moves while he is making 
the complété round of players. He 
doesn’t attempt to keep ail games 
in his memory, but analyses the 
games as he cornes to them each 
time. 

Altogether, Salgado has won 
between 20 and 25 tournaments. 
He won the San Diego city 
championship in 1946, and he 
has held the Brawley, Calif. 
and Impérial County champion- 
ships in the past. 

Although he has been playing 
for 30 years, Salgado sometimes 
goes several months without even 
seeing a chess board. He has just 
started playing again after a 
“vacation.” When he gets back 
into practice, he plans to do some 
simultaneous playing blindfolded. 
This not only requires outstand- 
ing chess ability, but an excellent 
memory as well. Positions of 
every chessman and ail previous 
plays must be retained in the 
mind. 

Salgado has been with Convair 
for over 10 years, and during 
World War II he played board 
number one for the Convair chess 
team. His wife is employed in 
Dept. 212, and a son, Victor Sal¬ 
gado, Works in Dept. 406. He has 
three other sons, but none of the 
four is interested much in chess. 

“Like most other boys their 
âges, they would rather play base¬ 
ball,” he says.

A. H. Keith of Plant Engineer¬ 
ing at San Diego Division took 
office early this month as chair- 
man of the San Diego Section, 
American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. Keith, who has been 
with Convair about ten years, 
next week will be in Minneapolis 
attending the organization’s gen¬ 
eral meeting as San Diego dele- 
gate.

The squadron’s leading chief 
petty officer is J. E. Nicholson, 
Dept. 300. Nicholson, a Convair 
aircraft maintenance mechanic, 
has over-all charge of the squad¬ 
ron’s enlisted men.

Perishable tools include almost 
ail so-called “hand tools,” large 
and small.

The 
cribs are supported by a reserve 
inventory of about a half-million 
dollars value. An additional quar- 
ter-million in tools is earmarked 
for the new Plant 2 cribs. 

“As you can see, these hand 
tools are big business,” Young 
continued. “Expenditures hâve 
naturally been large due to fac¬ 
tory expansion. However, loss 
and mis-use hâve been big items 
and we believe that greater care 
can help keep the costs down, and

privilège of joining without the 
necessity of physical examina¬ 
tions any time within 30 days 
after joining the company. After 
that time, however, examinations 
are mandatory. 

“About 90 per cent of ail em¬ 
ployées in the San Diego Divi¬ 
sion are now participating in 
the plan,” Wilkens said. “This 
represents about a five per cent 
increase over the number par¬ 
ticipating before the ‘moratorium’ 
was declared. 

“Although the ‘period of grâce’ 
has ended, the insurance program 
is not closed to the several thou- 
sand people who did not take 
advantage of our offer,” Wilkens 
continued. “However, it will be 
necessary for the applicant—and 
liis dependents, if he desires 
coverage for them — to pass 
physical examinations before the 
insurance will be issued, if he has 
been employed here over 30 
days.” 

The “moratorium,” which made 
joining merely a matter of a sig¬

Group insurance affords pro¬ 
tection in illnesses and accidents, 
with fees for ambulance service, 
hospital care, medicines and doc- 
tor’s care. It also includes lump 
sum payments in the event of 
the death of the insured (but not 
for his dependents), and many 
other benefits including weekly 
disability pay while unable to 
work due to illness or.injury. 

The cost is low and varies de- 
pending on the individual’s in- 
come and whether or not de¬ 
pendents are covered, and is de- 
ducted regularly from the pay 
checks of members.

Annual Report For SD Club Shows 
Impressive List of Achievements 


Card File Idea Nets $539, 
New Record at San Diego 


An idea paid off in big divi- 
dends last month for A. L. Watts, 
material analyst in Dept. 4-1 at 
Convair SD. 

Submitted as an employée sug¬ 
gestion, Watts’ idea merited a 
$539 award—the largest single 
award to be made for a sugges¬ 
tion at San Diego since the pro¬ 
gram was reactivated in Mardi, 
1951, and one of the largest ever 
received by a material control em¬ 
ployée. 

Watts’ suggestion proposed a 
composite card for accumulating 
material requirement and price 
information for the various ver¬ 
sions of an aircraf t model pro¬ 
gram on one card, thus eliminat- 
ing the préparation of new cards 
for each version. The card also 
facilitâtes the tabulation of ver¬ 
sion totals, which are necessary 


to complété the priced bill of ma¬ 
terials. 

In effect, it makes possible the 
use of one set of cards for ail 
versions of an aircraft model, in- 
stead of a separate set of cards 
for each version. As there are 
currently 27 versions of the Model 
340 Convair-Liner, only one set 
of cards is required where 27 sets 
would hâve been used under the 
old System. 

Watts has been with Convair 
nine and a half years totally, first 
joining the company in Mardi, 
1941. His suggestion has been in 
use for approximately five months 
—records for 12 versions of the 
Model 340 hâve already been filed 
on the cards—but as suggestions 
involving annual savings of more 
than $10,000 must be thoroughly 
checked and then approved, the 
award was not made until June.

A Convair son’s desire to study 
automotive engineering as a pro¬ 
fession teamed with a father’s 
ambition to see his son learn the 
trade from the ground up has pro- 
duced two of the most unusual 
cars ever to operate in the piney 
woods of East Texas. 

John M. Moore, Dept. 4 Con¬ 
vair Daingerfield, first noticed his 
son, Jerry, developing an aptitude 
for repairing motors and engines 
as a youngster. It was no great 
surprise to him, therefore, when 
Jerry, now 17, announced that he 
would like to enter Texas A & M 
College to study automotive engi¬ 
neering after he leaves Mt. Pleas- 
ant High. 

Meanwhile, to give Jerry ad- 
vance knowledge of his chosen 
profession, the elder Moore sug- 
gested re-building an auto. The 
father-son team picked a 1931 
Model A Ford as their first Proj¬ 
ect and aimed at restoring it to 
resemble a factory model. 

Replacement parts for cars 
of that vintage are nonexistent 
so the Moores set about re¬ 
building almost every working 
part to restore it to perfection. 

“We’re still making minor ad- 
justments on the Model A, but 
figure it will be 95 per cent per- 
fect by the time it’s complété,” 
Moore says. 

The châssis was scraped clean 
and given four coats of paint as a 
starter, while the Moores trued 
the axles and inserted new spin- 
dles and kingpins. The engine 
was completely tom down and re- 
built from the housing up with 
crankshaft, rods, main bearings 
and ail parts being re-worked to 
restore them to factory spécifica¬ 
tions. The body was tightened 
and smoothed out for a fresh coat 
of paint and a new top was added 
to complété the roadster’s sporty 
look. 

Mid-way in the Model A reno¬ 
vation, the Moores decided that 
maybe Jerry needed some work 
along modem lines. With this in 
mind, they started phase two of 
Jerry’s pre-school study—that of 
rebuilding a second car along cus¬ 
tom design lines. A 1942 V-8 
Ford was the basis of their labors 


but the body has been modified to 
resemble a 1948 Ford. The in- 
terior was completely customized 
and nine new Controls installed 
along the dashboard. The engine 
was rebuilt with two carburetors, 
a supermanifold, a dual water 
pump, new coils and twin point 
ignition System. 

Instruments installed on the 
dash offer a variety of new ideas. 
Moore has an instrument that 
records his oil pressure at ail 
times. A yellow light appears 
when the engine is one quart low, 
a red light shines when it’s two 
quarts low and an automatic 
switch cuts off the engine at three 
quarts low! 

Prop-Wash, Former

Vétéran Actor Takes Time Off From 
Movie Rôles for Job at Convair SD 


If there is something vaguely 
remembered about hajdsome, 
gray-haired Edwin K. Rose, Con¬ 
vair San Diego painter, it is not 
astonishing. 

Perhaps he is being remem- 
bered as a half caste beachcomb- 
er, as an Eskimo, or as a prince 
of island royalty. For in moving 
pictures he has been ail these and 
many more, and only in the last 
named has the rôle been true. 

For Rose, known in the en¬ 
tertainment world for 42 years 
as Prince Lei Lani, cornes by 
the title legitimately. His 
mother is a direct descendant of 
King Kamehameha who united 
the Hawaiian islands under one 
rule in the latter part of the 
18th century. 

“Many actors hang around Hol¬ 
lywood in between pictures, get- 
ting into mischief and spending 
their money,” he explained. “But 
I prefer Convair. I’ve been with 
the company for extended periods 
since 1947.” 

Rose came to the mainland 
from Hawaii in 1910 to enter a 
preparatory school for Stanford. 
His ukelele, however, halted that 
bent. A night club operator of- 
fered him $75 a week to sing and 
play. 

“I planned to study engineer¬ 
ing, but . . .” 

Billed as the “Hawaiian John 
McCormick” Rose later played 
New York, appearing on the same 
bill with Eddie Cantor and Al 
Jolson.

in Iran Lung 

The wife of a Convair SD de¬ 
sign engineer, stricken with polio 
in March, is progressing satisfac- 
torily after being transferred 
from a San Diego hospital to 
Rancho Los Amigos in Los An¬ 
geles last month for a new pro- 
gram of treatment. 

Paralyzed from the neck down, 
Mrs. Carol Joy Rogers, wife of 
Robert E. Rogers, made the trip 
from San Diego to Los Angeles 
in an iron lung. She has been in 
the respirator since March 5, and 
would be unable to live without 
its assistance. 

A moving van, equipped with 
two gasoline-powered generators 
to operate the iron lung, trans- 
ported Mrs. Rogers from the hos¬ 
pital to the San Diego Union Sta¬ 
tion. There she was transferred 
to a spécial Santa Fe Railway 
Express car, also equipped with 
generators, which was brought to 
San Diego from Chicago espe- 
cially for Mrs. Rogers’ trip. After 
reaching Los Angeles, the re- 
mainder of the trip was made in 
a generator-equipped ambulance. 

Rancho Los Amigos is one of 
five régional respirator centers 
for polio victims in the nation. 

Rogers has no idea how long 
his wife will remain in the treat¬ 
ment center. He said that she had 
not been there long enough to 
hâve shown reaction to the new 
treatments, but that her morale 
is high. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rogers are the 
parents of an 18-month-old son, 
Wayne Arthur, who is staying 
with his grandmother, Mrs. Min- 
nie Squire, in San Diego while 
his mother is in the hospital.

Blizzard or Sandstorm, 
Test Lab Has Got it! 


Animated Mock-Ups Mark 
340 'Traveling School' 


Hollywood set designers hâve 
nothing on Convair FW’s engi¬ 
neering test lab! 

Engineers who man the dozens 
of unique machines used in test¬ 
ing airplane parts and assemblies 
can serve up anything from a 
sub-zero blizzard to a blistering 
tropical sandstorm on short no¬ 
tice. 

What’s more, they do it every 
day by flicking a few switches 
and adjusting some dials. 

Creating conditions of environ¬ 
ment is serious business for the 
70 employées directly assigned to 
conducting tests at FW. 


Although started only six 
months ago, the engineering li- 
brary at the Guided Missile Divi¬ 
sion in Pomona is developing into 
one of the most complété special- 
ized reference sources. 

“We started with only one book 
—Webster’s Dictionary—but the 
library has grown rapidly and is 
still growing,” says Odessa 
Haugh, librarian. 

Already the library boasts a 
reading room, a collection of sci- 
entific and technical books cover- 
ing fields related to guided mis¬ 
siles, a card catalog covering the 
publications, scientific and techni¬ 
cal periodicals, a spécifications 
file, blueprint file, commercial 
catalogs and documents and re¬ 
ports pertaining to guided mis¬ 
siles. 

The library was established last 
December in Building 3-A at the 
Pomona fairgrounds, and it will 
be moved to the divisions new 


is to develop and improve parts 
and accessories that will go on 
B-36s to make them more capa¬ 
ble, v explains R. S. Reade, labora- 
tory chief. 

“By subjecting aircraft parts 
and assemblies to various condi¬ 
tions of the environment, we can 
predict what will happen to them 
and eliminate most ‘bugs’ before 
installation is made.”

Guess is Winning 
Guess in This Game

chines these men work with is a 
new altitude test chamber put 
into operation only a few weeks 
ago. 

The seven-foot c u b i c 1 e cost 
around $67,000. The chamber can 
simulate altitudes up to 80,000 
feet and simultaneously drop the 
température inside to 100 degrees 
below zéro. 

Walls of the “cold box” are 
more than a foot thick to provide 
insulation for extreme tempéra¬ 
tures. Sixty-five tons of réfrigéra¬ 
tion—enough to “comfort cool” 
the FW electronics building—are 
required to duplicate the cold 
températures that a B-36 encoun- 
ters in climbing to high altitudes. 

But altitude and cold weather 
aren’t the only environmental fac¬ 
tors that affect B-36s. 

There are tropical conditions 
such as humidity and f u n g u s 
growth—and the FW men hâve 
learned some interesting facts 
about both. 

“Did you know, for instance, 
that fungus will thrive on glass ?” 
asked Reade. 

“Actually, it attacks fingerprint 
smudges or grease, not the glass 
itself,” he said. “The effect is 
similar to etching.” 

Sait spray can be another head- 
ache to a manufacturer, but by 
subjecting parts to briny baths in 
the test lab, engineers learn the 
cause of corrosion and how to 
control it. 

During World War II the need 
for new sandstorm tests became 
apparent, Reade p o i n t e d out. 
Early in the war the Air Force 
shipped several pursuit planes to 
Africa, but very few of them 
ever got off the ground. Bearings 
and other moving parts became so 
clogged up with sand that the en- 
gines wouldn’t run. 

Work of the test engineers is 
not confined solely to studying en¬ 
vironmental factors. They also 
run tests on métal, leather, rub- 
ber and plastic. One new machine 
called the metallograph can mag- 
nify a piece of métal so highly 
that individual grains of the 
métal can be counted. 

“We can tell a great deal about 
métal by studying grain size and 
appearance,” Reade points out.

A Convair “traveling school” 
will hit the road this month for 
Dallas, Tex., to conduct a Con- 
vair-Liner model 340 maintenance 
course for Braniff Airways. 

Equipment that the four Con¬ 
vair San Diego Service instructors 
will take along will outshine most 
of the technical classrooms in the 
country. It’s valued at $20,000. 

The “heart” of the training 
equipment will be 10 animated 
System mock-ups — folding ply- 
wood boards with the hydraulic, 
pressurization, electrical and oth¬ 
er Systems charted in colors, with 
movable switches and section 
components, designed to give 
trainees a complété picture of the 
operations of the various Systems. 

“Our instructors will be teach- 
ing trained personnel who hâve 
already mastered mechanical 
principles,” said H. B. Riggs, 
service engineer and training co- 
ordinator for the Service Depart¬ 
ment. “The trainees will want to 
know the théories behind the 340 
Systems, and how they differ from 
the Systems with which they are 
already familiar. The mock-ups 
are ideally suited for this type of 
instruction.” 

The 10 System mock-ups, pat- 
ented devices built by a commer¬ 
cial training aid concern, repre- 
sent an investment of approxi- 
mately $18,000 Riggs said. Other 
equipment will include two Visual 


Cast machines—projectors which 
throw enlarged images of charts 
and other materials on a screen 
—and instructors manuals, which 
will be distributed to the trainees. 

The instructors will be the first 
to take a fully-equipped mainte¬ 
nance school into the field since 
the days of World War II. Ap- 
proximately 300 people from Bra¬ 
niff will attend the four-week 
course. Trainees will work at 
their regular jobs eight hours a 
day and attend classes four hours 
in an on-the-job training arrange¬ 
ment. 

The four Convair field service 
engineers who will conduct the 
course are Mel Clause (pressuri¬ 
zation, heat anti-icing and air 
conditioning), Mark Addis (struc¬ 
tures, rigging and furnishings), 
George Pohlman (electrical Sys¬ 
tems and instruments), and Frank 
Hollingsworth (hydraulics and 
power plants). 

Similar “traveling schools” 
were conducted during war days 
for B-24 military personnel, but 
maintenance schools for the Con¬ 
vair Liner model 240 and other 
post-war Convair aircraft built at 
San Diego were conducted at the 
San Diego plant. Ail model 340 
courses to date hâve been con¬ 
ducted at San Diego. However, 
Riggs indicated that e m p h a s i s 
will shift to customer training in 
the field.

Records Broken 
as Experimental 
Regains Trophy 

An old champion was the new 
champion this week in Convair 
San Diego’s housekeeping contest. 

Experimental, stung by its de- 
feat in May when T-29 Major 
Assembly at Plant 2 grabbed the 
title, came back with a vengeance 
to crush ail records and regain 
the trophy for performance in 
June. 

Expérimentais average viola¬ 
tion per employée during June 
was .010, an amazing mar lr in 
view of the fact that the previous 
low was .025! 

The spectacular spurt was a 
bitter disappointment to Fabrica¬ 
tion at Plant 1 which turned in 
a June record that would hâve 
won under any other circum- 
stances. Supt. W. D. Reed’s de- 
partments scored .022, comfort- 
ably under the previous record 
but still an “also ran” compared 
to Experimental.

The overall total of violations 
dropped substantially during 
June, under the May total.

Every invention is the product 
of some man’s revoit against stu- 
pidity, Don L. Davis, “czar of the 
gadget industry,” told members 
of the Guided Missile Division

Parts Fabrication Begun 
at Plant 2 in San Diego 


Parts fabrication was revived 
this month at Convair SD’s Plant 
2, harking back to the days of 
World War II when that facility 
was known as the “parts plant.” 

Since Plant 2 was reactivated 
in the fall of 1950, with a shift 
of B-50 nose and B-36 component 
work, activity there has been 
chiefly assemblies. Recently, how- 
ever, fabrication machinery was 
installed in Plant 2’s Building 1 
and a few weeks ago sheet métal 
activity got under way and will 
be followed by activation of a 
bench department, machine shop, 
welding section and ultimately 
Processing and painting. The two 
latter activities will be located in 
Building 7 where the paint shop 
was situated a decade ago. 

“As rapidly as possible we hope 
to take over at Plant 2 fabrica¬ 
tion of T-29B parts that are 
peculiar to the airplane,” Plant 2 
Factory Manager Scotty Doig 
said. 

Until now, these parts, as well 
as those that are common to Con- 
vair-Liners, hâve been built at 
Plant 1.

Death by Auto Awaiting 
Four at SD, Unless . 

Four Convair SD workers will be killed, 240 will be 
injured and an additional 800 will suffer property dam¬ 
age losses in traffic accidents during the next 12 months 
—if we don’t drive more carefully. 

That prédiction was made last 
week by the San Diego Police 
Department, and it was based on 
actual numbers of accidents, 
fatalities and injuries which hap- 
pened during the past year. 

Within the San Diego city 
limits alone, three Convair work¬ 
ers were killed, another 199 were 
injured and 666 were involved in 
other accidents in which property 
was damaged in the 12-month pe- 
riod ending July 1. Total prop¬ 
erty damage in these accidents 
was estimated at almost $300,000. 

“Both Convair and San Diego 
hâve grown since the start of last 
year,” a police Traffic Education 
officer said. “Add another 20 per 
cent to last year’s traffic accident 
record, and you hâve the number 
of injuries, deaths and other ac¬ 
cidents which will probably occur 
during the next 12 months, un¬ 
less driving habits improve.” 


Although many persons in¬ 
volved in accidents hâve insurance 
covering accident losses—90 per 
cent of ail Convair SD employ¬ 
ées hâve group insurance—rarely 
will insurance cover 100 per cent 
of the cost of an accident in terms 
of money, and none of it in terms 
of pain and inconvenience.

Turboliner Goes Cross-Country in Longest 
Flight Ever Made by U. S. Turboprop Plane 

Paso, however, heavy 


The Convair-built Allison Tur¬ 
boliner arrived in Indianapolis, 
Ind., early this month after com- 
pleting extensive tests at Ed¬ 
wards Air Force Base at Muroc, 
Calif. 

The plane, which has been 
undergoing preliminary flight 
tests at Muroc since delivery in 
December, 1950, will now be used 
in an accelerated flight test re- 
search program by its owner, the 
Allison Division of General 
Motors. The program will “déter¬ 
mine and prove solutions to the 
specialized operating conditions 
applying to a turbine transport in 
military and commercial use.” 

“Following these tests, Allison 
expects to turn the Turboliner 
over to airlines for cargo service 
under actual operating condi¬ 
tions,” said E. B. Newill, Allison 
general manager. 

Airframe and engines perform- 
ed perfectly during the cross- 
country flight. Corning in to El 


gusts 

caused a new and relatively un- 
tried engine de-coupler device to 
go into unscheduled action. Pilot 
Vernon Ford was forced to make 
a downwind, dead stick landing. 
Only damage was minor, suffered 
by the wheels, brakes and tires. 
Engines, although eut off by the 
de-coupler, were in perfect shape. 

The remainder of the flight to 
Indianapolis was made without 
incident. It was the longest ever 
made by an American propeller 
turbine-powered airplane. 

“In future tests we expect to 
show that flying conditions for 
passengers are more comfortable 
and that operating costs of turbo 
prop engines will be considerably 
less than those of piston engines,” 
Newill said. “The réduction in 
cost will corne through marked 
increase in cruising speeds, lower 
maintenance costs, and increased 
load carrying capacity.” 


The C-131As will be fully pres- 
surized for the comfort of pa¬ 
tients and passengers. 

“From the exterior, the planes 
will be scarcely distinguishable 
from the Convair-Liner type,” 
A. J. Savard, assistant project 
engineer, explained. 

“Inside, however, there will be 
many différences, although fur- 
nishings are generally similar.” 

Easily removable passenger 
seats and litters hâve been de¬ 
signed to permit almost any com¬ 
bination desired. The plane will 
accommodate up to 27 litters. Or, 
if the Air Force wishes to con- 
centrate on passengers or walking 
patients, seats can number as 
many as 40. Seats, incidentally, 
will face aft, the first such in¬ 
stallation on a Convair-Liner type 
airplane. Also, fittings will be 
installed to accommodate an iron 
lung and oxygen equipment if 
needed. Each plane will hâve two 
lavatories and full galley equip¬ 
ment. 

One way to tell the C-131A 
from a Convair-Liner is by a 
large cargo door (similar to the 
one on the Turboliner) which 
will be located on the left side 
of the fuselage, aft of the wing. 
Hydraulically operated and hinged 
on top, the door will facilitate 
loading litters. 

The C-131As will be powered 
with two R-2800-99 Pratt & Whit- 
ney engines and hâve a service 
ceiling of over 24,000 feet. They 
will be able to take off from sea 
level in less than 3,100 feet. Fully 
loaded, the plane will be able to 
take off with only one engine, if 
necessary. Wing span: 91 feet, 
9 inches ; \length : 74 feet, 8 inches; 
height: 27 feet, 3 inches. 

Final design of the ship was 
conipleted recently and Air Force 
officers and civilian experts in- 
spected the mockup at San Diego 
during a three-day visit.

Musical McClays Count Four 
Children in Family Orchestra 


When Max McClay wants 
music, he doesn’t hâve to turn on 
the radio or attend a concert. 

McClay, who is with the U. S. 
Navy Bureau of Ordnance In¬ 
spectons office at the Guided 
Missile Division in San Diego, 
just calls in his four children, 
passes out the music, and gives 
them a downbeat. And although 
it isn’t too unusual that each of 
the children plays two different 
instruments, other circumstances 
surrounding the family musical 
group are different, to say the 
least. 

A self-trained musician him- 
self, McClay has taught each of 
his children—except David, 6—to 
play the piano. (David, the only

boy in the family, will start 
soon.) Then, because “you can’t 
find a piano just anywhere, ,, he 
taught each of them to play a 
“portable” instrument. 

“I started ail of them in 
music just as soon as they could 
read and count a little,” McClay 
says. “And now most of them 
play better than I do.” 

In addition to the piano, Max- 
ine, 13, plays the accordion; 
Rhoda, 11, plays cello; and Afton, 
10, plays the marimba. David 
used to play the triangle in the 
family group, but recently he 
switched over to the steel guitar. 

Not satisfied with teaching his 
children music, McClay recently 
turned instrument maker. When 
Afton lost her marimba last De- 


cember—it was stolen after a 
concert—McClay buried himself 
in his workshop during the 
Christmas holidays and emerged 
a few days later with a marimba 
which city school music instruc- 
tors say is equal in performance 
to a commercial instrument. 

Before he started, McClay had 
never made a marimba, had never 
seen anyone make one, and had 
never known anyone who had 
made one. The frame is of hard- 
wood, keys are of aluminum, and 
the sounding tubes are made of 
stiff cardboard mailing tubes. 

An electrical engineering 
graduate of the University of 
Utah, McClay used engineering 
mathematics relating to the speed 
of Sound and the length of Sound 
waves to détermine the right 
length for the keys and Sound 
tubes. He further tuned the keys 
by sitting beside a piano and fil- 
ing off each key until the pitch 
was right. 

A piano tuner recently exam- 
ined the instrument and declared 
that it was perfectly in tune, and 
that the tone was excellent. 

But with a typical engineer’s 
outlook, McClay is determined to 
“make the best better.” He has 
almost completed another marim¬ 
ba, this one with imported rose- 
wood keys and a better exterior 
appearance. 

Mrs. McClay is the only mem- 
ber of the family who isn’t musi- 
cally inclined, and although she 
enjoys the family’s music, she 
sees that the girls take time off 
from music and other activities to 
take ballet lessons. 

The girls are also diplomats. 
When asked which they prefer- 
red, music or dancing, they 
glanced at both parents and 
chorused: “We like both.”

Wraithlike Model Planes 
Can Cruise For Half Hour 


Convair SD Aeromodelers 
usually take their model planes 
seriously, but occasionally some 
member gives way to whimsy and 
the results are sometimes fan- 
tastic. 

One popular diversion in lighter 
moments is building microfilm 
models. Resembling early-day 
“flying machines,” the models 
sometimes hâve wingspans of two 
feet or more, yet weigh only a

Airplane Models Serious Business, 
Far From Toys, Designer Insists 


Although many model plane 
builders specialize in building and 
flying one or two types of models, 
W. E. Mooney, Convair SD design 
engineer, prefers to try ail of

them. 

As a conséquence, Mooney’s 
workshop-garage is literally fill- 
ed with models of ail types. 

“Besides being fun, models per¬ 
mit expérimentation with aerody- 
namic principles,” Mooney says. 
“And like ail other modelers, I 
resent any implication that my 
hobby is child’s play, or that 
models are just toys.” 

Although he occasionally uses 
a commercial model kit, many of 
Mooney’s models are built from 
original designs. He has built 
powered flying models of “flying 
wings,” delta-wing and other 
radical planes; conventional “pay 
load,” ground controlled and free 
flight models; flying and non- 
flying scale models of early and 
present-day aircraft and gliders, 
and others. For power plants 
Mooney has the hobbyist’s usual 
supply of tiny gasoline, Diesel 
and rocket engines. 

An aeronautical engineering 
graduate of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Mooney has 
been with Convair for more than 
a year. 

“About the biggest trouble 
most model builders hâve is con- 
vincing others, especially their 
wives, that they are doing some- 
thing worthwhile,” Mooney says. 
“But Pm fortunate in the latter 
respect. My wife also builds 
models, sometimes better than I 
do. She’s even secretary of the 
San Diego CRA Aeromodelers.” 


few thousandths of an ounce. 
Built of balsa wood and covered 
with a thin plastic coating, the 
planes actually fly. 

“But some model builders—in- 
cluding me, sometimes — work 
seriously with microfilm models,” 
says W. E. Mooney, Convair de¬ 
sign engineer. “We hâve contests 
regularly, and some models, 
powered only by a single strand 
of rubber, will stay aloft for as 
long as 30 minutes at a time.” 

Contests are usually held in 
large buildings, such as han¬ 
gars, where the wraithlike ships 
can cruise slowly about uninter- 
rupted by collisions. Usually 
they are so fragile that a sharp 
gust of wind may do damage. 

Although a microfilm model 
can be built in a matter of min¬ 
utes if everything goes well, it’s 
a délicate procedure and Mooney 
usually calls on his wife for as¬ 
sistance. 

Extremely light balsa wood 
strips, 1/64 of an inch in thick- 
ness, are used for the framework. 
Covering for the wings is made 
by pouring microfilm solution—a 
liquid plastic material—in water 
and allowing it to form a fine 
film on the surface. The film is 
removed on wire frames and al- 
lowed to dry. Then parts of the 
framework requiring a cover are 
moistened and placed on the film, 
and a heated wire is used to trim 
around the frame. Surface ten¬ 
sion causes the film to adhéré. 

Mrs. Mooney usually attends to 
the préparation of the film while 
Mooney is building the frame. 

Because of their light weight, 
large models can be powered with 
only a small piece of a rubber 
band. Since only a small amount 
of thrust is required to keep the 
planes airborne, the rubber “en¬ 
gines” are installed loosely. This 
allows the propeller to tum over 
slowly, and accounts for the rela- 
tively long duration of microfilm 
model flights. 

The required power for a small 
model can be supplied by a com- 
mon house fly, and without too 
much strain on the fly!

“Everyone knows how to read,” 
commented Charles Nevitt, train- 
ing section coordinator of the new 
program. “But few people know 
how to read nearly as fast as 
they could. To show them how 
is the purpose of the new courses. J 

“Success of the job frequently 
dépends upon a person’s ability to 
read quickly—and at the same 
time to comprehend satisfactorily. 
That’s because the bulk of ail in¬ 
formation is to be found most 
handily in print.” 

Overall aim of the courses is, 
to improve five basic reading 
skills: compréhension, speed, read¬ 
ing in thought units, vocabulary • 
and directed reading. 

“It ail adds up to more reading ; 
in less time—and thus more time : 
for putting into action what you 
leam from reading,” says Nevitt. 

The courses are being conduct- 
ed by Oscar S. Causey, director 
of the Reading Laboratory and 
professor of Education at Texas 
Christian University. Classes are 
held after end of the first shift 
and before beginning of the sec¬ 
ond shift. 

Proof that the teaching is suc- 
cessful is cited by T.C.U. in the 
expérience gained by the univer¬ 
sity in the first year and one-half 
of the classes. For the 325 stu¬ 
dents who took the same course, 
there was an average gain of 102

Students at Newly Formed CRA Ballroom Club

Rights to 500 Acres 


Exclusive hunting rights on a 
500-acre ranch near Sage, Calif., 
were acquired this month by the 
CRA Hunting Club at Convair 
SD, Jerry Schultz, CRA commis- 
sioner, announced this week. 

“Hunting privilèges at the 
ranch will be limited to members 
of the club,” Schultz said. “This 
will allow us to schedule hunting 
trips and keep the ranch from 
being overcrowded at times and 
deserted at other times. However, 
ail Convair employées and their 
families are eligible to join the 
club.” 

Located two miles west of 
Sage, the ranch may be reached 
by taking U. S. Highway 395 to 
Temecula and turning right on a 
dirt road. The club has marked 
the turn with a sign, and other 
signs will be prepared. 

“There is a cabin on the ranch, 
but most hunters will probably 
prefer to sleep out of doors,” 
Schultz said. “We are having a 
well there tested for purity, but 
we advise hunters to take along 
an adéquate supply of drinking 
water until the tests hâve been 
completed.”

In addition to loadmasters and 
their assistants, civilian techni- 
cians help to keep track of ail 
cargo and its placement aboard. 

Once aboard, the cargo is lash- 
ed into place and checked from 
time to time during flight to see 
that it hasn’t shifted its position. 

Air Force officiais indicate that 
current cargo-hauling costs of the 
XC-99 compare favorably with 
that of other cargo transports. 
The XC-99 is now carrying cargo 
at a direct flight cost of less than 
three cents per ton-mile.

Pre-Loaded Cargo Bins Help Speed up 
Transfer of Freight From XC-99 


That ancient wheeze about 
“washing an éléphant” gets a 
horse laugh from the folks who 
are used to performing a really 
big job—that of loading and un- 
loading the Air Force’s Convair- 
built XC-99 cargo transport. 

Transfer of cargo in conven- 
tional aircraft présents no great 
problem to loading crews. How- 
ever, the XC-99’s payloads of up 
to 100,000 pounds are a different 
matter. 

One of the major problems fac- 
ing these folks is the need for 
faster methods of loading and 
unloading. Current figures on the 


transfer of cargo speak well for 
new ideas. For instance: 

Members of the XC-99 crew 
and civilian workers at McClellan 
AFB, Calif., combined their ef¬ 
forts recently to remove 74,149 
pounds of cargo and replace it 
with 83,549 pounds in three hours 
and 45 minutes! 

Helping to make such a load 
record possible is equipment such 
as self-traversing electrical 
hoists, a freight platform and 
pre-loaded cargo bins. 

The hoists are located in each 
of the XC-99s three cargo com- 
partments and are capable of lift¬ 


ing approximately 6,000 pounds 
each. Two hoists hâve been join- 
ed together on the 140-foot- long 
upper deck to aid in operating the 
freight elevator, which brings 
miscellaneous cargo into the two- 
deck levels and can lift weights 
up to 10,000 pounds. In flight, it 
automatically becomes a part of 
the floor of the upper deck. 

Probably the greatest aid to 
speed in loading and unloading 
was the introduction of pre-load¬ 
ed cargo bins in April, 1952. 
These bins, built at Kelly, are 
capable of handling 4,000 pounds 
of cargo each. 

They can be loaded prior to the 
arrivai of the XC-99 and can be 
loaded in about four minutes 
each. With a full load of pre- 
loaded cargo bins, the entire load¬ 
ing operation for a 100,000-pound 
cargo can be completed in about 
30 minutes, AF officiais say. 

Kingpins of the loading and 
unloading of cargo are three load¬ 
masters who fly with the XC-99 
on ail trips. Each article destined 
for the XC-99 is we;ghed, charted 
and assigned a spécial spot 
aboard. The loading operation al¬ 
ternâtes to prevent overloading 
in one area that might cause the 
big ship to tip up on its tricycle 
landing gear. 

Spécial computers allow the 
loadmasters to plot each pound 
of cargo and give the pilot the 
exact weight of everything 
aboard. The center of gravity 
must be maintained at ail times.

The sun was barely over the Texas skyline when Capt. James 
M. Pittard, pilot and project officer, steered the XC-99 into the 
runway at Kelly and called for final check lists. 

Then came the Word “prepared-to-take off” followed by clearance 
from the tower and full power. 

“We used a little more runway 
than usual,” the pilot commented 
a few minutes later as he banked 
into a turn and steadied on a 
heading for California. “No 
wind,” he added. 

It was apparently an effortless 
take-off but even a layman could 
imagine the careful préparations 
for 24 hours in advance that made 
it so. The 66,646-pound payload 
had been loaded; engines had 
been adjusted and checked; 
ground crews had poured fuel 
into the 21,000-gallon capacity 
tanks; electricians had checked 
ail circuits; ship’s officers had 
made their inspections; engineers 
had taken the puise of power 
plants. 

As the big ship nosed upwards 
there was coffee to be sipped and 
the fertile farmlands around San 
Antonio for scenery, though this 
soon gave way to the ranges of 
West Texas. Ground speed was 
206 mph. 

Soon the XC-99 leveled off at 
6,500 feet and back in the crew 
compartment the five bunks were 
already loaded. More sleepy crew- 
men were on mattresses. Others 
started up the inévitable card 
game. The scene was that of a 
“caboose” on a new kind of 
“freight train.” 

“Corne along while we check 
the moorings on our cargo,” 

Loadmasters M/Sgt. N. C. 

Hodges and T/Sgt. A. L. 

Schwanke invited and led the 
way to the upper cargo deck. 

The only “cargo” that shifted 
was the parachute attached to 
my person as I inexpertly fol¬ 
lowed the leaders! 

Back on the flight deck, an 
inflight box lunch made up for a 
missed breakfast. There was 
fried chicken, sandwiches, cookies, 
milk and heaven knows what else. 

Hot Soup was mine for the mak- 
ing on the ship’s hot plate. 

Approaching El Paso we start¬ 
ed a climb to 10,500 feet to clear 
the mountains and Capt. Pittard 
asked if Fd like to take a tum 
at the Controls. For a few sec¬ 
onds I had the world’s largest 
operational airplane in my hands! 

It’s a thrill, I can tell you. I 
noticed that Pittard watched me 
like a hawk. 

Then Capt. George McAnelly, 
third pilot, took over, and our 
“milk run” continued without in¬ 
cident until near Phoenix . Fred 
Carlile mentioned that he wished 
a few other airplanes were in the 
sky, for picture purposes. Capt. 

Homer B. Wells obliged with a 


radio to Williams AFB to inquire 
if any jets were in the area. A 
few minutes later an F-80 zoomed 
alongside. 

“If he cornes in much doser I’ll 
pick his pocket!” I heard one 
crewman wisecrack. 

A few catnaps later and snow- 
capped peaks appeared in the dis¬ 
tance proclaiming the approach 
of California. Scarcely had we 
reached the “sunny” state before 
rain began to lash the XC-99’s 
sides! 

However, it let up for our land¬ 
ing at McClellan on what looks 
like a “tiny” runway, compared 
to the world’s largest plane. 
Obediently, the big ship taxied 
after a “follow me” truck and 
came to a hait at its berth. 

“Now for a big evening!” I 
thought to myself, expecting an 
exodus to whatever bright lights 
might be available. But that was 
a mistake. Only a few lucky crew 
members got to town that night. 
Most were involved in unloading 
and putting aboard our homeward 
load of 88,844 pounds! 

When the 3 a.m. crew call 
came for our flight back to 
Kelly, ail I could think of was: 

“Hasn’t someone murdered 
the bugler YET?”

that we will be on a downhill pull 
before too long.” 

The first Braniff airplane was 
delivered last week and the Ar- 
amco plane went to AiResearch 
at Los Angeles for spécial in- 
terior furnishings. After return- 
ing to San Diego, the Aramco 
ship will fly to New York and 
then to Arabia. It will be the 
first model 340 to fiy the Atlantic. 

Supt. John Hopman of T-29 
Primary and Final Assembly last 
week predicted his departments 
would make their numerical de- 
livery schedules this month as 
they hâve the past two, barring 
equipment shortages that hâve 
been a serious problem. 

“Although we hâve been de- 
livering the monthly quotas, we 
are behind the master schedule 
by about three ships,” Hopman 
added. “We expect to make this 
up within a few months as the 
line smooths out even more.” 

T-29B deliveries will continue 
well into 1953 and during that 
year the line will shift to T-29C 
models (this chiefly involves an 
engine change) and later into the 
T-29D. Also to be considered for 
the Air Force in 1953, àlong with 
the T-29, will be the C-131A air 
évacuation planes. 

As for the T-29 moderniza- 
tion program, Supt. Harry Mc¬ 
Kay reported that this project 
probably will see a conclusion 
during August with the last ships 
being returned to the Air Force 
either in that month or soon 
thereafter. 

Meanwhile, the B-36 “San San” 
program was an example of 
smooth operation, although the 
end is in sight. The last B-36 
to be received at San Diego ar- 
rived July 14. Delivery of the 
last ship to the Air Force is 
scheduled for just before Christ- 
mas. 

Supt. C. F. McCabe of the B-36 
Recycling program, reported that 
as of this week his departments 
hâve turned out the 12th con¬ 
secutive airplane with “no short¬ 
ages, no open hours” for a new 
consecutive record and that 
monthly quotas are being met 
regularly. His main concern for 
the future rested on possible 
parts shortages.

The plane was designed by Ken 
Coward of Engineering SD and 
built by a number of Convair as¬ 
sociâtes interested in the project, 
working in leisure hours at Mont¬ 
gomery Field (Gibbs Airport). 
They hâve been working on it 
for 15 months. 

Bill Chana, who piloted the 
plane on the first flight, said the 
group hopes for enough orders to 
go into production. The plane has 
a span of 28 feet, length 17 feet 
and weighs 550 pounds empty. 
Power is a 65 hp. Continental, 
comparatively high for a light 
ship, providing quick take-off and 
cruising speeds over 100 mph. 
Design features include an all- 
metal stressed skin construction; 
spring tricycle landing gear; 


The conférences will last for a 
total of ten hours, two-hour ses¬ 
sions daily.

It turned out to be no small 
task; but worth the effort in view 
of the importance of the dele- 
gates. Among those assembled at 
Los Angeles the week of July 9 
were U. S. and Canadian press, 
radio and magazine men who 
hâve widest influence on avia¬ 
tion opinion. 

As it turned out, the project 
was a success for ail except the 
swans and ducks on MacArthur 
Park Lake in Los Angeles. For 
them it was a fright. 

With the convention six weeks 
away, Public Relations sized up 
the situation and found Convair 
at a disadvantage, geographical- 
ly. Other companies—each as 
eager as Convair to tell their sto- 
ries—were located comparatively 
close. Expense and lack of time 
prohibited bringing représenta¬ 
tive delegates to San Diego. 

“We kicked around in the di- 
lemma for awhile and decided to 
make a try at Los Angeles,” Ned 
Root, manager of Public Rela¬ 
tions at Convair’s general offices, 
recalled. “We decided the most 
mobile part of Convair—and one 
of the most spectacular—is the 
Hydrodynamics Group with its 
water-based, radio controlled, fly- 
ing models. So we went to work.” 

Advance man was Ted LeFevre, 
former Public Relations coordina- 
tor and now assistant to T. G. 
Lanphier Jr., company vice-presi¬ 
dent. His objective was Mac- 
Arthur Lake as a suitable body 
of water for the models to oper- 
ate and fairly close to the AWA 
convention in the Ambassador 
hôtel. Police and fire chiefs and 
the superintendent of parks were 
taken aback by the proposai and 
although a somewhat similar pre- 
vious attempt to use the park 
had been turned down, LeFevre 
returned to San Diego with a 
tentative okay, providing Convair 
met a list of safety précautions. 

Public Relations’ Fred Hamlin 
then took up the torch and con- 
tacted E. G. Stout, Convair hydro¬ 
dynamics authority, who thought 
the project possible. Hamlin, 
with Bill Barkley, hydro engi- 
neer, visited the lake and Bark¬ 
ley literally took “soundings” to 
détermine depths and studied 
wind conditions. LeFevre and 
Hamlin together started the ar¬ 
rangements for grandstands, pub¬ 
lic address System, chartered 
buses, formai city permits, and 
plans for a luncheon to précédé 
the show. 

“We had to make defini te plans 
to protect spectators, rope off 


part of the lake and chart the 
depths so our hydro people wad- 
ing on the shore wouldn’t go off 
the deep end,” Hamlin explained. 

Back in San Diego, Plant Engi¬ 
neering answered a call for help. 
Needed were a variety of signs, 
great lengths of rope equipped 
with floais, transportation facili- 
ties for models and personnel. At 
the same time spécial research 
went into producing a “press 
book” to be handed out to dele¬ 
gates, telling the Convair story 
of waterbased aircraft, and hun- 
dreds of prints to illustrate the 
booklets were being turned out 
by the Convair photo lab. Also 
about this time PR was carrying 
the plan through channels to gain 
military approval, for the hydro 
models are a Navy project and 
classification was involved. Ulti¬ 
mately an okay came through 
from the chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics in Washington, but 
not without some anxious mo¬ 
ments of waiting. 

“Then came a snag that almost 
sank us,” Root remembers. 
“Hydro found their short wave 
permit was good only in San 
Diego. We had to get Fédéral 
Communications Commission per¬ 
mission in Washington and the 
Convair office there went to work 
for us. Our wave length turned 
out to be the same as the sound 
track for TV station KNBH in 
Los Angeles!” 

However, you can’t keep a PR 
man down that easy. Some fast 
talking over the téléphoné and 
the chief engineer of KNBH said 


go ahead, never mind about the 
interférence. 

Very early on the morning of 
July 11 a big Convair truck 
started for Los Angeles. Aboard 
were five of the flying models, 
great * coils of rope and other 
gear, even a motorboat. Some 
hours later Hydro Group’s spécial 
truck with radio control gear, 
towing the catapult, started out. 
Still later came two sedans with 
hydro engineers, PR staff men, 
a photographer, and even two 
Convair guards to protect Navy 
and company equipment. Along 
to supervise setting up part of 
the camp was Pat Hisaw of Plant 
Engineering. 

By noon of that day MacArthur 
Lake began to look like a minia¬ 
ture Navy base. Hundreds of 
curious gathered and stayed to 
see the show. The convention 
delegates, meanwhile, were being 
briefed by Stout at an Ambassa¬ 
dor hôtel luncheon, then loaded 
into buses. When they arrived at 
the lake newsreel and télévision 
movie crews were already set up. 

The show itself lasted about 
two hours. Both the P5Y and the 
Skate models made power runs 
and were catapulted. Three other 
flying models, including a delta 
wing, were on static display. 
More than 2,000 watched and 
Convair felt certain that the 
aviation writers went away im- 
pressed. Since then movies of 
the performance hâve played to 
nation-widè TV audiences, carry¬ 
ing Word of Convair. 

“Everyone seemed pleased with 
the performance,” Root added. 
“Everyone except the swans and 
the ducks. Trying to get out of 
the way of the models, some of 
them did the first flying of their 
sheltered lives!”

Self-Tausht Sax Player Develops 


Into Leader of Own Band 


Although he didn’t know a half 
note from a Bach fugue until 
after he was grown, Convair SD’s 
Francis Leonard made up for lost 
time when he did get started as 
a musician. 

Leonard, whose dance orches¬ 
tra has become an institution at 
Convair social functions, is a Con¬ 
vair timekeeper when he isn’t 
wielding a bâton. 

While working in a -bank in 
Calexico in 1925, Leonard set out 
to satisfy a lifelong ambition to 
become a saxophone player. He 
borrowed money, ordered a saxo¬ 
phone and instruction books from 
Los Angeles, and taught himself 
to play. 

“I practiced morning, noon 
and night—literally,” Leonard 
recalls. “I would rush home 
from the bank at lunch to prac¬ 
tice, and I never spent less 
than three hours a day at it. 
A year later I organized a five- 
piece band, and I’ve had one 
ever since.” 

Leonard’s dual career as a 
banker and musician continued 
until a few years ago, when a 
doctor suggested that he give up 
banking because of a nervous 
condition. At that time he was 
manager of the savings depart- 
ment of one of San Diego’s larger 
banks. 

“My work at Convair is just 
what the doctor prescribed,” 
Leonard says. “I get plenty of 
fresh air and exercise, and at the 
same time I hâve responsibility.” 

Leonard is still as enthusiastic 
about music as he was when he 
first started, and he frequently 
plays sax or drums with his band. 
Most of the time, however, he 
serves as a “front man.” 

Although the orchestra is still 
basically a five-piece Dixieland 
band, Leonard has a pool of some 
20 musicians he draws from to 
fill out the band when the occa¬ 
sion demands. Using this pool, 
he sometimes has two or even 
three bands playing different en¬ 
gagements the same night. 

“They are ail top musicians, 
and they ail know my style and 
arrangements,” Leonard says. 
“Two of them are high school 
music directors, three are mem- 
bers of the San Diego Philhar-

monic, and others formerly play- 
ed with “name” bands. 

“Although we are considered a 
Dixieland group, we always try 
to please a crowd,” he adds.

“But I get as much enjoyment 
from playing a dance as the 
dancers do from dancing,” he 
says.

In The Swim 


Wrestling Sharks Barehanded 
Part of SD Divers Initiation 


Bob Rood, missile test analyst 
at Convair SD, is a member of 
what is probably one of the most 
exclusive fraternities in the 
world—the “Bottom Scratchers,” 
oldest known skin diving club. 

In order to qualify for mem¬ 
bership, a candidate for the 
club must bring three abalones 
to the surface from 30 feet of 
water in one dive without using 
swim fins; must bring up two 
lobsters, each at least two feet 
long, barehanded; must prove 
his ability as a “general water 
man” and swimmer; and must, 
barehanded and without assist¬ 
ance, bring a six-foot shark to 
the surface! 

“We only hâve nine active 
members,” Rood added. (He did¬ 
n’t say what the mortality rate 
on applicants was.) 

Incidentally, that part about 
bringing up a shark barehanded 
means just that. They grab the 
fish by the tail and a fin and 
wrestle him to the surface. 

A skin diver dispenses with the 
usual diving suit and breathing 
apparatus. Instead, he wears only 
a bathing suit, diving mask and 
swim fins, and returns to the 
surface occasionally for air. Rood 
warns novices to be sure of their 
capabilities in the water, and to 
always keep their eyes open. 

“It’s better to work in pairs, 
and to keep on the lookout for 
sharks and Moray eels,” he says. 
“Both are plentiful in waters 
around San Diego, and both can 
be dangerous.” 

No stranger to danger himself, 
Rood had several close calls on a 
recent diving expédition on an 
island off the coast of South 
America. Once, after wounding 
a giant tuna, he found himself 
surrounded by a school of 12 
large sharks, attracted by the 
tuna’s blood. 

“Ail of them were 10 to 12 feet 
long, but only one paid any at¬ 
tention to me,” Rood relates. “He 
swam toward me very slowly. 
When he was only two or three 
feet away, I hit him on the nose 
with the heel of my palm. After 
that, he left me strictly alone. 

“Pm seldom frightened in the 
water, but my biggest scare came 
on the same trip. A cow whale 
and her calf somehow got be- 
tween me and the beach without 
my knowing it. Both of them 
“blew” at the same time, less 
than 50 feet away. Sounded like 
a bursting steam line!” 

Rood has been skin diving for 
over 15 years, and has also 
worked as a pi’ofessional diver 
for a salvage concern and as a 
commercial abalone fisher. Once, 
while in a diving suit in about 
20 feet of water, the propeller of 
a passing tug severed his air line. 

“They pulled me up before any- 
thing happened,” he recalls. “But 
I hâte to think what would hâve 
happened had I been in deep 
water.” 

Rood says his greatest fishing 
thrill cornes from shooting large 


fish with an underwater gun, 
which was developed by the Bot¬ 
tom Scratchers and is said to be 
the most powerful gun of its 
type ever produced. The shaft 
fired from the gun releases, on 
impact, a seven-inch dart, which 
usually goes completely through 
the fish. 

“It takes précision and fast 
thinking,” Rood says. “Largest 
fish I ever caught with the gun 
was a 235 lb. tuna.”

'Operation: Pinocchio' Spells New Nose 


For RB-36 Repaired by FW Crews 

Seventy-six aircrafters from 12 departments at Con¬ 
vair FW had commendations this week—and the Air 
Force is due an RB-36 with a brand new nose—as resuit 
of “Operation : Pinocchio” at Travis Air Force Base, near 
San Francisco, Calif. 

The operation on the West 
Coast was requested by the Air 
Force after an RB-36 inadvert- 
ently rolled into a parked air- 
craft. No one was injured, but 
that portion of one RB-36 for- 
ward of the wing was virtually 
demolished. 

The name “Operation: Pinoc¬ 
chio” was given the Project be- 
cause it involved giving the 
RB-36 a new forward bomb 
bay and nose. (Pinocchio, you 
will remember, was the boy in 
the children’s taie whose nose 
grew longer and longer every 
time he told a fib.) 

To put the project under way, 

A. C. Esenwein, FW Division 
manager, dispatched V. Dolson, 
chief development administrator, 
to accompany Col. J. L. Jackson, 
director of maintenance at Kelly 
AFB, Texas, to review damages 
and establish an Air Force-Con¬ 
vair coordinated program for re¬ 
pairs. 

Phase one consisted of remov- 
ing ail damaged structure from 
the mating points of the wing 
fuselage intersection and “co- 
cooning” the aircraft until neces- 
sary new parts and components 
could be obtained. The second 
phase involved the manufacture 
of necessary components at Con¬ 
vair FW, shipping them to Travis 
and then mating them so that the 
aircraft might be flown to FW 
for further work. 

Top-notch aircrafters from 
various departments answered 
the call for volunteers. They in- 
cluded in part: J. H. Fewell, 
manufacturing operations; J. G. 

Sugg, inspection and administra¬ 
tive; Mark Lowery Jr., engineer¬ 
ing project représentative; and 
G. W. Harrington, tooling and 
parts control. Additional techni- 
cal specialists such as T. D. 

Neeley, tooling; F. H. Denby, 
plant engineering, and L. H. 

Armstrong, traffic, made fre¬ 
quent trips to Travis when prob- 
lems arose calling for their tech- 
nical know-how. 

Phase one of “Operation : Pinoc- 
chio” got under way Dec. 6, 1951, 
with departure of the first group 
for Travis. Dec. 21 saw its com- 
pletion. FW employées left at 
Travis a clean “half-ship” ready 
for mating with the new com¬ 
ponents. 

Action then switched to Con¬ 
vair FW where assemblers put 
together a new forward bomb 
bay and nose section. These parts 
were crated and secured aboard 
two fiat cars and shipped on

April 21. The over-all height of 
the spécial crates created new 
problems for Convair and rail 
officiais. They had to map out 
a route to Travis that had no low 
bridges or tunnels and arrange 
for spécial barges to float the 
cars across San Francisco bay. 

Phase two got under way on 
April 26 with tooling specialists 
removing the protective coverings 
from the RB-36, building sup- 
porting fixtures and setting the 
new components in place. Assis¬ 
tant foremen E. W. Duke, K. B. 
Averitt and C. N. Moore arrived 
with additional aircrafters to 
lend Fewell a hand. 

On the domestic side, most of 
the aircrafters found housing fa- 
cilities for their families in near- 
by Vallejo. One portion of the 
city became almost a Convair 
housing project. Miles of océan 
beaches in the area provided 
spare time récréation. 

Toward the end of the mating 
operation, Foreman A. D. McCord 
arrived with a crew to préparé 
the re-built RB-36 for its engine 
runups and flight. June 3 found 
a group of only 16 Convair peo- 
ple still on hand as the final en¬ 


gine runups were made by a 
Convair FW flight crew. Notice- 
ably absent from the ship were 
the jet pods, which were to be 
restored later at FW. 

On hand for the takeoff June 
4 were Brig, Gen. R. H. Car- 
michial, Travis Commanding Of¬ 
fice r and Lt. Col. Harry Smith, 
director of maintenance at Travis, 
two Air Force men who had lent 
valuable assistance. 

A routine flight from Travis 
was reported by the crew headed 
by A. S. “Doc” Witchell, pilot; 
M. F. Keller, co-pilot, and Flight 
Engineers G. L. Whiting and J. 
A. Rogerson. Dolson and Fewell 
rounded out the crew as aft scan¬ 
ners. 

“ ‘Operation : Pinocchio , was 
completed three weeks ahead 
of contractual schedule,” says 
Dolson. “It was a good exam¬ 
ple of what Air Force coopéra¬ 
tion and Convair spirit can 
accomplish. 

“Every man on the project 
did a remarkable job.” 

The final pages in the story of 
“Operation: Pinocchio” are now 
being written in the Convair FW 
development hangar where the 
aircraft is undergoing moderni- 
zation changes. Like the little 
boy in the fable, it was down but 
never out. 


Convair SD Visit Overly 'Eventful' 
For Aviation Authority From India 


Although T. P. Bhalla, direc¬ 
tor general of Civil Aviation for 
India, showed no trace of uncer- 
tainty when he inspected Convair 
SD last week and flew a Convair- 
Liner 340, he had every right to 
it. 

For Bhalla, member of a joint 
committee appointed to select a 
new type transport to replace 
older planes in operation in India, 
had had nothing but uncertainty 
since arriving in the U. S. 

He was scarcely in New York 
before being severely shaken up 
in a taxicab crash. En route to 
San Diego his plane left without 
him in Tulsa. The next plane he 
boarded went to Los Angeles in- 
stead of San Diego. He finally 
arrived, wearily, in San Diego 
and was trying to get some sleep 
when the recent earthquake drove 
him out of bed! 

Evidently he took the difficul¬ 
tés in stride, for there was no 
hésitation in the questions he 
fired during several hours in- 
specting the 340 line. Convair ex¬ 
perts went away impressed by 
his knowledge of airplanes. Ac- 
ccmpanying him were R. J. 
Pfeiffer, régional sales manager, 
and Phil Prophett, manager of 
SD Flight. 

Later, when Pilot Speed Wilson 
took him for a flight in a model 
340, Bhalla took the Controls him- 
self for awhile and did an im- 
pressive job of flying the air- 
plane, even though he insisted 
he was not a qualified pilot! 

Bhalla’s opinions will hâve a 
lot to do with what airplane ulti- 
mately is selected for eight air- 
lines in India that hâve decided 
to concentrate on the same type 
of equipment. He was frank in 
saying that model 240 operators 
hâve given him highly favorable 
reports and that compétition has 


narrowed down to the Convair 
model 340 and the Vickers turbo- 
prop. He seemed interested in 
the fact that the model 340 is 
adaptable to turbo-prop power, 
commenting that expérience with 
piston power would be valuable 
to flight crews before shifting to 
turbo-prop. 

Bhalla left San Diego last week 
en route to London to inspect 
Vickers. Compared to his trip 
out, it was almost a certainty 
that his trip back would be “un- 
eventful.”

New Parts Plan Speeds 
Repair of Convair-Liner 


Less than two weeks after a 
Convair-Liner was damaged dur¬ 
ing a hard landing at Lynchburg, 
Va., this month, the first ship- 
ment of replacement parts was 
on the way east from San Diego, 
setting a new record in speed. 

The quick action was accom- 
plished under a new streamlined 
System that gives promise of 
greatly reducing the time a dam¬ 
aged airplane must spend on the 
ground. 

“In the past, airplane owners 
hâve surveyed the damage them- 
selves and then placed orders 
with us for spare parts,” E. F. 
Sherrod, in charge of Part Sales 
at Convair SD, explained. 

“In this case, however, we sug- 
gested a different System to the 
owner — American Airlines — by 
which a Convair représentative 
would appraise the damage and 
order the parts. We felt that the 
manufacturer could do the job 
faster, because of greater fa- 
miliarity with the airplane.” 

American agreed to the experi- 
ment and Jerry Dugan, Convair 
field service engineer, flew to 
Lynchburg. In less than a week 
he had filed a comprehensive re¬ 
port with pictures of the damage. 
With this information, Part Sales 
personnel drew up a complété list 
of the parts needed. Those that 
were in stock were prepared for 
shipment at once. Parts orders

for those not in stock were sched- 
uled by Manufacturing Control 
and sent to the factory. 

Ail orders were given priority 
one, and received spécial atten¬ 
tion ail along the line—in Manu-

facturing Control, the various 
factory departments involved, 
and in shipping. 

“In effect, American signed an 
open purchase order,” J. V. Dick¬ 
son, part sales suporvisor, ex¬ 
plained. “This saved them the 
trouble of studying blueprints 
and catalogs and turned the de¬ 
tail work over to us. Because of 
our greater familiarity with the 
airplane, we could clean up in 
days details that would take any 
customer weeks, to wade 
through.” 

The innovation is an important 
one, if it saves only few days. 
An idle Convair-Liner means a 
loss of around $1,000 a day! 

“If this System Works out as 
well as we expect, it will prob- 
ably set a precedent for ail simi- 
lar parts orders in the future,” 
Dickson said.

Flight Testing Resumed 
For XP5Y-1 at San Diego 

Convair’s XP5Y-1 flying* boat, built for the U.S. Navy, 
resumed its flight test program at San Diego last month 
and logged four flights during July with more than eight 
hours in the air. 


W. W. Fox, project engineer 
on the airplane as well as for the 
R3Y project (cargo carrying ver¬ 
sion of the XP5Y), indicated that 
the flight testing will continue 
indefinitely with about one hop 
a week. 

With revised power sections 
and propeller Controls, the world’s 
first turboprop water based air- 
craft made its first flight in the 


current test program July 3 with 
Pilot Don Germeraad at the Con¬ 
trols. He has flown subséquent 
test hops as well, with L. V. Hoff¬ 
man as co-pilot. Longest flight 
came July 14 when the ship was 
in the air three hours, 41 min¬ 
utes. The XP5Y had not flown 
since last fall, pending révision 
of power sections and Controls. 

First flown April 18, 1950, the 
flying boat has been the subject

task, may we each hâve the cour¬ 
age and the détermination to do 
our utmost to accomplish the 
goal for which these two men 
perished.

The B-36 caught fire during 
a routine flight test. Franks 
headed the plane out to sea and 
gave the order to bail out. Last 
man to see Franks was Kenneth 
Roberts, flight engineer, who re¬ 
ported the pilot was still at the 
Controls and sending radio dis- 
tress signs. Convair pilots said: 

“Dave without doubt knew the 
plane would turn and roll when 
he let go. If let go at a high 
altitude, it might hâve returned 
to the coast and crashed in a 
populated area. That must hâve 
been why- he stayed with the 
plane so long. That and to direct 
rescuers to his crew by radio.” 

In addition to Franks, Hoff¬ 
man and Roberts, members of the 
flight crew were: Roy Adkins, co¬ 
pilot; Donald R. Maxion, second 
engineer; W. F. Ashmore, engi¬ 
neer; Willard Wilson, radar tech- 
nician; R. E. Sommers, radioman. 

Hoffman was born in Ham¬ 
mond, Ind., and served in the 
Marine Corps from 1936 to 1941, 
the latter part as a crew chief. 
During the war he was with the 
Royal Air Force, Pan American 
Airways, Douglas Aircraft, and 
overseas with the U. S. Army. 
He joined Convair in 1943, took 
a military leave of absence for 
further service in the Marines, 
returned to Convair in 1946 and 
has served since then as crew 
chief, field service représentative 
and first flight engineer. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Doris, two children, Nancy Lynn, 
5, and Frederick Lee, almost 2.

Convair-built B-36s can now 
préparé to unleash an 84,000- 
pound bomb load in just two sec¬ 
onds, thanks to new snap-action 
bomb bay doors which hâve been 
installed on ail operational B-36s. 


required approximately 20 sec¬ 
onds to open and their mechan- 
ism was known to jam on occa¬ 
sions at higher altitudes due to 
the formation of ice on the 
tracks. 


The fast-action doors replaced 
the old type slide-action doors 
which operated on grooved tracks 
and were standard equipment on 
ail A and B models. 

First installed on the D models, 
the new doors hâve been standard 
.equipment on subséquent models. 
Earlier models hâve been equip- 
ped with the new device through 
Convair’s modernization program. 

The new doors are hydrauli- 
cally operated and are construct- 
ed of lightweight magnésium 
sheet. They can be closed as 
quickly as they are opened.

So powerful are the doors that 
spécial 4x4 safety beams are 
used to prop them open and pre- 
vent their inadvertently closing 
when ground crows are at work 
around the bomb bay s.

Spears is probably unique 
among Navy flyers, in that he 
has logged 55 hours at the Con¬ 
trols of Air Force B-36s, ail dur- 
ing his tour of duty at San Diego 
Prior to the U. S. entry into 
World War II, Spears flew for 
the Royal Canadian Air Force 
and transfer red to the U. S. Navy 
in 1942 and served in the Pacific 
with a patrol bomber squadron. 

“Spears wanted to fly and we 
wanted pilots,” Lt. Col. Stephen 
Dillon, AF représentative at Con¬ 
vair SD, said in explaining the 
latest example of service unifica¬ 
tion. 

“We try to use ail the talent 
available for checking out B-36s, 
in order to keep our staff as 
small as possible,” he continued. 
“Spears flew as co-pilot and could 
easily check out as a first pilot. 
He’s a mighty good flyer.”

Big advantage of the new ver¬ 
sion is that it would permit air- 
line operators to adjust passen¬ 
ger seating capacity to demand, 
as low as 44 seats or as high as 
56 seats, and do it simply and 
quickly. 

“Plans for the new version 
grew out of Convair’s récognition 
of the need in some cases for 
greater flexibility in air trans¬ 
portation to meet varying de- 
mands,” Gordon Wolcott, régional 
sales manager, explained. 

“Normal passenger load of the 
model 340 is 44 passengers. How¬ 
ever, even with this number 
aboard, there still is a tremen- 
dous additional cargo space.” 

(In fact, a model 340 can 
carry, in addition to its com¬ 
plément of 44 passengers, an 
amount of cargo that would be 
a full load for a DC-3!) 

“It occurred to Convair some 
time ago that airlines might de- 
to make other use of this 
large cargo capacity, such as to 
add extra seats for passengers. 
That is exactly what the Convair 
Convertible permits them to do,” 
Wolcott continued. 

An ingenious System of mov- 
able bulkheads and seats makes 
the Convertible possible. To in- 
crease seating capacity, opera¬ 
tors hâve only to remove bulk¬ 
heads that otherwise inclose 
cargo space, and install extra 
seats. The seats are on rails and 
can be locked into different posi¬ 
tions at will. The only sacrifice 
for increasing passenger capacity 
lies in cargo space and range 
with full payload. 

“Seat spacing comfort was

determined by actual test,” Wol¬ 
cott continued. “We tried out the 
56 configuration with a démon¬ 
stration set of regular Convair- 
Liner seats, using a 6-foot, 3%- 
inch man, legs fully outstretched. 
The configuration offers essen- 
tially the same first class com¬ 
fort as in the 44-seat version.” 

(Incidentally, the 6-foot, 3^- 
inch man was Wolcott.) 

For most applications, even 
with 56 seats installed there still 
remains a surplus of baggage 
space. With maximum passenger 
loading, there still is 327 cubic 
feet of luggage area. 

No exact estimâtes are avail¬ 
able as to the time involved in 
adjusting the number of seats, 
but it is certain to be a very 
simple process. Wolcott en- 
visioned situations where an air- 
line operator on a single flight 
could emphasize passenger ca¬ 
pacity on one leg, switch to cargo 
emphasis on the next leg, and 
return to full passenger capacity 
on a third leg, if demand re¬ 
quired. 

Wolcott quoted an executive of 
a major airline as saying: “In the 
future, ail airplanes certainly 
should hâve this feature. If we 
had had this arrangement on our 
airplanes it would hâve saved us 
as much as $200,000 on each of 
our four-engine types. . . . ”

Men From Mars? 


Baffled Saucer Researchers 
Lean to Space Yisitor Theory 


A Convair engineering writer 
one of a select group of civilians 
investigating flying saucers, has 
reached the conclusion that sau¬ 
cers can only be explained as ob- 
jects from another world. 

“How else can you account for 
them?” Werner Eichler, attached 
to the Guided Missile Division at 
Pomona, asks. 

As a founder and official 
translator of the Civilian Saucer 
Investigation—a group of 13 
scientists and science writers 
from different sections of the 
country devoted to tracking down 
and verifying saucer reports— 
Eichler translates and h e 1 p s 
check reports of sightings from

ail sections of the world. There- 
fore, his opinion is based on con¬ 
sidérable research. 

“We reject about 25 per cent 
of the reports as being fictitious 
or unreliable,” Eichler says. “An¬ 
other 60 per cent we are unable 
to verify, but we also can’t arbi- 
trarily dismiss them as untrue. 

“In the remaining 10 to 15 per 
cent, however, reputable people— 
scientists or professional people 
trained to observe, such as pilots 
or navigators — hâve definitely 
seen objects which cannot be ex¬ 
plained away as weather balloons, 
natural phenomena, conventional 
aircraft or other known objects. 

“This leaves us only the con¬ 
clusion that there actuallv are 
flying saucers as such, and that 
they originate some place other 
than on this earth!” 

Eichler himself has seen “sau¬ 
cers” on seven different occa¬ 



sions. Each sighting has been 
verified by at least one other 
reputable person, usually a scien- 
tist. He is thoroughly convinced 
that they are real. 

“But Fve given up trying to 
convince other people,” he says. 
“One has to see saucers for him¬ 
self to become a believer.” 

Saucers usually are seen in two 
different forms, Eichler says. 
One—the most common—is cir¬ 
culai^ or slightly eliptica! in 
shape and is most frequently seen 
over land masses. The other is 
cigar shaped, and is usually seen 
over bodies of water. 

Eichler scoffs at the idea that 
the saucers might be originating 
in Russia or some other country 
on earth. 

“Throughout history scientific 
progress has developed al most 
simultaneously in ail enlightened 
countries,” he says. “It doesn’t 
stand to-reason that one country 
could suddenly corne up with de- 
velopments which are perhaps a 
thousand years in advance-of our 
times.” 

People hâve been seeing 
strange objects in the air for cen¬ 
turies, Eichler says, but the first 
reliable report of what might 
hâve been a flying saucer, of 
which he has knowledge, cornes 
from a newspaper dated in 1882. 
This reports that a cigar-shaped 
object, first sighted in Virginia, 
proceeded across the country 
“shooting out light,” and disap- 
peared after passing over San 
Francisco. Citizens across the 
nation, according to the paper, 
reported the progress of the ob¬ 
ject as it passed overhead at a 
speed unheard of in those days. 
Although it might hâve been a 
balloon, Eichler doubts that the 
balloons of those days would hâve 
remained aloft for such a dis¬ 
tance. 

Eichler has compiled a scrap- 
book of newspaper clippings and 
letters reporting sightings of 
saucers in ail sections of the

world. The files of the CSI con¬ 
ta in hundreds of others, in many 
languages, from such places as 
Sweden, Holland, Germany, 
Africa and South America. He 
even has one newspaper account 
of a sighting in Russia. 

Language of the reports poses 
no problems for Eichler. He is 
familial* with more than 39 dif¬ 
ferent languages, and at one time 
could converse in 17! 

Eichler would be interested in 
receiving reports from Convair 
people who hâve seen objects 
they believe to be saucers. His 
address is 15470 E. Newton, 
Puente, Calif.

Next time you feel “worked to 
death,” think for a moment about 
Sterling Ince, Convair FW crâne 
operator.

Order for Four Convair-Liner 340s 


Is First Sale to a Brazilian Line 


Aircraft quality control and 
inspection courses will be offered 
to Convair SD beginning in Sep- 
tember which can lead to award 
of Quality Control Certificates 
(44 college units) or Associate in 
Science degrees (60 college 
units). 

The curriculum is offered by 
the Aircraft Industries Technical 
Institute and is being sponsored 
by Convair and other San Diego 
aircraft companies in coopération 
with the San Diego Vocational 
School and Junior College. Other 
curricula will be offered later, 
such as in tool design. 

Courses are on an extension 
basis and enrollment is limited to 
aircraft people who wish to qual- 
ify for or advance to technical 
positions. A questionnaire will 
be circulated soon among Con¬ 
vair SD inspectors and any others 


who might be interested to déter¬ 
mine which of a number of 
courses should start first. Regis¬ 
tration fees are $2.50 per semes- 
ter and classes meet one evening 
a week for two and a half b ours 
each session for 18 weeks. 
Classes start Sept. 29 at the 
Vocational School. 

Major topics to be covered in- 
clude : mathematics, blueprint 
reading and sketching, materials, 
processes, instruments and meas- 
urements, etc. For the Associate 
of Science degree additional units 
in English and Social Science 
must be completed. 

This will be the first Technical 
Institute established on the west 
coast on an extension basis for 
employed workers. Further in¬ 
formation may be obtained from 
the Training Section at San 
Diego, ext. 491.

Orders for Convair-Liner model 340s moved a notch nearer the 200 mark recently 
with announcement that four of the planes hâve been ordered by Services Aereos 
Cruzeiro Do Sul, Ltd. of Brazil, one of the nation’s largest lines. 

This is the first Brazilian air- 
line to order 340s and deliveries 
are set for 1954. 

Announcement was made joint- 
ly by Dr. José Bento R. Dantas, 
president of the airline, and J. V. 
Naish, Convair vice-president. 
Queried separately, Convair’s 
Sales department indicated that 
several other Brazilian air lines 
are seriously considering purchase 
of 340s. 

The latest order brings to 179 
the list of model 340s which hâve 
been put on order. 

Dr. Dantas indicated that Cru¬ 
zeiro had made a careful évalua¬ 
tion of ail available American 
and British transports as replace¬ 
ment equipment for older planes 
before selecting the Convair ship. 

“One of the most important 
features of the 340 which influ- 
enced us in ordering four of the 
transports is its design for in¬ 
corporation of turboprop engines 
when the new type power plants 
become commercially available,” 
Dr. Dantas stated. 

On the basis of studies of Brit¬ 
ish and American turboprop and 
turbojet proposais, Cruzeiro offi¬ 
ciais concluded that turboprops 
ultimately will be widely used 
and Dr. Dantas added: 

“Equipped later with turboprop 
engines, our 340s can be used for 
many years on our short and 
medium range routes.” 

Brazil is second only to the 
U. S. in this hemisphere in air 
travel and Cruzeiro is one of the 
largest lines in Brazil, operating 
more than 50 transports in Bra¬ 
zil, Argentina and Bolivia. 

Unduplicated route miles total 
1,700.

SD Parts Cataloger's Right Idea 
On Illustrations Nefs $257 Award 


The largest single employée 
suggestion award presented to a 
woman at Convair SD since the 
program was reactivated over a 
year ago was received last month 
by Virginia L. Fiske, parts cata- 
loger in Dept. 6. 

The suggestion—an improved 
method for reproducing illustra¬ 
tions for use in parts catalogs 
and handbooks — merited a 
$257.50 award, third largest to 
be received by any employée 
since the program was revived. 
She receives one-half now and

the other half later. 

“There wasn’t time to préparé 
ail illustrations properly under 
the old System,” she said. “Some- 
thing had to be done, so out of 
necessity I discovered a way to 
eliminate a part of the proce¬ 
dure.” 

The “discovery” is a paper 
frame, bearing the illustration 
title, which is placed around an 
illustration before it is photo- 
graphed. Under the old System, 
the illustration was photographed, 
a print of it was pasted on a 
stiff cardboard bearing the title, 
and then another picture was 
taken. The new process élimi¬ 
nâtes the pasting-up and re- 
photographing steps. 

The results are savings in time 
and material, and a clearer illus¬ 
tration in the completed catalog. 
The idea was developed about 
five or six months ago, and was 
first used in May. It will be 
used in preparing illustrations 
for books concerning the R3Y, 
T29B, Convair-Liner 340, and 
other Convair aircraft. 

The award winner has been 
employed at Convair SD about 
a year and a half, and was also 
employed at Vultee Field for two 
and a half years during World 
War II.

Finletter Asks Industry to Keep 
Careful Eye Out For Sabotage 


(Following is message from 
Air Force Secretary Thomas Iv. 
Finletter.) 


Our industrial capacity is a 
national asset—indeed an asset 
of the free world—of first im¬ 
portance. It must be protected 
and safeguarded to the maximum 
extent of our ability. In this 
great task each of us has a most 
serious responsibility. We must 
be on guard at ail times against 
everything which could threaten 
our production capacity. This in- 
cludes accidents and carelessness. 
Particularly does it include sabo¬ 
tage. The advantage which our 
industrial might affords us could 
be seriously threatened or even 
destroyed by well-organized sa¬ 
botage. 

The danger of sabotage is not 
something remote or fanciful. It 
is very real and very serious. 
Aside from your patriotic duty 
to protect a national asset of 
great importance, you hâve a

Personal and selfish stake in 
guarding against sabotage. Sabo¬ 
tage could destroy a plant in 
which you work and put you out 
of work. It could endanger your 
life. 

There are many different ways 
in which our production may be 
sabotaged. Here are some of 
them. Be on guard against these 
dangers in your daily work. 

1. Damage to machines, equip¬ 
ment or buildings by fire or ex¬ 
plosives. 

2. Damage to machines or 
equipment by breakage, manipu¬ 
lation, abrasives, or Chemicals. 

3. Damage to vital raw mate¬ 
rials. 

4. Damage to power stations, 
transmission lines, transfer sta¬ 
tions, or other key points of the 
power System. 

5. Damage to communications, 
including téléphoné, radio, fire 
alarm or intercommunication Sys¬ 
tems. 

6. Damage or delay to finished 
Products at the plant or in tran¬ 
sit. 

7. Tampering with blueprints, 
formulas, working models, or 
other vital data. 

8. Pollution of water or food- 
stuffs intended for the use of 
employées. 

9. Injury to personnel by tam¬ 
pering with safety devices. 

Remember, nearly ail sabotage 
will be made to look accidentai as 
though caused by ignorance, nég¬ 
ligence, or carelessness. 

This menace to American in¬ 
dustry cannot be taken lightly. 

Everyone employed in defense 
work must be alert. 

Your life, your plant, or even 
your country may be saved by 
extra care on your part. 

Remember, plant security is 
your security.

Tesi Sériés 
Awaits R3Y 
Components 

Convair San Diego’s R3Y 
Project, construction of car¬ 
go versions of the XP5Y for 
the U.S. Navy, attracted in- 
creasing emphasis this 
month with several impor¬ 
tant production dates ahead. 

Though similar in appearance 
to the XP5Y-1 which is currently 
back in flight test at San Diego, 
the R3Y airplanes will hâve some 
definite différences. 

“Interior arrangements differ 
substantially, of course, to meet 
the cargo handling functions,” 
Fox continued. “Also, however, 
the R3Y will be pressurized; and 
the engines will be mounted dif- 
ferently in order to reduce the 
length of the shaft.” 

R3Y production activity is be- 
coming more and more évident. 
Bulk of manufacture is taking 
place at the San Diego Division, 
though some parts hâve been sub- 
contracted, such as control sur¬ 
faces, floats, outer panels, etc. Of 
the major components being built 
by Supt. Fred Grosher’s Major 
Assembly departments, the wing 
is centered in Building 3 and the 
hull components in Building 2. 

Although the project has not 
progressed to a point where Final 
Assembly is fully into the pic- 
ture, the departments under 
Supt. Harry McKay hâve gone 
a long way toward preparing for 
that time. Considérable progress 
already has been made under Gen¬ 
eral Foreman J. M. Rogers in 
proofing the complicated electri- 
cal installations by use of a 
mockup in Building 3. Mockup 
engines will be used so that in¬ 
stallations on production air¬ 
planes can be accomplished in a 
minimum of time. 

Though running somewhat be- 
hind schedule in different phases 
of the project, W. S. Stroud, Proj¬ 
ect administrator, indicated that 
every effort is being directed at 
making the important schedule 
dates. 

“First actual delivery will be 
a complété hull mated to a stud 
wing, and a complété wing mated 
to a stub hull,” he said. 

“These will be strictly test 
articles and Convair test labora- 
tory men will subject them to ail 
manner of rigorous testing in a

(Continuée! from page 1) 
vided among the recognized 
charitable agencies. 

Membership is voluntary and 
may be acquired by déductions 
as low as 20 cents a week. The 
amount of déduction is up to the 
individual, though 20 cents has 
been set as a minimum. 

“Big advantage of the Con-Trib 
idea is that employées may give 
‘once and for ail/ ” the committee 
said. 

“Once a member has joined up 
he can forget about his obliga¬ 
tions to charities and is exempt 
from further giving. Membership 
cards and decals will proclaim 
that he has already made his con¬ 
tribution.” 

Members thus are relieved not 
only of the bother of being so- 
licited for funds from time to 
time but also of the effort of 
determining how to divide up 
their contributions. The Con- 
Trib-Club organization has been 
set up to carefully investigate ail 
the scores of agencies and to of- 
fer support in relation to their 
importance and the good they 
achieve. 

“Members will be kept in close 
touch with club affairs,” the com¬ 
mittee continued. “Convairiety 
will regularly carry accounts of 
what is being done with the funds 
and the entire membership from 
time to time will receive audited 
reports showing how much is in 
the fund, how much has been paid 
out and to what charities.’’ 

Con-Trib-Club committee mem¬ 
bers serve without pay and ail 
the administration costs of the 
Project are being carried by Con¬ 
vair. This means that every dol¬ 
lar paid in by members goes di- 
rectly into the club funds and 
cannot be spent elsewhere. 

In order that supervision will 
be able to answer ail questions 
that may arise, meetings will be 
arranged soon to acquaint super- 
visors with ail details of club 
operation. In addition, area cap- 


tains will be appointed to further 
aid in explaining the advantages 
of membership. 

When the sign up period starts, 
every employée will receive a tab 
card. Ail that is required to ob- 
tain membership is to sign and 
authorize a déduction. The 
amount of déduction is up to the 
individual, so long as it is no 
less than 20 cents weekly.

SD Second Shift Man's Idea to Eliminaîe 
Onnecessary Step Leads to $431 Award 


“One thoughtless misstep can 
resuit in a blemish to an other- 
wise faultless airplane,” G. A. 
Covington, manager of Quality 
Control, pointed out. “Primarily, 
we are appealing for the careful 
attention of everyone in avoiding 
even the slightest damage ail 
along the line from the earliest 
stages to delivery of the prod- 
uct.” 

Greatest hazard stems from 
the feet of those whose duties 
take them inside the fuselage. A 
shoe heel can slip off a rib and 
smash the skin itself. Stray 
rivets or bolts or Cleco fasteners, 
ground between shoe leather and 
alum.inum skin, can penetrate 
deeply even under slight pres¬ 
sure. A falling tool can leave a 
serious dent. 


B. L. (Pop) Salmon and L. G. 
Sutton are a pair of Convair FW 
men who take exceptional pride 
in the part they play in building 
B-36s. And Convair officiais 
take equal pride in the job the 
Dept. 44 assemblers are doing. 

At last report, Salmon and 
Sutton had shot more than 
138,067 rivets without a single 
inspection rejection report! 

“That’s quite a record for any 
riveter,” says R. L. Lahmer, their 
assistant foreman. “Especially 
when you consider that some 
thiee of every 100 rivets shot are 
generally rejected.” 

This remarkable record has 
been compiled during the past six 
months, during which Salmon and 
Sutton hâve worked on more than 
100 assemblies of various types 
in the nose and tail section. 

For his unusual efforts, Sal-

pies” that must be eliminated in 
one way or another. This can 
mean a “penny patch” or even 
the replacement of a whole sec¬ 
tion of skin. And a “penny 
patch” is a blemish even if it is 
in a location not readily observed. 

Continued emphasis on good 
housekeeping can be a help in re- 
ducing the hazard. That means 
keeping the fuselage free of 
“stray” rivets and bolts and 
screws. This, coupled with care 
and caution, can eliminate the 
danger altogether. 

“We are ail proud of our work- 
manship, and rightfully so,” A. W. 
Morgan, assistant division man¬ 
ager — Operations, commented. 
“On a grand scale, our products 
must hâve the same careful at¬ 
tention to detailed quality as a 
fine watch.” 


mon won a commendation from 
the company and both he and his 
partner were personally con- 
gratulated by W. W. Pierce, 
superintendent of Fuselage Major 
Assembly, and W. H. Tidwell, 
general foreman of Dept. 44. 

Salmon’s count showed March 
24,1952, as the last date on which 
he received a “squawk” and lists

the record is continuing! 

“These boys certainly don’t try 
to use ‘pull’ with inspectons 
either,” says Foreman R. E. 
Powell. “In fact, they hâve had 
at least four different inspectors 
and some had a réputation for 
bc-ing tough on ail inspections. 

“Add that to the fact they are 
shooting the hardest type of 
rivets to work with, and you see 
what a remarkable record they 
hâve made.” 


Convair San Diego engi- 
ners, who normally take more 
than a passing interest in 
such subjects as seaplanes 
and flying boats, had a 
chance this month to see 
what was happening in this 
field back in the year 1670. 

The glimpse came in a volume 
written in that year by Francesco 
Lana, Italian scientist of con¬ 
sidérable note. The volume, a 
collector’s item, was given to 
Convair recently by Bern Dibner, 
president of Burndy Engineering 
Co. of New York. Dibner, a col- 
lector of rare books, made the 
gift in récognition of Convair’s 
long leadership in the water- 
based aircraft field. It was de- 
livered to Supt. C. F. McCabe and 
N. W. Bouley, assistant SD chief 
engineer, to be included in the 
San Diego Division engineering 
library. 

As translated by Andrew Mi- 
nella, SD senior design engineer, 
Lana’s idea was to lift a boat- 
shaped car into the air by means 
of the ascensive power of four 
large globes of very thin copper 
from which the air had been 
wholly extracted. The globes 
were to be 25 feet in diameter 
and Lana calculated that with 
the air removed they would thus 
weigh less than the air they dis- 
placed and therefore float in it. 

Lana evidently foresaw ter¬ 
rible results from his invention, 
and refused to proceed with it 
because “God would not suffer 
such an invention to take effect, 
by reason of the disturbance it 
would cause to the civil govern- 
ment of men. ...” 

“For who see not,” he is quoted 
in one translation, “that no city 
can be secure against attack, 
since our Ship may at any time 
be placed directly over it.” 

Minella found much of interest 
in the volume, which is devoted 
to a variety of inventions in ad¬ 
dition to flight. He noted that 
the theory of jet aircraft dates 
back many years. Minella found 
that before Lana’s time “a cer¬ 
tain Favorino built a mechanical 
bird. Lana quoted from a book 
by Aulo Gellio that the bird was 
not moved by the wind, but it 
was moved by winds generated 
from the inside of the mechanical 
bird. 

“He mentions also that a ma¬ 
chine shaped like an eagle was 
flown to the gates of the city oif 
Noremberga to meet Carlo V and 
this bird escorted Carlo V back 
into the city. 

“One full chapter is devoted to 
mechanical birds built and flown 
before royalty. The birds could 
not only fly but could sing, as 
well! 

“Lana appeared disappointed 
that the art was not passed on. 
He speculated on how it was 
done, reasoning that perhaps bel- 
lows operated inside the bird and 
air pressure created would exit 
through two small tubes under 
each wing. 

“Another method he advanced 
was to compress air into a blad- 
der or a glass vase inside the 
bird, releasing the pressure by 
means of valves and air would 
rush through tubes under each 
wing, pushing the bird forward. 

“Lana added that he didn’t 
think this would Tast very long.’ ” 


Translator of the volume out- 
lined in the accompanying 
article, Andrew Minella of Con¬ 
vair SD, has an interesting 
background of his own. 

Born in Terra Haute, Ind., 
Minella accompanied his mother 
to Italy when he was four years 
old and virtually forgot Eng- 
lish as he grew up, even though 
he was a U. S. citizen. Drafted 
into Mussolini’s a r m y , h e 
served for a year and a half 
during the Ethiopian campaign, 
later managed to get across the 
border into Switzerland and 
ultimately to France. He re- 
turned to the states in 1938, 
learned English ail over again, 
now speaks fluently. He has 
been with Convair since 1939. 


An idea which eliminated an 
unnecessary step in his daily 
routine merited a $431 Employée 
Suggestion award for Robert O. 
Hayes, template maker A in 
Dept. 406 at Convair SD. 

The award was one of the 
largest-—if not the largest—ever 
to be made to a second shift 
employée in the San Diego Di¬ 
vision. Hayes has received one 
half of the amount, and will re¬ 
çoive the other half later if the 
suggestion is still being used. 

Hayes’ suggestion was that the 
Tooling department cease making 
métal tooling samples for ail fiat 
uniform skins, and instead use a 
paper sample. Under the old Sys¬ 
tem, Production supplied Tooling 
with a heavy paper pattern, from 
which a métal sample was pre- 
pared for use as a reference. 
Using Hayes’ suggestion, the pa¬ 
per pattern is now used as the 
reference. 

As the métal samples contained 
an average of 25 square feet of 
.051 métal stock, a considérable 
saving in materials, as well as 
manhours, is foreseen under the 
new System. In addition, the pa¬ 
per samples are easier to handle 
and store. 

“I could see no point in making 
the samples from métal, when 
they were to be used only as 
references,” Hayes said. “Of 
course, the paper samples can 


be used only where the skins are 
fiat, but the idea will make our 
job much easier in addition to 
saving money for the company.”

When it cornes to fish, most 
Texans boast about the “big 
ones.” But not George and Ru- 
melle Truett, who are employed 
at Convair FW in Depts. 4 and 
11 . 

Their pride and-joy are a score 
of tiny créatures which represent 
the beginning of a tropical fish 
collection. 

Housed in a three-gallon tank 
are “black mollies,” angel fish, 
one catfish and four guppies— 
at last count! 

The largest, a catfish, is only 
two inches long. To balance the 
tank properly, the Truetts hâve 
added colorful pebbles, sand and 
spécial oxygen-bearing plants. 
Although they’ve only been at 
this business since July, both al- 
ready talk like old hands. 

When feeding time cornes, Ru 
melle goes to the deep freeze 


compartment of her refrigerator 
removes some raw beef heart 
grates it and drops about a fourth 
teaspoonful into the tank. Pre- 
pared fish foods with vitamins 
added supplément the diet. 

“Although they only require a 
few minutes’ care each day, tropi¬ 
cal fish are quite délicate,” Ru- 
melle points out. 

The plants in the tank must 
hâve direct light 24 hours a day 
and the water must be aged be¬ 
fore it’s added to the tank. 

“There’s little expense in 
volved,” says Rumelle. So far 
the Truetts hâve spent less than 
$20. That includes cost of the 
tank, plants, rocks, fish and food. 

“One thing about it,” they 
laugh. “You’ll never hâve to 
add to your guppie collection.” 
(These fish reproduce about 
every six weeks !) 


lecting money for about five 
years and concentrâtes on one 
dollar bills “mainly because the 
others get too expensive.” He 
first saved coins out of circula¬ 
tion to get as many dates as 
possible. From there he branched 
out to rarer coins and finally to 
currency. 

The most he ever paid for a 
single bill was $75. It was a $5 
National Gold Bank Note print- 
ed Nov. 30, 1870 in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

! ‘Only ten California banks were 
authorized to issue paper money 
redeemable for gold,” he explains. 
The currency was even printed on 
a slightly gold-colored paper and 
banks issuing such money added 
the word “gold” to their name. 

The Fort Worth man once part- 
ed with $65 for a rare signature 
combination one dollar bill. It is 
valuable because the then treas- 
urer of the United States was in 
office only a matter of days. His 
signature appeared on very few 
bills. 

“There are 119 different one 
dollar bills, including 17 different 
small size bills printed since 
1928,” Pinkerton explains. “The 
rarest of the latter is the 1928 E 
sériés, now bringing $5 to $30 
depending upon condition.” 

( Incident ally, if any one has 
such a bill Pinkerton is willing 
to make an offer.) 

Another bill the collector takes 
pride in is an 1890 “coin note” 
which spécifiés that the bearer 
will be paid one dollar in coin 
upon demand. Most paper money 
simply states it is legal tender or 
redeemable for silver, gold, etc. 

Also in his possession are $1, 
$2, $3, 45, $10, $20 and $50 bank 
notes printed by the Republic of 
Texas. These are “freak” bills 
with folded corners, reversed 
serial numbers, u p s i d e down 
printing and other oddities which 
Pinkerton says hâve an appeal 
even for the non-collector. 

Oddly enough, Pinkerton hasn’t 
added a single bill to his collec¬ 
tion from money now in circula¬ 
tion. Ail hâve been purchased 
from dealers and other collectors. 

“To prove how fast old bills are 
removed from circulation, I 
watched money going through my 
hands after Georgia Neese Clark 
became treasurer about two years 
ago. 

“Within eight to ten weeks, ail 
currency bearing signatures other 
than hers were virtually out of 
circulation.” 

Besides collecting coins, he’s an 
avid bridge fan and enjoys wood- 
working. He is vice-president of 
both the CRA Bridge Club and 
the FW Bridge Association and 
a member of the CRA Stamp and 
Coin Club. 

Incidentally, if you want to see 
Pinkerton’s collection of money, 
he’ll need a little advance notice. 
As a précaution, he keeps the 
coins and bills in a safety deposit 
box at the bank.

'Engineering Story' 
of B-36 Bomber Told 
by Hinckley of FW 

“The B-36 Story,” a five-page 
magazine article complété with 
numerous photographs and other 
illustrations, appears in the Au¬ 
gust, 1952, issue of Aviation Age. 

The article carries the by-line 
of H. W. Hinckley, Convair FW 
assistant chief engineer, who is 
now in Europe.

Hinckley was chief project en¬ 
gineer for the B-36 program from 
1942, shortly after work began, 
until he became assistant chief 
engineer in 1949.

California, Texas 
One, Two in Aircraft 

The Fort Worth-Dallas concen¬ 
tration of aircraft production, of 
which Convair FW is a vital part, 
has helped boost Texas into sec¬ 
ond place in the nation’s aircraft 
production, the Texas Business 
Review magazine reports.

Loss of Fingers Fails to Stop 
Pianist From Life of Music 


Don’t ever make the mistake 
of offering sympathy to A. B. 
Williamson of Convair FW over 
loss of his fingers. If you do, 
he’ll shrug it off with a ques¬ 
tion: 

“Can you play the piano?” 

When the answer is négative— 
as it usually is — Williamson 
points out that you are the handi- 
capped one, not he. 

Although doctors declared he 
would never again play the piano 
after the nightmarish expérience 
which cost him his fingers, Wil¬ 
liamson returned to college, earn- 
ed a scholarship and received a 
music degree in 1935 from the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The story of Williamson’s “ac¬ 
cident” rivais the best of Holly¬ 
wood gangster movies. He re¬ 
lates it as follows: 

“Between school years I had 
a job that required me to deliver 
the company payroll to the bank. 
One night on a return trip a 
police siren hailed me to the curb, 
but when I looked back the man 
approaching my car was not in 
uniform. Before I could make a 
move, someone hit me on the

back of the head.” He was beaten 
and left supposedly dead beside 
his car, which the thugs had 
wrecked. For seven hours he lay 
in 20-degree-below-zero weather 
before he stumbled to a nearby 
house. Both feet and arms were 
frozen. 

At the hospital, doctors decided 
Williamson’s arms and legs would 
hâve to be amputated. Only ac¬ 
tion by Dr. Frank Doering, 
brother of Convair FW’s C. E. 
Doering, prevented the opera¬ 
tions. However, Williamson did 
lose ail fingers, one thumb and 
part of one foot. 

While recuperating from his in¬ 
juries, Williamson overheard a 
doctor remark that he’d soon be 
as good as new but would never 
play the piano again. It was ac- 
cepted as a challenge. 

Even before the bandages were 
off, Williamson was courageously 
plunking away at the piano. 

“It sounded like the dickens,” 
he laughs, “but I finally got so I 
could press down three keys at 
the same time to Sound a chord.” 

Long hours of practice and 
dogged détermination paid off 
eventually. Williamson wasn’t 
satisfied with mastering the 
piano, however. He went on to 
study pipe organ and also several 
band instruments. 

Williamson fell in love and 
married while still in college and 
helped support his bride by part- 
time work in a music shop. 

Williamson is modest about his 
musical abilities, but the record 
speaks for itself. In recent years 
he has appeared as guest artist 
on such shows as “We, the Peo- 
ple,” “Hobby Lobby,” and the 
Fred Allen, Rudy Vallee, Kate 
Smith and Philip Morris shows. 
In 1939 he was a guest artist at 
the New York World’s Fair.

Electronic Devices Mark 
New Machinery at FW 

Convair FW’s Dept. 81 (Tool 
Room and Fixtures) this month 
was putting in the first licks on 
two new tooling machines so 
equipped with the latest elec¬ 
tronic devices that they resemble 
a modem bomber-cockpit. 


The equipment, two new De- 
Vlieg Jigmils, are the largest in 
the FW division. 

One of the features of the new 
units is an automatic electronic 
positioning device that allows set- 
tings for horizontal and trans¬ 
verse work. 

Using the new device, settings 
once made by hand are accom- 
plished in a few seconds com- 
pared to minutes required to do 
the work on older jigmils. 

These settings are up to one 


rect, according to O. H. Hill, tool 
room foreman. 

A new spiromatic gear shift 
which opérâtes much the same as 
the hydramatic shift on automo¬ 
biles, allows the operator to 
change gears without stopping 
the operation of the machine. 

One jigmil is equipped with a 
3x4 table capable of 12 square 
feet of boring space, while the 
other has a 4 x 5 table with 
20-square feet of boring space 
allowable. 

Both machines are made so 
that the tables can be tilted to 
handle ail types of work. 

“One of the main factors about 
the new machines is that they 
reduce the factor of human er- 
ror,” Hill says. “What was done 
by hand is now accomplished 
through electronics and error is

Early shipnjents started in 
July and will continue for some 
time to corne, Supt.

Out-dated Blueprints Draw Fire 
From Quality Control at SD 


Obsolète blueprints became the 
target at Convair San Diego this 
week as Quality Control con¬ 
tinuée! a campaign emphasizing 
care and caution as a key to qual¬ 
ity workmanship. 

‘The most important single 
part of a blueprint is its date,” 
G. A. Covington, manager of 
Quality Control, said. 

“If up-to-date, a blueprint is 
an essential tool in every phase 
of airplane construction. If it 
is outdated, it can not only be 
worthless but dangerous.” 

Covington pointed out that use 
of an out-dated print can easily 
mean an incorrect installation 
that requires removal and re¬ 
placement, an expensive process. 

Convair has a carefully plan- 
ned System for keeping blueprint 
révisions current. But like ail 
Systems its successful operation 
dépends upon the people who 
make it work. Each blueprint has 
a sticker on which is stamped a 
date. After that date the blue¬ 


print becomes “old” and out-of- 
date. Under Convair’s System, 
the blueprint is recalled at this 
time and revised if necessary and 
sometimes reissued with a new 
void date. 

“This is almost accident proof, 
but not quite,” Covington con- 
tinued. “Greatest danger is that 
a print may be ‘lost,’ or tucked 
away in a tool box, making révi¬ 
sion impossible because the print 
can’t be found.” 

Ideally, blueprints should be 
turned in at the end of each day 
and should ne ver be kept beyond 
the void date. 

“Everyone who d e a 1 s with 
prints can be of great service by 
getting in the habit of checking 
the date before using,” Covington 
added. 

“Do it automatically. It may 
be that you will never encoun- 
ter a print that is out-of-date. 
But then again you may. And 
an out-of-date blueprint is like 
a loaded gun. ...”

Performance of First Braniff 340 
'Mighty Good,’ Chief Pilot Says 

Even though not yet carrying paying passengers, 

Braniff Airways' first Convair-Liner 340 already has gone 
to work. 

Since arriving at Love Field, Dallas, Tex. in late July 
after a delivery flight from San Diego, the ship has been 
on the job daily, training flight and maintenance person¬ 
nel, and has earned an unusual réputation for reliability. 


Braniff Airways this week re- 
ported that tentative plans call 
for placing the ship into active 
service between Corpus Christi 
and Amarillo via Dallas. Pos- 
sibly, this may be altered later 
t o Corpus-Dallas-Amarillo-Den- 
ver. As to the time it will enter 
service, Braniff wasn’t sure but 
indicated it may be next month. 

The model 340 completed its 
first flight sériés for Braniff (52 
hours) without interruptions and 
Chief Pilot Dan Hughes com- 
mented this was “mighty good” 
for a new ship. 

“It certainly ranks among 
the best in our expérience with 
new airplanes just delivered,” 
he added. 

Following the first flight sériés 
the ship was kept on the ground 
for an interval last month for 
maintenance personnel training 
before resuming its second flight 
sériés. Air time is scheduled at 
a rate of four three-hour flights 
daily. 

Braniff, which last month offi- 
cially merged with Mid-Continent 
Airlines, now has a System of 
18,942 certificated route miles 
serving 64 major cities through- 
out the U. S. heartland from the 
Canadian border and Great Lakes 
to the Gulf. Among the big popu¬ 
lation centers which the line con- 
nects are Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, Des 
Moines, Omaha, Kansas City, 
Denver, St. Louis, Amarillo, 
Houston, San Antonio, Dallas, 
Oklahoma City, Memphis, New 
Orléans, etc. 

The merger places Braniff 
sixth in rank among domestic 
U. S. carriers and twelfth among 
250 scheduled international air- 
lines in the world. Outside of the 
U. S., Braniff has flights to 
Cuba, Panama, Peru, Argentina, 
Brazil, Equador, Bolivia. 

Braniff is 24 years old. It was 
founded by Tom Braniff, then a 
prominent Oklahoma insurance 
man, who bought the line’s first 
plane largely because his younger 
brother, Paul, had learned to fly 
in World War I and wanted to 
fly some more. On June 20, 1928 
the name “Braniff” took to the 
air for the first time when a five- 
place Stinson began the 115-mile

Off Again 

Al Fisher Leaves Convair to Start 
New Career, Fourth in 70 Years 


People who retire usually talk 
in terms of chicken ranches, 
travel, or just loafing, but Albert 
T. Fisher, former Navy Bureau 
cf Aeronautics electronics inspec- 
tor at Convair SD, is different. 

Fisher, who “retired” last 
month for the second time, found 
himself another job even before 
his retirement became effective. 
But this job—the fourth career 
he has launched in his 70 years 
(Convairiety, Dec. 5, 1951)—will 
be only part time, as a school 
Crossing guard for the La Mesa 
Police Department. 

“ni only be working three 
hours a day, which will leave me 
plenty of time for my radio Tis- 
tening post/ ” Fisher says. A 
radio “ham” since 1914, Fisher 
has a communications receiver 
which will give him world-wide 
réception. Although he has a 
spécial first class commercial 


radio operator’s license, he 
doesn’t plan to do any transmit- 
ting. 

“I just want to keep up with 
wkat’s going on in the world,” 
he says. “And I can do that very 
well by ‘eavesdropping.’ ” 

Although he was a railroad 
man for 17 years, Fisher joined 
the Navy in 1918 and liked it so 
well be stayed for 20 years. He 
retired in 1938 as a chief radio- 
man, and four years later became 
a Navy inspector at Convair. He 
held this position for almost 11 
years, retiring again Aug. 29. 

Fisher also plans to do some 
traveling, but it will be done dur- 
ing the summer months, when 
he is on vacation from his new 
job. His chief ambition is to 
live to be 90. 

“And my doctor says I should 
make it with plenty of time to 
spare,” he adds.

Convair Man Former U. S. Army 
InstructoToiT PoisoïTReptiles 


Although he doesn’t consider 
himself a top authority, Harold 
W. Lafferty (Dept. 401 at Con¬ 
vair SD) probably has more first- 
hand information on reptiles than 
many college professors who spe- 
cialize in the field. 

Reptiles hâve always fascinated 
Lafferty, and he has been catch- 
ing, handling and selling them, 
and lecturing and teaching about 
them for over half of his life. 

“I caught my first snake—a 
large rattler—while I was still 
in grade school, and I kept him 
for over five years,” Lafferty 
says. 

Lafferty entered the Army Air 
Corps in 1942 and served on 
numerous Pacific islands. He 
spent much of his spare time 
killing and skinning snakes and 
lizards, and one of his prized pos¬ 
sessions is a huge lizard skin 
from New Guinea. 

“It looks more like a small 
dragon than a lizard,” he says. 

After he was discharged in 
1945 Lafferty bought a surplus 
jeep and “turned professional.” 
He made several hunting expédi¬ 
tions into Mexico, bringing back 
hundreds of reptiles. On a trip 
to British Honduras over almost 
non-existent roads, he brought 
back 19 boa constrictors. (Live 
ones, that is!) 

“I sold eight to private indi- 
viduals. I can’t imagine what 
they wanted them for. The rest 
went to zoos and carnivals, al¬ 
ways my best customers.” 

Lafferty first operated from 
his home in Los Angeles, but city 
restrictions forced him to move 
to Bakersfield. There he acciden- 
tally launched a lecturing career. 
As a gag, he was introduced at a 
meeting as a “political expert” 
and thereafter produced a live 
snake that sent the audience 
packing. Spectators returned, 
however, to keep him answering 
questions for five hours, not on 
politics but on snakes. 

His réputation grew and there¬ 
after he was sought out by civic 
Clubs and schools to speak and 
show movies of his activities. 

“But I didn’t consider myself 
an expert, and I didn’t feel quite 
right lecturing when I knew there 
were many people who knew 
much more about reptiles than 
I did,” Lafferty says. “So in 
July, 1948, I joined the Army 
again—this time the Airborne In- 
fantry.” 

Lafferty’s réputation as a 
snake handler followed him into 
the Army, and in 1951 he was 
transferred to the Infantry 
School at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
with orders to set up a school 
on poisonous reptiles for the 
Rangers. Lafferty believes that 
it was the first such school ever 
established by the Army. 

The school became somewhat 
of an Army show place, and 


Lafferty became accustomed to 
seeing high ranking officers and 
dignitaries in his audiences. He 
once gave a lecture to Gen. Mark 
Clark, now suprême commander 
of Allied Forces in the Far East. 

Lafferty has been bitten by a 
snake only once in his entire ca¬ 
reer. While giving a lecture to 
a group of officers he handed a 
rattlesnake to an assistant, who 
dropped the snake. Lafferty 
made a grab for the rattler to 
prevent it from striking into the 
group of officers. The snake bit 
him on a finger, and Lafferty, 
after putting the snake safely 
away, promptly used his own fin¬ 
ger to demonstrate proper treat- 
ment. 

Lafferty hasn’t always confined 
his “bring ’em back alive” tech¬ 
niques to reptiles. He once cap- 
tured single handedly a wildcat 
which had fallen into a deep fox- 
hole. He protected himself by 
donning heavy gloves, baseball 
face and chest protectors, and 
wrapping his arms in strips of 
a blanket. 

Following a vacation after 
leaving the Army in June, Laf¬ 
ferty joined Convair early in Au- 
gust. He hasn’t worked with rep¬ 
tiles since leaving the Army, but 
he plans to start collecting them 
again soon in his spare time. 

“Just as soon as I can find a 
place to keep them Fil be in busi¬ 
ness, but strictly on a part-time 
basis,” he says.

Ail class members 
participate in discussions and 
mock conférences, and tape re- 
cordings are made of ail confér¬ 
ences. The recordings are then 
played back for comment and 
criticism. Courses are conducted 
by M. S. Lachman and R. H. Nall. 

A new class will be formed 
each week until ail recommended 
personnel hâve attended. Class 
membership is limited to 10—an 
idéal number for a conférence— 
and general foremen, foremen 
and staff personnel recommended 
by their superintendents may at¬ 
tend. 


Pilots Watch Light in Night Race 
To High Altitude and Hover in Sky 


Two Convair pilots, flying 
freight from San Diego to Fort 
Worth late last month, had some- 
thing to talk about during the 
last quarter hour of their flight. 

Pilot Loran Pilling didn’t corne 
out and say he’d seen a “flying 
saucer” but did indicate that he 
had seen something he couldn’t 
explain. Neither could co-pilot 
Russ Fishback explain it. 

“It looked like the landing light 
of a plane and was atmaybe 5,000 
feet, ahead of us. We were at 
3,000 feet. It was about 9:25 p.m. 


when we sighted it and we never 
got close enough to see a shape.” 

Whatever it was could climb at 
a high rate of speed for later 
it raced up to 20,000 or 25,000 
feet, and also could hover, for it 
seemed to hang in the air. On 
landing at Fort Worth Pilling 
found he and Fishback weren’t 
the only ones to view the phe- 
nomenon. The field tower had 
been watching, too. 

“Don’t ask me what it was,” 
Pilling said. “I just know I saw 
something.” 


more than 50 trained Convair 
employées, was a part of a com¬ 
plété civil defense drill in Zone 2. 
Each of the 11 zones in the plant 
has now completed two drills dur¬ 
ing the first shift, and the second 
round of drills for the second 
shift will be completed Sept. 15. 

“Then we will begin having co- 
ordinated plant-wide drills in 
which ail trained civil defense 
personnel in ail zones will take 
part,” Howard said. “However, 
the drills will be for the civil de¬ 
fense teams only, and others will 
continue at their regular jobs.” 

Over 500 Convair people hâve 
completed first aid training since 
the program was launched in 
March, and around 350 more will 
bave completed training by the 
end of the year, Howard stated. 

“These people will be the nu¬ 
cléus for our civil defense pro¬ 
gram in the event of an emer- 
gency or disaster,” Howard con- 
tinued. “And should such a situa¬ 
tion arise, they can be rapidly 
supplemented with personnel we 
would train under our emergency 
training plans. 

“Using these plans, we could 
train an additional 2,500 first aid 
people in 30 days, plus 750 
auxiliary guards or policemen, 
750 auxiliary firemen and 300 
heavy rescue engineers in oiily 
four days. Our plans are so com¬ 
plété that we even know the 
classrooms and instructors we 
would use.” 

Equipment for the civil defense 
organization was ordered sonie 
time ago and most of it has al- 
ready arrived, Howard said. Mo¬ 
bile first aid stations are avail- 
able for use in ail zones, and two- 
way “walkie-talkie” radios are 
expected soon for use by zone 
captains. 


New Therapy Tank, 
a Con-Trib Gift,

Two new pièces of polio-fighting equipment were mak- 
ing life easier this week for polio patients at Fort WortlTs 
City-County Hospital, thanks to the generosity of Convair 
FW employées. 


The new equipment, along with 
a third unit to be delivered soon, 
was purchased for the hospital 
through the Convair FW Em¬ 
ployées Con-Trib-Club Fund. 

A big hydromassage water 
therapy tank, capable of holding 
three children at once, and a new 
patient lifting machine were put 
in use last week. 

A portable cart for transfer- 
ring patients into the tank will 
complété the original purchase 
order for equipment voted by the 
Con-Trib-Club committee. 

“This equipment gives us one 
of the best equipped hospitals for 
combatting polio in the South¬ 
west,” says Lowell Hudson, City- 
County administrator. 

“Such a gift is unique in that 
permanent fixtures such as these 
cannot be installed in local hospi¬ 
tals by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis,” he adds. 
“Funds from that organization 
are used principally for respira- 
tor types of equipment such as 
iron lungs and chest respirators 
which can be moved from place 
to place.”

March Flight Date 
Set for R3Y at SD 


March, 1953 has been set for the first flight of the 
Convair R3Y. 

Components for the airplane are currently under con¬ 
struction at San Diego and mating is scheduled for Oct. 1. 

Actually, the flight airplane 
will not be the first to corne off 
the R3Y production line, San 
Diego Division Manager B. F. 

Coggan explained. The first 
articles are strictly for testing, 
a complété hull mated to a stub 
wing (illustrated above) and a 
complété wing mated to a stub 
hull. These units are scheduled 
for delivery Dec. 1 and will 
undergo rigorous testing at a 
specially built area at the SD 
seaplane ramp. 

The R3Y, first in a sériés of 
new-type waterbased aircraft, is 
a cargo-transport version of the 
XP5Y-1 patrol seaplane which al- 
ready holds the world’s air endur¬ 
ance record of eight hours, six 
minutes for turbine-powered air- 
planes. The planes are being 
built for the U. S. Navy. Weight 
has been set at 80 tons and they 
are powered by four Allison T40 
gas turbine engines developing 
5,500 horsepower each and driv- 


ing contra-rotating Aeroproducts 
propellers, providing exceptional 
performance anl maneuverability. 

Rated the fastest large sea¬ 
plane in the 40-year history of 
flying boats, the pressurized R3Y 
has a design top speed of more 
than 350 miles an hour and takes 
off time of approximately 30 sec¬ 
onds in a calm. Rate of climb is 
in excess of many World War II 
propeller-driven fighters. 

A feature of the R3Y, as it is 
of the XP5Y, is its long, slender 
hull withk length-to-beam ratio 
of 10—almost double that of 
stubby, conventional flying boats. 
The new design, developed by 
Convair during years of hydro- 
dynamic research sponsored by 
the Navy’s Bureau of Aeronau¬ 
tics, provides greatly improved 
performance on the water and in 
the air, and also absorbs greater 
structural loads than older style 
hulls.

Club Questions 
Range Widely 

Management Club men had a 
lot of questions to ask last week 
that were outside the strictly 
business field. 

At the “no holds barred” meet¬ 
ing with top management, they 
ranged from salary rate ranges 
to Con-Trib-Club. 

R. H. Biron, vice president— 
administration, drew the lion’s 
share for answering, with other 
panel members throwing an oc- 
casional assist. 

Question: “What is the wage- 
hour outlook, as regards a 30- 
hour week?” 

Biron : “Heaven help us if any- 
one is thinking of a 30-hour week. 

I know of no trends in this direc¬ 
tion. ... On the contrary, we are 
facing overtime. . . .” Lanphier: 
“The Soviets aren’t on a 30-hour 
week. They’re working around 
the clock.” 

Question: “Emphasis upon ex¬ 
ecutive development a p p e a r s 
placed on superintendents and up. 
What is being done about other 
levels of supervision and profes- 
sional and administrative peo¬ 
ple?” 

Biron: “Our program is just 
starting. We didn’t want to bite 
off, at first, more than we could 
chew. . . . Our goal ultimately is 
to extend the program to ail levels 
of supervision and professional 
and administrative.” 

Question : “ Why is it necessary 
to keep rate ranges of supervi¬ 
sion a secret?” 

Biron: “An individual’s rate 
range, as well as those of ail be- 
low him, are no secret at ail. . . . 
We don’t distribute the informa¬ 
tion Wholesale, however, because 
it isn’t good policy.” 

Question: “Many concerns give 
extra vacation time to those with 
long service. Why doesn’t Con¬ 
vair?” 

Biron: “No major west coast 
aircraft firm gives more than we 
do. It is true that this is a trend 
in the east. However, considering 
ail our ‘fringe’ benefits—we hâve 
an exceptionally lenient sick leave 
policy—our salaried people are 
well ahead of any on the coast.” 

Question: “What efforts are 
made to détermine if the right

A jam packed meeting' of the Convair SD Management 
Club iast week heard corporation top management mix 
prédictions of continued high level business volume with 
blunt reminders of the pressing need to hold schedules 
and lower costs.. 

Occasion was the annual “brass tacks” dinner at which 
Convair general office “brass” traditionally takes on ail 
corners in a rough and tumble question and answer session. 


Heading the panel at the Bal- 
boa Club last Wednesday night 
was Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
Convair president. Others at the 
panel table were R. H. Biron, vice 
president — administration, J. V. 
Naish, vice president—contracts, 
E. F. Jones, assistant to the pres¬ 
ident, R. B. Watts, vice president 
and general counsel, J. L. Kelley 
(representing manufacturing), 
Grant Christensen (representing 
engineering), G. T. Bovee, cor¬ 
poration controller. 

Moderator, who also caught 
many of the “hot potatoes,” was 
T. G. Lanphier Jr., vice president 
and assistant to the president. 

At his first Convair “baptism 
of fire,” the general himself an- 
swered a majority of the barrage 
of questions that had been sub- 
mitted by club members. He even 
appeared to enjoy the give and 
take, blended quips with serious 
comments, and judging from the 
applause didn’t lose a round. 
When an hour passed and ques¬ 
tions were still in the pile, Mc¬ 
Narney volunteered to extend the 
time limit and the “information 
please” performance continued in¬ 
to extra innings. 

“Convair has in production, or 
on the drawing board, aircraft of 
virtually ail types,” the general 
said in an introductory comment. 

“We are in the strategie field 
(bombers), tactical (intercep- 
tors), training and logistics 
(training planes and transports) 
fields. . . . We are in sonie and 
supersonic, land based and water

Square Pegs, 
Round Holes, 

& Vice Versa 

There was frequent reference to 
“square pegs and round holes” 
and vice versa at the Manage¬ 
ment Club meeting last week. 

The reference came from Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney’s opening 
remarks in which, in a sincere, 
friendly, but also very firm man- 
ner, he advised ail supervision to 
appraise themselves and the qual- 
ity of the job they are doing. 

“You hâve heard the word 
responsibility,” he said. “Noth- 
ing ever happens unless some- 
one takes it. . . . We as a com¬ 
pany hâve a responsibility to do 
certain things.” 

The general then mentioned the 
company’s vast programs, the 
manufacture of tools to defend 
the nation. 

“We must face the fact, how¬ 
ever, that . . . we are not living 
up to our commitments. We 
can’t long continue to do this. 

“It is- not due to any one 
individual or group, but collec- 
tively to ail management. With- 
out the help of ail we will not 
fulfill our duties. . . . Some of 
us hesitate to take responsi¬ 
bility and a lot of us hesitate 
to exercise authority. It in¬ 
volves unpleasant things. But 
if you hâve responsibility you 
must exercise authority.” 

He pointed out the difficultés 
in working in a large organiza- 
tion as opposed to those where 
everyone knows everyone else and 
sympathized with any who hâve 
felt that their superiors disre- 
garded their suggestions for 
greater efficiency. 

“Maybe they were square 
pegs in round holes . . . maybe 
some of those working for you 
are round pegs in square holes 
... I don’t care how good an 
organization is, it can’t succeed 
without good men. . . . You may 
hâve to praise or scold, laugh 
or cry (to get the best out of 
people) and maybe the time 
will corne when you hâve to get 
tough. . . . 

“Ail in this room hâve re¬ 
sponsibility, both up and down 
... I hâve that same responsi-

name was on the list,” Fletcher 
said. “And since I knew I 
wouldn’t be here during the 
sign-up campaign, I signed up 
early.” 

The first Con-Trib-Club déduc¬ 
tions will probably be made from 
paychecks which are due Oct. 10, 
the committee reported. 

“Con-Trib-Club membership re- 
leases members from obligations 
to ail other charity drives,” the 
committee stated. “In effect, they 
give ‘once for ail’ and the club 
shoulders the responsibility of 
making a fair distribution of the 
proceeds among the different rep- 
utable charity organizations.” 

Plant 2 took an early lead in 
percentage of quota attained, lost 
it briefly on the second day of 
the campaign, and then came back 
the third day and has held the 
lead since. At the end of the first 
week, Plant 2 had reached 73.31 
percent of quota, Plant 1 55.59 
percent, and General Offices 38.1 
percent.

lasts,” the committee reported. 
“We hope to be able to hold out 
until the week of Oct. 13-17 when 
the bloodmobile will retum. In the 
meantime, we will aid ail those 
Convair people with legitimate 
requests. However, it is essential 
that we hâve a large turn-out of 
volunteers next month or the 
whole blood program will be in 
jeopardy.” 

Since the start of the program 
last fall, more than 800 pints of 
blood hâve been released to Con¬ 
vair people. Their reactions to 
the service form a running corn- 
mentary of thankfulness. A few 
of the hundreds who hâve bene- 
fited were contacted at random to 
create a cross-section of opinion: 

James Daigneault, Dept. 45: 
“Without the blood my little 
daughter, J acqueline, 4 V 2 , 
wouldn’t hâve made it. I had a 
little difficulty at first finding 
out who to call to get blood re¬ 
leased, but after that there was 
no red tape . . .” 

(For the benefit of those who, 
like Daigneault, may only be 
aware that a blood crédit exists, 
the procedure is this: after trans¬ 
fusions, the individual is billed by 
the San Diego Blood Bank. Then 
is the time to call at Employée 
Service, Building 32, Plant 1, San 
Diego, or téléphoné ext. 1245. 
Acting for the Blood Committee, 
Employée Service then will au- 
thorize the Blood Bank to release 
a like amount of blood from the 
Convair crédit. This relieves the 
individual of the cost of the blood 
itself, though he is still obligated 
to pay the service fee required.) 

J. P. Frick, Dept. 6: “Convairis 
crédit at the Blood Bank really 
helped me out of a jam last De- 
cember. My physician told me 
how the System worked, and one 
téléphoné call took care of ail de¬ 
tails. It’s very comforting to know 
that the blood is there when it’s 
needed, and I can’t urge Convair 
people too strongly to keep the 
program going through their con¬ 
tributions.” 

Bea Botter, Dept. 25: “The 
blood undoubtedly saved my life. 
I needed transfusions immediately 
upon arriving at the hospital, and 
if it had not been for the con¬ 
stant supply I was able to receive 
I would not be here today. My 
only regret is that my health still 
will not allow me to donate blood 
to repay my debt.”

based, piloted and pilotless. . . . 

“In the broad base of the dif¬ 
ferent fields of endeavor, we are 
second to none. And in quality 
of product we are second to none. 

“As for our situation cost wise 
and schedule wise, we must face 
the fact that there is pressing 
need for improvement. . . .” 

The general, Lanphier and 
Naish ail elaborated on this 
theme in answering subséquent 
questions. Replying to the query 
“In the event of military cut- 
backs, what has been planned to 
bolster Convair SD against an 
économie recession?” Lanphier 
said: 

“Drastic military cutbacks, even 
if active hostilities cease, appear 
unlikely in the forseeable future 
. . . because the Soviets won’t 
let us. Pressure ail over the 
world forces the U.S. to keep 
building. This is unhappily, but 
factually, true. 

“However, even so, we hâve 
broadened our commercial base as 
much as possible in the transport 
field, one that has almost unlimit- 
ed possibilities in the future, both 
foi- civilian and military work. 
The big new field will lie in 
freight handling, and not far off 
either. We hâve a running start 
in both land and water based 
carriers. ...” 

In reply to “What is the air¬ 
craft outlook for 1953?” Naish 
commented : 

“Our gross business in 1953 
should be about the same as in 
1952. . . .

Buildings 1 and 2. 

“I regret that we must of ne- 
cessity discriminate against the 
women who play just as impor¬ 
tant a part in defense,” the com¬ 
mander continued. “However, it 
is against policy to accommodate 
them aboard a warship in such 
cases as this.” 

The cruise is set for Oct. 13 
through Oct. 17. The Convair 
men will board ship at North 
Island Naval Air Station Sunday 
night, Oct. 12, with sailing early 
the next day. The ship will be 
the USS Philippine Sea, a carrier 
with an impressive combat record 
in Korean waters, currently op- 
erating out of San Diego in train- 
ing exercises. 

“The cruise will last until Fri- 
day, Oct. 17,” Commander Stir¬ 
ling added. “Those aboard will 
enjoy ample freedom, I under- 
stand, with the main restrictions 
being for their own safety. The 
ship will be engaging in various 
exercises and that means a great 
many carrier landings, take-offs, 
etc. 

“I am sure it will be a great 
expérience.” 

The Philippine Sea will remain 
at sea ail the week. The Convair 
men will hâve comfortable quar- 
ters and mess facilities. In the 
past, the Navy has taken small 
groups from different walks of 
life on similar cruises and invar- 
iably they hâve returned with 
greatly increased understanding 
of the problems and importance 
of the military afloat and in the 
air. 

The trip should be of particular 
importance to those in Convair 
who are on strictly military work 
and specifically those on the 
Navy’s R3Y project, involving 
the building of great flying boats 
which ultimately will serve the 
fleet.

Naish went into more detail in 
answering “Are we losing our 
shirts by pricing our commercial 
planes too low?

“So are houses built at that 
time selling for more than they 
cost to build. . . .” Naish replied. 

“Some of our estimâtes made 
at the start of the program have- 
n’t panned out.

“We got them from you chaps!”

Question: “Is a Convair merger 
with Kaiser likely?” 

McNarney: “No.” 

Question: “What plans does 
management hâve for holding its 
présent leadership in the super¬ 
bomber field?” 

McNarney: “We hâve a high- 
speed bomber contract, phase one 
that is, and we are negotiating 
for a phase two contract.”

Halliday (Dept. 825, San Diego) 
agréés that the country may need 
a good five cent cigar, but per- 
sonally he prefers a good pipe at 
an y price. 

And when it cornes to pipes, 
Halliday k n o w s whereof he 
speaks, for he owns almost 90 of 
them and has smoked ail except 
one of them. 

“That one belonged to my 
grandfather, and I believe it’s 
over 90 years old,” he says. “It’s 
one of the very few pipes I hâve 
that were given to me. I bought 
the others.” 

When he was a boy Halliday 
promised his father, who didn’t 
smoke, that he wouldn’t touch to- 
bacco until he was 21. 

“I kept that promise, but when 
I married I figured I was old 
enough to start smoking,” he re- 
calls.

become tattered after almost 
three years of constant wear. 

Convair last spring supplied ail 
officers aboard the Cod with sim- 
ilar caps, after Lt. (jg) R. C. 
Carter, owner of the “lucky” cap, 
regaled the officers with taies of 
luck the cap had brought the sub¬ 
marine Catfish. (Carter and other 
Catfish officers received caps 
from Convair Engineer H. E. 
Brooke, after the latter had spent 
a week on the sub in a profes- 
sional capacity. Carter took his 
cap with him when he transferred 
to the Cod.) 

“I haven’t had a chance yet to 
lest the luck of the new caps,” 
Carter reports. “Fm sticking to 
the old one which is time-tested, 
tattered and terrifie.” 

The blue and gold cap, carrying 
a Convair “C” — which could 
stand equally well for either the 
Catfish or Cod—has brought him 
phénoménal luck at poker, Carter 
says. 

“But the cap cannot be worn 
hand after hand in the same posi¬ 
tion,” he adds. “I sometimes ro- 
tate it to port, starboard or 
astern, or even remove it entirely, 
to maintain its power. 

“The cap also appears to hâve 
a calming effect on the weather. 
Once when going on watch I was 
unable to find the cap. The wea¬ 
ther was terrible. A short time 
later the cap was found, and 
within an hour the sea had calmed 
and the sun was shining!”

Errors in Parts Orders 
Picked as Target at SD 


Quality Control at Convair San 
Diego this week leveled its guns 
at avoidable errors made in 
ordering parts. This is the latest 
target in a campaign emphasiz- 
ing care and caution as the keys 
to quality workmanship. 

“Many pitfalls are présent 
when parts are ordered, especial- 
ly when part numbers are trans- 
mitted by Word of mouth one or 
more times in the process,” G. A. 
Covington, manager of Quality 
Control, s a i d . “Mistakes can 
most easily be made when parts 
are ordered by téléphoné, or when 
numbers are read from a parts 
catalog and copied by another 
person. 

“There is always the possibility 
of numbers being copied incor- 
rectly, or of similar sounding 
numbers being mistaken for each 
other.” 

Extrême care should always be 
taken when looking up numbers 
for parts which are not stamped 
or imprinted with numbers, Cov¬ 
ington added. Many parts at first 
glance are identical to other parts 
with different numbers, but a 
minute différence may prevent 
the parts from being interchange¬ 
able. 

When incorrect parts are se- 
cured the time loss is frequently 
costly. Not only is the time of 
the person securing the part lost, 
but actual work on a plane, in- 
volving the time of several em¬ 
ployées, may be delayed for 
hours. Valuable time may also 
be lost at the parts crib from 
which the part was drawn, or 


even by Material Review when 
the incorrect part is not dis- 
covered for some time. 

“There is only one way to avoid 
errors — be extremely careful,” 
Covington continued. “If reading 
a number, check carefully to see 
that you hâve the correct num¬ 
ber, then speak slowly and dis- 
tinctly and make certain you are 
understood. If recording a num¬ 
ber, read it back so there can be 
no chance for a mistake. Al- 
though it is sometimes impracti- 
cal to do so, avoid téléphoné calls 
in ordering parts whenever pos¬ 
sible.”

Former Auto Mechanic Tries H and 
at Completing HER Own House 


Folks who say that a woman’s 
place is in the home will hâve to 
back down a little when they 
hear of the exploits of Madeline 
Hoff of Convair’s Ordnance Aero- 
physics Laboratory at Dainger- 
field, Tex.

Clark’s artistic talents aren’t 
confined to painting, however. 
Originally, he was “involved” 
with ceramics and still spends a 
great deal of time at this hand- 
craft. He also collects records 
(See July, 1950, Convariety) and 
boasts a $2,700 collection of more 
than 3,000 platters. 

Aside from his many hobbies, 
he hopes some day to become a 
public school teacher. His college 
éducation was interrupted by ill- 
ness a few years ago, but he has 
continued to study by correspon- 
dence.

Convair Visitors in Korea Find 
Pilots Stressing Performance 


Armor and comfort are secondary to American pilots 
in Korea. First of ail they want performance in their 
airplanes. 

Morale is high; fighting is seven days a week. Pilots 
often fly two and three strikes a day. 

Korea’s roads are the world’s worst. 

These were some of the obser¬ 
vations of two Convair San Diego 
engineers back this week from 
front line “customer contacts” in 
Japan and Korea. They are N. 

W. Bouley, assistant SD chief 
engineer, and Wallace Withee, 
senior design group engineer. 

They made the three-week trip 
under Navy sponsorship to gain 
first-hand expérience with per¬ 
formance of military air equip- 
ment and divided their time 
among Air Force, Marine and 
Navy operations. 

“We traveled mainly by air, 
though we did travel enough on 
the ground by jeep and truck to 
cure us forever of criticizing U. 

S. highways,” Bouley reported. 

“Our route w T as by MATS to 
Tokyo, thence to southeast Korea 
and up the eastern coast.” 

It was on this leg that the 
Convair men noted the preval- 
ence of smooth beaches, idéal 
for seaplane operations, which 
appealed to them as hydro ex¬ 
perts. 

“At an east coast field near 
the bomb line we boarded a TBM

that had been converted to carry 
a few passengers, and flew to 
the carrier Princeton, then oper- 
ating in the Sea of Japan. We 
spent five days aboard, watched 
strike after strike go out and 
return, in fact watched the Navy’s 
greatest air effort up until that 
time, coordinated with Air Force 
and Marine strikes on Pyongyang, 
the North Korea capital,” Withee 
recalled. 

“It was the closest thing to 
actually going along. We were 
in on the pré-flight briefings, 
saw aerial photos taken before 
and after strikes, followed the 
planes by radio.” 

Both aboard the Princeton and 
later at shore bases for Air Force 
and Marine pilots, Bouley and 
Withee found the same emphasis 
among pilots on airplane per¬ 
formance. Their ships were main- 
tained in perfect condition to as¬ 
sure the best possible operations. 

“They aren’t just clean, they 
are spotless!” Bouley said. “Pol- 
ished and waxed. And you don’t 
see any poor rivet jobs. The 
surfaces are perfection.” 

Bouley and Withee were ac- 
companied by two représentatives 
from North American on the trip. 
Directing the party was Comdr. 
George Whiteside of BuAer. Also 
giving them valuable help were 
Marine Cols. Herbert Williamson 
and Jack Cram. 

The trip had a distinct “old 
home week” flavor, particularly 
to Bouley. Aboard the Princeton 
he found the assistant air officer 


was LCdr. Chet Dillard, a former 
assistant BAR at San Diego, and 
even got a welcome by blinker 
from Capt. W. F. Rodee, skipper 
of the carrier Essex and former 
BAR at San Diego. Also during 
the Princeton cruise, Vice Ad¬ 
mirai J. J. Clark, commander of 
the Seventh Fleet, and a friend 
from visits to Convair in the 
past, came aboard to dine with 
the sea-going civilians. 

Also, at a repair base near 
Yokusuka, Bouley ran into Capt. 
W. W. Pauli (with whom he flew 
back in the ^O’s) and on another 
occasion flagged down LCdr. 
Beers, his next door neighbor 
back in San Diego! 

Although most of the aircraft 
in action were built by companies 
other than Convair, Bouley and 
Withee found themselves not 
without représentation.

New B-36 Base 
Near Roswell 

A new B-36 wing—and an addi- 
tional B-36 base — were being 
readied this week for duty with 
the Eighth Air Force and Strate¬ 
gie Air Command. 

The new unit is the Sixth 
Bomb Wing (Heavy) stationed at 
Walker Air Force Base, six miles 
south of Roswell, N. M. 

The first B-36 to be assigned 
to Walker was christened “The 
Capitan” (Spanish for “leader”) 
in public ceremonies at the base 
Aug. 28. It also ties in with the 
name of Mt. Capitan, 60 miles 
from the base, which is used by 
pilots as a landmark. 

Christening was performed by 
Mrs. Warren Cobean, wife of the 
mayor of Roswell. Lacking cham¬ 
pagne, Mrs. Cobean used water 
from the historié Pecos River. 

More than 4,000 citizens of 
Roswell and the families of AF 
officers who will be flying B-36s 
from Walker attended the chris- 
tening ceremonies. 

Air Force personnel were head- 
ed by Col. William K. Martin, 
commander of the Sixth Bomb 
Wing, and Lt. Col. Eric T. de- 
Jonckheere, commander of the 
Twenty-fourth Bomb Squadron to 
which Walker’s first B-36 was 
assigned. The bomb wing pre- 
viously flew medium bombers. 

Additional B-36s will be as 
signed to the unit until full wing 
strength is reached, the AF an- 
nounced. 

A contingent of Convair per¬ 
sonnel is already on duty at the 
base, according to R. F. Nelson, 
Convair FW service engineering 
supervisor.

Convair SD Meets 
Sept. Deliveries, 
Tackles Oct. Quota 


Convair San Diego during September met its monthly 
schedule of six Convair-Liner model 340s delivered to 
customers.. 

As of late last week, a total of 12 model 340s has been 
delivered, ten to United Air Lines, one to Braniff Airways 
and one to Aramco. 


Of the seven ships scheduled 
for delivery in October, one was 
turned over to the customer — 
UAL—last week. The others in¬ 
clude four more for United, one 
for Braniff and one for Aramco. 

Early this month Division Man¬ 
ager B. F. Coggan called atten¬ 
tion to September deliveries of 
B-36s and T-29Bs as well as 340s. 

“To my knowledge, this is the 
first time this year that we hâve 
met and surpassed our airplane 
delivery commitments throughout 
the division. I would like to take 
this opportunity to personally 
thank ail involved in this accom- 
plishment . . .” 

He added that although Octo¬ 
ber commitments are heavy “we 
intend to meet, or exceed (them) 

On the model 340 project speci- 
fically, E. A. Reynolds, project 
administrator, reported that air- 
planes are coming off the line in 
“better and better” condition and 
that “the number of squawks is 
falling off.” 

“The hard efforts that hâve 
been directed toward the project 
for some time are showing real 
results,” he continued. “With rea- 
sonable luck and continued drive 
we hope to get into smoother wa- 
ter soon.”

Water-Based Jet Liners 
Seen by Convair Expert 


A Convair seaplane expert last week advocated water- 
based jet airliners as a means of relieving congestion at 
major airports. 

Ernest G. Stout, assistant to the chief engineer at Con¬ 
vair SD, speaking before the National Aei-onautical meet¬ 
ing of the Society of Automotive Engineers at Los An¬ 
geles. said: --- 


“Convair research tests clearly 
indicate that any modem jet 
transport, for example Britain’s 
well-known Cornet, can be water- 
based without any performance 
penalty. . . 

“The seaplane jetliner will, in 
fact, hâve many inhérent advan- 
tages over its landplane counter- 
part, including superior mobility, 
increased efficiency and improved 
safety factors.” 

Most of the world’s large air- 
ports, he continued “are unsuited 
for mass transport by jet pro- 
pelled aircraft. And the land- 


based jetliner cannot tolerate the 
‘stacking’ procedures and traffic 
control that prevail today. Agita¬ 
tion, if not actual planning, is 
moving the major air terminais 
even farther from the centers of 
population they serve, and the ap- 
petite for multimillion-dollar ad- 
ditional runway length is insati¬ 
able.” 

Stout said the jet seaplane 
transport points to the “obvious 
and attractive solution” of utiliz- 
ing the multitudes of water ap- 
proaches to the great cities of the

SD Qualify Control Spotlights 
Care in Handling Plane Tubing 


Quality ControPs running cam- 
paign to emphasize quality work- 
manship at San Diego turned its 
attention this week to stressing 
the importance of care in dealing 
with airplane tubing Systems. 

“Just as humans hâve veins 
and arteries, airplanes also hâve 
a circulatory System,” said G. A. 
Covington, manager of Quality 
Control at SD. “In airplanes, the 
fluids and gases are carried in 
métal tubing of varying sizes and 
complexity. 

“And just as with a blood ves- 
sel, foreign material within a 
tube can cause a délicate valve to 
malfunction, and any weakening 
of a tube’s wall may allow it to 
burst under high pressure.” 

Approximately a half-mile of 
tubing is used in the Convair- 
Liner model 340, and a much 
larger amount is used in a heavy 
bomber. Depending on its purpose 
and the type of aircraft, tubing 
ranges in size from one-eighth 
inch to two and a half or three 
inches in diameter. Ail of it is 
vital to the operation of the air¬ 
plane. 

“Care should be taken when 
tubing is being installed to see 
that it is absolutely clean,” Cov¬ 
ington continued. “Ports in valves 
and cylinders should be k e p t 
closed at ail times, and dust seals 
should never be removed from the 
ends of tubing until ready for the 
actual installation. 

“This will be especially neces- 
sary in the future, when we begin 
building high speed planes with 
ad ditional hydraulically-controlled 
Systems.” 

Equally dangerous is damage 
te tubing after it is installed, 
Covington a d d e d. Accidentai 
nicks, scratches, gouges and 
bends ail can weaken tubing 
walls, allowing them to burst 
from internai pressure. 

“Extrême care should be exer- 
cised when working around tub¬ 
ing with drills, files, screwdrivers 
or other tools,” Covington said. 
“Tubing should never be stepped 
on, and nothing should ever be 
hung from it.” 

Tubing connections should also 
be properly installed, taking care 
to use proper lubricants, to avoid 
cross-threading, and to see that 
they are tightened to the correct 
torque value. 

“In short, careful workmanship 


now may prevent accidents later,” 
Covington concluded.

Confidence that England’s air 
arm can defend itself if it should 
ever be called on to match planes 
with Russia was expressed this 
week by H. W. Hinckley, assist¬ 
ant chief engineer at Convair 
FW.

Civil W..(oops) War Between States 
Discharge, 87 Years Old, Found 


A discharge certificate from 
the armed forces is about as rare 
these day s as the evening news- 
paper. Unless, of course, it’s 
dated nearly a century ago! 

W. O. Tyson, Convair FW 
Dept. 82, recently came across 
such a document which was 
handed to his great-grandfather 
87 years ago upon his release 
from the Confederate Army. 

The document, still in good con¬ 
dition, has rested for the last 
half-century in an old trunk be- 
longing to Tyson’s grandmother, 
daughter of the Confederate sol- 
dier. 

“We wondered for many years 
what grandmother had locked 
aw^ay in that old trunk,” Tyson 
says. “Not long ago, mother had 
a chance- to look through it and 
unearthed stacks of old docu¬ 
ments, including the discharge 
paper.” 

Dated May, 1865, the document 
was written in long hand while 
troops were “on the march.” 

It reads as follows: 

“To ail whom it may concern: 

“Know ye, that Corporal J. 
W. Berry of Captain C. C. 
Thompson’s Company (E) 23rd 
Régiment of Texas Cavalry 
Dismounted who was enlisted 
the First day of June, One 
thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two, to serve Three years, 
is hereby Discharged At His 
Own Request from the Army 


of the Confederate States. 

“Said Corporal J. W. Berry 
was born in Blount County in 
the State of Alabama, is 
Thirty-five years of âge, Six 
feet high, Light complexion, 
Blue eyes, Light hair, and by 
occupation when enlisted, a 
Farmer. 

“Given on the March this 
24th day of May, 1865.” 

The paper is signed by one 
John Allison, who was captain 
cemmanding the régiment. 

Other interesting items un¬ 
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earthed from the trunk include a 
tax receipt made out to the Con¬ 
vair man’s great-grandfather, 
showing payment of $2.56 in state 
and county taxes for the year 
1868!

When Convair SD’s Capt. A. G.

A native of Toronto, Canada, 
Strowger went to EnglanÜ to at¬ 
tend school when he was eight 
years old. He returned to To¬ 
ronto when he was 16, and imme- 
diately joined the Dragoons. Sev- 
eral years later, in 1915, he was 
ccmmissioned while his unit was 
enroute to England to join the 
British forces during World War 
I. He saw action in France, and 
rose to the rank of captain. 

“My most vivid memory of war 
is of having my horse shot from 
under me while carrying a dis¬ 
patch back from the front lines,” 
Strowger recalls. “A sniper’s bul- 
let wounded the horse, and I was 
forced to finish him myself. It 
was the hardest job I ever at- 
tempted. 

“I was lame from the fall, 
and the horse’s blood covered 
my trousers. I limped two 
miles to an aid station, thinking 
I was wounded and the blood 
was mine.” 

A short time later Strowger 
transferred to the Royal Air 
Force, and after training in Eng¬ 
land returned to France as a 
bomber pilot. He flew 25 combat 
missions and was officially credit- 
ed with shooting down five Ger- 
man planes. 

Strowger is also interested in 
music, and he now divides his 
spare time between horses and 
choral work. He started singing 
while attending school in Eng¬ 
land—his school was located in 
the Sherwood Forest of Robin 
Hood famé—and he sang regu- 
larly in a church built by the 
Normans in 1066. He also didi 
some singing while in the service, 
once winning a medal in compéti¬ 
tion with 300 other men, and has 
directed and sung in many choral 
groups in ail parts of the coun- 
try. He is currently choir direc- 
tor at the Fairmount Baptist 
Church in San Diego. 

On Saturday afternoons and 
T u e s d a y evenings, Strowger 
teaches classes in horsemanship 
for the Convair Riding Club.

It’s a here today, gone tomor- 
row life for George Lawson, 
Pratt and Whitney service repré¬ 
sentative recently assigned to 
Convair FW, but he loves every 
minute of it!

one-inch rope attached to the 
gaff. But even then we were 
unable to get the shark in the 
boat, so we towed him into 
port.” 

Although they were too tired 
to get accurate measurements, 



King said they estimated the 
shark weighed between 300 and 
350 pounds, and was between 
seven and eight feet from tip 
to tip.

world “with landing strips mea- 
sured in miles in length and 
thousands of feet in width . . .” 

As an example, Stout cited con¬ 
ditions in the New York metro- 
politan area, which he said could 
be greatly improved through use 
of waterways. In normal opera¬ 
tions, water - based transports 
would land adjacent to La Guar¬ 
dia airport and could taxi direct- 
lv to mid-Manhattan berths, thus 
eliminating delays at the terminal 
and lengthy travel after arrivai. 

Once developed, the water land¬ 
ing ways are permanent installa¬ 
tions. “Local building and popu¬ 
lation expansion does not close in 
on these areas, with eventual de- 
mand for a cessation of operations 
or a costly move to a more re- 
mote location,” Stout continued. 

Stout, who founded and directs 
the Convair Hydrodynamic Re¬ 
search Laboratory for Convair 
SD, said the current intense in¬ 
ternational race for development 
of high speed, long range jet 
transports led the laboratory to 
take a “more detailed look at the 
impressive rôle water-based air- 
craft may play in the near fu¬ 
ture.” 

Reviewing the history of sea- 
planes, he pointed out that flying 
boats pioneered the world’s routes 
of aerial commerce but later be- 
came the victim of “design stag¬ 
nation” with virtually no hull im- 
provements for almost two dé¬ 
cades during which time the land 
plane took over and steadily wid- 
ened the performance gulf until 
it was almost universally used for 
front-line military and civil air 
missions. 

More recently, however, such 
designs as the XP5Y seaplane, 
built by Convair for the U.S. 
Navy, promise to restore water- 
based aircraft to top rank impor¬ 
tance in aviation. 

“Now that hydrodynamic tech- 
nology has overcome the speed 
barrier,” Stout added, “the time 
has corne to take a good look at 
water-based potential for jet tra¬ 
vel in the golden âge of air trans¬ 
port.”

First Test Equipment Installée! at SD 
to Record How Much R3Y Can 'Take' 


Even before delivery of the R3Y static test articles at 
Convair San Diego, groundwork was being laid this week 
for the extensive testing program which will détermine 
not if the new Navy seaplane can “take it,” but just how 

much it can “take.” 


“The actual tests on the R3Y 
components will take place at the 
new test facility under construc¬ 
tion at the ramp,” Hal Welch, 
Test Laboratories engineer in 


charge of structural testing, ex- 
plained. “Ultimately, we will re- 
ceive two units, in effect a test 
wing and a test hull. They are 
still under construction and not 
due for delivery to us until De- 


cember. Meanwhile, however, even 
though they are not y et complété, 
we are installing the first test 
equipment. ,, 

Much of the equipment Welch 
refers to involves tiny “strain 
gauges” which ultimately will 
record the stress to which the 
wing and hull are subjected. As 
the engineers need information 
about performance both inside 
and outside the units, the gauges 
are being installed before the skin 
is applied. 

“Many strain gauges already 
hâve been installed in the wing 
and hull at San Diego,” Welch 
continued. “Also, a test crew 
went to Los Angeles where a sub- 
contractor is producing control 
surfaces, in order to place gauges 
inside these assemblies.” 

Still another step was taken 
this week when engineers started 
plastering the test wing with 
rubber tension pads. Ultimately, 
the component will be virtually 
covered with them. 

Préparation of the sponge rub¬ 
ber pads—nearly 5,000 of them— 
brought a new operation to Ex¬ 
perimental at SD last month. Be- 
cause the pads were to be glued 
to the wing surface it was neces- 
sary that they be completely free 
of dirt and oil to assure a perfect 
bond. Test lab men calmly set up 
a procedure involving a battery of 
washing machines, and a simple 
but effective drying arrangement.

plant was more than 80 per cent 
completed, and the installation of 
facilities—machinery, tools, test 
equipment, compressed air and 
electrical lines, etc.—was ap- 
proximately 25 per cent complet¬ 
ed, according to figures released 
by the Plant Engineering office 
at Pomona. 

“We are definitely in the ‘com- 
pletion’ stage, and progress from 
here on out will be less obvious 
to the eye,” said Gage Irving, 

Guided Missile Division manager. 
“So-called ‘finish’ work on any 
construction project takes time, 
and actually we are close to our 
schedule.” 

A small Training detachment 
and the Plant Engineering field 
office late last month moved into 
Building 3, and Receiving is now 
occupying a small section of 
Building 2. Engineering, Experi- 
, mental and other personnel for- 
merly located at the Pomona fair- 
grounds hâve been occupying a 
portion of Building 4 since July. 

None of the buildings at the 
new plant site has been entirely 
completed, but construction 
stages on the individual buildings 
ranges from 96.5 per cent com¬ 
plété on down to less than 50 per 
cent complété. 

Building 3, which will be the 
Training building, is the most 
complété of ail buildings at the 
plant in regard to construction, 
and most facilities will be install¬ 
ed within the next few weeks. 

Wheft completed, it will be one of 
the largest and most modem 
industrial training buildings in 
the Western United States. It 
will hâve administrative offices 
for both Training and Navy train¬ 
ing liaison personnel, a library, 
more than a dozen classrooms, 
three laboratoires, and ample rest 
room facilities for both men and 
women. 

A class of 20 new hires in Dept. 

973 (Missile Checkout) began a 
four weeks indoctrination course 
in the new building this month, 
and a course for machine tool at¬ 
tendants is scheduled to begin 
Monday (Oct. 13). 

Working areas are being com¬ 
pleted or are partially complété 
for several additional depart- 
ments at the new plant. These 
departments include Receiving, 

Raw Stores, Maintenance, Tool- 
ing, Spécial Projects and General 
Machine Shop. 

The “Task Force”—a coordi- 
nating unit of Engineering, In¬ 
dustrial Engineering and Plant 
Engineering personnel which had 
been at the plant site since April 
—was dissolved last month, with soon 
most personnel being absorbed by 
Plant Engineering^ design sec¬ 
tion. When operating, the “Task 
Force” had such responsibilities 
as designing installations of 


Paved parking lots with ample

Construction of an annex to 
Building 13 at Plant 1 San Diego 
was started last week as a build¬ 
ing program to provide improved 
and enlarged quarters for several 
departments got under way. 

The annex will be a Butler-type 
prefabricated steel building and 
will occupy a section of the con¬ 
crète foundation recently built 
adjoining Building 13 on the west. 
Building 10 will be moved from 
its présent location adjacent to 
Building 1 and immediately south 
of Building 32 to occupy the re- 
mainder of the new foundation, 
but will retain its identity as 
Building 10. An entirely new 
building, to be called Building 45, 
will eventually be erected on the 
same general location now occu- 
pied by Building 10 . 

Plant Engineering^ woodmill 
and paint shop, now located in 
Building 6, and some maintenance 
operation facilities will occupy 
Building 13 and its annex, when 
completed, and Planning and 
Tooling’s plaster mockup section 
will be moved from the south end 
of Building 3 into Building 10. 
When vacated, Building 6 will be 
converted into a structural labo- 
ratory for Engineering. 

. Tool warehouse facilities pres- 
ently located in Building 13 will 
be moved into Building 45, which 
will also provide space for other 
activities in the future. This 
building will also be a prefabri¬ 
cated steel structure, and con¬ 
struction is scheduled to begin as 
as Building 10 has been 
moved.

Order to Build 
Supersonic 
F-102 Revealed 


Disclosure that Convair is at work on a production order 
to build America’s first supersonic delta wing interceptor 
for the U.S. Air Force drew nationwide attention last week. 

The airplane, designated the 
F-102, will be produced at the 
San Diego Division. 

Convair executives and 
engineers, who went on nation¬ 
wide radio and TV networks fol¬ 
lowing the announcement, de- 
scribed the F-102 as designed to 
fly faster than Sound and at very 
high altitudes. 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Con¬ 
vair president, hailed the produc¬ 
tion order as “a milestone in 
aviation for Convair and San 
Diego," and the first fighter 
plane built in San Diego since 
the mid-30s. 

Division Manager B. F. Coggan 
commented that although the 
order will not resuit in an im¬ 
médiate jump in employment at 
San Diego, an increase can be ex- 
pected by the end of the year and 
during 1953. 

T. G. Lanphier Jr., Convair 
vice-president, explaining the 
mission of the F-102, said that 
the nation needs an interceptor 
capable of defending the home- 
land against high-speed atomic 
attack. “Such a défensive fighter, 

Convair believes, is the F-102." 

The delta wing design is one 
that Convair pioneered in the 
form of the XF-92A research 
ship, built for the Air Force and 
first flown in 1948. This was the 
world’s first delta. | Since then it 
has made more than 100 flights 
and currently is continuing its 
test program at Edwards AFB, 

Muroc. 

The expression “delta" is from 
the fourth letter of the Greek 
alphabet, an équilatéral triangle, 
and is applied generally to planes 
of triangular shape. The true 
delta has no horizontal tail, but 
is equipped with a vertical fin 
rudder. “Elevons" on the wing 
trailing edge serve as aileron 
and elevator Controls. 

Performance of the F-102 and 
production figures are classified 
beyond statements that the air¬ 
plane will be “for very high 
speeds in the stratosphère and 
hâve significant improvements in 
electronics and armament." 


Blood Donation 
° P Faits Below 
Expectations 

Convair’s crédit at the San 
Diego Blood Bank, which had 
dropped to a bare three pints 
early last week, has been 
bolstered somewhat by de- 
posits of 105 pints, the resuit 
of a bloodmobile visit a week 
ago Wednesday. 

A total of 210 pints of blood 
were contributed that day, of 
which 105 went to the armed 
services and the balance to the 
Convair crédit. The Blood Com¬ 
mittee had hoped for 800 vol- 
unteers and had scheduled the 
bloodmobile for a two-day visit.

is désirable and should not 
hâve been eluplicated elsewhere 
as an airplane title. As the R3Y 
will be suitable for both transport 
and patrol missions, in ail likeli- 
hood the requirements for both 
these classifications can be con- 
sidered. The Department of Dé¬ 
fense, for patrol planes, requires 
that their names involve “seafar- 
ing terms” and for transports 
that the names “imply transpor¬ 
tation, load carrying ability, 
range.” 

Along these lines, there is little 
precedent on which to base en- 
tries, so far as Convair aircraft 
are concerned. Flying boats built 
in the past by Convair hâve been 
named “Admirai,” “Commodore,” 
“Catalina,” and “Coronado.” The 
latter two were named for islands, 
though it would appear that new- 
er requirements would disqualify 
this style of naming now. 

Convair is offering 15 prizes.

Bond plus a globe-mounted R3Y 
desk model. Second is a $50 bond 
and the globe and model. Third is 
a globe desk model.

Close Attention to Tolérances in Building 
Parts Urged as Key to Saving Time 


Quality Control at San Diego 
this week called attention to the 
importance of remaining within 
tolérances allowed in spécifica¬ 
tions for the manufacture of air¬ 
plane parts and assemblies. 

“Engineering recognizes that 
nothing is perfect and that no 
two parts can be made exactly 
alike,” said G. A. Covington, man¬ 
ager of Quality Control. “And it 
also realizes that extremely close 
tolérances require more time and 
money for manufacture. 

“With these facts in mind, tol¬ 
érances are established which will 
allow parts to fit and function 
properly, but not so close that 
manufacture will be unnecessar- 
ily costly and difficult.” 

Tolérances are the extreme 
limit, and a part “almost” within 
the limit is not acceptable, Cov¬ 
ington continued. 

“The only parts which are 
‘close enough" are those which 


fall within the specified tolér¬ 
ances,"" Covington said. “That is 
exactly what tolérances are for— 
to tell us what is ‘close enough." "’ 

When manufacturing depart- 
ments operate within spécifica¬ 
tion the assembly line runs 
smoothly. An assembler or instal¬ 
lation mechanic draws a part and 
it fits. No time is lost in “sélec¬ 
tive fitting,” and no damage is 
done to other parts by attempt- 
ing to force misfit parts into 
place. 

“But when ‘misfit" or malfunc- 
tioning parts begin showing up 
on the line, almost invariably a 
part of the corrective action is 
a tightening of manufacturing 
tolérances of the parts involved,” 
Covington said. “This is not only 
costly to the company in addi- 
tional time required to meet the 
doser spécifications, but it also 
requires much greater attention 
on the part of the individual 
worker. 


Meanwhile, the Con-Trib-Club 
committee, made up of appointées 
of Unions, Management Club and 
Convair, will meet today to take 
final action on the Community 
Chest gift and to consider other 
donations in the future.

Convair Scores 
Another First 


Plans for Last Length 
Of Access Road Studied 



Convair’s Fort Worth Division 
had another first in thé aircraft 
industry this week—the first 
high speed milling machine ever 
built for non-ferrous aircraft 
parts. 

Located in the machine shop, 
the new milling machine may be 
the forerunner for other high- 
speed machines of the same type 
for the industry. 

“We are making detailed re¬ 
ports on every job turned out on 
the machine,” says J. B. Gauntt, 
general foreman. “From these re¬ 
ports, it will be determined how 
well the machine does the job for 
which it was intended.” 

Although the new high-speed 
machine is approximately the 
same size as other milling ma¬ 
chines, it has a much faster turn- 
ing speed. 

For instance most milling ma¬ 
chines reach their maximum ca- 
pacity when turning at 1,800 
l’evolutions per minute. The new 
machine starts at this speed and 
can move up to 10,700 r.p.m.’s. 

Other milling machines hâve a 
maximum table travel speed of 
60 inches per minute. The new 
machine moves at 375 inches per 
minute. 

The spray of chips thrown out 
by the fast-moving cutting bit on 
the new machine also conducts 
away most of the heat generated 
by the work, thus eliminating 
much of the warpage of the stock 
being milled. A spécial attach- 
ment on the machine sucks up 
flying chips and deposits them'. 

“We hâve been operating the 
machine for less than two weeks, 
therefore it would be hard to 
détermine just what it can do,” 
Gauntt says. “We do feel that it 
will be a great step in turning 
out faster work.” 


George Garrett, Texas High- 
way Department freeway man¬ 
ager in Fort Worth, said that 
plans and a cost estimate of 
$2,004,150 hâve been presented 
the fédéral engineers. 

The final unit will extend from 
the east-west freeway at Camp 
Bowie Blvd. to the city limits at 
Winthrop St. 

The first unit of the access 
road is now under construction 
from Grant’s Lane to a point 
north of Calmont St. Garrett 
earlier announced that the first 
unit should be completed by June, 
1953. 

The final length of the access 
road proposed by the state would 
be of freeway-type construction 
with service roads and under- 
passes at Horne and Guilford 
and an overpass and traffic inter¬ 
change at the freeway and Camp 
Bowie. 

Fédéral engineers originally 
planned to bring the access road 
into the freeway and Camp Bowie 
over Calmont and Malvey. Rési¬ 
dents along this route protested 
use of these streets. 

Fort Worth City Manager 


Jones and Convair FW officiais 
went to Washington with a pro¬ 
posai for making the access road 
a freeway from Camp Bowie to 
an intersection with the first 
unit. 

Fédéral engineers agreed to let 
Garrett and his staff draw plans 
and make an estimate, promising 
to consider the matter further 
when this work was completed. 

Next step will probably be a 
sériés of conférences between féd¬ 
éral, state and city officiais to 
détermine what portion of the 
cost each is willing to pay, féd¬ 
éral engineers say. 

Cost for the first unit from 
Convair to a point 700 feet north 
of Calmont has been set at 
$1,323,000 and is now under con¬ 
struction. 

The second unit, yet to be start- 
ed, will extend from highway 
183 to Winthrop. 

The new access road will re¬ 
place White Settlement Road as 
the main artery to Convair FW 
after it is eut to permit exten¬ 
sion of runways at Carswell Air 
Force Base. 


College Level Classes on Quality Control

spection courses on the college 
level, originally scheduled to be

Close compétition marked the

With Potent Home-Made Télescopes 


Some people may think the 
night was made for sleeping, but 
at least three Convair FW em¬ 
ployées hâve other ideas. They 
spend their dusk-to-dawn hours 
whenever possible scanning the 
heavens through a telescope. 

These star-gaz ers are J. B. 
Ballauer and R. L. Spence, of 
Dept. 31 and J. D. Lay, Dept. 9-2. 

“At first, we wanted to see 
everything we could, but even- 


tually an astronomer concentrâtes 
on one thing, such as the moon, 
stars, cornets, sun, meteors and so 
forth,” Lay explains. 

Lay is particularly interested 
in planets and cornets. 

Ballauer on the other hand, 
prefers to delve into the myste- 
ries of stars, especially “double” 
stars which are very difficult to 
isolate.

Test Pilot Bags Bear Ten Feet Tall 
On Excursion to Alaskan Wilds 


A young Convair San Diego 
man who composes music, plays 
the piano and paints in his spare 
time has developed what he be- 
lieves to be a new form of music 
—ail forms of jazz in one under- 
standable symphonie composition. 

“Jazz has been presented in 
symphonie form before,” says 
Gene Hinds, dispatcher in Dept. 
22. “But usually as a symphonie 
arrangement of a jazz classic, or 
as a single form of jazz — blues, 
bop, dixie, etc. — originally writ- 
ten in symphonie style. I believe 
Fm the first to incorporate ail the 


Ballauer can tell the time on a 
pocket watch or the color of a 
person’s eyes through his home- 
made scope. 

“The secret is the amount of 
light reflected,” he says. Eye 
pièces on his scope are ground to 
the accuracy of one-fourth of a 
light wave. Reflection is obtained 
through a mirror mounted on one 
end of his instrument. 

Spence also has a “mostly 
home-made” telescope which is a 
two-inch refractor type. Through 
it he has seen the rings on Sa- 
turn, planets and the moon. 

Although he is now assigned to 
second shift, Spence still gets in 
some viewing on weekends. Oc- 
casionally, he’ll set his alarm 
clock for three or four o’clock in 
the morning when there’s some¬ 
thing outstanding to see. 

Lay generally waits for a 
“suitable” evening to do his view¬ 
ing, pointing out that “suitable” 
dépends upon what you wish to 
see. 

“If it’s the moon, you’ll want 
to look at it during the first quar- 
ter or half. If it’s planets, you’ll 
hâve to wait until the moon is 
absent because moonlight pre- 
vents you from seeing much de¬ 
tail on the planets. 

Lay also has built his own tele¬ 
scope, which he fashioned from 
plywood. His is a square, IV 2 inch 
refractor type. 

Lay says he spends most of his 
time now trying to get others in¬ 
terested in astronomy. He would 
like to contact employées at Con¬ 
vair FW who might be interested 
in organizing a CRA astronomy 
activity.

Expériences on a recent hunt- 
ing trip to Alaskan territory so 
remote that no outsiders had 
hunted there in over 30 y ear s 
were related last week by Lou 
Hoffman, Convair SD test pilot. 

Highlight of the trip was when 
Hoffman dropped a large Kodiak 
bear. The animal weighed ap- 
proximately 1,400 pounds and the 
skin, which Hoffman is having 
tanned for a rug, measured ten 
feet and a half inch from nose 
to tail. Hoffman said one of the 
bear’s footprints measured 14 
inches, excluding claws! He 
brought back two of the animal’s 
teeth, each almost four inches 
long. 

Hoffman made the trip with 
his father-in-law and four other 
members of his wife’s family. 
The party flew by commercial air 
lines to Port Heiden, Alaska, and 
by an amphibian plane to Nel- 
son’s Lagoon. From there they 
traveled by fishing boat to Cari¬ 
bou River on the Bering Sea side 
of the Alaska Peninsula, where 
they operated from a trapper’s 
cabin. 

“The trapper said we were the 
first outside hunting party in that 
area in over 30 years, and I can 
believe it,” Hoffman said. “The 
five of us who were hunting saw 
a total of 37 bears in one day, 
and I personally saw 12!” 

The area was a hunter’s para- 
dise, Hoffman said. In addition 
to bear the party bagged other 
game, including geese and ptar- 
migan, and caught salmon. 

“I got my bear more or less by 


accident,” Hoffman said. “I had 
been stalking another bear most 
of the day, but he finally got 
away. Then we noticed four other

bears on the opposite side of a 
lake, too far away for a shot. As 
it was getting late, we finally 
decided to go around the lake on 
the chance that we might get a 
shot, even though the wind would 
warn the bears we were coming. 

“As we suspected, the bears 
were gone when we arrived. But 
as we were leaving the area, a 
bear which had been hiding near- 
by also decided it was time to 
leave. I shot at him three times 
from about 400 yards, and when 
we reached him he was dead. Ail 
three shots had hit.”

Reducing Fat! 

Most folks think of “posture” 
as sitting, standing and walking 
erect. 

But not Albert Larson, Convair 
FW. To him, posture can be any- 
thing from turning himself into 
a human pretzel to performing a 
lengthy head stand. 

However, he doesn’t recommend 
this type activity to the uniniti- 
ated. Only those experienced in 
performing the ancien t—and 
strenuous—Hindu art of Yoga 
“postures” can go through such 
contortions without suffering ill 
effects. 

“It’s simply a case of mind over 
matter,” explains Larson, who has 
been practicing Yoga for the past 
14 years. 

“Yoga postures are intended as 
a way to relax for concentration 
and subsequently méditation,” he 
points out. “Afterwards, you feel 
better physically because of in- 
creased blood circulation.” 

In order to go through the con¬ 
tortions, one must develop perfect 
breath control and an almost 
limitless capacity for endurance. 

Hardly a week goes by that 
this slight-built, dark complex- 
ioned man isn’t called upon by 
co-workers in Dept. 22 to per¬ 
forai during rest periods. While 
murmurs ripple through the audi¬ 
ence, Larson moves effortlessly 
from the basic “lotus pose” 
through a sériés of 30 different 
body contortions. 

Larson practices and teaches 
what is technically known as 
“Hatha Yoga,” the art or science 
of body and mind control. Actual- 
ly there are seven different kinds 
of Yoga. According to the Hindu 
belief, ail lead to “Samadhi”—a 
state of bliss that one reaches in 
méditation. 

Larson is not a Hindu himself, 
but adopted the ancient philos- 
ophy of Yoga to attain “calmness 
of mind and self-control.” He 
studied under Swami Yogananda, 
a Hindu, and Dr. Roman Ostoja. 

Pointing to his own abilities of 
self-control, Larson daims he can 
voluntarily slow his heartbeat 
down to 10 beats a minute. 

“But that’s really no great ac- 
ccmplishment,” he points out. 
“An accomplished yogi can stop 
his heartbeat entirely and go into 
a state of suspended animation.” 

There are very few followers 
of Yoga philosophy in the West¬ 
ern world. Larson knows of only 
one other person in FW who prac¬ 
tices it. Incidentally, even in 
Tibet and India, very few women 
ever become yogins. 

Aside from psychic benefits, 
Yoga is acclaimed by its follow¬ 
ers to be an excellent physical 
conditioner. 

“For one thing, the exercises 
are good for reducing, although 
you might think I had overdone 
it,” laughs the 115-pound Larson. 

Larson teaches “Westernized 
Yoga” which he says provides ail 
the benefits usually ascribed to 
heavy calisthenics but accomplish¬ 
ed without the strain of “muscle- 
bumping.”

sentatives, explained that the 
présent crédit is barely sufficient 
to meet demands for one month, 
so it will be necessary to scheduie 
another bloodmobile visit next 
month. Tentative dates are Nov. 
11 and 12, with ail departments 
in Building 1, both direct and 
indirect, participating. 

“We are making every effort 
to make the bloodmobile visits 
as convenient for donors as pos¬ 
sible,” the committee said. “Me- 
chanics of caring for the donors 
bave improved steadily and there 
is little if any delay or incon- 
venience.” 

The Convair crédit is available 
to ail Convair people and mem¬ 
bers of their family who are in 
need. Release of blood may be 
obtained by phoning ext. 1245 at 
Plant 1. This is the responsibility 
of the patient, and not the phy- 
sician or hospital. There is no 
charge made for the blood itself, 
but the Blood Bank charges a fee 
of $7.50 a pint necessary to pay 
the expenses of the bank itself. 

“The Red Cross, which helps 
with the bloodmobile visits, gives 
the services of its personnel with- 
out charge,” the committee ex¬ 
plained. “Under our original 
agreements, half of the blood 
taken at Convair goes to the 
armed services and half to a 
Convair crédit. The Red Cross 
makes nothing out of the ar¬ 
rangement and merely acts as 
collecting agent for the armed 
forces, again without charge.”

CAP not only offers members 
an opportunity to fly but pro¬ 
vides refresher courses and 
classes in such subjects as aero- 
dynamics, meteorology, naviga¬ 
tion, civil air régulations, aircraft 
and engines and aircraft spot- 
ting. 

“CAP members also perform 
valuable public service by assist- 
ing in search missions/’ Withers 
continued. 

Although CAP does not offer 
f 1 i g h t instruction, non-flying 
members can complété ail ground 
schooling necessary to earn a 
pilot’s license. 

“And as an auxiliary of the Air 
Force, CAP offers training which 
will exempt young men from 
basic training in the Air Force 
and Army,” Withers pointed out. 

Purpose of the Civil Air Patrol 
is to promote civilian interest in 
aviation. Both men and women 
may participate. Membership is 
open in the Cadet group for 
youths between 15 and 18 years 
of âge and in the senior group 


for persons 18 years of âge and 
up. 

Meetings are held at 8 p.m. 
each Thursday at Will Rogers 
Vétérans’ Training School, located 
behind the coliseum. A training 
program in aerodynamics and 
meteorology is currently under 
way, with instruction by Dr. Bill 
Fallis, Convair FW Dept. 6-1. 

“Ail our instructors are quali- 
fied in their respective fields,” 
Withers pointed out. “Beginning 
after the first of the year, we will 
offer courses in navigation and 
aircraft and engines.” 

The local CAP squadron has 
two AF airplanes at its disposai, 
an Aeronca and a Piper Cub. Both 
are based at Lucas Field, near 
Handley, and are available to ail 
CAP members who hold private 
pilot’s licenses.

Admirai Pays Visit 
to Missile Division 

Rear Adm. M. F. Schoeffel, 
cliief of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Ordnance, last week visited the 
Guided Missile Division at both 
San Diego and Pomona as part of 
a west coast tour of Navy activi¬ 
ties and contractors. 


The airplanes, which left Con¬ 
vair SD flying the colors of Cen¬ 
tral Air Transport Corp., a Na- 
tionalist China airline, had a brief 
but rugged career before they 
were grounded late in 1949. They 
were used on a round-the-clock 
schedule to evacuate personnel 
and freight from Canton to Hong 
Kong as the mainland fell to the 
Communist People’s Government. 

One of the airplanes—XT-606— 
had the doubtful privilège of 
winning a “Purple Heart” when 
peppered with small arms fire 
(Convairiety, Nov. 9, 1949) on its 
last trip from Canton. 

Despite their long inactivity, 
the planes appear to be in excel¬ 
lent condition, two Convair serv¬ 
ice engineers, who inspected them 
at Hong Kong, reported last week 
on their return to San Diego. 

They are H. M. Bohmbach and 
B. B. Gray, who assisted in inven- 
tory of the planes and in loading 
them aboard surface transporta¬ 
tion for the trip home. 

Ownership of the airplanes now 
rests with Civil Air Transport, 
Inc. of Delaware, Md., headed by 
Gen. Claire Chennault, which pur- 
chased the assets of CATC. How- 
ever, this was not established 
until this year when lengthy liti¬ 
gation in the Hong Kong courts 
and in London was climaxed by 
award of the planes to CATI. 

When the subject arose as to 
how best to evacuate the planes, 
Bohmbach, who was then on a 
trip to the Far East for Convair 
customers, was dispatched to 
Hong Kong. Later, when the 
decision was reached to bring the 
planes to the U. S. by surface, 
Gray relieved Bohmbach at the 
scene and gave technical assist¬ 
ance during the loading. 

“It was necessary to build spé¬ 
cial hoists,” Gray reported. “I 
had some misgivings, I admit, for 
the airplanes had to be lifted as 
complété units. However, the ar¬ 
rangement worked without a 
hitch.” 

The airplanes were loaded in¬ 
tact aboard a U. S. Navy aircraft j 
carrier, loaned as a transportation 
service ship on a reimbursable 
basis, as no suitable commercial 
transport was available. 

Several score of airplanes were 
involved in the litigation, as well

as the Convair-Liners, and while 
in the hands of the Communists 
ail were given préservation treat- 
ment, though Bohmbach reported 
that “they had a good sense of 
values, and did the best job of 
preserving on the Convairs. . . . 
They did an A No. 1 job. . . . ” 
While Convair sent six air¬ 
planes originally to CATC, only 


While Convair Service En¬

Continental is scheduled to re- 
ceive six more model 340s during 
the first half of 1953. 

“Of the 175 airplanes under 
order, we hâve now delivered 21,” 
B. F. Coggan, SD Division man¬ 
ager, reported. “Our November 
schedule calls for six and in the 
near future we hope to be turning 
out eight a month regularly.” 

Coggan said the 340 program 
is showing continued improve- 
ment in schedule keeping through- 
out. He called particular atten¬ 
tion to the efforts of Field 
Operations under Supt. Steve Ba- 
rinka in establishing a new record 
for a customer’s first airplane. 
Only two weeks was required for 
the Continental ship from the 
time it left final assembly until 
it was flown away. 

Accepting the ship for Conti¬ 
nental last week was O. R. Haue- 
ter, vice president of operations, 
whose line has been operating 
five model 240s for about three 
years, during which they hâve 
logged 135 million passenger 
miles. Haueter said the model 
240s were important in helping 
Continental set a record last year 
of completing 99.2 per cent of 
schedules, highest performance 
among domestic airlines. 

Also among the October deliv¬ 
eries were five ships for United 
Air Lines, two for Braniff (the 
line’s second and third ships) and 
one for Aramco (that concerné 
No. 2 ship). 

Model 340 project administrator 
Ed Reynolds reported noteworthy 
improvement in a number of 
phases of the program. 

“The final line has picked up 
noticeably and is now on a three- 
day move, conforming to the fac- 
tory,” he said. “Fewer customer 
squawks — and consequently re- 
duced time in customer accept¬ 
ance — reflects improvement 
tliroughout.” 

The first wing produced by 
Dept. 52 after speeding up from 
a four-day to a three-day move 
was pulled carrying a label “100 
per cent complété, no shortages, 
no open standard hours” and the

$932 Idea 
Takes Top 
SD Honors

A $932 Suggestion Award 
was in the Works this week 
for John P. Mattox of Dept. 
406 (Plaster Pattern Shop) 
at San Diego as tangible 
récognition for an idea that 
gives promise of industry- 
wide application. 

Mattox’s idea involves the de¬ 
velopment of a new routine for 
taking fiber glass impressions of 
plaster models without damaging 
the models themselves. His con¬ 
tribution merits the largest single 
Suggestion Award that is on rec¬ 
ord at Convair San Diego since 
World War II days. Mattox has 
been commended by both Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, Convair 
president, and SD Division Man¬ 
ager B. F. Coggan. 

“Mattox’s suggestion solves a 
problem that has been both seri- 
ous and expensive for a long 
time,” General Foreman Charles 
Shoupe explained. “Our plaster 
models, which represent the "mas¬ 
ter’ form of many parts of our 
airplanes, frequently took a ter¬ 
rible beating while being used 
to give us fiber glass impressions 
necessary in various phases of 
tooling. Often, the models were 
so mutilated that we had to com- 
pletely rebuild them.” 

Not only Mattox but every one 
connected with the operation for 
months has been beating their 
brains to corne up with some 
solution, such as a simple wax 
combination that would prevent 
the fiber glass from sticking. 

In very simple terms, the prob¬ 
lem was much the same as the

one that amateur cooks encounter 
when making pancakes. Without 
care, the batter sticks to the fry- 
ing surface and when vigorous 
shoveling at last frees the pan- 
cakes they are scarcely things of 
beauty. 

""Our former methods involved 
hours of oven drying for the 
model, coat after coat of various 
lacquers and wax, etc. But still 
the fiber glass often stuck firmly 
to the plaster,” Mattox recalled 
this week. “We were ail trying 
to think up a better combination 
of wax and other things that 
would let us lift the impression 
off without harm to the model. 
It was like trying to think up a 
new "home brew’ recipe!” 

One break came by accident. 
Not long ago Mattox mixed up a

Rejected Parts Arerit Scrap, Says 
Quality Control. Treat 'em Gently 


Last Cat' in AF 
Goes to Posture 


Ail that glitters is not gold, 
and similarly ail parts rejected 
by Inspection and returned to 
Material Review are not neces- 
sarily junk, Quality Control at 
San Diego reminded this week. 

“Many parts and assemblies 
found defective by Inspection can 
be rendered useable, either for 
their original purpose or for an- 
other use, with minor repairs or 
modifications,” G. A. Covington, 
manager of Quality Control at 
SD, said. “Only when a part has 
been consigned as junk to the 
scrap heap by Material Review 
should it be treated as such. 

“Until parts are definitely 
headed for the Salvage Yard, 
they should be given the same 
care as new parts in handling, 
storage and transportation.” 

Covington cited as a recent ex¬ 
ample a flare chute, with an esti- 
mated value of $100, which was 
rejected by an inspector because 
a small casting was found dam- 
aged. 

“At the time of inspection the 
chute could easily hâve been re- 
paired with little expense,” Cov¬ 
ington said. “But by the time it 
reached Material Review addi- 
tional damage sustained in han¬ 
dling and transit had rendered 
the entire assembly unuseable, 
and it had to be junked. 

“Not only was the value of the 
assembly lost, but the time of the 
people involved in the review 
process was also costly.” 

Material rejected by inspection 
is stamped with a “D,” meaning 
in effect “withhold, do not use as 
is.” (The “D” DOESN’T mean 


Although it will be some time 
yet before the first R3Y flight 
airplane is ready for launching 
in San Diego Bay, its hull is now 
no stranger to water. 

Beginning last month, the hull 
was subjected to a sériés of Water 
tests in Building 2 to insure its 
tightness. 

W. S. Stroud, who is being suc- 
ceeded by Vince Cernuto as Proj¬ 
ect administrator on the R3Y, 
reported that the tests are pro- 
gressing steadily and will be 
completed soon. They consist 
literally of introducing water into 
the various watertight compart- 
ments. These are located below 
the floor level. 

Meanwhile, other phases of the 
R3Y project (construction of a 
number of high speed, turboprop 
seaplanes for the U. S. Navy 
based on the P5Y design) are 
continuing. 

“We still hâve a number of 
items to complété on the test hull, 
such as canopy installation, in- 
terior work and fitting the big 
cargo door,” Stroud explained. 
“However, we expect to meet our 
Dec. 1 schedule for delivery.” 

The “test hull” is part of the 
first airplane that will leave the 



necessarily the material will be 
scrapped, Covington added.) An 
Inspection Report (IR), describ- 
ing discrepancies, is attached and 
the part is forwarded to Material 
Review, where a decision is made 
as to whether it will be repaired, 
modified or scrapped. Only when 
Material Review has stamped an 
“R”—for rejection—over the in¬ 
spectons “D,” should any part 
be treated as scrap. 

“Carelessness on the part of 
someone is usually the reason the 
part was rejected by the inspector 
in the first place,” he said. Dam¬ 
age may occur in a number of 
ways, he added. Délicate instru¬ 
ments or other parts may be im- 
properly packed or loaded on 
trailers, materials may be placed 
on inadéquate racks, parts are 
sometimes stored on work 
benches instead of in stock rooms. 

“In the long run, proper han¬ 
dling and storage require less 
time and effort than careless¬ 
ness,” Covington said. 


The plane will never fly 
but will be devoted entirely to 
extensive testing at a new facil- 
ity now taking shape at the Con¬ 
vair seaplane ramp at San Diego 
(Convairiety, Sept. 10, 1952). 

The test airplane, when delivered 
to the test facility, will be in two 
components, a complété hull 
mated to a stub wing and a stub 
hull mated to a complété wing.

The U.S. Air Force recently 
retired its last Convair PBY Cat- 
alina, which until that time had 
been the AFs senior type of air¬ 
plane in use. 

Coincidentally, the U.S. Coast 
Guard at San Diego bade farewell 
to what may be the last PBY to 
serve in search and rescue from 
this port. 

Known in the Air Force as SA- 
10, the last of the AF Catalinas 
was with the 4th Air Rescue 
Squadron at March AFB, Calif., 
until Sept. 29 when it was flown 
to Mobile, Ala., to spend the rest 
of its life in “green pastures.” 

The last Coast Guard Catalina 
at San Diego left last month for 
Biloxie, Miss., for further service 
there. Its departure marks the 
end of nearly a decade of faithful 
service, however, during which 
PBYs hâve made some 2,500 
flights from the San Diego sta¬ 
tion, the majority on errands of 
life saving. 

Although no longer flying for 
the Air Force or the Coast Guard 
at SD, the Convair Catalina is far 
from vanishing completely. They 
still are doing faithful service for 
the U.S. Navy at various stations 
and are in commercial use in far 
corners of the world.

XC-99 Breaks 
Own Records 


Convair’s number one record breaker—the Air Force 
XC-99 cargo transport—was at it again during July, 
August and September, establishing ail sorts of new rec¬ 


ords for cargo-type aircraft. 

During the three-month pe- 
riod, the XC-99: 

Logged 352 hours, 20 min¬ 
utes flying time; 

Carried a total of 3,427,554 
pounds of cargo; 

Maintained a strict schedule 
on 30 of the 45 flights (as 
little as five minutes either way 
was considered “off” schedule) ; 

Set a new unloading record 
by removing 78,811 pounds of 
cargo in 55 minutes; 

Established a new mark for 
removing and installing a new 
engine and; 

Chalked up a new record for 
the number of hours flown in 
one month: 135 hours in Sep¬ 
tember. 

However, ail records were not 
set by the XC-99 and its Air 
Force flight crew. Civilian me- 
chanics at the big ship’s base at 
Kelly Air Force Base, Tex., also 
came in for crédit for the per¬ 
formance of the ship. 

One of the six pusher-type 
engines—referred to as “old No. 
3” by crew members—was re- 
moved after 814 hours and 30 
minutes of continuous operation 
without a major overhaul. 

The previous average of this 
type engine was approximately 
250 to 300 hours, according to 
Moffett M. Ross, technical repré¬ 
sentative for Pratt and Whitney 
Engines at Kelly. 

Ross stated that the record was 
probably a new one for such an 
engine, reasoning that the high- 
est company record was around 
700 hours. 

Two of the other engines hâve 
logged 524 hours and 20 minutes 
and 630 hours and 40 minutes 
continuous flying without an 
overhaul. Average for ail six 
engines was 480 hours before the 
removal of No. 3. 

Members of the Base and Tran- 
sient Heavy Aircraft Mainte¬ 
nance Unit, headed by Ben Rob¬ 
erts, set the engine change record 
when they started removing the 
old engine at 4:20 p.m. and fin- 
ished the job at midnight. 

Capt. James M. Pittard, pilot, 
and project officer for the XC-99, 
commended maintenance crews 
highly for the remarkable per¬ 
formance of the XC-99 saying: 

“Préventive maintenance has 
been the chief contributor to the 
records. The crews hâve been 
able to detect and remove such 
things as cylinders, spark plugs, 
and other parts before they ac- 
tually fail. Instead of taking the 
plane out of service for a major 
inspection, it is kept in service 
through a sériés of ‘running’ in¬ 
spections between trips.” 

The XC-99 is currently flying 


a regular run between Kelly AFB 
and McClellan AFB, California. 
Most of the flights are in direct 
support of the Korean air lift. 

The XC-99 makes the trip both 
ways two times each week. Trans¬ 
portation costs hâve dropped 
from 17.30 cents per ton mile in 
July to 14.84 cents in August. 
Figures for September were not 
available, but Pittard believes 
they will be much lower than the 
previous two months. 

Two Air Force crews man the 
XC-99 in turns on its freight- 
hauling ventures.

Engineers, Fugitives From Iron Curtain, 
Find Sanctuary in 'Foreign Légion at SD 


Although they are officially known as the Commercial 
Engineering Group, an isolated group of engineers at Con¬ 
vair San Diego prefer to call themselves the “foreign 
légion”—and with the best o f reasons. 

Ail but eight of the group are 
natives of foreign countries, re- 
cruited under Convair’s alien 
engineer procurement program, 
and they represent nine separate 
countries, mostly European. At 
présent they are operating as a 
separate group in a Quonset hut 
on Kettner Boulevard awaiting 
security clearance before being 
absorbed into regular engineering 
units. 

“Although there has been noth- 
ing secret about this project, no 
publicity was given to it until it 
was definitely proved successful,” 
said A. C. Reading, Convair SD 
engineer assigned to direct the 
group. “Now, after ten months 
of operation, I believe we can say 
that the engineers hâve proved 
their worth.” 

Approximately 30 men, includ- 


ing eight U. S. citizens, are in 
the group at the présent. Since 
the others hâve not yet been 
cleared by security, and conse- 
quently cannot enter the produc¬ 
tion and regular engineering 
areas, three of the eight Ameri- 
cans serve as liaison between the 
group and the plant. The other 
five serve in supervisory or cléri¬ 
cal capacities. 

A m o n g the “légionnaires,” 
seven are from England, five 
from Canada, three from Ger- 
many, two from Sweden and one 
each from Switzerland, China, 
Ireland, Czechoslovakia and Hun- 
gary. Although each has his own 
reasons for coming to the United 
States, most of them hâve one 
ambition in common—to obtain 
U. S. citizenship papers. 

Many of the engineers hâve

colorful backgrounds, g a i n e d 
either through professional 
achievements in their native coun¬ 
tries, wartime accomplishments, 
or through contact with the Iron 
Curtain. 

At least three are political 
refugees from countries now 
occupied by Communist forces, 
one of them fleeing his native 
country twice in “stolen ,, air- 
craft, once from the Nazis and 
once from the Communists. 
Another left his country by 
Crossing the border after being 
declared a “class enemy” of the 
“People’s Démocratie Republie” 
and being forced to do hard 
labor in sand pits. A third was 
in the U. S. as a student when 
his country was overrun by the 
Communists and consequently 
is unable to return. 

Two are scientists who worked 
with the development of the Ger- 
man V-2 rocket, and were brought 
to the U. S. by the government 
following the end of World War 
II to assist with the development 
of guided missiles. Both hâve 
applied for U. S. citizenship. 

A third German engineer was 
personally responsible for turning 
over a large amount of informa¬ 
tion concerning German aircraft 
developments to Allied investi- 
gating groups. During this pe- 
riod he worked for a while with 
E. G. Stout, Convair engineer, 
who was serving with one of the 
groups. 

Ail of the group are qualified 
engineers, many of them respon¬ 
sible for the development of air¬ 
craft types and components. One, 
in addition to being a recognized 
engineer, was a widely known 
and published aviation writer in 
England. Others hâve held re¬ 
sponsible government posts in 
aviation in their home countries. 

At Convair the engineers hâve 
been working on non-secret proj- 
ects while waiting for security 
clearance. Much of their work 
has been confined to the Convair- 
Liner model 340, although they 
hâve worked on non-classified 
sections of other aircraft. 

Clearance for aliens is a 
lengthy process, and to date the 
“foreign légion” has “graduated” 
only one engineer. He is Gérard 
J. Bax, former pilot and chief of 
air crew training for KLM-Royal 
Dutch Airlines. Bax spent six 
months at Convair in 1948 and 
flew one of KLM’s. first Convair- 
Liner 240’s home, and much of 
the clearance work for him was 
done at that time. At présent 
Bax is a Service Engineer train¬ 
ing coordinator. 

“With one or two exceptions, 
we hâve had none of the problems 
one would expect to encounter 
with a group of this type,” Read¬ 
ing said. “Language has been the 
least of our problems—many of 
the men speak better English 
than I do—and the men are 
rapidly becoming ‘Americanized.’ 
They even hâve their own bowl¬ 
ing league.” 


FW Foreman En Route 
Coast on Horseback 


“California or bust” was the 
literal motto last week of Jimmy 
Shackelford, Convair FW tooling 
foreman, as he announced plans 
to ride horseback from Fort 
Worth to San Diego.

He 
hoped to establish a new speed 
record for distance riding by 
co ve ring the more than 1,300 
miles in 15 days. 

Shackelford estimated he would 
average 75 miles a day by alter- 
nating among five mounts and 
riding each an average of 10 
miles at a time. 

According to his announced 
itinerary, Shackelford would 
reach Thurber, Tex., the first 
night and proceed next to Abi- 
lene, Big Springs and Monahans. 
From there the trip would take 
him through Los Cruces, N. M.; 
Tucson, Gila Bend and Yuma, 
Ariz.; El Centro, Calif., and into 
San Diego. 

Plans for the undertaking be- 
gan to materialize about three 
months ago when Shackelford 
acquired the last of five horses 
which he considered necessary for 
the trip. 

Since then he had been condi- 
tioning himself for the back- 


breaking trip, by daily riding 
stints which saw him increase 
the time on horseback each day 
from two to more than four 
hours. 

A few weeks ago, he made an 
experimental long-distance ride 
to Temple, arriving there only 
three minutes behind his esti¬ 
mated schedule. The 132-mile 
journey took 16 hours and three 
minutes. For forty miles of the 
way, Shackelford rode through a 
steady downpour. 

Aside from setting a new speed 
record, Shackelford hopes to 
prove that a long-distance ride 
can be accomplished with neither 
the hôrses nor the rider suffering 
ill effects. 

“Most riders who complété 
long trips boast about how many 
horses they wore out on the 
way,” Shackelford says. “When 
I reach San Diego, I want my 
horses to be in just as good con¬ 
dition as when they left Fort 
Worth.” 

Accompanying him will be his 
brother Claude, who will drive 
the trailer-truck loaded with 
extra mounts, take care of sad- 
dling and unsaddling the horses 
and handle other details.

FW Song Wrïter 
Hoping For That 
'One Hit Tune’ 

Any song writer who has ever 
waited out the publication of a 
tune or the placing of a recording 
on sale to the general public will 
sympathize with Convair FW’s 
Tommy Thomas. 

For Thomas, a Dept. 46 assem¬ 
bler, has not one but five record- 
ings due to hit the market almost 
any day. 

“Believe me, it’s tough just 
waiting to see whether the pub-

lie will buy your recordings or 
not/’ Thomas says. “There’s not 
much you can do about it but 
wait.” 

However, the Convair tune- 
smith is no rookie at the record¬ 
ing game. His “Is It Fair?” has 
been on the record counters for 
some two months. It was his 
first record attempt. 

Thomas is banking heavily on 
one of the five songs he has re- 
corded to make a hit with the 
public. After that he figures it 
will be easy to sell his work. 

“One hit tune and you’re in,” 
he explains. 

Thomas writes the lyrics to ail 
his tunes and often teams with 
another musician to turn out the 
music, or else he leaves it up to 
the publishing house to supply 
the catchy notes. 

He has written some 30 songs 
classed as hillbilly or folk music. 
He has a contract with one pub¬ 
lishing company to handle ail his 
works. 

Thomas generally cuts a sam- 
ple record of the words and sends 
it to the publisher for considéra¬ 
tion. If the lyrics are accepted, 
he receives a royalty and a fiat 
fee on ail records sold. 

Although he has been at Con¬ 
vair FW only two years, Thomas 
has appeared on radio and stage 
shows in and around Fort Worth 
for the past 15 years. He sings, 
plays the guitar and other string 
instruments. 


“The whole week’s cruise was 
a ‘thrill a minute’ but I think the 
best was night operations,” J. T. 
Richardson (Dept. 300) recalled. 

“I remember getting out of bed 
—I mean the sack—about 2 a.m. 
and watching from the bridge 
while we launched about every- 
thing we had. The planes were to 
make a mock attack from a sur¬ 
prise direction and it was almost 
like the real thing, waiting for 
them to appear. 

“It was just about dawn and 
the weather was overcast. 
When I sighted them they were 
almost on us, coming like the 
dickens and only a few feet 
above the waves. Then they 
would e a c h turn off after 
reaching the point where they 
would liave dropped a torpédo, 
if they had been playing for 
keeps.” 

Richardson took an intense in¬ 
terest in everything aboard ship, 
as did the seven other Convair 
men. 

“I was amazed at the team- 
work on the ship, especially by 
the flight deck crews,” said 
Frank R. Gonzales (Dept. 52). 
“Safety of pilots and planes de- 
pended on their fast action dur¬ 
ing takeoffs and landings. 

“And I found it hard to believe 
that so many different types of 
equipment were used on the car¬ 
rier. I was especially interested

in the radar. This was my first 
chance to see radar in action.” 

The ship itself was the most 
impressive thing about the trip 
for F. G. Belsky (Dept. 27-8). 

“Its size, speed and the way it 
handled at sea were really some- 


thing,” Belsky said. “My only 
disappointment was the prover¬ 
bial Navy beans—we didn’t see 
one bean on the entire trip!” 

Carrier life was nothing new 
to B. C. Wood (Dept. 52) and 
William Wilson (Dept. 44).

“I had ne ver realized the 
amount of coopération among the 
various departments it takes to 
run a ship. I learned a lot—and 
still found time to catch up on 
my sleep.” 

Vie Salgado (Dept. 406) was so 
impressed with Navy shipboard 
life that he is considering enter- 
ing college in January to préparé 
for a compétitive examination for 
a Navy college training program. 

“I really admire those Navy 
planes. They hâve to be well built 
to take the punishment of carrier 
take-offs and landings,” he said. 

Flight operations, especially at 
night, were the most interesting 
part of the trip for Cruz Acevedo 
(Dept. 57). 

“It’s really something to see a 
plane catapulted from a carrier 
at two o’clock in the morning,” 
Acevedo said. “Once something 
happened to the brakes of a plane 
as it was being launched and it 
almost went over the side, but the 
pilot straightened out in time. 
Those Navy pilots are really 
good!” 

The general feeling of the en- 
tire group toward the cruise was 
summed up by C. J. Dunphy 
(Dept. 300). 

“The Navy left no stone un- 
turned to see that we were com- 
fortable and having an instruc¬ 
tive expérience,” Dunphy said.

CIPs and Suggestions 
At Convair SD Already 
Past '52 Savings Goal 


Estimated savings from Employée Suggestions and 
Cost Improvement Proposais accepted and put into effect 
since Dec. 1, 1951 already hâve far surpassed the San 
Diego Division goal of $2,000 ,000 for fiscal 1952.. _ 


As of Oct. 16 the total had 
reached $2,670,282. The $2,000,000 
mark was passed Sept. 25. 

The total represents the results 
from 683 CIPs and 535 sugges¬ 
tions. It was arrived at by add- 
ing together the estimated one- 
year savings to Convair expected 
to resuit from each of the pro¬ 
posais and suggestions. The CIPs 


Total awards already paid 
out for Employée Suggestions 
at San Diego Division through 
mid-October was $19,644, an 
average of $36.75 per award. 

accounted for the greater amount, 
$2,317,899, while the suggestion 
savings totaled $352,383. 

Total suggestions and CIPs 
received since Dec. 1, including 
both those accepted, those reject- 
ed and those now pending, was 
4,877. 

“The program was not in 
operation during the full year of 
1950 at San Diego, so we can’t 
make a perfect comparison,” 
E. E. Hartzler, Cost Réduction 
Section supervisor in Industrial 
Engineering at SD, explained. 
“However, it is plain that the re- 
sponse has been much greater 
than last year. During nine 
months of 1951 only 70 per cent 
of a goal of $1,192,000 was 
reached; while during 1952 the 
12-month goal of $2,000,000 was 
reached in ten months/’ 

Hartzler emphasized that the 
Cost Réduction Section’s part in 
the program is solely one of serv- 
icing the ideas of others, analyz- 
ing their possibilities and esti- 
mating savings. 

“Crédit for the cost improve¬ 
ment is entirely due to the in- 
genuity and imagination of Con¬ 
vair people who submitted the 
ideas,” he added. “It is their 
brains that make it possible.” 

Hartzler added that the total 
thus far this year would be even 
greater by counting in sugges¬ 
tions and proposais that hâve 
been approved but not put into 


effect yet because of delays in- 
volving new tooling, acquisition 
of new machinery, etc. If these 
were counted, another $854,331 
could be added! 

Indirect departments hâve 
shown the greatest performance 
in cost réduction through the 
program in ternis of percentage 
of goal. These departments, with 
a goal of $200,000, hâve sub¬ 
mitted ideas worth more than 
three times this figure. Among 
the leaders was Flight (with a 
whopping 950 per cent of goal), 
Sériés Tool Mfg. (with 873 per 
cent), Material & Shipping (with 
700 per cent), Industrial Rela¬ 
tions (with 650 per cent). 

For the direct departments, 
ideas submitted through Septem- 
ber brought savings representing 
about 80 per cent of their yearly 
goal of $1,800,000. Plant 1 direct 
departments were totally farther 
along toward the goal than Plant 
2, though there were fine exam¬ 
ples of valuable suggestions and 
proposais at both plants. Plant 1 
leader was 340 Fuselage & Con- 
trol Surfaces with 404 per cent 
of goal achieved (more than four 
times their target) while in sec- 


Assignment of two Cost Ré¬ 
duction Section men to service 
the second shift suggestions 
and proposais at San Diego has 
resulted in a 25 per cent in- 
crease in volume of ideas sub¬ 
mitted. The improved service is 
expected to expedite handling 
and bring about greater effi- 
ciency.

B-36 Engines From 

Convair FW folks, long accus- 
tomed to the sight of B-36s which 
line the ramp paralleling Grant’s 
Lane, looked twice last month 
when a stranger appeared in the 
midst. 

The stranger was a trim green 
and white cargo ship with the 
letters “AAXICO” lettered boldly 
across the fuselage. The désig¬ 
nation brought rise to spéculation 
that the plane was of Mexican 
origin. 

For benefit of those inquisitive 
observers: The aircraft belongs 
to the American Air Export and 
Import Co. of Miami, Fia., an 
irregular air carrier operating 
transport aircraft. 

Under a contract awarded that 
company recently by the Air Ma¬ 
teriel Command, AAXICO trans¬ 
ports Pratt and Whitney engines 
and exhaust Systems from the 
P-W East Hartford, Conn., plant 
to Convair FW for installation on 
B-36s. 

The first shipment of power 
plants via air transport arrived 
here early in September. Engines 
are delivered two per shipment, 
complété with exhaust Systems. 

Air transportation of the en¬ 
gines was decided upon after 
trial runs between Kelly AFB 
(Tex.) and McClellan AFB 
(Calif.) last summer. 

The experimental flights 
proved delivery by air to be the

First Convair-Liner to fly the Pacific, Hawaiian Air¬ 
lines No. 1 model 340 last week landecl at Honolulu within 
six minutes of its estimated time of arrivai. 

The plane’s appearance keyed in with a célébration of 


HAL’s 23rd anniversary. 

First of six model 340s ordered 
by HAL, the plane bade Aloha 
to San Diego Nov. 9 and flew to 
San Francisco, laid over a day 
there awaiting improved weather, 
then took off Nov. 11 at. 6:40 
a.m. to race the sun across 2,410 
miles of water. It arrived 10 
hours, 51 minutes later (5:31 p.m. 
Pacific Coast time). Flight plan 
called for the most economical 
cruising speed in order to main- 
tain a safe fuel margin on the 
long overwater trip. 

Plane captain was B. J. Hogg, 
HAL superintendent of flight 
operations, with W. D. Carrier 
Jr. of Convair as co-pilot. Also 
aboard were George Stanton, 
United Air Lines assistant chief 
navigator who helped operate a 
UAL Loran set supplied for the 
trip as a navigational aid, Ford 
Studebaker, HAL vice-president 
of operations, and two Honolulu 
newspapermen, Ron Bennett and 
Robert Johnson. On arrivai 
Studebaker wired back: 

“A perfect trip. Express our 
thanks to ail at Convair for mak- 
ing possible delivery on our 
anniversary.” 

Convair ingenuity played no 
small part in making the well- 
timed schedule. Some weeks ago 
it looked as though spécial 
auxiliary fuel tanks might be a 
stumbling block. However, Field 
Operations men recalled that; 
tanks once intended for KLM air- 
planes and subsequently used for 
engineering tests at SD, might 
be adaptable. They were, and so 
when the HAL plane left San 
Diego its passenger cabin was 
dominated by a novel installation, 
two large red fuel tanks that 
together held an extra 400 gal¬ 
lons to supplément the 1,750 
gallons in the wing tanks.

Testing Device Built from Scraps 
Takes Valves 'Up' to High Altitude 


The ingenuity of two Convair 
FW Field Operations employées 
is playing a vital rôle in helping 
Convair wage an all-out war on 
waste of parts, materials, time 
and money. 

L. R. Parvin, Dept. 62, and H. 
J. Orr, Dept. 64, teamed to build 
a small testing device from 
scraps, spare parts and tubing. 
It is used to test hydraulic Sys¬ 
tem valves under conditions en- 
countered on high altitude flights. 

Previously, stacks of rejected 
valves accumulated awaiting 
tests. 

“Not only did we hâve to wait 
for tests, but we were having 
trouble finding sub-contractors to 
restore usable valves,” says R. 
W. McGuffee, Field Operations 
superintendent. 

“Parvin and Orr hit on the 


idea for the test rig and most of 
our problems are now solved.” 

The part to be tested is placed 
on the test rig and connected to 
oii and vacuum tanks. It is then 
taken up to various simulated al¬ 
titudes to détermine if it will 
leak. 

Should a leak or default be 
located, it can be adjusted or re- 
paired in a matter of minutes, 
then subjected to the routine 
again or until it is perfect. 

Ordinary testing of valves takes 
about four minutes, Orr reports. 

Orr, who opérâtes the device, 
ran 207 valves through the rou¬ 
tine in two weeks. One three-day 
pefiod saw him test 54 valves. 

“Of the 54 tested, 51 were good 
and needed only minor adjust- 
ments to put them back in top 
shape,” he says. 


Check to be Sure Electrical Circuits Are OFF 
Advised Before Working on Airplane Tubing 


Quality Control at San Diego 
this week struck a blow at fire 
hazards, particularly those haz- 
ards présent when working with 
or near electrical circuits that are 
ON when they should be OFF. 

“Using a wrench on airplane 
tubing while power is on is about 



as effective a way to start a fire 
as carefully lighting a bucket of 
gasoline with a match,” G. A. 
Covington, manager of Quality 
Control, said. 

“Fm not joking. This actually 


happened, and not so long ago 
either. 

“If inflammable materials, such 
as oxygen, fuel or hydraulic fluid, 
are présent near an electrical Sys¬ 
tem that is on, sparks from a 
wrench or other tool being used 
on a tubing System could easily 
—and hâve—set off a fire. 

“This may Sound far-fetched, 
but tubing Systems and electrical 
circuits usually run parallel 
throughout an airplane. Until a 
plane is delivered, tubing Systems 
are subjected to almost contin- 
uous performance checks, and flu- 
ids sometimes escape. During the 
same period ail electrical power 
is supplied to the plane from an 
outside source. A wrench coming 
into contact with both a tube and 
an electrical connection while 
power is on would cause a short 
circuit, and resulting sparks could 
ignite a fire. 

“The presence of Chemicals or 
other fluids around electrical wir- 
ing and connections should be re- 
ported at once to the proper sup- 
ervisor,” Covington continued. 

“And never assume that power 
is off. Check for yourself,” he 
added. “Even after checking, 
carefulness is a good rule to fol- 
low. Someone might tura the 
power back on. . . .” 


Double Checking' System 
Assures Quality Parts 


There’s more to building a 
quality B-36 than fitting together 
a variety of parts made in certain 
sizes and shapes. 

If you don’t believe it, ask the 
Quality Control people at Convair 
FW. It’s their duty to see that 
ail B-36 parts are not only cor¬ 
rect in size but meet rigid re- 
quirements for strength, finish 
and so forth. 

To show how this is accomp- 
lished at Convair FW, Quality 
Control Manager J. Y. McClure 
points to the Fabrication depart¬ 
ments, where the first steps are 
taken in transforming raw ma¬ 
terial into B-36s. Here, it’s up 
to E. C. Cauthen, general super- 
visor of Fabrication Inspection, 
to see that every part which 
leaves the manufacturing areas 
meets required spécifications. 
That means that the part must 
not only be right dimensionally, 
but that it also must hâve been 
processed properly. 

“Ail steel and aluminum alloy 
parts which go on a B-36 must be 
specially treated either to give 
them strength, make them non- 
corrosive or provide other neces- 
sary physical qualities,” Cauthen 
points out. 

“A part may meet exact spéci¬ 
fications for size, but if it hasn’t 
been properly heat-treated, ano- 
dized, plated, primed or lacquered, 
its quality will be only skin-deep. 

“In brief, we hâve to prevent 
parts which are too hard or too 
soft or which might corrode or 
fail otherwise from getting into 
the finished airplane.” 

For that reason, every process 
in fabrication is checked and dou- 
ble-checked to guard against such 
a possibility. 

Typical of the “control” or 
checking Systems in these depart¬ 
ments is the careful attention 
given to the heat-treat process. 
Heat-treatment is particularly im¬ 
portant because it changes the 
internai structure of steel and 
aluminum alloys to make it 
stronger and more durable. 

To be sure that proper tem¬ 
pératures are maintained in the 
heat-treat ovens, inspectors keep 
a close eye on the température 
gauges. But because results of 
heat-treatment are not visible to 
the eye, inspectors don’t rely sole- 


ly on “paper work” to be sure the 
process was effective. They check 
each part individually on a “hard- 
ness-testing” machine which tells 
instantly if it has properly re- 
sponded to heat-treating. This is 
where the expérience, know-how 
and responsibility of the fabrica¬ 
tion inspector is of major import¬ 
ance. His decision on whether or 
not a part is acceptable is abso- 
lutely final. 

“The 'job traveler’ also plays 
an important rôle in our check 
and double check System,” Cau¬ 
then points out. “It allows in¬ 
spectors to keep a close tab on 
each part as it progresses through 
its various steps in fabrication.” 

For example, in making a land- 
ing gear nut, the “traveler” shows 
that the part must be inspected 
seven times between raw stock 
stores and the stock room where 
finished parts are stored. 

Nothing is left to chance, 
Cauthen said, in assuring quality 
parts for quality B-36s.

Convair Men for Their Inventions 


Creative thinking and inven¬ 
tive genius at Convair FW was 
handsomely rewarded this month 
when Division Manager August 
C. Esenwein distributed patent 
royalty checks totaling more 
than $3,000 to s even FW em¬ 
ployées. 

On the receiving end were P. S. 
Kleven, N. H. Simpson, G. W. 
Larson and Oscar Wehmanen, ail 
of Dept. 6; C. W. Cléments, 
Dept. 75; George Adams Jr., 
Dept. 25, and G. R. (Dick) Gor¬ 
don, Dept. 24. 


“These inventions, on which 
the company has secured patents, 
are now in use commercially 
throughout the industry,” accord- 
ing to Chas. W. Dawson, division 
patent engineer. 

Most of the checks which the 
men received this month repre- 
sented second or third royalty 
payments. However, for Kleven, 
it was the initial payment on his 
hydraulically-operated 1 o c k i n g 
mechanism. 

Kleven’s invention provides a 
unique means for locking control 


surfaces and other components 
on aircraft to prevent winds from 
buffeting these surfaces while the 
airplane is stationary. A spécial 
safety feature allows the pilot 
to overcome the lock when the 
aircraft is in motion. 

Inventions by the others for 
which checks were presented in- 
clude : 

Cléments’ jet engine calibrat- 
ing apparatus which preheats jet 
tailpipes and then very accurate- 
ly checks their températures 
without necessity of operating 
the engines. 

Simpson’s process for electro- 
chemically oxidizing magnésium. 

Larson’s improved cabin venti- 
lating System for controlling cir¬ 
culation of air in the cabin either 
with or without pressure. 

Wehmanen’s void-sealing élé¬ 
ment for sealing intégral fuel 
tanks to prevent leakage of fuel. 

Gordon’s automatic joggling 
machine which éliminâtes use of 
expensive dies and makes presses 
available for other work. 

And, Adams’ simultaneous pres- 
sure-heat curing platen which 
offers a decided improvement to 
the metalbond process. 

“We feel that these employées’ 
contributions to Convair’s prime 
product fully justifies the part 
which we played in obtaining 
patents on their inventions and 
improvements,” Dawson re- 
marked. 

“By helping an inventor obtain 
a patent, we simply give employ¬ 
ées added incentive to do Crea¬ 
tive thinking which in the long 
run, will resuit in better Prod¬ 
ucts for the company,” he added.

Total Personnel at SD Trained 
in Civil Defense Rises Steadily 

A steady increase in trained 
personnel to serve Convair San 
Diego’s Civil Defense organiza- 
tion was apparent this month 
with completion of the first class 
for zone lieutenants and captains 
in First Aid. 

Graduâtes were praised for 
their perseverance in completing 
the long course despite the pres¬ 
sure of normal duties. 

Commenting later, Frank Mer- 
ritt, chief of Industrial Security, 
said: “These certificates repre- 
sent a definite accomplishment. 

I know that the time and effort 
expended in many cases repre- 
sent real Personal sacrifice. 

Graduâtes would not hâve per- 
severed to the end, however, had 
they not realized the importance 
of the task.” 

As of this month, more than 
800 hâve been trained in First 
Aid as part of the Civil Defense 
program at Convair SD, to the 
degree necessary for their par- 
ticular positions. 

With an authorized complément 
of 1,025 persons, including a va- 
riety of assignments such as fire, 
police, messenger service, wel- 
fare, etc., the Civil Defense or- 


ganization now has 907 persons 
trained sufficiently to qualify. 
During the last few months the 
majority hâve participated in 
drills for their individual zones. 
Each of the 10 zones thus far 
hâve had two drills for a total of 
40 drills held at San Diego. 

“Our next major development 
will be a plant-wide drill for Civil 
Defense personnel,” L. A. How¬ 
ard, Civil Defense coordinator in 
the Industrial Security Dept., 
said. “This will be to test our 
full facilities and give the differ¬ 
ent zones a lesson in teamwork.”

“I never was in the same 
class with Glenn Cunningham 
and Gunder Haegg, but I doubt 
if my record will ever be brok- 
en,” says J. P. Scheu.

The Intercollegiate 
Association of Amateur Athlètes 
of America had just adopted the 
metric System, and only three or 
four 1600-meter races were held 
before the event was dropped in 
favor of the standard European 
1500-meter race. 

“It was a case of being there 
‘lastest with the mostest,’ I sup¬ 
pose/’ Scheu says. “Or you might 
say it was something like buying 
the last bottle of bathtub gin 
before prohibition was repealed 
—no one will ever hâve a chance 
at the record unless the 1600- 
meter race is revived, and that 
seems doubtful. 

“My time for the race—four 
minutes and 18 seconds—wasn’t 
particularly good even for the 
mile, and the 1600-meter course 
is about 10 yards shorter. The 
record probably wouldn’t hâve 
lasted a year if the event had 
continued to be official.” 

Scheu lettered in track three 
years at Harvard, and was cap- 
tain of the track team his last 
year. He graduated in 1935, and 
that summer went abroad with 
the Harvard team, competing in 
track meets with schools in Eng- 
land and France. 

“Then I turned my attention 
to more pressing matters, like 
getting established in my profes¬ 
sion,” Scheu says. “And today I 
doubt if I could win a potato race 
at a Spanish-American War Vét¬ 
érans’ outing.”

worth that much—so I did the 
next best thing,” Dittmann says. 
“I built myself a scale replica.” 

The model was built in Ditt- 
mann’s garage - workshop, where 
he has a lathe and other electrical 
tools. He did ail of the work him- 
self, including turning, milling 
and finishing, and it took over 
three months, working evenings 
and weekends, to complété the 
pistol. 

“It was worth it, though,” 
Dittmann says. “Recently I 
took the pistol to one of the 
top experts, and while he didn’t 
approve of the idea—he was 
afraid someone might try to 
pass it off as an original—he 
had to admit it would be hard 
to distinguish from the real 
McCoy. 

“I haven’t fired the pistol yet, 
but I’m sure it will work. Ail of 
the measurements and tolérances 
check out, and the materials are 
better than those Colt had avail- 
able for the original models.” 

One of the hardest operations 
in building the pistol was rifling 
the barrel (putting in the ridges 
that guide the bullets), Dittmann 
recalls. 

“I finally resorted to a method 
used by the mountaineers in the 
18th and 19th centuries, and it 
proved very effective,” Dittmann 
says. 

He placed the barrel on a lathe 
and put a cutter on a square 
shaft twisted to give the proper

turn to the ridges. He ran the 
shaft through a fixed jig, and 
the twist of the shaft through 
the jig gave the proper turn to 
the cutter as he forced it through 
the barrel. 

Only 1,100 original “Whitney- 
ville-Walker” Colts were manu- 
factured. They were produced in 
1847 in a factory at Whitneyville, 
Conn., and Capt. Samuel Walker, 
a Mexican War hero, worked with 
Samuel Colt in designing the wea- 
pon, hence the name. Most of the 
cap and bail pistols were lost. 
during the Mexican War, and 
only around 50 are known to be 
in existence today. This accounts 
for the high value collectors place 
on them. 

Including the replica, Dittmann 
has 16 Colt pistols in his collec¬ 
tion. They represent almost every 
stage of the évolution of the Colt 
pistol, from the early models 
through present-day target pis¬ 
tols. With the addition of the 
replica, only one serious gap re¬ 
mains—Colt’s “Patterson” model, 
the first type he ever produced. 

“I hope I can trade the ‘Walk¬ 
er’ replica for a genuine ‘Pat¬ 


terson,’ ” Dittmann says. “Even 
though the ‘Patterson’ is an older 
model there are many of them in 
existence and I may be able to 
work a deal. Then I’il make an- 
other replica of the ‘Walker.’ 

“If I can’t trade, then I’il try 
to reproduce the ‘Patterson,’ ” he 
added. 

Dittmann’s collection also con- 
tains several modem pistols of 
other makes, several modem 
rifles and shotguns, and a cap 
and bail Pennsylvania rifle made

Convair Cameramen Follow XF-92 
Through Skies on Test Flight s 

The Convair-built XF-92, world’s first delta wing airplane, was “shot at” early this 
month from more angles than enough. 

However, the “shooting'” was ail done by caméra and was keyed in with regular test 
flights which the Air Force has been conducting at Edwards Air Force Base, Muroc. 
At the same time as Convair 


cameramen were recording the 
research ship on the ground and 
in the air, two Convair production 
executives, A. P. Higgins and 
J. (Scotty) Doig, Works manager 
and factory manager of Plant 2 
at San Diego, were making a 
close observation of the plane. 

Convair recently received a 
production order to build super- 
sonic F-102 delta wing intercep- 
tors for the Air Force, equipped 
with “significant improvements 
in electronics and armament.” 
The mission of the F-102 will be 
to spearhead the U. S. defense 
against high speed atomic attack 
from the air. 


Delta Design of Convair s XF-92 
Dates Back to German Research 


The Air Force’s Convair-built 
XF-92, which pioneered the delta 
wing design, has been flying 
since Sept. 18, 1948, when Con¬ 
vair pilot E. D. (Sam) Shannon, 
now SD chief of Experimental 
Flight, flew the maiden hop. 

Prior to that time, however, 
there were years of research that 
dated back to German experi- 
ments during World War II in 
which Dr. Alexander M. Lippisch, 
once a Messerschmitt project 
engineer, was a leader. Since 
war’s end he has been in the U. S. 
working on spécial projects for 
the Armed Forces. 

In 1945 Convair received an 
Air Force assignment to develop 
a very high performance inter- 
ceptor. The task was assigned 
to Convair’s Downey (Calif.) 
Division and became the princi¬ 
pal concern of three men: Assis¬ 
tant Chief Engineer Frank W. 
Davis, Chief Design Engineer 
Adolph Burstein, Chief of Aero- 
dynamics Ralph H. Shick. 

After considering ail possible 
shapes, studying other design 
studies including captured Ger¬ 
man documents, they decided on 
the delta and ultimately built a 
wind tunnel model to prove their 
sélection. This they did for an 
outlay of little more than $150, 
with a resuit so impressive that 
the Air Force authorized the 
delta wing for the F-92 project. 

Further exhaustive wind tunnel 
tests brought a go-ahead for a 


full-sized airplane and Thomas 
H. Hemphill of the SD Division 
was named project engineer. Like 
most pioneering ventures, the 
Model 7002 project (as it was 
then called) was on a limited 
budget and the builders helped 
solve the problem by utilizing 
parts from five other airplanes 
in constructing the delta. 

The plane was completed in No¬ 
vember, 1947, at the SD Division, 
then underwent full-scale wind 
tunnel testing at the National 
Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics laboratory at Moffett 
Field, Calif. Here again, results 
were exceptional. The engine- 
less plane was returned to San 
Diego for installation of an 
Allison J-33 turbojet power plant 
and then shipped to Edwards 
AFB for flight. 

Since that first trial Sept. 18, 
1948, the pioneer delta has made 
more than 100 flights in a sériés 
of évaluation programs. Numer- 
ous Air Force pilots hâve been 
“checked out’” in the plane. 
Among the famous military air- 
men who hâve flown it are Major 
Yeager and then Major Frank 
(Pete) Everest, who probed the 
so-called sonie barrier in the 
dart-shaped research ship. 

Yeager has told aeronautics 
groups that the delta “can out- 
tum practically any airplane at 
any altitude,” and is virtually 
stall proof. 


On the trip to Muroc to capture 
the XF-92 on film were SD Photo 
Supervisor Warren Kemmer, Eu¬ 
gène Keefer, Mark Irwin, Bob 
Hermann and Roger Jett. Of the 
group, Kemmer and Keefer had 
the most to tell about. Kemmer, 
riding in the opened-up tail of 
a B-25 had the expérience of 
looking the XF-92 “in the eye” 
at 50 feet while in flight. Keefer, 
flying in another Air Force jet, 
a chase plane, followed the re¬ 
search ship in somewhat speedier 
maneuvers to take motion pic- 
tures. 

The B-25 installation which 
carried Kemmer was a novel idea. 
In combat, there is a gun turret 
in the B-25 tail. In peacetime 
this part of the tail is usually 
covered over. Kemmer, however, 
was dead set on getting a clear 
flight “shot” at the XF-92 head- 
on and suggested opening up the 
B-25’s “south end.” The Air 
Force cooperated. 

“Actually, the exposed position 
in the tail isn’t as daredevil as 
it might look,” Kemmer explain- 
ed. “I was well braced and wore 
a parachute, just in case. The 
wind was gusty but not severe. 
I wasn’t frightened, probably be- 
cause when you’re shooting pic- 
tures that’s ail you can think 
about.” 

Equipped with inter-communi¬ 
cation equipment, Kemmer could 
talk directly either to the B-25 
pilot or to Maj. Charles Yeager 
who was flying the XF-92. 

“During the time that Maj. 
Yeager was following us, it was 
a simple matter to give directions 
on position,” Kemmer recalled. “I 
had only to move a hand up or 
down and the major floated the 
XF-92 a few feet this way or that 
so that I could get just the right 
angle. He’s quite a pilot. . . . ” 

It fell to Keefer to expérience 
the high speed thrills, however. 
Assigned with his movie caméra 
to a fast-flying Air Force jet, 
Keefer had expected that he 
would be following the XF-92 at

a more or less reasonable distance 
and from different positions as 
he might direct the pilot. 

“Sorry, but we’re flying chase 
plane and that means following 
close up, no matter what the 92 
does,” the pilot warned. “This 
isn’t just a photo flight, you 
know.” 

“He was so right!” Keefer re- 
ported later. “That’s faster than 
I ever want to go again. I was 
shooting through the canopy and 
on the banks the force of the 
turns was so great that frequent- 
ly I couldn’t hold the caméra high 
enough for a straight shot!”

Carswell, located across the 
runways from Convair’s Fort 
Worth division, is currently en- 
gaged in an expansion program 
of which the runway extension is 
a part. 

Low bid for spécifications call- 
ing for concrète was $2,422,910.

The runway extension and taxi¬ 
ways will extend north of the 
présent runway and will eut off 
White Settlement Road, now the 
main traffic artery leading to the 
FW plant. 

A new access road, slated to 
connect with the East-West Free- 
way, is now under construction, 
with the first length from the 
plant scheduled for completion in 
June, 1953. 

Convair traffic will pass the 
runway work area over a 78-foot- 
long temporary bridge on White 
Settlement Rd.

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Emphasis Laid 
on Conservation

of material conservation. 

“I note that during the fiscal 
year 1952 the ideas put into ef- 
fect through ESs and CIPs ac- 
counted for materials savings of 
$900,000. This is good, but it can 
be a lot better. 

“The possibilities for economy 
in materials are almost endless, 
considering the millions and mil¬ 
lions of dollars worth that enter 
the San Diego plants every year. 
Most of the materials go out in 
the form of airplanes. Much more 
than necessary, however, goes out 
as scrap.” 

Coggan said Industrial Engi¬ 
neering will be “carrying the bail” 
during 1953 in an all-out effort to 
call attention to material conser¬ 
vation and to assist supervision 
in every way possible toward this 
end. Plans are in the mill for a 
continuing campaign featuring 
regular reports, spécial posters, 
sélection of a Convair girl to 
dress as “Miss McSave-it,” a 
Scots lassie who will symbolize 
the emphasis upon saving mater¬ 
ials. 

Paul Athans, assistant chief in¬ 
dustrial engineer, explained: “Our 
Cost Réduction Group has been 
expanded during the last six 
months to include a number of 
specialists whose job is to assist 
supervision in préparation of new 
plans for more economical opera¬ 
tions. They are strictly advisory. 
However, proof of their value is 
that they figured prominently 
during the five months July 
through November in CIPs total¬ 
ing a half million dollars in sav¬ 
ings. They can turn in no CIPs 
themselves. Their job is to help 
supervision. . . .” 

E. E. Hartzler, Cost Réduction 
supervisor, described the conser¬ 
vation program as “double-bar- 
reled.” 

“We mean to emphasize both 
prévention (of waste) and récla¬ 
mation (of valuable materials 
that sometimes are misdirected to 
scrap). 

“The whole theory of conserva¬ 
tion is gaining more and more at¬ 
tention throughout the division 
and the response from ail em¬ 
ployées is gratifying. I firmly 
believe that during the next year 
the division can make an out- 
standing record that will be rec- 
ognized throughout the industry.”

tivities in their areas flowing 
into the center, and instructions 
and decisions originating in the 
center were channeled back to 
them via téléphoné or messen¬ 
ger.” 

In charge of control center op¬ 
erations was F. G. Merritt, man¬ 
ager of Industrial Security and 
assistant control officer, acting 
for Division Manager B. F. Cog¬ 
gan, control cfficer. Chiefs of 
the various defense services — 
fire, police, warden, engineering, 
medical, etc.—also reported. 

“One of the primary reasons 
for the plant-wide drill was to 
test our alarm System. ‘Red 
alerts’ (signal for impending en- 
emy attack) were sounded at 10 
a.m. for first shift and at 6:40 
p.m. for second shift drills,” How¬ 
ard said. 

“These signais were a sériés 
of short blasts on the work whis- 
tle, lasting three minutes.

Ex-China Airplanes 
Put Back in Shape 

Convair SD this week was com- 
pleting inspection of five model 
240 Convair-Liners recently re¬ 
turned to the states from Hong 
Kong and preparing to place them 
in “fly away” condition. 

The ships, formerly owned by 
Central Air Transport Corp. (Chi- 
nese Nationalist air line) and 
now the property of Civil Air 
Transport, Inc., of Delaware, were 
grounded for many months pend- 
ing the outcome of litigation and 
eventually returned to San Diego 
by surface transportation. 

Partially disassembled while in 
Communist hands, the planes are 
missing a variety of parts and 
accessories, some of which may 
turn up during an inventory of 
miscellaneous equipment the CA- 
TI is returning to the states. 
Convair’s task will be to restore 
them sufficiently to fly but not 
to completely condition them for 
airline service at this time, J. 
G. Zevely, manager of Contracts 
at San Diego, indicated.

Flight Squawks Laid to Lack 
of Care in Tightening Bolts 


Ten thousand dollars’ worth of 
U.S. Defense Bonds in 10 years 
is the record of one of Convair 
FW’s most enthusiastic bond buy- 
ers, W. A. Garrison. 

An aircraft assembler in Dept. 
31, Garrison is believed to hâve 
set a record for the FW Division 
in the total amount of bonds pur¬ 
chased by an hourly employée. 

What’s more, out of that $10,- 
000 worth of bonds, Garrison has 
cashed in onlv $750 worth. That 
amount went to help defray cost 
of a home. 

Garrison began his snow-ball- 
ing bond buying campaign back 
in January, 1943, just a few weeks 
after he came to work at Convair. 
His first déductions were for 
$3.50, but he soon boosted the 
amount to $7.50. Three years 
later, he upped it again to $15 
and since late in 1949, Garrison 
has bought one $100 bond every 
four weeks through the payroll 
savings plan. 

In addition to his weekly dé¬ 
ductions, he has made additional 
purchases from his savings ac- 
count. In 1949, Garrison bought 
six $500 bonds within one week 
during the plantwide bond cam¬ 
paign. 

When the $10,000 goal came in 
sight last month, almost at the 
same time as his tenth anniver- 
sary at Convair, Garrison decided 
to withdraw another $500 from 
his savings account. 

He purchased the final bond on 
Nov. 14 and shortly afterward 
received his 10-year pin during 
présentation ceremonies in the di¬ 
vision manager’s office. 

Asked how he was able to save 
so much of his earnings, Garri¬ 


son explained that, “I just tend 
to my own business. 

‘T don’t drink, gamble, or run 
around,” he continued. “But, at 
the same time, I buy everything 
I want or need.” 

Besides buying bonds these past 
10 years, Garrison also has in- 
vested $4,000 in a house and spent 
another $1,000 on a car. And a 
year or so ago there were large 
medical bills followed by burial 
expenses when Mrs. Garrison pas- 
sed away. 

Although this earnest bond- 
buyer has already passed the 
normal retirement âge of 65 years 
—he’ll be 70 in April—he has no 
idea of leaving his work at Con¬ 
vair any time soon. 

“But when I do retire, I figure 
the bonds will give me more than 
enough to live on,” he points out. 
“And I plan to do quite a bit of 
traveling when that day arrives.” 

In the meantime, however, he 
has plenty of other interests to 
keep him occupied. There’s his 
rose garden, for instance. Garri¬ 
son likes to experiment with 
“budding” plants and has corne 
up with several colors of flowers 
growing from one bush. 

There are his children, five of 
whom live here in Fort Worth. 
The other three are at Lewisville, 
less than an hour’s drive from 
his home. 

“I’ve got 17 grandchildren, too,” 
he proudly boasts. “Or at least 
it was 17 last I heard. We’re 
looking for another one any day.” 

Two of his sons are employed 
at Convair FW with their father. 
They are William Lloyd, a ma- 
chinist in Dept. 30, and Alvin, 
Dept. 24. 


Third of B-36 
( by Weight) 
Traced to GFE 

Besides the job of producing 
the airframe for the largest 
bomber ever built—the Air Force 
B-36 — Convair FW employées 
also hâve a major project in the 
mere handling of government- 
furnished parts for the airplane. 

“Because approximately one- 
third of the total weight of the 
B-36 is made up of government- 
furnished parts which we must 
handle and ultimately install on 
the airplane,” explains Jim Kin- 
cannon, general supervisor of 
material department’s govern- 
ment furnished aircraft equip- 
ment section. 

The folks in that section hâve 
the job of obtaining approximate¬ 
ly 800 different government-fur- 
nished parts and seeing that those 
parts get to the right spot by the 
time they’re needed for install- 
ment on the airplane. 

In considering that 800 figure, 
however, it might be pointed out 
that a complété engine is treated 
as one item. Likewise, a compli- 
cated propeller assembly also is 
considered a single entry. 

Government-furnished equip- 
ment generally is received via 
truck or rail at warehouse No. 4, 
although some arrives by air. At 
the warehouse GFAE section 
employées receive, stock and issue 
equipment which is funneled to 
seven material cribs along the 
assembly line. 

These cribs maintain their 
stock through réquisitions. Be- 
tween Jan. 2, 1952, and Oct. 17, 
1952, these cribs accomplished 
145,563 transactions involving 
parts. 

Most new instruments must 
first go to testing units located 
in electronics, ordnance or other 
laboratoires, sometimes causing a 
delay in their arrivai at the sup- 
ply crib, Kincannon points out. 
Often defective critical parts 
must be returned to the vendor 
or the Air Force depot from 
which they came. This makes for 
other delays. 

“It isn’t quite as simple as 
going to the dime store for a 
dozen nails,” Kincannon explains. 

“Our section may handle be- 
tween 600 and 1,200 RDR’s (Re- 
jection Disposition Reports) per 
month with the total pièces in- 
volved varying from 1,000 to 
28,000.” 

During a recent four-week pe- 
riod ending in October, the sec¬ 
tion made 438 shipments involv¬ 
ing 1,129 items weighing 409,955 
pounds as a resuit of rejections. 

“These figures included 118 
critical items sent to sub-contrac- 
tors for emergency repairs to 
meet production schedules,” Kin¬ 
cannon says. 

Another function performed by 
a second group in the GFAE 
warehouse is the ordering and 
stocking of thousands of parts 
used on the Worthmore moderni- 
zation program and “Project: 
Fixit.” These programs alone 
hâve necessitated more than 
20,000 réquisitions for parts from 
-the GFAE section in six months. 


Hâve y o u r headlights ever 
failed suddenly while you were 
traveling down a strange high- 
way at night? 

If so, you’ve probably exper- 
ienced that same empty feeling 
that a crew member feels when 
something goes wrong on an air¬ 
plane in flight. 

“In both instances, the trouble 
can often be traced to the lack 
of significance that an employée 
has given to the Word ‘Torque’,” 
explains R. J. Hendrickson, su- 
perintendent of Development and 
Field Operations Inspection at 
Convair FW. 

This technical-sounding word 
means simply the amount of 
“twist” used in tightening a nut, 
boit, screw or other threaded 
fitting, Hendrickson points out. 

“But that twist is one of the 
most important steps in building 
a quality airplane,” he warns. 

Because the operation of 
tightening a boit seems simple, 
some employées may fail to give 
it the proper attention. It’s a 
time-consuming operation and, on 
the surface, appears easy enough 
for a child to perforai. 

“However, records show that 
on a group of B-36s recently test- 
flown by our Convair FW crews, 
11 per cent of the flight dis- 
crepancies were due to improp- 
erly tightened or torqued items,” 
Hendrickson reveals. 

The figure was even higher— 
19 per cent—for the same group 
of airplanes during engine run, 
flight préparation and final ac¬ 
ceptance inspection Processing, he 
added. 

“With roughly a quarter-mil- 
lion items on a B-36 involving 
threaded fittings and devices, the 
importance of proper torque can’t 
be over-emphasized,” Hendrick¬ 
son declared. 

The limit of torque, or in sim- 
pler terms, the amount of twist, 
which should be applied to such 
fittings is earefully established 
by engineers after they hâve 


analyzed the safety and service- 
ability requirements. 

But how can you know if such 
a device has been properly tight¬ 
ened ? 

To make this job easier, Con¬ 
vair keeps on hand a variety of 
specially designed wrenches 
which quickly measure the 
amount of twist applied when 
the fitting is installed. 

“It’s the responsibility of the 
individual worker to see that 
screws, nuts, bolts get the prop¬ 
er torque,” Hendrickson pointed 
out. 

“Improper toiquing will resuit 
either in a safety hazard or in 
reduced service life. This doesn’t 
always mean tightening a boit 
too much, either. If it isn’t 
tightened enough, it can be just 
as troublesome.” 

“We ail need to become ‘torque 
conscious’ and improve our twist 
technique,” Hendrickson says. 

“By doing so, we will not only 
produce quality airplanes con- 
sistently, but we will extend the 
life of mechanical and electrical 
installations. The ultimate resuit 
will be reduced cost of building,” 
he concluded.

A Changeable Bird 

Bored by Looking at a Yellow Canary? 
Then 'Henna Him With a Carrot 'Rinse 


A canary, as far as the average 
person is concerned, is a small 
yellow song bird to be kept as 
a pet. James H. Beseler, Dept. 
212 at Convair SD, has entirely 
different ideas on the subject. 

Beseler raises Canaries as a 
hobby, and at times has more 
than 100 of them on hand. And 
as to color, very few of Beseler's 
birds are yellow. Most of them 
are red, in varying shades, and 
still others are white, either solid 
white—which is very rare—or 
white with bluish-gray. 

In fact, Beseler has developed 
two new strains of Canaries him- 
self. One he calls the Montague- 
Beseler Strain Cornelian Red Ca¬ 
naries, and the other is the Bese¬ 
ler Strain Little White Angels. 
He marketed over 100 Canaries 
this year, and next year he plans 
to raise and sell over 200. 

In addition to selling the birds, 
Beseler also exhibits them in ca¬ 
nary shows. This year alone he 
has won a total of seven trophies 
and 42 ribbons, including two 
“best of class” awards. 

“Canaries are easy to raise— 
if you know how,” Beseler says. 

“I started about four years ago 
and during the first year I lost 
over 50 birds in one day alone. 
Though I'm still not sure, I think 
a cat frightened them to death. 
Since then I've taken steps to see 
that cats can't get near the 
cages.” 

Beseler keeps his birds in an 
aviary he built in his back yard. 
It's built in sections, and by re- 
moving 16 bolts it can be dis- 
assembled and moved to a new 
location. Température in the 
aviary is thermostatically main- 
tained at 70 degrees the year 
around. He mixes his own feed— 
he has his own formula for 
nestling food—and his Canaries 
drink nothing but bottled drink- 
ing water. 

“I first became interested in 
birds when I was a boy in Minne¬ 
sota, but I specialized in racing 
homing pigeons then,” Beseler 
says. 

“I even studied poultry hus- 
bandry at the University of 
Florida for a couple of years. I 
didn't become interested in Ca¬ 
naries until after World War II, 
however, and it wasn't until 1949

Chandler says that he took 
several oversized yams from his 
garden this fall, and that the 
largest one tipped the scales 
at 10 pounds! 


that I began breeding ‘color fac¬ 
tor' Canaries. 

“Color other than yellow in Ca¬ 
naries may be obtained in two 
ways. They may be fed spécial 
foods, such as carrots, but the 
color obtained in this manner 
won't last long unless the feeding 
is continued. 

“Real bird fanciers obtain color 
by crossbreeding Canaries with 
other birds, or by sélective or line 
breeding. I obtained my white 
Canaries by breeding extremely 
light colored birds until ail other 
colors were eliminated. The red 
variety was obtained by Crossing 
a canary with the Venezuelan red 
hooded siskan, a red bird approxi- 
mately the same size as the 
canary.” 

Canaries originated on the 
Canary Islands, Madeira and the 
Azores, Beseler said, and they 
hâve been kept as pets since the 
fifteenth century. However, they 
were not introduced into the 
United States until around 1840. 


A new class of Convair-trained 
tool designers graduated late last 
month after completing the 400- 
hour course (40 hours a week for 
10 weeks) conducted at Plant 2 
San Diego.

distinct varieties, ranging in color 
from pale yellow to red-orange, 
from pure white to slate gray, 
and with green tones and mixed 
and mottled colors. 

“My greatest pleasure cornes 
from producing birds of a color I 
hâve tried particularly hard to 
achieve,” Beseler says. “And al- 
though bird breeding is an ex¬ 
pensive hobby to start, it more 
than pays its own way after a 
year or two. Some of my Ca¬ 
naries are valued at more than 
$100 each.”

Any Change în Tax 
Status Should be 
Reported at Once 

Convair employées were ad- 
vised this week to make sure that 
their Withholding Exemption Cer¬ 
tifiâtes (form W-4) are up to 
date. 

Convair uses the certifiâtes 
every payday to détermine how 
mu ch tax to deduct. Therefore, 
it is important that any change 
of status be incorporated at once. 
If présent certifiâtes are correct, 
they should be allowed to stand. 
However, if they are in error be- 
cause of a change of exemptions 
or for any other reason, new cer¬ 
tifiâtes should be obtained from 
Convair and filled out. 

Exemptions usually change 
through marriage or divorce, 
when a dépendent dies or is born, 
or when a taxpayer begins or 
stops supporting a dépendent. 
Particular care should be taken 
not to claim more exemptions 
than the law allows, because of 
severe penalties.

Supersonic 
Jet Project 
Well Along 

A new supersonic jet 
bomber plannecl by Convair 
was seen this week as “the 
logical production successor” 
to the B-36. 

The statement was ad- 
vanced Monday night before 
the Fort Worth Chamber of 
Commerce by J. V. Naish, 
Convair executive vice presi¬ 
dent, while commenting up- 
on an Air Force announce- 
ment made last Thursday 
from Washington, D. C., re- 
vealing that Convair is at 
work on detailed design stu- 
dies for such an airplane. 

The Air Force announcement 
was the first public Word that 
has been released regarding this 
Convair project for the future 
and disclosed that the company 
has been directed “to préparé fur- 
ther detailed design studies for 
a supersonic bomber.” 

“I can tell you that these 
studies hâve been underway for 
some time,” Naish told the 
chamberis annual meeting in 
Fort Worth. 

“The development of the 
project is well along and we 
are most encouraged by the 
results to date. The plane that 
we are proposing is a radically 
new jet design capable of very 
high performance. 

“We honestly believe that it 
is the logical production suc¬ 
cessor to the B-36. 

“We believe, too, that in this 
plane we are meeting our solemn

In the mid- 
20s the company gained attention 
as the world’s first crop dusting 
concern and also operated an 
international air mail-passenger 
route from Peru to Ecuador in 
South America. Directing that 
route was C. E. Wollman, now 
Delta’s president and general 
manager. 


In 1929 Delta inaugurated pas- 
senger service from Dallas to 
Jackson, Miss., Atlanta and Bir¬ 
mingham, flying single-engine 
Travelaires across the “Deep 
South.” Eveil through the de- 
pression the line showed a steady 
growth, gradually taking on new 
equipment and new routes. Delta’s 
routes now extend from Chicago 
to Miami and Fort Worth to 
Charleston, with interchange serv¬ 
ice to major points in the north 
and the west coast. 

Thanks to several globe-trot- 
ting Convair service engineers, 
the first model 340 will not be 
an unfamiliar airplane to Delta 
personnel. The Convair men are 
George Pohlman, John Nowak, 
Frank Hollingsworth and John 
Crenshaw, who recently returned 
from Atlanta where they con- 
ducted maintenance courses while 
Ludvig Knudsen, SD flight engi¬ 
neer, was teaching ground school 
for pilots. 

“Everyone we met was highly 
enthusiastic about the model 
340s and expecting a high degree 
of performance,” Pohlman said. 

Using animated System mock- 
ups, visual aid machines and 
photos (Convairiety, July 2, 
1952), the maintenance instruc- 
tors taught simultaneous classes 
five days a week for two months. 
In addition, concentrated one- 
week courses were conducted at 
eight major outlying stations for 
those unable to attend the At¬ 
lanta course. These points were: 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Dallas, New 
Orléans, Shreveport, Charleston, 
Jacksonville, Miami. 

Pohlman taught electrical Sys¬ 
tems and instruments; Nowak, 
structures and rigging; Hollings¬ 
worth, hydraulic Systems and 
power plants; Crenshaw, air con- 
ditioning, pressurization, anti- 
icing Systems. During the last 
month of the period Knudsen was 
available for flight school. 

The Delta expérience was the 
third “traveling” school conduct¬ 
ed by Convair service engineers 
on the model 340 for customer 
airlines. Others are scheduled 
for 1953. “Alumni” thus far in- 
clude Braniff and Continental in 
addition to Delta. 


Material Storage Shifted at SD 
From Plant 2 to Bay Front Lease 


Convair San Diego was in the 
midst of a withdrawal on one 
hand and an expansion on an- 
other hand this week. 

With the close of the B-36 
modernization program at SD, 
personnel are vacating the Insti- 
tute of Aeronautical Sciences 
building near the seaplane ramp. 
Field Operations already has 
shifted to Building 4 at Plant 1 
and Flight also will move to 
Building 4 between now and early 
January. 

Henceforth, with Flight and 
Field Operations centered at 
Plant 1, the iamp area will be 
devoted chiefly to experimental 
work (such as R3Y static testing) 
and seaplane flight operations. 

At another part of the SD Di¬ 
vision a transfer of some magni-

tude is taking place, however, 
with the shift of tons of raw 
materials and equipment to stor¬ 
age area recently acquired at 
1995 Bay Front, San Diego, the 
Westgate-Sun Harbor Co. plant 
formerly devoted to tuna packing. 

R. B. Watts, Convair vice presi¬ 
dent and general counsel, report- 
ed that Convair has taken a 
three-year lease on the area to 
provide both additional office 
quarters and warehouse facilities. 
Approximately 145,000 square 
feet are invelved. 

Convair began the job of tak¬ 
ing over last month, involving 
the shift of tools and equipment 
and materials currently stored at 
Plant 2. Transfer will make room 
for expanding operations at that 
plant. The move is being made 
by truck and is being carefully 
keyed in with dsy-to-day material 
requirements so as not to disturb 
normal manufacturing activities. 

Approximately 100 persons 
from Sub-Contracts (Dept. 26) 
and about 50 from Material 
(Dept. 5) are scheduled to move 
to the new location. Awaiting 
Sub-Contracts personnel are spa- 
cious, air conditioned offices af- 
fording more icom than previous- 
ly available in Buildings 19 and 
5 quarters, as well as easier ac- 
cess for outside business contacts. 

Approximately 4,000 p a 11 e t 
loads are involved in the shift of 
materials to the new warehouse 
area. Parts, equipment and ma¬ 
terials are valued at several mil¬ 
lion dollars. The move will be 
completed shortly after the first 
of the year.

Flying' Movie Caméra Records Varied 
Operations Underway at SD Plants 



Through the roving eye of a high flying movie cam¬ 
éra, members of Convair’s Board of Directors last week 
saw the San Diego Division as few hâve seen it except 
crâne operators and perhaps a few stray sparrows. 

At a spécial showing, directors 
viewed a 900-foot, 16 mm film 
recorded from the tops of build¬ 
ings and work stands as well as 
from the cabs of overhead crânes 
moving through the division’s 
major production buildings. The 
brain child of B. F. Coggan, SD 
Division manager, the movie was 
originally designed as a produc¬ 
tion efficiency tool to inspect 
operations from points of vantage 
virtually impossible to reach by 
any other means. However, when 
shown to the corporation^ Oper- 
ating Policy Council recently, 


United Takes up 
Pioneer's Order 

Purchase of five Convair-Liner 
model 340s, originally ordered 
by Pioneer Air Lines, has been 
arranged by United Air Lines. 

Scheduled for delivery to Pio¬ 
neer late in 1953 and early in 
1954, the airplanes will be re- 
programmed in the plant at San 
Diego to include spécial United 
equipment and interior styling, 
J. V. Naish, Convair executive 
vice president, said. 

W. A. Patterson, United presi¬ 
dent, said UAL studies indicate 
additional 340s will be required 
in 1954 to handle traffic. Gen. 
Robert J. Smith, Pioneer presi¬ 
dent, explained his company re- 
linquished the contract following 
failure to obtain an allocation of 
critical materials from Civil Aer¬ 
onautics Board, and indicated 
that United, as a much larger 
carrier, probably would not meet 
similar difficulties. 


Weights Engineers 
Hold Dallas Meeting 

A pictorial report’ on Korea, 
presented by Lyman Josephs of 
Chance Vought, highlighted the 
recent meeting of the Texas 
chapter of the Society of Aero¬ 
nautical Weights Engineers when 
that group met Dec. 4 in Dallas. 

Among members attending 
from Convair FW were V. L. 
Salzman, Dept. 12, chapter chair- 
man; and the following Dept. 6 
employées: Elsie Gargis, secre- 
tary-treasurer; Harry Rowland, 
program co-chairman; and Jerry 
Ray, director. The SAWE meets 
every six weeks alternately at 
Dallas and Fort Worth. 


Gen. J. T. McNarney, Convair 
president, recommended that it 
be shown to the Board of Direc¬ 
tors as a live report of what is 
going on at the SD Division. 

Coggan, who narrâtes the film, 
pointed out that from a practical 
standpoint it is valuable in in- 
specting the plants from an en- 
tirely new angle, directly over¬ 
head. General conditions, layout 
problems, etc., that are obscure 
when viewed from the ground 
become startingly clear through 
the camera’s eye. 

The division manager indicated 
that he intends to hâve similar 
film reports made from time to 
time. Industrial engineers felt 
that the idea may be adopted by 
other concerns in industry as a 
quick means of inspecting facili¬ 
tiez in inaccessible areas, report- 
ing progress in layout, noting 
storage conditions, etc. 

Although easy to look at, it 
was more difficult to take. Cam¬ 
eramen Gene Keefer and Mark 
Irwin did the bulk of the shoot- 
ing, sometimes squeezing into 
narrow quarters for some shots, 
carefully placing the more than 
100 pounds of caméra, magazines 
and battery. 

“It was reaily a squeeze in one 
of the crâne cabs,” Irwin recalled. 
“When we finally managed to 


place the caméra there was only 
a quarter-inch clearance between 
the top of the magazine and the 
beams overhead!” 

The film, which Coggan indi¬ 
cated he hoped to show ultimate- 
ly to ail supervision at San Diego, 
starts with airplane views of both 
plants at SD, cornes down to 
earth to touch on views of newly 
acquired warehouse space, then 
offers good sequence film re¬ 
ports on major projects at both 
plants. Particularly effective is 
moving down the model 340 line 
with ship after ship appearing to 
slip past in a steady stream. 


Ten-Year-Old AVO

Con-Trib-C 1 u b b e r s at Fort 
Worth who hâve been curious 
about the way their donations 
are used by récipient agencies 
will be gratified by a recent re¬ 
port from the Fort-Worth-Tar- 
rant County Tuberculosis Society. 

This agency, one of the 38 
local groups partially supported 
by Convair employées’ Con-Trib- 
Club funds, has been able to em- 
ploy a much-needed trained staff 
member — thanks to Con-Trib- 
Club. 

She is Miss Inger C. Claney, a 
medical social worker, whose of¬ 
fice is in City-County Hospital. 
Her services are available to tu- 
burculosis patients and members 
of their families, physicians and 
agencies which deal with tuber¬ 
culosis patients. A graduate of 
the University of Chicago School 
of Social Service, Miss Claney has 
had 10 years’ expérience in her 
field. She also holds a degree 
from Beloit College, Wis. 

Unlike others who are primar- 
ily concerned with locating and 
treating the illness, Miss Claney 


deals with the emotional and 
psychological aspects of the ill¬ 
ness. 

“Even today, some people feel 
it’s a shame and disgrâce to hâve 
tuberculosis,” she explains. “Then 
we must convince them that such 
ideas are absurd and that the 
intelligent thing to do is to get 
proper care to cure the illness.” 

Once treatment is begun, Miss 
Claney keeps in constant touch 
with these patients to offer re¬ 
assurance. Her work does not end 
there, however. After a patient 
has recovered sufficiently to re- 
turn home, she helps to rehabili- 
tate him, even assisting in find- 
ing work. 

With more than 800 known 
cases of tuberculosis in the coun¬ 
ty, Miss Claney doesn’t worry 
from lack of work. 

Many Convair FW employées 
hâve benefited directly from an- 
other undertaking — the mass 
chest X-ray program. Early this 
year 2,620 employées were X- 
rayed when the mobile unit was 
stationed here at the plant.

'T write 
songs simply because I enjoy 
doing it.” 

Morris says he loves ail kinds 
of music, but that he writes only 
ballads. He keeps only the better 
ones, and consequently after 20 
years of composing has only 
about 20 completed songs in his 
collection. 

“Tunes are always popping 
into my mind, but sometimes it’s 
a problem to record them before 
I forget them,” Morris says. 
“This is ironical, because once I 
hâve transcribed a melody into 
musical notes I never forget it, 
and hâve no further use for the 
sheet music when I want to play 
a song.” 

As a resuit, Morris has an un- 
usual but sure-fire procedure for 
getting his songs into music. 
Whenever he has an idea he gets 
out his ukulele and plays and 
whistles fragments of the tune 
into a recorder. Then in his lei- 
sure he plays the recording back,

picks out the melody on a piano, 
and writes it down in music. 

Although the mélodies corne 
easily, it usually takes Morris 
six months or longer to complété 
a song. The hard part is arrang¬ 
ing the harmony, writing the 
words, and “polishing” up the 
rough spots, he says. 

After the song is completed to 
his satisfaction, Morris préparés 
a spécial cover for it and adds it 
to his collection. Cover designs 
are ail originals, and are usually 
related to the theme of the song. 
Morris paints most of them him- 
self, using water colors, but 
sometimes calls on a talented 
friend for help when the design 
is complicated. 

Morris views his composition 
strictly as a hobby, and has no 
intentions of turning professional. 
The only money he has ever re- 
ceived from his musical efforts 
to date was a $25 second prize 
he received for a display of his 
songs in the 1951 CRA Hobby 
Show. 

Most recent of Morris’ efforts 
is a Christmas song, which took 
him two years to complété. He 
has written a song about San 
Diego which he calls “San Diego 
Shores,” and during World War 
II he wrote a war song called 
“Marching in Dreams.” 

Morris has had no formai train- 
ing in music. He first became 
interested in music as a boy, 
when he and a friend tried their 
hands at composing lyrics for 
mail-order music houses. 

“We didn’t realize at the time 
that most of these ads were mis- 
leading. They offered to write 
music for our song poems at 
something like $60 per song, 
which of course we couldn’t af- 
ford,” Morris recalls. “But that 
got me interested and Fve been 
writing music ever since.” 

Even though he has never had 
a song published and never ex- 
pects to, Morris takes no chances 
with having his songs stolen. He 
copyrights ail of them.

FW Reminded 
About Sabotage 

“Each employée at Convair FW 
has a vital rôle in safeguarding 
the security of this plant and of 
the United States.” 

This statement by Division 
Manager August C. Esenwein 
brought a sharp reminder to ail 
Convair FW employées that the 
saboteur Works ail shifts. 

In conjunction with the recent 
distribution to ail employées of 
a security pamphlet pubiished by 
the Department of Defense, Esen¬ 
wein urged that constant vigi¬ 
lance be maintained against the 
threat of sabotage. 

“You must be constantly aware 
of this threat and fulfill your 
responsibility by keeping our In¬ 
dustrial Security department fuîïy 
advised of anything which is in 
the least suspicious,” he stated. 

Any and ail suspicious incidents 
or acts of behavior should be re- 
ported immediately to supervisors 
or the Industrial Security depart¬ 
ment. 

Damage or attempted damage 
to equipment and parts which ap- 
pears w i 11 f u 1 and deliberate 
should be reported at once. Such 
parts and equipment should not 
be moved or handled until investi- 
gators give permission. 

Esenwein also pointed out that 
régulations governing the wear- 
ing of employée and visitor badg¬ 
es must be strictly and rigidly 
enforced. 

“Any person on company prop- 
erty not wearing the required 
type of badge should be ap- 
proached and requested to pro¬ 
duce and wear the badge,” Esen¬ 
wein continued. “If the person 
cannot produce it, he should be 
detained and turned over to the 
Industrial Security department.”

Clark's CIPs Click 
Twice in Single Day 

Nov. 20 was “CIP Day” for Leroy T. Clark, Convair 
Fort Worth general supervisor in the inspection depart¬ 
ment, who scored twice on that date with cost improve¬ 
ment ideas. 


Even more important was the 
fact that Clark was personally 
responsible for realizing one- 
fourth of the entire 1952 quota 
for his department, according to 
Roy Crabtree, assistant super¬ 
visor of cost réduction. 

Clark’s idea will resuit in an 
estimated savings of $57,000 an- 
nually, Crabtree reported. The 
departmental quota was $226,800 
for 1952. 

The CIP was a révision of poli- 
cies and procedures for armament 
and electronics inspection. 

Clark’s second CIP approved on 
Nov. 20 conceimed armament test 
firing procedures and eliminated 
a serious safety hazard, Crabtree 
pointed out. 

These hâve not been Clark’s 
only successful ideas, however. 
During his first year at Convair 
FW, Clark received cash awards 
for three ESP’s. Since 1948, he 
has had four CIP’s approved. 

Even before joining Convair 
FW in 1947, Clark’s ideas were 
earning récognition for him. At 
one time, he received a commen- 
dation from Delta Airlines for 
re-sequencing maintenance opera¬ 
tions, and later, as an instructor

Jack Glass, assistant to the 
Missile Division manager, pre- 
sented a $7,500 check Dec. 5 to 
Homer Duffy, chairman of the 
building fund’s industrial division. 

Last April the Guided Missile 
Division contributed $5,000 to the 
proposed $700,000 annex. The 
latest chèck represents Convair’s 
1953 donation, and receipt of the 
check brought the building fund 
up to more than $625,000, accord¬ 
ing to hospital officiais. Plans 
are now being completed for the 
new wing, and construction is 
expected to get under way in the 
near future. 

Pomona Community 
Chest Given Boost 

The Pomona Community Chest 
last week received a $5,771 boost 
from Convair’s Guided Missile 
Division, almost half of it con¬ 
tributed by individual employées. 

The total included $1,896.90 
contributed by 777 employées at 
Pomona, $847.11 by employées at 
San Diego, and a $3,000 check 
from the Guided Missile Division. 

The amount from San Diego 
is one-half of $1,748.22 collected 
from 1099 employées in a recent 
drive. The division of funds was 
made because most of the Di- 
vision’s employées now in San 
Diego will probably be transfer- 
red to Pomona early in 1953. The 
other half was pz’esented to the 
San Diego Community Chest.

New Seaplane 
Unveiled at SD 


Convair's sensationally new XF2Y-1 “Sea-Dart,” jet- 
powered delta wing- seaplane unveiled two weeks ago at 
San Diego, continued pre-flight trial runs last week on the 
waters of San Diego Bay. 


The new U.S. Navy experimen¬ 
tal ship is marked by a long, 
pointed nose and is shaped like 
a triangle. For better rough wa- 
ter landing and takeoff charac- 
teristics, the XF2Y is equipped 
with hydro skis, the first such

application to a combat type air¬ 
craft in this country and perhaps 
in the world. 

“At this point Fm just learn- 
ing how to handle it,” E. D. 
(Sam) Shannon, chief of Experi¬ 
mental Flight at SD, explained. 

Admitting that this is the first 
time he has been on skis of any 
kind, Shannon indicated he is 
taking his time to feel out the 
ship. 

“It’s pretty lively and a lot 
different from flying big sea- 


planes such as the XP5Y-1,” he 
added. 

The XF2Y Sea-Dart “marks the 
fighter plane’s re-entry into the 
water-based field, an area from 
which it has been absent for some 
years,” John F. Floberg, assist¬ 
ant Secretary of the Navy for 
Air, said recently in the first 
official public Word about the 
new plane. 

Commenting on the possibili¬ 
tés of the hydro-ski principle, 
Floberg said that aircraft so 
equipped “could be very handy in 
a number of situations for which 
we don’t now hâve a suitable 
article. Perhaps they could be 
based in forward areas . . . before 
land-bases could be constructed. 
They could operate from such 
areas where it would not be eco- 
nomically feasible to build land¬ 
ing fields due to the limited re-

YB-60 Flies First Phase Two 
Test in Sky Over Fort Worth 


Convair’s sweptwing, ail - jet 
YB-60 bomber was back in the 
news this week as Air Force test 
crews completed the first flight 
of the Phase Two évaluation pro- 
gram Saturday, Dec. 20. 

With Lt. Col. B. L. Grubaugh 
at the Controls and a crew of five 
men aboard, the plane took off 
from the runway at Carswell 
AFB, adjacent to the Convair FW 


plant. The plane left the runway 
after 2,000 feet—less than the 
distance normally required for 
takeoff of a B-36. 

Much of the initial Phase Two 
flight was performed over Fort 
Worth. 

Colonel Grubaugh and his crew 
were aloft in the YB-60 for two 
hours, 35 minutes.

Challenging 

Year Ahead 


Convair’s far flun g industrial might this week faced a New Year as bright and 
challenging as any in its nearly 30 years' history. 

In forecasting what lies ahead in 1953, the company's top men could see no lessen- 
ing of overall activity. Here is how they predicted the immédiate future, division by 
division : 

FORT WORTH: Employment now about 24,500 and expected to 
continue near this level though dépendent upon several possible 
developments. B-36 manufacture to continue into 1954, with “re- 
cycling” of increasing importance. A new airplane is “off the 
drawing board” that could be phased in to follow the B-36. Several 
other contract possibilities under considération. 

SAN DIEGO: Continued intense activity on several fronts. Em¬ 
ployment now about 21,000, expected to hold fairly constant with 
graduai rise starting in May or June. Year will see flight testing 
of new XF2Y-1 jet seaplane for the U. S. Navy (revealed officially 
for the first time Dec. 17); shaping up of production of F-102 delta 
wing interceptors for the Air Force; flight of the first R3Y produc¬ 
tion seaplanes for the Navy; continued production of Air Force 
T-29s; and steady stream of Convair-Liner model 340 deliveries. 

New business in prospect but not yet jelled. 

POMONA: Guided Missile Division early in 1953 will be concen- 
trated in one place for the first time as long awaited move from 
San Diego is accomplished. Some temporary quarters will be utilizqd 
until completion of the new U. S. Navy owned plant at Pomona. 

DAINGERFIELD: Continued high level of activity expected 
with possibility of increase during the coming year. 

Concerning the record for 1952, 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Con¬ 
vair president, had this to say: 

“There were a lot of bright 
spots, and some not so bright. 

“Ail in ail, however, we are 
getting ahead. Most of the proj- 
ects which were falling behind 
some months ago hâve made an 
about-face and are catching up 
some lost time. 

“There are still forests, but 
more daylight, too. I hope that 
during 1953 we can clear away 
more of the brush and see plenty 
of sky. 

“The way ahead is clear. We 
hâve work for ail divisions. How 
we do that work will tell the taie. 

“The finer the workmanship, 
the greater becomes our répu¬ 
tation for quality products and 
therefore the greater assurance 
of continued demand. The less 
the waste and the smoother the 
operation, the more certain we 
are to mantain and expand our 
position in the industry. The 
more determined we are among 
ourselves to keep schedules and 
live up to commitments, the 
more likelihood that satisfied 
customers will return for more 
of our products.” 

Getting down to cases, the 
general discussed immédiate pros¬ 
pects for first one division and 
then another as freely as possible 
under the limitations of security. 

“The B-36 is scheduled to 
phase out in 1954. What cornes 
next? is a vital question at Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth. 

“First of ail, don’t think that 
the end of active B-36 manufac¬ 
ture means that we hâve seen the 
last of this great airplane. Far 
from it. The B-36 will continue 
to be the backbone of our strate¬ 
gie air arm for years to corne.

Convair Planning 
Far Into Future , 
Says Lanphier 

Convair’s long range plan¬ 
ning is extending farther 
and farther into the future 
to include products so ad- 
vanced that they may not 
materialize for a decade or 
more. 

This was évident this month 
from an interview with T. G. 
Lanphier Jr., Convair vice-presi- 
dent, published in American 
Aviation Dec. 8 in which he ex¬ 
plained the functions of the Long 
Range Planning Office created by 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney shortly 
after McNarney became president 
of Convair last spring. 

“He (the general) believes such 
. . . a long range look is essen- 
tial to . . . corporate stability in 
an industry historically known 
for its instability,” Lanphier de- 
clared. 

“Particularly in this atomic 
era of complicated weapons Sys¬ 
tems, when longer and longer 
range decisions are being pressed 
upon the military services and 
their contractors . . . it is both 
good business and in the nation’s 
interest that Convair plan years 
ahead to develop and produce 
articles for (the) military serv¬ 
ices in order that they arrive in 
the customers’ hands in time to 
be better thari the weapons the 
aggressor might employ against 
us three, or five, or ten years 
from now. ...” 

Lanphier likened the Convair 
planning office to a “clearing 
house” of future requirements

More than 650 Take 
Ride in Turboliner 

The Convair-built Allison Tur¬ 
boliner, America’s first turboprop 
transport, is making a big hit 
everywhere it appears, Allison 
officiais report. 

Passengers on recent démon¬ 
stration flights “were impressed 
with the clock-like regularity in 
which the flights were made, and 
the manner in which the Turbo¬ 
liner would overtake and pass 
some of the fastest four-engine 
commercial transports,” the re¬ 
port stated. 

In one four-and-a-half-day pe¬ 
riod, 25 passenger démonstration 
flights were made “every hour on 
the hour,” and each one exactly 
on schedule. At latest report, the 
Turboliner had made approxi- 
mately 175 flights for a total of 
more than 160 hours on the air- 
craft, and had carried more than 
650 passengers on courtesy 
flights. 

The Turboliner has the same 
general configuration of the Con- 
vair-Liner model 240, and is pow- 
ered by two 2750 horsepower Al¬ 
lison turbo-prop engines. 

“A commercial pilot and co¬ 
pilot who watched the Turbo¬ 
liner pull away from them in the 
air, insisted on a ride when the 
turboprop transport was in Wash¬ 
ington a few days later,” the 
report added.

And these airplanes will be 
undergoing constant improve- 
ment. Just as ships of the U. S. 
fleet return to base from time to 
time for overhaul and installation 
of new and better equipment, so 
will B-36s corne home to Convair 
FW. This is a program that will 
continue indefinitely and one of 
major importance. 

“Unfortunately, I cannot speak 
with complété freedom regarding 
the other projects—and there are 
a number of them—which we 
propose as logical successors to 
the B-36 program. I feel confi¬ 
dent that the follow-on projects 
which we hâve contracted or ex- 
pect to contract will keep our 
engineering organization at Fort 
Worth continually at work, and 
our production organization well 
employed. One new airplane in 
particular is “off the drawing 
board” and could be phased in to 
follow the B-36. 

“Beyond these general assur¬ 
ances, security prevents me from 
being more spécifie.” 

Shifting to the San Diego 
Division, General McNarney 
touched on a variety of enter- 
prises. 

“Commercially, the model 340 
program is looking much better 
the last few months. We had 
fallen behind our original sched- 
ules and now are in the process 
of pulling ourselves up by the 
boot straps. Already we are 
ahead of our revised delivery 
schedule. I hope that 1953 will 
see us making up that lost time 
at a faster and faster clip. 

“New model 340 business ? 
Well, that will dépend a lot upon 
how quickly we make good on 
our delivery promises.

of both military and commer¬ 
cial customers, with each of 
ConvaiFs four divisions assign- 
ed their particular fields of 
development. As examples he 
cited Fort Worth Division^ 
area of responsibility as “aerial 
weapons of strategie retalia- 
tion” and that of San Diego 
Division as “Air Force and 
Navy weapons for defense 
against an enemy’s atomic at- 
tack” in addition to commercial 
airplane development. 

“Years ago Fort Worth engi- 
neers began to plan developments 
beyond the B-36,” he added. 

Commenting upon broad inter¬ 
national policy factors and accom- 
panying military requirements as 
they affect Convair, Lanphier 
pointed out that current U. S. 
foreign policy concentrating upon 
“containment” of communism 
throughout the world tends to 
“handeuff” a source of the U. S/s 
greatest military strength—that 
of strategie airpower. 

A new national administration, 
he theorized, may consider two 
courses: (1) discontinuance of the 
highly expensive business of 
building a strategie air force for 
atomic retaliation against an 
aggressor, and dévotion of a 
more considérable expenditure to 
ground and naval forces and to 
a tactical air force more adapted 
to localized “containment” types 
of warfare; or (2) shifting for¬ 
eign policy to a more affirmative 
one based on both the deterrent 
and the destructive power in 
which the American people hâve 
invested billions with the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Strate¬ 
gie Air Command, and the Navy. 

Lanphier feels that the new 
administration is most likely to 
lean toward the second course 
not only in considération of the 
considérable investment already 
made but because “a choice really 
no longer lies in the hands of 
American policy-makers. This 
choice was taken from us the 
day the Soviets exploded their 
first atomic bomb. ...” 


In the event of a more affirma¬ 
tive foreign policy based upon air 
power, Lanphier expected an 
“emphasis upon the sorts of 
strategie and défensive weapons 
we (Convair) are planning or 
currently producing or develop- 
ing for the Air Force and the 
Navy.” 

In the meantime, however, Lan¬ 
phier pointed to Russian develop¬ 
ment of a long-range bombing 
fleet and said that considering 
“the sort of military forces we 
are building in extension of the 
‘containment’ policy ... I believe 
it logical to conclude that our 
military strength relative to that 
of Soviet Russia is growing stead- 
ily weaker. ... As much of an 
airpower build-up as we are cur¬ 
rently undertaking is by no me ans 
enough to counteract the known 
facts that the Soviets are building 
an atomic attack for possible use 
against this country; and that 
there is looming a date within 
the foreseeable future when they 
may décidé to do just that. . . .” 

As for the useful life of prés¬ 
ent Convair military products, 
Lanphier explained that this dé¬ 
pends upon a comparison with the 
effectiveness of the weapons of 
potential aggressors. Regarding 
the B-36 he said: “Certainly it 
has a long and useful life ahead 
of it, even beyond that period 
when the enemy defenses might 
render it no longer effective as 
an intercontinental bomber. There 
are enough altemate uses now be¬ 
ing contemplated for it beyond 
that date to thoroughly justify 
the investment the American tax- 
payer has made. . . .” 

Shifting to the commercial side 
of the Convair picture, Lanphier 
was questioned on a successor to 
the model 340. 

“Although the 340 now repre- 
sents the most modem—trans¬ 
port, as a policy Convair is ser- 
iously looking for a successor. 
As an example, a 56-passenger 
coach version could be deemed a 
successor, and we intend to pur- 
sue turboprop possibilities. . . 


Abroad, however, compétition is 
stiffer, partly because of dollar 
shortages and partly because of 
popular interest in the British jet 
transports. Even though the jet 
transports are not in a class with 
our airplane when it cornes to 
economy and s a f e , practical 
operations, the ‘romance’ of the 
jet makes it a formidable rival.” 

As for military projects at San 
Diego, the general announced 
that the new year will see the 
high speed turboprop R3Y sea- 
planes flying and production well 
underway on the F-102 land based 
jet interceptor. Manufacture of 
detail parts started recently at 
Plant 2, San Diego, and the F-102 
and sub-assemblies and major as- 
semblies will follow. 

Also expected to attract in- 
creasing attention during 1953 is 
the XF2Y-1, sensational new 
delta wing jet seaplane built for 
the Navy that started taxi tests 
late in 1952. 

Conceming activities of the 
comparatively new Guided Mis¬ 
sile Division, the general again 
was forced to guarded statements 
because of security requirements. 

“Within the next few months 
we expect the entire missile divi¬ 
sion to be concentrated at Po¬ 
mona,” he said. 

“For some time, the division 
has been forced to operate more 
or less in two halves, part at Po¬ 
mona and part at San Diego, be¬ 
cause of lack of facilities at the 
former locality. Although the new 
U. S. Navy plant at Pomona is 
not y et complété, it is far enough 
along that ail personnel can be 
moved there, though some may 
hâve to occupy temporary quar- 
ters for a brief period. 

“The complété exodus from 
San Diego as soon as possible is 
advisable partly to make room for 
expanding activities at San 
Diego’s Plant 2 and partly to in- 
crease the missile division’s 
operating efficiency.” 

Daingerfield Division during 
1952 has conducted development 
testing in connection with guided 
missiles for other Convair divi¬ 
sions as well as many other air- 
craft companies, though the bulk 
of the work done there was for 
the Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance 
and other branches of the serv¬ 
ices, McNarney reported. 

McNarney indicated he expect¬ 
ed the présent high level of work 
to continue, with some possibility 
of increase, and major facility 
additions planned during 1953 in 
the jet engine laboratory. 

Improvement in the supersonic 
wind tunnel and jet engine facili¬ 
ties during 1952 were noted, as 
well as the growing preference 
on the part of many agencies and 
contractors for performance of 
testing work at Daingerfield. 
Partly due to continuing improve¬ 
ment in instrumentation and 
equipment, productivity has in- 
creased to an a 11 - t i m e high. 
Mounting demand during the year 
called for a boost of approxi¬ 
mately 20 per cent in test time.

was not made at particularly high 
altitudes, crew members did not 
wear pressure suits. 

The flight was the first of sev- 
eral during which the Air Force 
will check the performance and 
stability of the airplane. 

Convair earlier announced com- 
pletion of Phase One of the YB- 
60 flight évaluation program Dec. 
2. During this phase, the air¬ 
plane was tested for speed, alti¬ 
tude, stalling speed, and other 
performance characteristics. 

Colonel Grubaugh had accom- 
panied Convair FW’s B. A. Erick- 
son, manager of Flight and chief 
test pilot, on ail but the first 
two Phase One test flights. 

Aboard the YB-60 on the first 
Phase Two flight, in addition to 
Colonel Grubaugh, were Capt. F. 
L. Fulton, co-pilot; M/Sgt. H. W. 
Ridge, flight engineer; M/Sgt. H. 
A. Cook, second flight engineer; 
F. N. Stoliker and D. R. Smith, 
civilian flight test engineers.

I Manager August C. Esenwein for 
their efforts in helping the divi¬ 
sion eut operating expenses. 

In a scant five months, the 
daily bill for such items as per- 
ishable tools, operating supplies, 
stationery supplies, téléphoné 
calls and telegrams has dropped 
more than 30 per cent, Esenwein 
reported. 

Crédit for this outstanding 
achievement is attributed to the 
all-out coopération of employées 
and supervision in the plant-wide 
thrift campaign launched June 1. 

Prior to that time, the divi¬ 
sion was spending an average of 
$21,867 a day for the items listed 
above. As of Oct. 1, reports show 
that figure had dropped to 
$15,138. Percentage-wise, the sav- 
ings amount to 30 per cent. 

A breakdown of the individual 
items shows that by far the 
greatest saving has been realized 
on stationery supplies. Where 
these articles averaged $5,355 a 
day before the thrift campaign 
began, they now average $2,132. 
That’s a saving of 60 per cent. 

Other notable savings of about 
25 per cent hâve been realized 
on perishable tools, téléphoné 
calls and telegrams. 

“These figures show that even 
greater savings are possible, if we 
continue to think and teach 
thrift,” Esenwein pointed out.

quirement. . . . Thus, they might 
provide a means of ending to 
some extent the costly program 
of building airstrips during a war, 
which are useful only for a short, 
critical period. . . . Hydro-ski 
equipped aircraft might be a 
means of providing fighter sup¬ 
port for attack aircraft on a one- 
shot basis, refueling from a small 
high - speed ship or submarine, 
within or adjacent to enemy ter- 
ritory where the use of a carrier 
force would not be justified. . . .” 

The new XF2Y has no hori¬ 
zontal tail, but is equipped with 
a triangle shaped vertical fin and 
rudder. “Elevons” on the wing 
trailing edge replace conventional 
ailerons and elevators for control 
action. When the plane flies it 
will be not only another “first” 
for Convair, but also another first 
for Shannon. He was the pilot 
who flew the XF-92A, world’s 
first delta wing aircraft, on its 
maiden hop. (The XF2Y is the 
world’s first delta wing sea¬ 
plane.) Further, Shannon flew 


the XP5Y-1—world’s first turbo- 
prop seaplane — on its initial 
flight. 

Shannon expects to make the 
first flights himself but later will 
turn the ship over to Charles E. 
Richbourg, member of Experi¬ 
mental Flight Section of SD En¬ 
gineering. Richbourg holds a 
Master of Science degree from 
MIT in aeronautical engineering 
and was selected outstanding stu- 
dent of his class when graduated 
from the Test Pilot Training 
School, Naval Air Test Center, 
Pautuxent, Md., in July of 1952. 

Project engineer on the XF2Y 
is F. H. (Herb) Sharp, vétéran 
Convair man who joined the com¬ 
pany in 1935 at San Diego. A 
Purdue graduate, Sharp served in 
the shop as a foreman on PBYs; 
before ente ring Engineering 
where he worked up, serving on 
every waterbased project Convair 
has had, including the XP5Y tur- 
boprop seaplane. His expérience 
in actual manrçfa.cturing gives 
him an unusuatly broad back- 
ground in production.
